TAX  RATE. 


The  tax  rate  for  the  year  was  $17.50  per  thousand,  a  decrease 
of  $2.50  over  last  year,  which,  by  a  careful  expenditure  of  money 
the  coming  year  may  be  further  reduced. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The  report  of  work  on  highways  and  streets  will  be  found  in 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  report  in  detail ;  the  work  on  Pros¬ 
pect  street  was  completed.  The  extension  of  Fulton  street,  from 
Nahatan  street  to  Railroad  avenue  was  also  completed.  The 
change  in  the  grade  on  Railroad  avenue  between  Fulton  and 
Prospect  streets  was  finished,  putting  this  street  in  good  shape  for 
public  travel ;  the  large  ledge  on  Pine  street  was  removed,  the 
street  widened  and  made  safe.  A  change  in  the  grade  on  the 
southerly  end  of  Monroe  street  was  made,  making  it  safe  at  point 
of  intersection  of  Cross  street. 

Not  much  new  work  was  done  on  sidewalks  the  past  year; 
a  small  portion  of  Vernon  street  was  concreted,  and  on  Beach 
street  Mr.  Frank  Tilton,  the  abutter,  wished  to  have  a  granolithic 
walk  in  place  of  concrete,  he  paying  for  the  same  except  what  it 
would  cost  the  town  to  concrete,  which  was  allowed  him. 

A  new  brick  sidewalk  was  constructed  on  Washington  street. 
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In  a  great  many  towns  and  cities  it  was  found  that  concrete  walks 
in  the  long  run  were  expensive,  and  in  place  of  concrete  were 
using  hard  brick,  the  first  cost  being  a  little  more  than  concrete 
but  would  last  longer  without  repairs,  and  in  the  end  would  be 
a  great  saving.  We  had  the  brick  walk  constructed  in  front  of 
the  Universalist  church,  and  trust  it  will  meet  with  your  ap¬ 
proval. 

A  location  was  granted  to  the  Old  Colony  Street  Railroad  Co. 
to  lay  a  side  track  on  Washington  street,  near  Railroad  avenue, 
also  to  straighten  the  track  and  change  the  grade  between  Cot¬ 
tage  and  Nahatan  streets.  We  hope  that  this  work  will  be  com¬ 
menced  in  the  early  spring,  and  when  completed  the  Walpole 
street  and  Canton  cars  can  run  to  Railroad  avenue. 

The  highways  were  in  good  condition  last  fall  when  the 
ground  froze  up. 

But  with  the  large  amount  of  snow  upon  the  ground  at  the 
present  time,  it  is  impossible  to  state  in  what  condition  they 
will  be  when  it  leaves. 

We  have  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  be  expended  on  macadamizing  Washington  street 
between  Howard  and  Walpole  streets,  after  the  Street  Rail¬ 
way  Co.  have  altered  their  tracks  and  put  in  a  new  turn-out 
which  we  expect  them  to  do  as  soon  as  the  ground  opens  in  the 
spring. 

We  have  inserted  an  article  to  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  a 
road  machine  as  the  old  one  is  beyond  practical  use  and  repair¬ 
ing. 

Mr.  Wigmore  having  resigned  as  Auditor  we  appointed  Mr. 
J.  A.  Hartshorn  to  fill  his  place. 

INSURANCE. 

The  cost  of  insuring  the  town  property  is  increasing  each  year. 
The  past  year  $1,026.52  was  paid  for  fire  insurance,  the  coming 
year  about  $i ,100  will  be  required'.  Some  towns  do  not  carry 
any  insurance  on  their  town  property;  they  believe,  with  good 


fire  protection  and  favorable  location  of  buildings,  that  the  risk 
is  not  great,  and  quite  a  sum  of  money  is  saved. 

Would  it  be  wise  for  this  town  to  pursue  the  same  course  in 
regard  to  insuring  their  public  buildings  ?  We  submit  the  matter 
for  your  consideration.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

STREETS. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectynen  : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1904. 

The  following  amounts  have  been  expended  for  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  the  highways,  bridges,  culverts  and  drains. 

HIGHWAYS. 

Lyden  street,  for  about  200  feet  from  Prospect  street,  was  grav¬ 
eled  at  an  expense  of  $28.85.  Cost  per  load,  96  cents. 

Highland  street,  from  Sanders  road  to  Elliot  street,  was  regraded 
and  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $132.50.  Cost  per  load,  $1.18. 

Washington^street,  from  Beacon  street  to  Day  street,  was  repaired 
with  rough  gravel ;  also  Guild  street,  from  the  railroad  bridge  to 
Lenox  street,  at  an  expense  of  $112.82.  Cost  per  load,  $1.44b 

Washington  street,  from  Concord  avenue  to  house  of  Harry 
Rhoades,  was  graveled,  street  widened  about  75  feet  and  pipe  drains 
placed  under  the  sidewalk  at  an  expense  of  $369.95. 

The  cost  of  repairs  of  depressions  in  street  was  $5.40. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Walpole  street,  on  the  east  side,  from  land  of  Dr.  L.  H.  Plympton 
to  square  at  Washington  street,  was  graveled  and  stones  removed  at 
an  expense  of  $30.51.  Cost  per  load,  $1.79b 

Nahatan  street,  on  the  south  side,  from  Maple  street  to  land  of 
Patrick  Collins,  was  repaired  in  various  places  at  an  expense  of  $180.14. 
Cost  per  load,  $1.75. 

Railroad  avenue,  from  Washington  street  to  Fulton  street,  was 
graveled  at  an  expense  of  $1.34.84.  Cost  per  load,  $1.98. 

An  exposed  ledge  on  the  sidewalk  on  Fulton  street,  at  house  of 
John  Conroy,  was  removed  at  an  expense  of  $15.07. 
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The  sidewalks  on  the  south  side  of  Howard  and  Tyler  streets  and 
on  the  north  side  of  Railroad  avenue,  at  the  tannery,  were  graveled 
at  an  expense  of  $35.18.  Cost  per  load,  $1.95^. 

Hoyle  street,  from  Walpole  street  to  Winslow  avenue,  on  south 
side,  was  graveled,  stones  raked  and  rubbish  carted  away,  at  an 
expense  of  $23.38.  Cost  per  load,  $1.95. 

Phillips  avenue,  from  Walpole  street  on  north  side,  to  new  loca¬ 
tion,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $11.73.  Cost  per  load,  $1.67i. 

On  Walpole  street,  east  side,  from  land  of  L.  D.  Ellis  to  Endicott 
street,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $21.94.  Cost  i^er  load,  84^  cents. 

On  Guild  street,  north  side,  from  Linden  street  to  Broadway ; 
Broadway,  west  side,  from  Guild  street  to  Day  street ;  and  Day  street, 
south  side,  from  Broadway  to  Washington  street,  were  graveled  at  an 
expense  of  $47.99.  Cost  per  load,  $1.92. 

On  Lenox  street,  from  Plimpton  avenue  to  Cross  street,  and  Cross 
street,  north  side,  from  Lenox  street  to  land  of  John  Murphy,  and  on 
south  side,  from  land  of  Mi’S.  Conolly  to  land  of  Michael  Tobin,  was 
graveled  at  an  expense  of  $81.16.  Cost  per  load,  $2.03. 

On  Walnut  avenue,  north  side,  from  Washington  street  to  Wal¬ 
pole  street,  and  Washington  street,  west  side,  from  Walnut  avenue  to 
Chapel  street,  were  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $115.12.  Cost  per  load 
$1.60. 

On  Walpole  street,  east  side,  from  land  of  Samuel  Winslow  to  con¬ 
crete  walk,  and  on  Chapel  street,  south  side,  from  concrete  walk  to 
Winslow  avenue,  were  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $30.60.  Cost  per 
load,  $1.70. 

On  Washington  street,  west  side,  from  Dean  street  to  Concord 
avenue,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $92.06.  Cost  per  load,  $1.84. 

On  Lenox  street,  east  side,  the  sidewalk  was  repaired  in  various 
places,  from  Cross  street  to  Willow  street,  at  an  expense  of  $29.64. 
Cost  per  load,  $1.85i. 

The  gravel  used  for  the  above  sidewalks  was  obtained  from  the  C. 
O,  Davis  pit,  on  Walpole  street.  The  bank  is  difficult  to  work,  being  a 
very  hard  substance,  but  for  sidewalks  I  think  it  is  the  best  we  can 
procure. 

In  repairing  the  sidewalks,  the  gravel  has  been  spread  with 
shovels  from  the  cart,  in  order  to  give  it  a  thin  coat  of  uniform 
thickness.

BRIDGES. 

The  bridge  on  Everett  street  was  replanked  at  an  expense  of 
$34.36, 
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The  bridge  at  the  large  culvert  on  Lenox  street  was  repaired  at 
an  expense  of  $49.14. 

The  bridge  on  Dean  street  was  replanked  at  an  expense  of  $28.89. 

FENCES. 

On  Neponset  street,  east  side,  at  the  meadows  abutting  Willow 
road,  a  fence  was  built  at  an  expense  of  $127.59. 

On  Cross  street,  in  the  rear  of  land  owned  by  William  Cuff  and  F. 
L.  Fisher,  a  fence  running  parallel  with  the  town  open  drain  for  160 
feet  was  built  at  an  expense  of  $22.30. 

DRAINS. 

The  drain  running  through  Clark  swamp  was  cleaned,  from  Rail¬ 
road  avenue  to  Cross  street,  at  an  expense  of  $27.11. 

This  drain  has  been  a  source  of  trouble,  caused  by  the  grade  which 
will  not  allow  it  to  free  itself,  and  causes  stagnant  water  to  remain  in 
various  places.  On  complaint  from  abuttors,  I  lowered  it,  from  the 
Willows  for  650  feet,  one  foot,  which  caused  the  taking  up  of  the  cul¬ 
vert  across  Rock  street  at  an  expense  of  $47.33. 

I  think  eventually  this  drain  will  have  to  be  graded  to  at  least  a  1 
per  cent,  grade. 

The  drain  running  from  Railroad  avenue,  in  the  rear  of  land  of  E. 
F.  Roby,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $3.11. 

The  drain  running  from  School  street  to  Fulton  street,  was  cleaned 
at  an  expense  of  $10.89. 

Drain  on  Washington  street,  on  land  of  George  H.  Morrill,  was 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $4.00. 

On  Washington  street,  the  drain  near  Balch  school  was  Cleaned  at 
an  expense  of  $4.00. 

Drain  running  from  Fulton  street  to  land  of  Patrick  Fahy  was 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $12.00. 

The  drain  on  Washington  street,  on  land  of  Mrs.  Coburn,  was 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $12.00.  “ 

On  Prospect  street,  36  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  was  laid,  from  the  drive 
of  Samuel  Page,  and  connected  with  catch  basin  at  an  expense  of 
$11.70. 

On  Lenox  street,  102  feet  of  6-inch  pipe,  running  from  land  of  Pat¬ 
rick  Brennan,  was  laid  at  an  expense  of  $26.02. 

This  pipe  was  laid  in  an  open  drain  on  the  location  of  the  town 
highway  which  was  considered  dangerous. 

CULVERTS. 

The  culvert  on  Lenox  street,  running  from  the  railroad,  was 


repaired  at  an  expense  of  $9.73. 

On  Pleasant  street,  the  culvert  south  of  land  of  John  F.  Kiley  was 
extended  at  a  cost  of  $5.61. 

The  culvert  on  Monroe  street,  near  Cross  street,  and  drain  at  out¬ 
let  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $4.50. 

The  culvert  at  the  junction  of  Nichols  and  Cottage  streets  was 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $13.04. 

The  culvert  on  Rock  Maple  street,  running  to  land  of  John  E. 
Smith,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $2.00. 

The  w'all  on  Everett  street,  near  the  bridge,  was  repaired  at  an 
expense  of  $17.25. 

On  Lyden  street,  the  entrance  from  the  street  was  cleaned  at  an 
expense  of  $2.50. 

GRADING. 

A  cesspool  was  built  at  house  of  P.  J.  Mahoney,  on  Guild  street,  at 
an  expense  of  $31.06. 

*  This  was  called  for,  as  the  town,  in  abolishing  the  grade  crossing, 
lowered  the  sidewalk  below  the  depth  of  the  original  cesspool,  causing 
the  overflow  to  run  across  the  sidewalk  to  the  gutter. 

The  lawn  at  the  house  of  J.  W.  Conger,  on  Broadway,  was  graded 
at  an  expense  of  $42.42.  The  filling  was  done  with  gutter  material, 
and  was  caused  by  the  raising  of  Broadway. 

The  lawn  at  the  Universalist  Church  was  graded  at  an  expense  of 
$11.95. 

On  Myrtle  street,  at  house  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Welsh,  the  drive  was 
blasted,  wall  leveled  and  lawn  graded,  at  an  expense  of  $25.84. 

This  was  called  for,  as  the  town,  in  lowering  the  sidewalk,  abol¬ 
ished  the  driveway. 

At  the  stand  pipe  at  the  junction  of  Chapel  and  Walpole  streets 
was  excavated  and  graded  at  an  expense  of  $12.24. 

CATCH  BASINS. 

The  cost  of  cleaning  the  catch  basins  during  the  year  was  $153.20. 

The  cost  of  care  of  catch  basins  in  storms  w'as  $73.77. 

MOWING  BUSHES  AND  GRASS. 

The  cost  of  mowing  the  grass  and  cutting  the  bushes  during  the 
year  was  $142.52. 

CLEANING  PITS. 

The  cost  of  keeping  the  gravel  pit  clear  during  the  work  was 
$()0.62. 
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EVERETT  SCHOOL  LOT. 

The  cost  for  grading  around  the  bandstand  in  school  yard  was 
$176.34. 

CONCRETE  AND  EDGESTONES. 

On  Washington  street,  east  side,  from  land  of  Dr.  E.  B.  Norton  to 
Winter  street,  the  sum  of  $77.08  was  expended  in  grading  and  setting 
block  paving  to  retain  the  concrete  walk.  The  cost  for  setting  the 
stone  was  11  cents  per  foot. 

The  sidewalks  on  Cottage  and  Market  streets  were  graded  at  an 
expense  of  $7.38. 

On  Washington  street,  at  junction  of  Walnut  avenue,  a  crossing 
was  built.  The  expense  for  grading  was  $4.30. 

The  sum  of  17.39  wms  expened  in  grading  the  side^valk  on  the 
south  side  of  Vernon  street,  from  Nichols  street  to  land  of  A.  W.  Stock- 
bridge. 

On  Washington  street,  wmst  side,  from  Nahatan  street  to  store  of 
W.  B.  Hastings  &  Co.,  256  linear  feet  of  edgestones  wmre  set  at  an 
expense  of  $130.36.  In  excavating  for  the  foundation,  we  encountered 
considerable  solid  and  broken  ledge,  which  increased  the  cost.  All 
stone  and  waste  material  was  carted  to  Melvin  avenue.  The  cost  for 
setting  the  stone  was  22  cents  per  foot. 

This  sidewalk  was  paved  with  brick  (as  an  experiment)  to  test  the 
relative  difference  from  concrete,  as  to  durability  and  maintaining  its 
surface.  The  total  cost,  including  all  labor  and  material,  was  $1.01 
per  yard. 

PAVING. 

Cottage  street,  south  side,  from  outlet  of  catch  basin  on  Prospect 
street  to  Nichols  street,  was  paved  at  an  expense  of  $411.93.  Cost  per 
yard,  $1.08. 

Bullard  street,  west  side,  from  Day  street  to  Vernon  street,  was 
paved  at  an  expense  of  $133.64.  Cost  per  yard,  $1.22J. 

In  excavating  for  this  paving,  especially  on  Bullard  street,  we  had 
from  four  to  six  inches  of  frost  to  contend  with  ;  and  as  we  have  not 
used  the  screen  at  the  Nugent  pit  (the  source  of  getting  our  paving 
stones)  for  two  years,  we  had  difficulty  in  getting  the  proper  stones  for 
this  work,  which,  with  the  labor  caused  by  the  frost,  increased  the 
cost  per  yard. 

REMARKS. 

The  appropriations  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  within  the  limit, 
with  the  exception  of  Endicott  street. 
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When  the  estimate  for  this  street  was  made,  it  was  not  taken  into 
consideration  the  raising  of  Walpole  street  by  the  State,  which  called 
for  extra  filling  and  was  done  with  waste  material  in  keeping  the  pit 
clear  for  the  work  on  the  highways,  which  were  being  repaired  at  the 
same  time.  The  street  is  the  entrance  to  Winslow  Bros,  and  Smith 
Co.’s  tannery  and  is  used  for  their  heavy  teaming. 

The  highways  (considering  the  appropriation)  are  in  fair  condr 
tion,  but  I  must  confess,  not  what  I  would  like  to  see  them. 

Washington  street,  from  Railroad  avenue  to  Dean  street,  and 
Walpole  street,  from  Winter  street  to  Chapel  street,  are  in  want  of 
repairs  at  various  places. 

In  repairing  Walpole  street,  the  street  would  have  to  be  cut  in  a 
number  of  places  and  material  carted  away  in  resurfacing  with  new 
gravel  to  give  the  street  a  uniform  grade  from  the  rail. 

The  bridges  are  in  good  order  and  I  think  will  need  but  little 
repairs  the  coming  year. 

I  recommend  that  a  new  fence  be  constructed  at  the  culvert  on 
Neponset  street  abutting  land  of  Albert  Bales. 

Also  that  a  new  fence  at  the  culvert  on  Brook  avenue,  be  built. 

I  recommend  that  a  new  fence  be  placed  on  the  north  side  of  Pros¬ 
pect  avenue,  running  east  from  the  old  location  for  about  75  or  100 
feet.  This  I  consider  necessary  to  obviate  danger  to  travel. 

I  recommend  that  a  new  catch  basin  be  built  on  the  south  corner 
of  Prospect  avenue  and  Nichols  street,  to  connect  with  thft  one  for¬ 
merly  built  on  the  north  corner.  This  would  relieve  the  corner  from 
water,  for,  on  account  of  the  grade,  the  water  stands  there  to  quite  a 
depth  before  running  across  the  street. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  catch  basin  be  placed  on  the  south  side 
of  the  hill  on  Day  street,  about  50  or  75  feet  from  Washington  street, 
and  connected  with  basin  at  junction  of  Washington  street.  This 
would  check  the  flow  of  water  crossing  Washington  street  in  case  of 
hard  storms  or  freshets. 

I  recommend  that  the  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Munroe  street, 
continuing  from  the  walk  now  built  to  Rock  street,  be  concreted  and 
block  stones  be  set  to  retain  the  concrete. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  walks  and  edge- 
stones,  and  that  a  portion  be  used  for  repairs  of  concrete  walks. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  paving,  and  that 
the  unfinished  work  on  Day  street  be  completed. 

I  trust  the  above  recommendations  may  receive  your  attention.

desired  to  make  requests  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  matters  to 
be  reported.  Your  Committee  invites  the  citizens  to  make  in¬ 
quiry  of  its  members  as  to  the  reasons  for  its  various  recom¬ 
mendations,  that  action  in  the  town  meeting  may  be  taken  after 
the  fullest  discussion  and  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  facts 
upon  which  this  report  is  made. 

If  the  above  appropriations  which  your  committee  have 
recommended  are  voted ;  it  is  estimated  that  the  tax  rate  for  the 
ensuing  year  will  be,  approximately,  $17.80  per  $1000.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


I'o  the  Voters  of  Norwood  : 

Frequent  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  throughout  the 
year  and  many  matters  discussed  and  actions  taken  in  the  interests 
of  the  town. 

Less  complaints  have  been  made  concerning  the  collection  of 
swill  during  the  past  year  than  during  any  previous  year,  and  we 
believe  this  work  has  been  done  faithfully  and  satisfactorily. 
Several  instances  have  been  reported  where  the  collector  has  been 
obliged  to  refuse  swill,  from  its  being  mixed  with  garbage;  at 
present  only  swill  can  be  accepted  and  that  should  be  in  as  good 
condition  as  can  be  reasonably  expected. 


PLUMBING  INSPECTIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  law,  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Mr. 
F.  E.  Colburn,  and  the  Assistant  Inspector,  Mr.  E.  J.Winn,  have 
made  careful  inspections  of  all  plumbing  done  during  the  year, 
to  the  number  of  seventy-nine.  Poorly  constructed  plumbing 
and  entire  lack  of  the  same  have  again  contributed  to  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  diphtheria  in  our  town,  forty-five  cases  having  occurred 
during  the  year,  in  more  than  one  half  of  which  these  conditions 
have  clearly  been  most  important  factors. 

Lack  of  proper  quarantine  measures  has  also  been  an  impor¬ 
tant  factor  in  the  prevalence  of  this  disease,  due  more  especially 
to  the  fact  that  friends  and  neighbors  have  not  been  excluded 
from  the  infected  homes.

TUBERCULOSIS  REPORTED. 

By  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Board,  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  must 
now  be  reported  by  the  attending  physician  and  such  measures 
taken  as  will  most  effectually  safeguard  the  public  and  prevent 
further  spread  of  this  disease. 

Thanks  to  similar  measures  taken  by  the  Slate  Board  of 
Health,  the  past  year  has  shown  a  decided  decrease  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  this  commonwealth,  with  a  cor¬ 
responding  decrease  in  the  death  rate,  especially^  among  females. 


SEWERAGE. 

A  more  practical  illustration  of  the  absolute  need  of  a  proper 
system  of  sewers  for  the  town  could  not  have  been  given  than 
the  recent 'prevalence  of  diphtheria  has  afforded,  as  by  far  the 
greater  number  of  cases  occurred  when  crowded  and  unsanitary 
conditions'prevail ;  where  the  natural  physical  conditions  and  im¬ 
perfect  ventilation  and  sanitation  offered  a  perfect  breeding 
ground  for  the  development  of  the  disease  germs. 

We  trust  that  at  the  coming  Town  Meeting  action  may  be 
taken  toward  remedying  these  conditions  and  at  least  a  beginning 
made  in  the  construction  of  a  sewerage  system.

Owing  to  the  lack  of  proper  drainage  facilities  and  the  illegal 
use  of  natural  watercourses  for  sewerage  purposes,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  thoroughly  clean  out  the  brook  run- 
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ning  from  Maple  street  to  the  Smith  meadows,  and  also  that 
from  Washington  street  across  East  Hoyle  street  to  the  tracks  of 
the  N.  Y.  N.  H.  &  H,  R.  R.  Other  natural  watercourses  will 
be  given  attention  as  soon  as  practicable  and  all  illegal  drains 
will  be  ordered  discontinued.  Properly  conducted  sewers  are 
the  only  practicable  solution  of  the  pi’oblems  presented  in  many 
of  the  more  thickly  populated  sectioxis  of  the  town.

Gentlemen  :  As  Tree  Warden  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  I 
submit  the  following  report  : 

During  the  fall  of  1903  the  shade  trees  along  the  following 
streets  were  trimmed,  three  dead  trees  cut  down  and  ten  trees 
bolted :  Hoyle  street,  East  Hoyle  street,  Cross  street.  Guild 
street,  Washington  street  from  Walpole  street  to  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Nancy  Page. 

On  account  of  the  cold  weather  last  spring  the  eggs  of  the  elm 
tree  beetle  did  not  mature.  It  was  not  necessary  therefore  to 
spray  the  trees  and  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  not 
used. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  appro¬ 
priated  for  trimming  the  trees  on  the  highways  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectitie7i  of  JVorzvood : 

Gentlemen  :  I  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Inspector  for  the 
year.  A  general  inspection  of  all  cattle  and  swine,  and  the 
premises  where  same  were  kept  was  made  during  the  month  of 
November  and  December,  and  a  written  report  of  the  condition 
of  each  barn  or  stable  was  sent  to  the  Chief  of  the  Cattle  Bureau. 
But  three  cattle  wei'e  found  to  be  diseased,  and  were  quarantined, 
but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  to  pay  expenses  they  were  ordered 
released  by  Cattle  Bureau,  and  same  was  done.  Twenty  cattle 
were  brought  from  out  of  the  state,  were  kept  in  quarantine 
until  tested  and  found  to  be  free  from  disease  and  then  released. 
Three  suspected  cases  of  Glanders  or  Farcy  were  reported,  two 
of  which  upon  examination  by  Agent  of  Cattle  Bureau  were 
I  found  to  be  healthy,  they  were  released,  the  other  was  taken  by 
Ward  and  premises  disinfected  according  to  law.  Owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  Glanders  in  surrounding  towns  the  water  in  water¬ 
ing  troughs  was  ordered  shut  off  and  has  been  kept  so.  Number 
of  cattle  inspected  was  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight.  Num¬ 
ber  of  swine  sixty-nine.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 


The  closing  year  at  the  library  has  been  a  busy  one.  While 
the  circulation  has  slightly  diminished,  the  library  nevertheless 
has  enlarged  its  field  of  usefulness. 

The  use  of  the  library  by  the  High  School  pupils  has  increased 
noticeably,  not  only  in  supplementary  reading  but  in  the  use  of 
reference  books  as  w^ell.  Other  schools  are  now  taking  up  a 
similar  line  of  work  and  doubtless  equally  good  results  will  be 
shown. 

Books  have  been  purchased  to  the  limit  of  the  appropriation 
with  special  care  in  the  selection  by  the  trustees  of  the  best  cur¬ 
rent  fiction  of  the  day  as  well  as  the  most  recent  books  of  bi¬ 
ography,  travel  and  reference,  while  the  works  of  standard 
authors  have  been  added  to  or  replaced  as  far  as  funds  have 
permitted.  Fifteen  books  from  houses  containing  cases  of  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  have  been  burned. 

In  October,  responding  to  an  invitation  extended  by  us,  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Club  held  its  regular  meeting  in  Library 
Hall;  dinner  was  served  by  Westover  &  Foss  of  Boston,  in  the 
dining  hall  of  the  Congregational  Church. 

Some  two  hundred  librarians  and  trustees  from  the  cities  and 
towns  of  mostly  eastern  Massachusetts  attended,  the  occasion 
thus  bringing  together  a  large  number  of  prominent  literarj'  peo¬ 
ple  interested  in  library  work.  Words  of  admiration  were  heard 
on  all  sides  for  the  beauty  of  Norwood  and  our  handsome  library 
building  and  hearty  commendation  for  the  systematic  manner  in 
which  the  library  work  here  is  conducted,  a  fact  which  coming

as  it  did  from  those  in  position  to  judge  was  highly  gratifying  to 
your  trustees.  At  the  close  of  the  afternoon  session  the  club 
visited  the  Norwood  Press,  returning  to  Boston  by  special  cars  at 
five  o’clock,  the  visitors  declaring  themselves  much  pleased  with 
the  day  spent  in  Norwood. 

In  our  report  of  a  year  ago  we  noted  the  fact  of  our  having 
issued  a  Finding  List  of  Fiction  and  stated  that  if  it  proved  a 
success  it  was  our  purpose  to  issue  other  lists  until  all  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  library  were  covered.  The  demand  for  the  list  has 
been  so  small  that  the  trustees  do  not  feel  warranted  in  going  to 
the  expense  of  issuing  further  finding  lists  at  least  for  the 
present.

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 


To  the  Board  of  Eng'ineers : 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  following  is  the  seventh  annual  report  of 
the  town’s  Fire  Alarm  System.  There  has  been  about  two  miles 
of  wire,  with  fixtures  put  up,  and  one  new  box  No.  74  placed  on 
Water  street  near  F.  W.  Bird’s  Paroid  Works.  Mr.  Dana  H. 
Fisher,  being  about  to  resign  as  Superintendent  of  the  Fire 
Alarm,  and  wishing  to  leave  the  system  in  first-class  condition 
for  his  successor,  gave  the  whole  system  a  thorough  repairing, 
which  accounts  for  overrunning  the  appropriation.  The  material 
on  hand  consists  of  eighteen  extensions,  twelve  two  pin  arms, 
two  four  pin  cross  arms,  two  bi'cak  arms,  seventy  insulations, 
six  coppers,  tw'elve  pounds  vitriol,  about  twenty  pounds  bolts 
and  lags,  one  third  mile  of  number  9  bare  wire,  and  construction 
tools.  I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  raised  and  appro¬ 
priated  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Alarm  System  for  the  ensuing 
year.

in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  namely :

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  met  at 
Village  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  March  second,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  and 
were  called  to  order  at  thirty-five  minutes  past  six  o’clock  in 
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the  morning  by  the  Town  Clerk,  who  read  the  warrant  call¬ 
ing  the  meeting  and  the  return  thereon  of  the  Constable  who 
served  the  same  upon  the  inhabitants. 

Article  1.  At  six  forty-five  o’clock  in  the  morning  the 
meeting  nominated  James  A.  Halloran  and  Hon.  Frank  A. 

Fales  for  Moderator.  At  six  fifty  o’clock  the  Town  Clerk 
declared  the  polls  open  for  the  reception  of  votes.  Cornelius 
Murphy  and  George  Stewart  had  charge  of  the  ballot  box 
used  in  the  election  of  Moderator,  and  Eben  F.  Gay  and  James 
A.  Hartshorn  had  charge  of  the  voting  list,  and  were  sworn 
to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

After  all  had  voted  who  wished,  the  polls  were  declared 
closed.  The  votes  cast  were  sorted  and  counted,  and  declar¬ 
ation  made  by  the  Town  Clerk  as  follows: 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  seventy-eight  (78). 

James  A.  Halloran  had  seven  (7). 

Hon.  Frank  A.  Fales  had  seventy-one  (71)  and  was  declared  Moderator 
elected  Moderator. 

Art.  2.  The  meeting  was  then  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator,  and  Article  2  was  taken  up. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  and  Tellers  who  had  been  appointed  by  Ballot 
the  Selectmen  and  Moderator  were  sworn  as  follows:  Ed-  Clerks 
ward  P.  Tucker,  Conrad  Readel,  Arthur  N.  Hartshorn  and 
Thomas  F.  Mahoney;  George  H.  Dexter,  Michael  J.  Murphy,  Tellers 
Charles  P.  Dunn,  John  J.  Tobin,  Prank  M.  Readel,  Frank 
W.  Talbot,  Joseph  Schuster  and  Milton  L.  Rock. 

The  Moderator  appointed  Constable  Warren  E.  Rhoads  to 
have  charge  of  the  ballot  box  and  the  space  inside  the 
railing. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  governing  elections,  Village  hall  had  been  fitted  up  as 
a  polling  place,  a  space  railed  off  and  compartments  provided 
for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  and  examining  their 
ballots,  and  each  compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of 
instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities.  Cards  of  instruc¬ 
tion  and  specimen  ballots  were  also  posted  in  different  parts 
of  the  building  outside  of  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  deliv¬ 
ered  to  the  Ballot  Clerks  one  sealed  package  marked  “  1600 
Official  Ballots,  March  2,  1903,”  and  one  package  marked 
“400  ballots  for  School  Committee  only,  March  2,  1903,”  and 
took  their  receipt  therefor.  The  Ballot  Clerks  were  pro- 
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vided  with  dujdicate  sets  of  the  lists  of  registered  voters  of 
the  tovm,  one  for  men  voters  and  one  for  women  voters,  as 
prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  also  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from 
the  packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk,  and  stationed 
at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place,  with  instructions  to  de¬ 
liver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and 
checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  box  used  in  elections 
was  then  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Moder¬ 
ator  and  other  election  officers,  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
register  was  then  set  at  zero  (0)  and  the  box  locked.  At  ten 
minutes  past  seven  o’clock  A.  M.  the  polls  were  declared 
open  for  the  reception  of  votes  for  town  officers,  and  by  vote 
of  the  meeting  were  kept  open  until  fifty  minutes  after  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when,  after  due  notice,  they  were 
declared  closed.  By  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Moder¬ 
ator  and  Town  Clerk,  the  ballot  box  was  open  at  11.10  o’clock 
A.  M. ;  also  several  times  during  the  day,  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted.  The  ballot  box  was 
opened  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  when  the  register  stood  854. 
The  box  had  failed  to  register  141  votes,  so  that  the  exact 
number  of  ballots  deposited  was  nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  (995).  The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the 
Ballot  Clerks  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the

The  Moderator,  Town  Clerk  and  Tellers 
then  canvassed  the  votes  given  in,  and  the  whole  number 
was  nine  hundred  and  ninety-five  (995),  eleven  (11)  of  which 
were  women’s  votes,  for  School  Committee  only,  which  were 
sorted,  counted,  and  declaration  thereof  made  in  open  town 
meeting  at  twenty-five  minutes  past  seven  o’clock  in  the 
evening  as  follows :

A  sealed  package  of  ballots  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  BaUots  &c 
the  Commonwealth,  marked  “First  set  ballots,  1600,  Town  of 
Norwood,”  was  then  delivered  to  the  Ballot  Clerks  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  together  with  specimen  ballots  and  cards  of 
instruction  ;  and  their  receipt  therefor  was  taken  in  conform¬ 
ity  to  the  iaw.  The  presiding  election  officer  publicly  broke 
the  seal  on  the  package  and  delivered  the  ballots  to  the  Bal¬ 
lot  Clerks,  who  took  their  positions  at  the  entrance  to  the 
polling  place,  and  furnished  the  ballots  to  the  voters  who 
presented  themselves  and  were  found  to  be  qualified. 

The  Registrars  of  Voters  had  provided  duplicate  lists  of  Voting 
the  qualified  voters  entitled  to  vote  at  this  election,  one  copy  Lists 
of  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Ballot  Clerks,  at  the 
entrance  to  the  polling  place,  and  the  other  copy  was  placed 
at  the  ballot  box.  No  voter  was  furnished  a  ballot  until  his

The  cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted 
in  different  parts  of  the  building,  outside  the  rail,  as  required 
by  law. 

The  register  of  the  ballot  box  was  set  at  zero  (0),  and  the 
box  was  then  locked  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

At  fifteen  minutes  before  seven  'o’clock  the  polls  w'ere 
declared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes,  and  were  kept  open, 
by  vote  of  the  meeting,  until  twenty  minutes  of  five  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  when,  after  due  notice,  they  were  declared 
closed. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  ballot  box  was  opened  at  half 
past  ten  o’clock,  and  also  several  times  during  the  day,  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  at  close  of  the  polls,  and  the 
register  stood  at  nine  hundred  and  fifty-two  (952)  with  three 
(3)  that  it  failed  to  register.  The  total  of  the  register  of  the 
ballot  box  should  have  been  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  (955) 
votes  deposited.  The  names  were  checked  on  the  voting  list 
by  the  Ballot  Clerks,  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place  and 
by  the  checkers  at  the  ballot  box,  were  counted  up  and  com¬ 
pared  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  number  of  names  so 
checked  was  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  (955),  which  agreed 
with  the  total  number  of  votes  taken  from  the  ballot  box. 

The  unused  ballots  were  enclosed  in  a  package,  endorsed 
and  sealed,  and  delivered  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  election  officers  canvassed  the  votes  given  in,  and  the 
whole  number  was  found  to  be  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five 
(955),  Avhich  were  sorted,  counted  and  recorded,  and  declara¬ 
tion  thereof  made  in  open  meeting,  as  required  by  law. 

In  counting  the  votes,  the  blank  forms  approved  by  the 
Secretai’y  of  the  Commonwealth  were  used  by  the  Tellers.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  nine¬ 
teenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures ;  as  and,  trustees  of 
the  sinking  fund,  a  statement  of  its  investments. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  William  F.  Baker  was  elected  Water 
Commissioner  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  Board  organized  by 
the  choice  of  Marcus  M.  Alden,  chairman,  John  F.  Callahan,  clerk.

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  past  year  shows  an  increase  of  the 
water  receipts  over  that  of  1902,  which  we  believe  will  be  gratifying  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  amount  expended  for  repairs,  $368.20,  is  less  than  in  1902,  but 
the  maintenance  is  increased,  due  largely  to  the  additional  amount  of 
coal  purchased  in  1903,  we  receiving  less  than  half  our  order  in  1902. 
The  town  was  fortunate  during  the  winter  of  1902  and  1903  in  having 
a  surplus  of  coal  on  hand,  enabling  them  to  keep  out  of  the  market. 
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A  work  room  was  badly  needed  for  testing  and  making  small 
repairs  on  meters.  Your  Board  fitted  up  a  room  in  their  office  build¬ 
ing  at  a  cost  of  about  $125,  so  our  superintendent  can  now  do  such 
work.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  good  investment  for  the  town. 

The  reservoir  has  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  good  con¬ 
dition. 

The  pumping  station  grounds  and  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 
Boiler  No.  1  which  has  been  in  use  since  the  plant  was  installed,  has 
been  condemned  by  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inpsection  and  In¬ 
surance  Company  as  unfit  for  further  use. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  boiler  of  the  same  size  and  horse 
power  as  boiler  No.  2,  have  been  obtained  and  submitted  for  bids. 

Hydrants  and  gates  have  been  carefully  inspected,  and  are  in  good 
condition.  Two  hydrants  have  been  added  to  the  main  lines ;  there 
are  now  in  use  a  total  of  162  hydrants. 

All  bills  for  water  rates  and  construction  accounts  have  been  col¬ 
lected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Under  the  authority  granted  us  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  for 
the  better  protection  of  Buckmaster  pond  and  its  tributaries,  we  have 
caused  arrests  to  be  made,  at  two  separate  times,  of  parties  for  fishing 
in  said  pond,  and  they  have  been  tried  and  convicted  in  each  case.  We 
hope  that  in  the  future  there  will  be  no  more  trouble  in  this  respect. 

Your  Board,  after  careful  consideration,  now  think  that  it  is  no 
longer  safe  for  a  town,  the  size  of  Norwood,  with  its  large  manufac¬ 
turing  interests,  to  be  dependent  on  one  large  pump  that  has  been  in 
constant  use  for  18  years.  We  therefore  will  ask,  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  for  authority  to  increase  our  pumping  facilities.

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TEACHERS. 

Mr.  A.  P.  Wagg,  who  had  served  as  superintendent  for 
three  years,  announced  during  the  spring  term  that  he  would 
not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election.  From  a  long  list  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  position  with  whom  the  committee  had  personal 
interviews,  Mr.  Robert  J.  Fuller  was  chosen,  and  assumed 
charge  of  the  schools  as  superintendent  during  the  summer. 

During  the  past  year,  as  in  several  years  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding,  the  department  has  suffered  to  some  extent  by  the  loss 
of  several  of  its  strongest  teachers,  occasioned  by  more  remunera¬ 
tive  positions  being  offered  them  elsewhere.  Their  resignations 
have  been  received  by  the  committee  with  positive  regret,  but 
we  feel  that  as  long  as  the  salaries  paid  teachers  in  the  larger 
and  wealthier  communities  are  so  much  in  excess  of  those 
ordinarily  paid  in  a  community  such  as  this,  these  changes  can¬ 
not  be  prevented.  Resignations  cause  the  greatest  interruption 
of  school  work  when  occuring  during  the  school  year,  and 
particularly  in  the  midst  of  a  term,  as  is  too  frequently  the  case. 
Such  changes,  we  believe,  can  be  avoided  by  binding  the 
teachers  by  contract  to  remain  throughout  the  school  year,  and 
we  intend  the  coming  year  to  resort  to  that  expedient. 

At  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year,  five  additional 
teachers  were  added  to  the  regular  corps  :  one  in  the  High 
School,  and  four  in  the  new  school. 


BUILDINGS. 

On  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  new  building,  named 
by  the  building  committee  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck  School, 
was  not  ready  for  occupancy,  and  the  old  North  School  was 
opened  for  the  temporary  use  of  the  two  first  grade  classes. 
On  October  7th,  the  new  building  was  sufficiently  near  comple¬ 
tion  to  be  occupied,  and  the  school  was  opened  under  the 
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principalship  of  Miss  Ruphelle  Luce,  six  of  the  eight  school 
rooms  being  filled.  The  building  is  in  every  respect,  a  splendid 
addition  to  the  school  accommodations  of  the  town,  and  is  one  of 
which  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  well  feel  proud.  By  its 
opening  the  crowded  condition  of  the  schools  throughout  the 
town  has  been  fortunately  relieved.  The  two  remaining  unused 
rooms  of  the  Shattuck  School,  it  will  undoubtedly  be  necessary 
to  open  at  the  beginning  of  another  school  year,  as  the  normal 
yearly  increase  of  pupils  is  about  seventy-five  (75),  or  two  full 
classes. 

The  Shattuck  School  district  was  laid  out  by  the  committee 
last  summer,  and  is  that  quarter  or  section  of  the  town  bounded 
by  Washington,  Cottage  and  Prospect  Streets  and  the  West- 
wood  line. 

When  the  Shattuck  School  was  opened,  the  old  North 
School  was  closed  and  has  remained  closed  since  that  time.  Just 
what  disposition,  if  any,  is  to  be  made  of  the  building  remains, 
perhaps,  for  others  to  say.  We  believe  that  for  sanitary,  as 
well  as  other  important  reasons,  the  building  should  no  longer 
be  considered  available  for  school  purposes,  and  we  would 
recommend  that  it  be  disposed  of  by  the  town.  We  desire  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  fact  that  every  available 
school  room  in  town,  with  the  exception  of  the  old  North  School 
will  be  filled  the  coming  fall,  and  additional  accommodations 
must  be  provided  for  the  following  year.  The  work  of  the 
schools  should  not  be  seriously  hampered  every  few  years,  as 
the  inevitable  result  of  a  generally  over-crowded  condition  of 
the  school  rooms,  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  action  be 
taken  by  the  town  in  this  matter  in  sufficient  time  to  provide  the 
necessary  accommodations. 

There  have  been  no  unusual  or  extensive  alterations  or  re¬ 
pairs  made  the  past  year,  but  all  buildings  have  been  kept,  and 
are,  for  the  most  part,  in  a  satisfactory  condition  of  repair. 
During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  paint  the  West 
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and  Everett  schoolhouses  and  also  to  paint  or  tint  several  of 
the  rooms  of  the  latter  building:.

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  is  nearly  $2,500  in  excess  of  that 
of  last  year. 

In  general  this  is  made  necessary  by  the  maintenance  of  the 
Shattuck  School.  Fuel  and  janitor  service  for  that  school  have, 
of  course,  added  substantially  to  the  total  expense  of  those  two 
departments,  while  the  larger  portion  of  the  increased  estimate 
is  for  teachers’  salaries.  As  already  stated,  five  additional  regu¬ 
lar  teachers  have  been  added  to  the  force  the  past  year,  and 
two  more  will  be  needed  in  the  Shattuck  School  the  coming 
year. 

A  change  has  also  been  made  in  the  estimate  for  water 
rates  and  insurance  which  have  hitherto  been  included  as  a 
separate  item  in  the  general  appropriation  for  schools.  The 
estimate  for  water  rates  is  included  in  that  for  incidentals,  and  that 
for  insurance  is  left  for  a  separate  appropriation.  This  change 
has  seemed  desirable  for  the  reason  that  the  selectmen  have  charge, 
as  we  understand  it,  under  instructions  from  the  town,  of  the  in¬ 
surance  of  the  school  buildings,  so  that  we  have  nothing  to  do 
either  with  the  making  up  of  the  estimate  or  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  There  would  seem,  there- 
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fore,  no  good  reason  why  that  item  should  appear  in  our  ac¬ 
counts,  any  more  than  that  for  transportation  of  school  children, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  we  have  omitted  it  from 
our  estimate,  and  left  it  for  a  separate  appropriation  in  charge 
of  the  selectmen.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

In  accordance  with  your  regulations  I  herewith  present  my 
first  annual  report.  It  is  the  thirty-second  in  the  series  of  annual 
reports  of  the  schools  of  this  town. 

This  report,  other  than  the  part  which  has  to  do  with 
the  school  statistics,  covers  only  the  work  of  the  present  school 
year. 

Since  September  I  have  become  acquainted  with  the 
teachers  and  pupils  and  have  attended  to  all  ordinary  details  of 
school  routine,  such  as  appointing  teachers  and  substitutes,  and 
issuing  cards  and  labor  certificates.  In  addition  to  this  I  have 
become  conversant  with  the  methods  by  which  the  work  of  in¬ 
struction  and  discipline  has  been  maintained.  I  have  been 
pleased  to  note  the  prosperity  of  the  schools  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  atmosphere  of  industry  and  progress  which  pervades 
them.  The  present  condition  of  your  schools  and  their  status 
among  the  schools  of  the  county  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  former  superintendents  and  teachers,  as  well  as  to  the 
generosity  of  the  tax  payer. 

Starting  then  with  the  schools  in  a  prosperous  condition 
and  with  a  good  corps  of  teachers,  it  has  been  my  purpose  to 
do  everything  in  my  power  to  maintain  this  high  standing  and, 
if  possible,  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  whole  school  system. 
In  any  town  or  city  this  requires  the  faithful  endeavor  and 
honest  purpose  of  the  Superintendent,  the  earnest  effort  and 
harmonious  support  of  the  School  Board,  the  conscientious  and 
loyal  devotion  of  every  teacher  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
ever}"  parent.  Without  the  union  of  these  forces  any  school 
system  will  not  reach  the  fullest  measure  of  its  possibilities.

STATISTICS. 


Slight  changes  have  been  made  in  the  table  of  statistics  for 
the  year.  Instead  of  reporting  the  exact  number  of  pupils  for 
each  term  I  have  reported  the  number  of  pupils  and  attendance 
for  the  school  year  ending  June,  1903.  'By  comparing  these 
statistics  with  those  of  last  year  you  will  find  that  the  number  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  fall  of  1902  is  essentially  the  same  as  the  number  for 
the  entire  year  ending  last  June.  From  this  table  you  will  notice 
that  the  enrolment  for  the  past  five  years  shows  an  annual  in¬ 
crease  of  about  seventy-five  pupils.  The  addition  of  two  school 
rooms,  with  all  necessary  furnishings  and  supplies  as  well  as 
the  employment  of  two  more  teachers  each  year  is  the  inevitable 
result  of  such  a  constant  increase. 


ACCOMMODATIONS. 

It  is  a  fact  conceded  by  most  educators  and  thinking  men 
that  the  individual  pupil  under  the  old  system  of  ungraded 
schools  usually  received  more  attention  than  it  is  possible  to  give 
in  a  system  of  graded  schools.  It  is  true  that  while  our  modern 
systems  are  genuine  improvements  over  the  old  in  most  respects, 
in  this  particular  the  ungraded  school  had  many  advantages. 
Then  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  class  was  smaller,  hence 
a  closer  contact,  teacher  with  pupil,  a  greater  opportunity 
for  each  pupil  to  rc^cite  and  be  helped  in  the  recitation.  We 
all  agree  that  this  individual  work  is  necessary.  We  can  pro¬ 
vide  for  this  training  in  our  centralized  schools  in  two  ways, 
the  one,  that  of  putting  an  assistant  teacher  in  every  room  con¬ 
taining  more  than  forty-five  pupils,  the  other  reducing  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  room  to  thirty-five.  We  have  already 
done  something  toward  carrying  out  the  second  idea  as  there 
are  not  over  thirty-five  pupils  in  our  first  grades  and  not  over 
forty  in  several  other  rooms.  But  in  order  to  continue  this 
and  provide  for  the  yearly  increase  referred  to  above, 
it  will  be  necessary,  in  the  near  future,  to  provide  more 
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rooms  for  our  schools.  At  present  there  are  two  unoccupied 
rooms  in  the  Shattuck  School.  These,  I  think,  will  take  care 
of  the  increase  next  fall  unless  the  pupils  are  unequally  distribut¬ 
ed  as  to  grades.  As  increased  number  of  rooms  means  more 
teachers,  more  text-books,  and  supplies  it  is  eas}^  to  understand 
the  increase  in  expenditure  necessary  for  the  coming  year. 


ATTENDANCE. 

Thus  far  this  year  our  attendance  has  been  broken  and 
irregular  mostly  because  of  the  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases. 
Every  reasonable  means  has  been  resorted  to  in  our  attempts  to 
prevent  a  further  epidemic.  In  spite  of  all  such  efforts  of  the 
school  authorities  and  Board  of  Health  there  remain  a  few 
lingering  cases. 

Believing  that  these  diseases  are  quite  frequently  given  by 
children  who  intermingle  on  the  street,  in  churches  and  other 
public  assemblages,  I  would  respectfully  urge  all  parents  to 
exercise  due  precaution  in  this  regard  and  consult  a  physician 
whenever  their  children  show  slight  symptoms  of  diseases  of 
this  sort.  In  this  way  it  will  be  possible  to  detect  those  cases 
which  are  so  very  slight  as  to  require  no  medical  skill  although 
sufficiently  contagious  to  spread  the  disease  quite  as  much  as  a 
really  violent  case. 

From  the  report  of  the  truant  officer  you  will  notice  that 
we  still  have  a  few  boys  and  girls  who  are  persistent  in  remain¬ 
ing  from  school  on  the  slightest  pretext.  Under  the  statutes, 
the  superintendent  and  teachers  may  excuse  cases  of  necessary 
absence,  although  we  are  not  obliged  to  do  so,  nor  are  we  forced 
to  accept  such  flimsy  excuses  as,  “John  had  to  go  on  an  errand,” 
or  “the  clock  was  slow”  or  any  excuse  which  could  have  been 
prevented  by  a  little  forethought  on  the  part  of  both  parents 
and  pupils.  The  supreme  business  of  every  boy  and  girl  in 
our  schools  is  to  get  the  greatest  possible  benefits,  from  school 
work  in  the  few  years  which  he  or  she  can  devote  to  study. 
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Nor  is  the  knowledge  derived  from  text -books  of  as  great  value 
in  the  long  run  as  the  self  control  and  manliness  or  womanliness 
with  which  the  true  teacher  imbues  her  pupils.  If  then,  these 
boys  and  girls  are  allowed  to  get  into  slovenly  habits  by  irregular 
attendance  and  failure  to  reach  school  in  time,  they  will  soon 
lose  all  interest  in  their  work  and  the  very  essence  of  the  whole 
scheme  of  education  will  be  lost.  If  this  be  true  the  money 
which  the  father  or  mother  pays  as  taxes  is  practically  wasted. 
As  a  business  proposition  then,  I  appeal  through  you  to  every 
parent  in  this  town  to  see  that  his  boy  or  girl  attends  school 
promptly  and  regularly  without  forcing  us  to  send  truant  officers 
to  coerce  them  into  doing  their  duty. 

Cards  have  been  provided  for  the  convenience  of  parents 
in  writing  excuses  for  necessary  absence  and  tardiness.  These 
cards  are  kept  on  file  for  future  reference.  By  this  means  the 
school  records  are  much  simplified  and  the  work  of  the  truant 
officer  lessened. 


SHATTUCK  SCHOOL  AND  GROUNDS. 

That  the  citizens  of  Norwood  have  the  best  interests  of 
their  schools  at  heart  is  evident  by  the  erection  of  the  new 
eight  room  building  on  Fulton  Street.  It’s  external  appearance 
reveals  at  once  the  fact  that  it  was  built  not  only  to  satisfy  the 
present  conditions  but  to  provide  suitable  quarters  for  future 
generations  of  pupils.  The  whole  exterior  is  dignified 
and  well  balanced.  Its  interior  is  artistic  and  convenient. 
The  rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated.  The  corridors, 
stairways  and  entrances  are  of  sufficient  size  to  assist  the 
teachers  in  promoting  discipline  and  care  for  the  safety  of 
the  pupils.  The  cloak  rooms  add  much  to  the  convenience 
of  the  building.  The  basements  are  large  and  roomy,  affording 
an  abundant  opportunity  for  play  during  recess  and  other  times 
of  relaxation. 

This  building,  situated  as  it  is  upon  one  of  the  higher 
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elevations  of  land  in  eastern  Massachusetts,  commanding  as  it 
does  a  view  of  Blue  Hill  and  the  beautiful  valleys  surrounding 
it,  is  surely  an  object  of  pride  to  every  pupil  who  attends  it. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  general  location  of  this  building 
is  correct  and  the  building  has  been  artistically  designed,  it  is 
also  true  that  little  has  been  done  toward  improving  its  immedi¬ 
ate  surroundings.  The  land  in  front  could  easily  be  graded 
and  seeded  so  that  when  one  approached  the  building  from 
Fulton  Street  the  contrast  between  the  color  of  the  walls  of  the 
building  and  the  grass  which  surrounded  it  would  have  an 
artistic  effect.  It  would  also  be  possible  for  the  teachers  in 
connection  with  their  work  to  plan  and  arrange  school  gardens 
in  the  rear  of  the  building  and  in  this  way  give  their  children 
instructions  in  nature  and  growth  of  plants.  While  this 
would  incur  some  expense  it  would  seem  to  me  that  no  money 
could  be  put  to  better  use.  I  trust  that  the  committee  and 
citizens  will  soon  provide  for  the  careful  laying  out  of  the 
whole  area  surrounding  this  building. 


MUSIC. 

Owing  to  the  fact  music  is  usually  regarded  as  purely 
aesthetic  and  emotional  it’s  educational  value  is  often  under¬ 
estimated.  Reading  music  gives  training  in  quick  perception 
just  as  truly  as  an  exercise  in  mental  Arithmetic;  writing  music 
often  requires  as  much  care  and  accuracy  as  does  the  solving  of 
a  problem  in  partial  payments,  while  the  skilful  rendition  of  a 
difficult  passage  in  time  and  tune,  requires  the  undivided 
attention  of  the  class  as  well  as  implicit  obedience  to  the 
will  of  the  conductor.  In  view  of  these  facts  music  is  now 
regarded  not  merely  as  a  valuable  addition  to  the  culture  studies 
but  is  thought  to  have  decided  advantages  as  a  disciplinary 
study.  Our  supervisor  had  this  in  mind  when  he  spoke  of  the 
part  music  has  in  the  building  of  the  child’s  character.  The 
individual  work  which  he  mentions  in  connection  with  the  lower 
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grades  is  especially  useful.  It  is  here  that  confidence  to  express 
thoughts  is  one  of  the  aims  of  the  regular  work.  If  the  pupils 
learn  to  express  their  musical  ideas  individually  before  the  class  it 
will  not  be  long  before  they  will  become  more  self-reliant  in  a 
regular  recitation.  On  behalf  of  both  the  special  and  regular 
teachers  I  would  invite  all  parents  to  come  to  the  schools  and 
listen  to  the  work  in  music. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

I 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  growth  and  steady  progress  of  the  pupils  in  music  in 
all  the  grades  of  our  public  schools  during  the  past  year,  has 
been  noticeable  and  encouraging  to  the  supervisor. 

The  value  of  good  musical  study  in  the  class-room  is  not 
limited  to  the  singing  of  a  few  songs  or  studies.  Music  certain¬ 
ly  performs  its  part  in  the  building  of  the  child’s  character. 
The  strongest  discipline  is  necessary  to  a  well  rendered  lesson. 
Obedience  must  be  given,  decisions  quickly  made  in  solving 
time  problem*. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  tone  and  inter¬ 
val  work,  whereby  harsh  and  disagreeable  singing  is  eliminated. 

Individual  singing  in  the  lower  grades  develops  confidence 
and  recitations  are  given  with  interest.  The  High  School  is 
doing  some  excellent  chorus  work.  The  teachers  without 
exception  have  given  their  best  efforts  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
speak  of  their  unanimity  of  purpose. 

I  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  of  the  School  Board  and 
Superintendent  of  schools  in  the  music  department.

DRAWING. 

Drawing  is  now  recognized  as  one  of  the  essentials  in 
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elementary  education.  In  our  own  state  systematic  work  in  this 
subject  is  required  by  statute.  Like  sewing  and  other  forms  of 
manual  training,  drawing  calls  into  action  the  motor  nerves 
and  muscles  of  the  body.  The  mind  conceives  the  idea  or 
receives  the  impression  of  the  external  object,  the  brain  sends 
out  it’s  message  to  the  arm  and  hand  which  in  turn  respond 
doing  their  best  to  reproduce  the  exact  mental  image.  In  the 
lower  grades  the  chief  aim  is  to  cultivate  this  muscular  control 
of  the  arm  and  hand  so  that  they  will  readily  yield  to  the 
dictates  of  the  will.  In  connection  with  this,  there  must  be  much 
work  in  careful  observation  which  may  be  correlated  with  the 
regular  work  in  reading  and  writing.  In  the  free  hand  drawing”" 
the  pupil  is  strengthened  in  habits  of  accurate  observation  and 
taught  to  represent  objects  as  they  appear.  In  mechanical  draw¬ 
ing  a  greater  degree  of  technical  excellence  is  sought.  The 
pupil  is  tapght  to  make  working  drawings  of  cube,  cylinder, etc. 
and  the  principles  learned  in  this  work  are  afterward  applied 
in  representing  objects  in  varying  positions.  The  study  of 
master-pieces  and  noted  artists  accompanies  the  work  in  all  the 
grades.  As  a  result  of  this  training  our  pupils  are  better 
prepared  to  enter  higher  institutions,  normal  schools,  and  tech¬ 
nical  schools,  are  better  qualified  for  work  in  the  manual  arts 
and  above  all  have  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in 
sculpture  and  painting.  The  supervisor  in  her  report  has  given 
you  an  idea  of  the  way  in  which  these  results  are  being  brought 
about  and  by  her  last  statement  shows  what  a  vital  relation  this 
subject  has  to  the  regular  studies. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Good  progress  was  made  in  the  work  last  year  as  was 
shown' in  June  when  each  room  held  an  exhibition  of  its  draw¬ 
ing. 


The  artistic  way  in  which  the  drawings  Ivere  mounted 
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and  hung  revealed  the  interest  shown  in  the  subject  by  the 
teachers. 

During  the  spring  much  advancement  was  made  in  color 
work,  which  was  not  followed  up  this  fall  owing  to  the  desire 
to  have  the  pencil  the  predominant  medium. 

In  April  an  address  was  given  to  the  mothers  on  ‘‘Draw¬ 
ing  in  the  Public  Schools.”  To  illustrate  the  talk,  papers 
from  all  grades  were  hung,  but  the  larger  proportion  came  from 
the  High  School  where  the  work  was  of  a  high  standard  last 
year.  This  fall,  time  was  taken  from  the  High  to  devote  to 
the  Shattuck  School,  leaving  but  two  classes  in  the  High 
School.  There  is  a  large  mechanical  drawing  class,  but  the 
free  hand  class  is  small  and  although  interested  and  composed 
of  willing  workers,  is  not  capable  of  doing  advanced  work. 

Much  attention  is  being  paid  to  mechanical  drawing  and 
construction  work  in  the  grammar  grades. 

President  Eliot  recently  made  the  remark,  “Any  kind  of 
manual  training  is  worth  more  than  nine-tenths  of  all  the  work 
in  the  public  schools  that  comes  under  the  head  of  arithmetic.” 

The  correlation  of  other  studies  with  drawing  is  being 
urged.  Booklets  on  historic  and  English  subjects,  well  illustrat¬ 
ed  with  drawings  or  clippings,  are  being  made  with  covers 
appropriately  designed  and  lettered.

SEWING. 

The  teacher  of  sewing  has  spoken  of  the  practical  results 
obtained  in  her  classes  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  her  report  it  might  be  well  to  remember  that  this 
work  which  is  a  form  of  manual  craining  should  not  be  regarded 
solely  from  the  standpoint  of  utility.  The  boy  or  girl  who 
learns  to  perform  any  labor  skillfully  receives  quite  as  much 
mental  discipline  as  the  one  who  learns  only  the  common 
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branches  in  the  courses  of  study.  It  is  true  that  this  age  is  one 
of  commerce  and  manufacture  rather  than  one  of  agriculture  and 
that  the  economic  side  of  life  is  the  prominent  characteristic  of 
our  people.  It  is  also  true  that  mere  ability  to  earn  a  liveli¬ 
hood,  is  not  the  only  advantage  to  be  derived  from  the  so  called 
utility  studies,  as  sewing,  cooking,  drawing,  in  fact  any  of 
the  manual  arts.  In  former  times,  boys  and  girls  learned  to 
use  body  and  mind  in  unison  whether  on  the  farm  or  in  the 
house.  The  boy  who  was  “hauling”  wood  with  a  broken  sled 
put  all  his  wits  to  work  to  mend  that  sled  in  order  to  complete 
his  task.  The  girl  when  a  child  learned  to  piece  bed  quilts  by 
sewing  over  and  over.  We,  of  the  nineteenth  century,  surely 
I'ealize  that  the  training  the  boy  or  girl  of  former  times  received, 
while  purely  incidental,  wonderfully  increased  his  or  her  ability 
to  accomplish  results  as  men  and  women. 


MANUAL  TRAINING. 

In  our  time  we  find  that  there  is  little  of  this  incidental 
training,  or  home  work  or  “chores”  for  the  boys  or  girls  to 
perform.  For  that  reason  it  is  eaSy  to  appreciate  the  move¬ 
ment  which  tends  to  introduce  manual  training  as  a  part  of 
school  work.  My  predecessor  in  his  report  for  the  years  1903- 
1903  has  urged  that  manual  training  be  made  a  part  of  the 
regular  work  of  the  schools.  It  would  seem  to  me  unwise, 
at  the  present  time,  to  advocate  any  large  expenditure  of  money 
in  this  direction.  You  have  already  provided  sewing  for 
the  girls  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  The  boys  of  these 
grades  meanwhile  must  remain  idle  in  their  seats,  or  “  kill 
time  ”  by  doing  something  provided  by  the  regular  teacher. 
At  best  this  is  but  a  poor  substitute  for  real  work  and  the  boys 
will  soon  lose  interest.  In  order  to  obviate  this  difficultv  I 
would  suggest  that  some  form  of  manual  training  as  cardboard 
work  and  whittling,  be  introduced  for  the  boys  of  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades. 
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REPORT  OF  SEWING  TEACHER. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

With  few  slight  changes  the  work  in  sewing  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  according  to  the  outline  given  in  my  last  report,  and  the 
result  thus  far  has  proven  most  satisfactory. 

In  each  grade  much  progress  has  been  made.  The  inter¬ 
est  of  the  girls  in  sewing  is  very  gratifying  and  the  hearty  co¬ 
operation  in  many  cases  of  the  mothers,  expressing  as  they  have 
through  their  children,  their  appreciation  of  this  branch  of 
the  school  work,  has  been  extremely  helpful. 

The  work  has  been  so  planned  as  to  give,  as  far  as  possible 
in  the  time  allowed  each  class,  a  substantial  knowledge  of  the 
art  of  sewing,  enabling  them  to  put  the  knowledge  thus  obtain¬ 
ed  to  a  practical  use  in  the  home.  When  the  different  articles 
are  completed,  they  are  ready  for  immediate  use.  This  has 
worked  well  and  I  much  prefer  it  to  that  of  making  models 
only,  a  method  used  in  some  schools,  and  I  have  found  that 
it  has  added  much  interest  to  the  work  in  my  classes.

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  steady  growth  in  our  High  School  for  the  past  five 
vears  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  increase  in  the  total  enrolment  for 
all  the  schools,  to  the  local  industries  and,  in  part,  to  the  spirit 
of  the  times.  Never  before  has  there  been  such  a  demand 
by  employers  for  young  men  and  women  who  have  had  at 
least  high  school  training.  The  Normal  Schools  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth  no  longer  admit  pupils  unless  they  present  a  high 
school  diploma. 

From  the  statistics  of  high  schools  throughout  the  state 
we  learn  that  the  majority  of  the  boys  and  girls, who  graduate 
enter  at  once  into  business  pursuits.  In  view  of  these  facts 
high  schools  are  no  longer  regarded  as  “fitting”  schools,  but 
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are  the  “people’s  college”  where  boys  and  girls  are  trained  for 
every  day  experience  in  actual  life.  With  this  change  in 
thought  has  come  the  introduction  of  commercial  branches 
and  manual  training.  This  makes  it  necessary  that  the  courses 
in  these  subjects  include  also  some  of  the  less  practical  and 
possibly  more  purely  disciplinary  studies  such  as  mathematics, 
language,  history,  etc.  With  this  in  mind,  in  conjunction  with  the 
principal,  I  recommended  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term 
that  our  commercial  course  be  lengthened  one  year.  I  hear 
only  favorable  reports  of  this  arrangement  and  feel  that  while 
the  course  may  need  to  be  revised  before  another  year,  it  surely 
tends  to  give  the  boys  and  girls  who  elect  it  a  broader  view  of 
life  than  would  be  possible  in  a  three  year  course. 

The  suggestion  of  the  principal  of  the  High  School  regard¬ 
ing  the  granting  of  a  diploma  is  worthy  of  thoughtful  consider¬ 
ation.  In  every  high  school  there  are  boys  and  girls  who  need 
more  than  four  years  to  complete  their  work.  There  are  others 
who  might,  under  proper  guidance,  cover  the  entire  conrse  in 
three  years.  By  the  arrangement  spoken  of  by  the  principal, 
both  of  these  classes  of  pupils  would  be  accommodated.  If  a 
girl  found  that  all  the  work  in  any  one  year  was  too  much  for 
her,  she  could  omit  one  study  for  that  year.  By  this  means 
she  would  not  be  overtaxed  physically  and  perhaps  would  be  able 
to  do  better  work  in  the  remaining  branches.  This  could  be 
done  for  the  entire  four  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the 
pupil  would  be  obliged  to  take  a  fifth  year  in  order  to  receive  a 
diploma.  Were  such  a  plan  to  be  adopted  it  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  consider  study  values  and  designate  very  clearly  the 
number  of  points  given  to  each  study. 

While  the  present  course  of  study  has  served  well  for  a 
working  basis  this  year  it  is  by  no  means  ideal.  The  subject 
of  History  does  not  yet  receive  its  j^roper  consideration.  The 
number  of  periods  required  in  the  freshman  year  might  be 
increased.  If  we  consider  study  values  it  would  be  possible 
to  reduce  the  periods  in  some  studies  and  introduce  others, 
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making  the  course  more  complete.  A  pupil  in  either  the  scien¬ 
tific  or  classical  courses  must  take  some  subject  not  laid  down 
in  the  regular  course  to  meet  the  full  requirements  of  a  college 
examination.  Knowing  that  these  defects  exist  it  will  be  pos¬ 
sible,  before  the  opening  of  another  school  year,  to  recommend 
such  changes  as  will  raise  the  standard  of  the  school  materially. 
This  will  necessitate  rather  more  work  on  the  part  of  all  the 
teachers  and  will  make  it  necessary  for  the  teacher  of  English 
to  devote  her  full  time  to  the  work  in  the  High  School. 


REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  annual  report. 

The  High  School  opened  this  year  with  an  attendance  of 
one  hundred  sixty-five,  an  increase  of  thirty-one  over  last  year’s 
enrolment.  At  the  opening  of  the  winter  term  there  are  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty  in  attendance.  Of  these  about  thirty  will  be 
graduated  in  June.  The  entering  class  numbered  seventy-one. 
These  elected  their  courses  as  follows  :  classical  course,  four¬ 
teen ;  scientific  course,  twenty-one;  general  course,  twelve; 
commercial  course,  twenty-four. 

The  increase  in  the  length  of  the  commercial  course  to 
four  years  does  not  seem  to  have  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
number  of  pupils  entering,  though  it  may  have  caused  a  larger 
number  to  take  the  general  course.  The  course  as  now  arrang¬ 
ed  gives  opportunity  for  a  broader  education,  while  it  also  in¬ 
creases  the  possibilities  of  giving  the  special  training  that  is 
necessary  in  a  course  of  this  kind.  The  more  general  character 
of  the  work  of  the  first  year  enables  the  teachers  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  ability  and  peculiarities  of  the  pupils  and 
thus  correct,  before  it  is  too  late,  any  mistakes  that  have  been 
made  in  the  election  of  work. 

The  number  of  courses  in  the  school  gives  an  opportunity 
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for  those  who  enter  to  take  the  line  of  work  that  is  most  con¬ 
genial  to  them.  A  pupil,  however,  often  finds  by  the  end  of 
his  first  year  that  he  has  selected  work  for  which  he  is  not 
fitted.  The  introduction  of  a  fuller  elective  system  after  the 
first  year  would  tend  to  lessen  the  number  of  mistakes  of  this 
kind.  The  course  as  laid  out  now  gives  a  pupil,  on  entrance, 
his  choice  of  the  following  :  Latin,  Algebra,  Arithmetic,  and 
Correspondence.  If  this  principle  were  applied  to  the  last 
years  it  would  bring  the  choice  of  some  studies  at  a  time  when 
the  pupil  is  better  able  to  tell  just  what  he  needs,  and  when  the 
teachers  understand  better  for  what  studies  he  is  fitted.  If  this 
were  done  a  diploma  could  be  granted  for  a  certain  number  of 
points  gained  by  the  pupil,  each  point  standing  for  a  definite 
number  of  recitation  hours.  A  pupil  would  thus  be  allowed 
to  take  more  or  less  studies  according  to  his  ability.

REPORT  OF  TRUANT  OFFICER. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  truant  officer. 

I  have  reported  at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  each  day 
throughout  the  year,  and  as  heretofore  have  promptly  investi¬ 
gated  all  cases  of  absence  which  have  been  referred  to  me. 

In  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  according  to  the  cen¬ 
sus  I  find  that  the  attendance  from  my  standpoint  has  been  better 
this  year  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  card 
system  for  excuses,  and  in  part  to  the  willingness  of  parents  to 
comply  with  my  request  of  last  year.  There  seems  to  me  to 
be  many  parents  who  are  still  very  careless  in  regard  to  the  regu¬ 
lar  attendance  of  their  children. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
exact  import  of  the  statute  I  again  quote  the  revised  laws  : 

“  Any  person  having  under  his  or  her  control  a  child  be¬ 
tween  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  who  fails  for  five  day  ses¬ 
sions  or  ten  half-day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months 
while  under  such  control,  to  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  as 
required  by  Section  XII  of  the  Acts,  the  physical  or  mental  con¬ 
dition  of  such  child  not  beinsf  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at 
school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant 
officer  and  a  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any  person  who  induces  or  at¬ 
tempts  to  induce  any  child  to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from 
school  or  employs  or  harbors,  while  school  is  in  session,  any 
child  absent  unlawfully  from  school  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  fifty  dollars,”

act  on  the  following  articles,  namely  ; 

Article  1,  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The  following 
are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely :  Three  Selectmen,  who  shall  be 
Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  Surveyors  of  Highways,  one 
Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Audi¬ 
tors,  three  Park  Commissioners,  six  Constables,  one  Tree  Warden,  all 
for  one  year ;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years, 
one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  three  years  and  two  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library  for  three  years  ;  and  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon 
the  question,  “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  the  town.” 

Art.  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  the  Auditors  on  the  Select¬ 
men’s,  Treasurer’s,  Tax  Collector’s,  Water  Commissioners’  and  Ceme¬ 
tery  Commissioners’  accounts.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citi:;ens  of  Norzvood: 

The  following  article  appeared  in  the  warrant  for  the 
town  meeting  of  March  27th,  1904,  “Article  40.  To  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  make  a  thor¬ 
ough  investigation  into  the  best  methods  for  the  disposal  of 
the  sewerage  of  the  town  and  the  cost  of  the  same,  together 
with  such  information  as  to  the  construction,  operation  and 
payment  of  a  sewerage  system  for  the  town  and  such  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  action  by  the  tow'n  in  regard  to  same  as 
will  prepare  the  citizens  for  intelligent  action  or  take  any  other 
action  in  the  matter,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  Hundred  (300)  Dollars  or  any  other  sum  for  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  said  committee. 

This  article  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Fifteen  and 
its  recommendation  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  April  4th,  1904, 
as  follows :  “Voted,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  moderator  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  best 
methods  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewerage  of  the  town  and  the 
cost  of  the  same  and  report  on  the  same,  together  with  such 
information  as  to  the  construction,  operation  and  payment  of 
the  sewerage  system  for  the  town  and  such  action  by  the  town 
in  regard  to  it  as  will  prepare  the  citizens  for  intelligent  action 
and  that  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  (300)  Dollars  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  meet  the  expenses  of  said  committee.” 

In  pursuance  of  this  action,  the  committee  appointed  has 
thoroughly  investigated  the  sewerage  problem  in  its  many 
phases,  has  visited  and  examined  into  the  sewerage  plants  at 
Franklin,  Hudson,  Brockton  and  South  Framingham,  has 
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consulted  with  the  engineers  and  others  having  these  plants  in 
charge,  and  by  all  possible  means  has  endeavored  to  secure  such 
practical  knowledge  of  the  subject  as  will  enable  the  citizens  to 
act  intelligently  in  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  a  sewer¬ 
age  system  in  the  town. 

After  investigation,  the  general  plan  and  estimates  made 
by  Mr.  Freeman  C.  Coffin  of  Boston  and  submitted  by  a  previ-  , 
ous  committee  have  been  accepted  and  used  as  a  working  basis 
for  all  the  estimates  and  recommendations  of  this  report. 

Several  methods  of  sewer  assessments  have  been  consid¬ 
ered  and  are  discussed  at  length  in  the  report  which  follows. 

More  than  ever  is  it  necessary  for  the  town  to  install  at 
once  a  system  of  sewers,  from  both  a  standpoint  of  health  and 
of  business.  The  town  has  already  accepted  the  legislative 
act  giving  it  authority  tO'  construct  a  system  of  sewers  and 
providing  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  sewerage  commis¬ 
sioners.  I'his  act  also  defines  in  part  the  proportion  of  the 
entire  cost  of  the  system  that  shall  be  borne  by  the  town,  and 
also  by  the  owners  of  estates  abutting  upon  and  benefitted  by 
the  lines  O'f  sewers. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  town  to  follow  all  sections  of  this  act,  as  will 
be  explained  later.  Believing  that  the  individual  property 
owner  whose  land  abuts  upon  any  line  of  proposed  sewer  pipes 
should  be  able  to  estimate  the  probable  cost  of  his  assessment, 
the  committee  has  taken  measurements  of  every  lot  of  abutting 
land,  as  shown  upon  the  accompanying  plan  of  the  proposed 
sewers,  and  later  estimates  will  show  the  approximate  cost  to 
these  owners. 

The  method  of  assessment  proposed  and  recommended  by 
this  committee  is  not  at  all  theoretical  but  has  already  been 
demonstrated  elsewhere  to  be  entirely  practicable  and,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  as  nearly  ideal  as  has  yet  been  devised. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  following  detailed  report,  with  plans, 
estimates,  and  so  forth,  will  enable  the  citizens  to  at  once  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  construction  of  such  sewers  as  are  necessary  for 
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the  protection  and  the  welfare  of  the  town  of  Norwood. 


W^HY  NORWOOD  NEEDS  SEWERAGE. 

First,  Because  the  health  of  the  people  demands  it. 

To  those  of  our  citizens  who  have  closely  followed  the 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Health,  it  is  clearly  evident  that  the 
more  serious  contagious  diseases  are  increasing  in  number  each 
year,  especially  in  certain  thickly  settled  and  poorly  drained 
districts  where  it  is  practically  impossible  to  remedy  existing 
conditions  except  at  a  considerable  expense  to  individual  prop¬ 
erty  owners,  many  of  whom  are  not  in  a  condition  financially  to 
assume  such  burdens. 

In  many  cases,  owing  to  the  natural  physical  conditions, 
the  land  about  these  homes  has  become  so  completely  saturated 
with  sewage  matter  from  the  long  use  of  privies  and  cess-pools 
that  but  little  can  be  done  to  better  existing  conditions  until 
other  means  are  provided  for  the  removal  of  these  waste 
products  of  the  home.  A  system  of  sewers  is  the  only  satisfac¬ 
tory  solution  of  the  problem  presented,  as  every  dollar  expended 
in  the  construction  of  new  cess-pools  and  other  facilities  will 
give  but  temporary  relief.  The  owners  of  these  homes  are  in 
favor  of  such  sew"er  construction  ;  their  only  demand  is  that 
sewers  be  constructed  and  paid  for  at  as  low  a  cost  to  the 
individual  as  is  compatible  with  a  proper  degree  of  thorough¬ 
ness  and  safety. 

Second,  Because  ot  the  growth  and  prosperity  ofi  the  town. 

The  thinking  man  of  to-day,  in  looking  about  for  a  place 
in  which  to  establish  a  home,  considers  what  a  town  can  offer 
him  in  advantages — has  it  good  schools  where  his  children  can 
be  properly  educated,  has  it  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water, 
are  its  streets  well  cared  for,  is  it  properly  lighted  and  drained, 
has  it  a  sewer  system,  in  short,  is  it  up  to  date,  enterprising, 
modem?  The  heads  of  business  enterprises,  in  looking  about 
for  locations,  consider  the  same  questions ;  they  want  to  locate 
in  a  town  where  their  workmen  can  bring  their  families,  where 
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the  conditions  are  such  that  they  can  educate  their  children  and 
be  contented  and  happy  in  their  surroundings'.  For  his  home, 
however,  the  thinking  man  demands  the  best  O'f  physical  and 
sanitary  conditions,  and  nothing  is  so  satisfying  in  this  respect 
as  modern  plumbing  connected  with  a  practical  system  of 
sewerage. 

Third,  Because  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  demanded 
that  the  town  remove  its  drain  now  emp't3dng  into  the  Neponset 
River. 

Many  of  the  citizens  of  Norwood  are  probably  unaware  of 
the  position  in  which  the  town  has  been  placed  by  the  action  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health. 

To  be  brief,  two  notices  have  been  served  the  town  order¬ 
ing  the  removal  of  the  so-called  “town  drain”  now  emptying 
into  the  Neponset  River,  the  latter  notice  fixing  the  time  limit 
at  July  ist,  1905.  Your  committee  has  the  determination  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  that  if,  at  that  date,  the  sewage  now 
discharging  into  the  river  continues  tO'  pollute  that  stream,  the 
matter  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  O'f  the  attorney-general  and 
action  be  brought  against  the  town. 

Such  an  action  can  have  but  one  result — the  state  will  win 
— and  every  dollar  spent  by  the  town  in  defense  O'f  such  a  suit 
will  be  just  so  much  money  virtually  thrown  away.  If  action 
is  immediately  taken  by  the  town  toward  abolishing  this  drain, 
this  threatened  suit  can  probably  be  averted,  as  by  the  time 
mentioned,  July  ist,  such  progress  could  be  made  toward  the 
construction  of  a  sewerage  system  as  would  at  least  indicate 
to  the  State  authorities  the  town's  intention  to  comply  with 
their  orders. 

That  the  citizens  may  fully  appreciate  the  conditions  exist¬ 
ing,  copies  of  these  notices  are  herewith  shown.

(Chap.  541  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1902.) 

AN  ACT  TO  PROHIBIT  Tllp  POTTUTION  OB  THp  NpPONSET  RIVBR 

AND  ITS  TRIBUTARIES. 

Section  i.  The  state  board  of  health  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  and  directed  to  prohibit  the  entrance  or  discharge  of  sew¬ 
age  into  any  part  of  the  Neponset  river  or  its  tributaries,  and  to 
prevent  the  entrance  or  discharge  therein  of  every  other  sub¬ 
stance  which  may  be  injurious  to  public  health  or  may  tend  to 
create  a  public  nuisance  or  to  obstruct  the  flow  of  water,  includ¬ 
ing  all  waste  or  refuse  from  any  factory  or  other  establishment 
where  persons  are  employed,  unless  the  owner  therof  shall  use 
the  best  practicable  and  reasonably  available  means  to  render 
such  waste  or  refuse  harmless. 

Section  2.  The  board  shall  consult  and  advise  with  any 
such  owner  at  his  request,  or  of  its  own  motion,  as  to  the 
best  practicable  and  reasonably  available  means  of  rendering 
such  waste  or  refuse  harmless,  having  regard  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  and  requirements  of  the  situation  and  to  the  industrial 
interests  involved. 

Section  3.  The  supreme  judicial  court  or  any  justice 
thereof  and  the  superior  court  or  any  justice  thereof  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  equit}'  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
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any  order  made  by  the  state  board  of  health  in  conformity 
therewith.  Proceedings  to  enforce  any  such  order  shall  be 
instituted  and  prosecuted  by  the  attorney-general  upon  the 
request  of  the  state  board  of  health,  or  of  any  other  party  in 
interest. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Gentlemen  : — On  September  19,  1903,  your  Board  was 
notified  of  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  prohibiting 
all  persons  from  discharging  or  permitting  the  entrance  of 
sewage  into  any  part  of  the  Neponset  River  or  its  tributaries, 
and  from  discharging  or  permitting  the  entrance  therein  of 
ever>"  other  substance  which  may  be  injurious  tO'  the  public 
health,  or  may  tend  to  create  a  public  nuisance,  or  to  obstruct 
the  flow  of  water,  including  all  waste  or  refuse  from'  any  factory 
or  other  establishment  where  persons  are  employed,  unless  the 
owner  thereof  shall  use  the  best  practicable  and  reasonably 
available  means  of  rendering  such  waste  or  refuse  harmless. 

It  now  appears  upon  further  examination  that  nothing 
has  been  done  to  remove  from  the  river  the  sewage  discharged 
into  the  stream  at  Dean  Street  from  a  sewer  of  the  town  of 
Norwood. 

The  State  Board  of  Health,  in  accordance  with  a  request 
from  the  authorities  of  the  town  of  Norwood  in  1901  for  advice 
as  to  the  best  practicable  method  of  disposing  of  the  sewage 
of  the  town,  advised  the  purification  of  this  sewage  upon  land 
south  of  the  Neponset  River  not  far  from  the  ink  works  in 
Norwood.  This  plan  is  described  in  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  sewerage  for  the  town  of  Norwood  in  1901,  and  by 
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constructing  such  portion  of  the  main  sewer  as  is  necessary  to 
divert  the  sewage  from  the  present  sewer  and  carrying  it  to  the 
filtration  area,  and  building  a  sufficient  area  O'f  filter  beds  for 
the  proper  purification  of  this  sewage  the  further  pollution  of 
the  river  can  be  prevented ;  and  this,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  is  the  best  practicable  and  available  plan  of  preventing 
the  further  pollution  of  the  river  by  this  sewer.  It  is  practica¬ 
ble  for  the  town,  by  proceeding  diligently  with  the  work,  to 
complete  the  construction  of  the  necessary  works  within  the 
next  four  months. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  hereby  notifies  the  town  of 
Norwood  to-  cease  from  discharging  unpurified  sewage  from 
the  Norwo’od  sewer  into  the  Neponset  River  or  any  o-f  its  tribu¬ 
taries  on  and  after  July  i,  1905.

Careful  reading  of  these  notices  should  give  the  individual 
citizen  a  good  understanding  o-f  the  existing  conditions.  The 
question  now  to  be  decided  is  “What  are  you  going  to  do 
about  it?” 


METHODS  OF  SEWER  ASSESSMENT. 

FRONTAGE  PLAN. 

By  authority  of  the  public  statutes,  sewer  assessments  can 
be  levied  upon  owners  of  estates  within-  the  territory  to-  be 
sewered  by  a  fixed  uniform  rate,  based  upon  the  estimated 
average  cost  of  all  the  sewers  within  that  territory,  according 
to  the  frontage  of  such  estates  on  any  street  or  way  where  a 
sewer  is  constructed.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  methods  of 
sewer  assessment,  but,  owing  to  its  inequalities,  is  not  in 
general  use  to-day. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  injustice  o-f  this  method,  let  us 
consider  three  lots  of  land  abutting  upon  a  sewer,  owned  by 
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A,  B  and'  C,  with  frontages  respectively  of  150,  100  and  50  feet. 
For  tire  purpose  of  comparison,  let  us  assume  that  the  rate  per 
front  foot  is'  one  dollar  ($1.00). 

A,  being  a  man  of  means,  has  a  fine  residence  upon  his 
lot  and  pays  an  assessment  of  $150  for  the  privilege  of  having 
the  sewage  of  his  one  house  taken  away.  B,  with  a  frontage 
of  only  100  feet  but  with  a  lot  of  sufficient  depth  to  build  upon 
it  three  cottage  houses,  pays  an  assessment  of  $100,  only  two- 
thirds  of  A’s  assessment,  for  which  he  receives  relatively  a 
benefit  three  times  as  great.  C,  whose  frontage  is  but  50  feet, 
erects  a  hotel  upon  his  lot  and  for  the  privilege  of  having  tlie 
naturally  large  amount  of  sewage  from  such  a  building  taken 
away,  pays  an  assessment  of  but  $50,  an  amount  quite  out  of 
proportion  as  compared  with  the  assessments  of  A  and  B  and 
for  benefits  received.  Similar  cases  can  easily  be  found  in  any 
town  or  city  and  Norwood  presents  striking  examples  of  just 
such  conditions. 

In  order  to  determine  an  absolutely  just  assessment  by  this 
method  it  would  be  necessary  to  know  just  where  the  sewers 
are  to  be  laid  each  year  or  during  each  period  of  years,  their 
cost,  and  the  frontages  on  the  streets  sewered.  This  being 
beAond  our  knowledge,  it  is  obvious  that  the  owmers  in  the 
districts  sewered  at  various  times  would  pay  assessments 
greatly  varying  in  amount  according  to  the  different  costs  in 
construction.  • 

For  instance,  if  the  first  district  sewered  cost  to-  construct 
$100,000  and  had  a  frontage  of  70,000  feet,  the  rate  of  assess¬ 
ment  per  front  foot,  approximately  one-half  oi  cost  of  sewer, 
would  be  $0.71.  If,  five  years  later,  a  second  district  were  to  be 
sewered  at  a  cost  of  $60,000,  with  a  frontage  of  35,000  feet,  the 
rate  would  advance  to  $0.86  per  front  foot,  an  amount  paid  for 
similar  benefits  as  in  the  first  territory  but  for  a  shorter  period 
of  time.  If,  after  a  lapse  of  another  five  years,  a  third  district 
were  sewered  at  a  cost  of  $45,000,  with  a  frontage  of  25,000 
feet,  the  rate  would  again  change  to  $0.90  per  front  foot. 
Under  these  changing  conditions,  sewer  assessments  are  most 
unsatisfactory. 


ARE^A  PLAN. 


Under  this  system,  all  abutting  land  to  a  uniform  distance 
in  depth  is  assessed  at  a  given  rate  per  square  foot,  the  depth 
taken  varying  according  to  local  conditions,  being  generally 
one-half  the  distance  between  regularly  laid  out  streets.  In 
Brockton,  125  feet  is  the  distance  taken ;  in  .No'rwood',  100  feet 
is  probably  the  better  distance  to  assume. 

To  show  the  inequalities  of  this  method  let  us  consider  lots 
of  abutting  land  owned  by  A,  B  and  C,  the  rate  of  assessment 
per  square  foot  being  for  illustration  $0.02.  A’s  lot  has  125 
feet  frontage  with  a  depth  of  45  feet,  containing  5,625  square 
feet;  his  assessment  is  $112.50  and  owing  to  the  shape  of  his 
lot  he  can  erect  three  cottage  houses.  B’s  lot  is  75  feet  front  by 
75  feet  in  depth,  with  an  area  equal  to  A’s  and  the  same  assess¬ 
ment,  but  owing  to  the  shape  of  his  lot  he  can  erect  but  two 
houses  to  A’s  three.  C  has  a  lot  with  a  frontage  of  but  45  feet 
and  a  depth  of  125  feet,  his  area  and  assessment  being  equal  to 
each  of  the  other  two  lots.  On  account  of  his  narrow  lot  he  can 
erect  but  one  house  with  a  street  frontage,  yet  he  must  pay  for 
his  one  house  an  amount  equal  to  what  B  pays  for  two  and  A 
for  three  houses,  receiving  direct  benefits  one-half  as  great  as 
B’s  and  only  one-third  as  great  as  A’s. 

COMBINED  FRONTAGE  AND  AREA  PLAN. 

From  the  preceding  illustrations  it  can  be  seen  that  the 
frontage  system  of  assessment  favors  deep  lots  and  works  injus¬ 
tice  to  shallow  ones,  while  that  by  area  favors  shallow  lots  and 
works  injustice  to  deep  ones.  A  shallow  lot  is  more  accessible 
to  a  sewer  than  a  deep  lot;  generally  the  greater  the  area  of 
land  accessible  to  the  sewer,  the  greater  the  benefit.  Therefore 
a  combination  of  the  two  methods  has  often  been  adopted  to 
overcome  these  difficulties  and  inequalities.  No  fixed  rule  can 
be  made,  in  sewer  assessments,  that  gives  equal  justice  to  all 
interested',  yet  a  system  allowing  latitude  for  the  exercise  of 
•  individual  judgment  offers  more  objection  than  the  injustice  of 
a  definite  rule. 


The  question  immediately  arises  as  to  what  proportion  of 
an  assessment  shall  be  levied  upon  the  area  and  what  upon  the 
frontage.  Generally  speaking  the  greater  the  area  which  can 
be  sewered,  the  greater  the  benefit,  and  this  has  been  considered 
in  proportioning  assessments  by  this  plan.  A  common  division 
is  to  assess  six-tenths  of  the  cost  upon  area  and  four-tenths 
upon  frontage. 

If,  then,  to  illustrate,  we  take  the  three  lots  owned  respec- 
tiely  by  A,  B  and  C,  as  shown  under  the  area  plan,  and  assess 
at  the  rate  of  $0.20  per  front  foot  and  $0,005  per  square  foot, 
the  following  results  will  be  reached :  A,  with  a  frontage  of  125 
feet  and  an  area  of  5,625  square  feet,  would  pay  $25.00  and 
$28.13,  a  total  of  $53.13  :  B,  whose  frontage  is  only  75  feet  but 
with  an  area  equal  to  A’s,  pays  $15.00  and  $28.13,  a  total  of 
$43.13;  and  C,  with  only  45  feet  frontage  but  whose  area  is 
the  same  as  that  of  A  and  B,  would  pay  $9.00  and  $28.13,  a 
total  of  but  $37.13.  However,  A  can  sewer  three  houses,  B 
two  houses,  and  C  but  one  house,  so  that  whatever  advantage  C 
may  have  in  his  small  assessment,  is  offset  by  the  increased  use 
to  which  the  land  of  B  and  A  can  be  put. 


ENTRANCE  FEE  PLAN. 

According  to  the  public  statutes,  every  person  who  uses 
main  drains  or  connncn  sewers  in  any  manner  shall  pay  for  the 
permanent  privilege  to  his  estate  such  reasonable  sum.  or  sums 
as  the  proper  authorities  shall  determine. 

This  method  has  been  a  failure  when  tried  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  reasons — the  term  “reasonable  sum  or  sums”  is  indefi¬ 
nite  and  is  liable  tO'  change  with  each  new  board  or  with  the 
authority  upon  whom  rests  the  assessment ;  the  financial  results 
have  not  been  satis factorv  ;  neither  the  abuttors  nor  those  whose 
duty  it  is  to  levy  the  assessment  have  considered  it  after  a  fair 
trial,  either  ecpiitable  or  just  tO'  either  party  concerned. 

According  to  the  highest  legal  authority  in  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  it  is  the  capacity’  of  the  land  to  be  benefitted  by  a  drain 
or  sewer  that  is  the  subject  of  taxation.  By  the  entrance  fee 


plan,  the  present  benefit  accruing  to^  a  vacant  lot  is  not  taken 
into  account,  though  the  owner  can  sell  it  at  an  advanced  price 
because  of  its  proximity  to  a  sewer. 

ASSESSMIvNT  BY  GENERAI.  TAXATION  AND  VAEUATION. 

Here  the  question  at  once  arises  as  to  what  valuation  really 
is — is  it  the  assessor’s  valuation,  or  the  price  that  a  piece  of 
property  will  immediately  sell  for,  or  does  the  valuation  depend 
upon  the  use  to  which  the  property  is  put?  If  the  first,  you 
can  readily  see  the  opportunity  offered  for  dissatisfaction  to  all 
parties,  in  that  the  assessor’s  valuation  varies  from  one  time  to 
apother,  according  as  the  board  changes  or  other  causes  arise, 
just  or  unjust,  so^  that  an  equitable  assessment  is  impossible 
under  these  conditions.  If  based  upon  the  price  realized  by  a 
forced  sale  of  the  property,  this  valuation  will  also  change  from 
time  to  time,  depending  upon  various  circumstancee,  and  under 
ordinary’  conditions  would  be  very  difficult  tO'  estimate  satis¬ 
factorily.  Unquestionably  the  availability  of  a  piece  of  land 
for  certain  purposes  affects  its  valuation,  yet  the  same  piece  of 
property  may  increase  or  decrease  in  value  during  a  period  of  a 
few  years,  consequently  the  rate  or  amount  of  assessment  would 
vary  constantly,  an  uncertain  and  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
affairs  in  sewer  assessments. 

It  is  the  duty  of  ever)^  owner  of  an  estate  to  iniprove  and 
make  attractive  the  surroundings  of  the  home;  by  this  plan  of 
assessment  all  such  improvements  are  discouraged,  as  improved 
land!  increases  in  value  and  the  assessment  increases  propor¬ 
tionately. 

Again,  a  piece  of  cheap  land  may  and  often  is  enhanced  in 
value  from  its  relation  to  a  sewer  in  far  greater  proportion  than 
another  piece  of  expensive  land  highly  improved  and  fully  occu¬ 
pied.  If  it  be  true  that  a  sew'er  assessment  should  be  based 
upon  the  principle  of  benefits  conferred,  then  valuation  cannot 
be  taken  as  a  basis  for  sewer  assessments. 

“If  an  assessment  can  be  levied  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
use,  then  the  benefit  of  a  sewer  becomes  a  known  quantity; 
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there  can  be  no  litigation  in  respect  to  the  uncertainty  of  this 
kind  of  benefit;  neither  can  there  be  much  complication  nor 
confusion.” 

It  is  essentially  the  OCCUPANCY  of  the  land  that  deter¬ 
mines  the  amount  of  the  benefit  conferred  from  the  use  of 
sewers  and  NOT  its  valuation. 

ASSESSMENTS  BASED  UPON  WATER  CONSUMPTION. 

“The  water  that  enters  homes  for  domestic  purposes  is 
used  to  cleanse  those  homes  and  the  people  who  live  in  them, 
also  the  clothes  they  wear  and  the  food  they  eat.  In  getting 
rid  of  the  soiled  water,  which  is  called  ‘sewage,’  it  has  be^n 
found  advantageous  to  make  use  of  it  as  a  vehicle  for  removing 
human  excrement  and  certain  other  wastes  which,  because  of 
their  character,  are  easily  dissolved  and  readily  held  in  sus¬ 
pension.” 

A  few  years  ago  it  became  necessary  for  the  town  of  Nor¬ 
wood  to  secure  for  its  citizens  an  abundant  supply  of  pure 
water.  The  strongest  demand  for  this  water  supply  came  natu¬ 
rally  from  those  of  its  citizens  who  lived  in  the  most  thickly 
settled  districts,  where  cess-pools  and  privies  made  it  impossible 
to  keep  wells  and  springs  in  a  reasonably  pure  condition.  To¬ 
day  it  is  from  the  users  of  this  water  supply  in  these  same  dis¬ 
tricts  that  the  strongest  pressure  is  exerted  in  favor  of  such  a 
system  of  sewers  as  will  quickly  and  in  a  healthful  manner 
remove  the  sewage  from  their  homes  and  the  grounds  about 
them. 

The  honesholders’  need  of  a  sewer  is  in  direct  projx)rtion 
to  the  quantity  of  water  which  enters  the  same.  The  citizens  of 
Norwood  consider  it  just  and  right  that  they  should  each  pay 
for  the  amount  of  water  consumed  in  their  respective  homes ; 
why,  then,  should  not  the  amount  of  sewage  that  flows  from 
each  house  that  is  connected  with  a  sewer  be  paid  for  in  a  simi¬ 
lar  manner,  since  it  is  a  benefit  directly  received  ?  Experience 
elsewhere  has  clearly  demonstrated  that  this  method,  based  as  it 
is  upon  the  principle  of  “for  benefits  received,”  is  as  just  and 
equitable  a  plan  of  assessment  as  has  yet  been  devised. 
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It  may  perhaps  be  argued  by  some  that  assessments  thus 
based  would  tend  to  decrease  the  amount  of  water  used,  possibly 
even  to  the  extent  of  not  sufficiently  flushing  the  sewers  to  keep 
them  in  a  proper  condition  of  cleanliness.  If  a  very  high  rate 
of  charge  were  to  be  made,  this  might  possibly  be  true  but 
where  only  a  portion  of  the  entire  cost  of  the  system  is  to  be 
raised  in  this  manner,  it  would  not  apply  to  aniy  appreciable 
extent,  as  has  been  practically  shown  wherever  this  plan  has 
been  adopted.  It  may  also  be  claimed  that  not  all  the  volume 
of  water,  as  shown  by  the  meter  readings  of  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment,  finds  its  way  into  the  sewer,  a  portion  being-  lost  by  lawn 
sprinkling,  carriage  washing  and,  in  factories  and  manufactur¬ 
ing  plants,  in  steam.  Undoubtedly  this  is  true  to  a  certain 
extent,  in  the  larger  manufactories  to  quite  an  appreciable 
extent,  but  wherever  this  condition  does  exist  to  any  marked 
degree,  the  sewerage  commissioners  have  the  power  0‘f  remedy¬ 
ing  it  by  placing  additional  meters  to  register  the  amount  lost 
through  sill-cocks  and  in  other  ways  and  of  deducting  the 
amount  so  lost  from  the  original  meter-reading;  or  in  the  case 
of  factories  a  meter  or  meters  may  be  placed  upon  the  pipe  or 
pipes  supplying  the  sinks  and  closets  and  the  charge  be  based 
upon  these  readings.  For  example,  if  Mr.  A  was  not  satisfied 
with  the  amount  charged  him,  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  for 
him,  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioners,  to  place  a  meter 
upon  the  pipe  supplying  his  carriage  house  or  sill-cocks  and 
deduct  the  volume  so  registered  from  that  shown  by  the  water 
meter.  In  unmetered  buildings,  the  same  basis  can  be  taken 
,  of  estimating  the  volume  of  sewage  discharged  into  the  pipe  as 
is  done  by  the  water  commissioners,  thus  it  is  comparatively 
easy  to  regulate  the  basis  of  assessment  under  this  plan,  al¬ 
though  of  course  it  greatly  simplifies  the  work  of  the  sewer 
department  if  all  buildings  are  metered;  this  has,  in  some  cities 
where  this  plan  is  in  use,  been  made  compulsory. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  thus  somewhat  briefly  but  pertinently  discussed  the 


different  methods  of  sewer  assessments  in  their  various  phases, 
it  may  appear  to  our  citizens  that  no  one  system  is  ideal,  or 
entirely  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  Your  committee  con¬ 
siders  this  to  be  true  and  probably  no  system  ever  has  or  ever 
will  be  devised  without  features  that  will  be  considered  objec¬ 
tionable  or  unjust  by  some;  the  aim  should  be  to  select  that 
system  or  combination  of  systems  which  offers  the  least  objec¬ 
tions  and  gives  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  the  majority. 

In  the  plan  to  be  recommended  for  Norwood  your  commit¬ 
tee  has  chosen  what  are  considered  by  many  practical  men  con¬ 
versant  with  this  subject  to  be  the  best  features  of  the  several 
plans,  combined  in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet  the  varied 
conditions  and  requirements  of  the  situation  as  presented  in 
Norwood. 

After  careful  investigation,  your  committee  is  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  the  report  made  to  a  previous  committee  in  1901,  by 
Mr.  Freeman  C.  Coffin  of  Boston,  is  substantially  correct  as 
regards  existing  conditions  and  therefore,  we  re-submit  it  to  the 
citizens  of  the  town. 


ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


Boston,  April  15,  1901.

Gentlemen  : — The  following  is  a  report,  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  your  instructions',  upon  a  system  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  for  the  town  of  Norwood,  and  also  upon  the 
surface  drainage  system  of  the  town. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

After  an  investigation  of  the  conditions  and'  a  study  of 
che  subject,  I  recommend  the  folio wng: 

First,  That  the  “Separate  Sewerage  System”  be  adopted 
and  that  the  surface  water  be  discharged  through  separate 
channels  into  the  natural  water  courses  at  the  nearest  available 
points,  substantially  as  at  present. 

Second,  That  the  sewage  be  treated  by  intermittent  sand 
filtration  upon  an  area  lying  south  of  the  Neponset  River  and 
east  of  Pleasant  Street,  as  shown  upon  the  general  plan  of  the 
town  accompanying  this  report. 

Third,  That  the  sewage  be  collected  by  the  lateral  main 
and  intercepting  sewers,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  low- 
lying  sections  of  the  towm,  be  discharged  by  gravity  upon  the 
filter  beds.  That  the  two  low-lying  sections  be  provided  with 
collecting  reservoirs  and  pumping  machinery,  by  means  of 
which  the  sewage  will  be  delivered  into  the  main  sewer  from 
the  gravity  section,  and  flow  with  the  sewage  from  that  section 
to  the  beds. 
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SYSTEM  OE  SEWERS. 

The  sewers  are  designed  to  receive  the  sewage  from  all 
buildings,  but  no  roof,  yard,  cellar,  or  other  surface  or  ground 
water.  It  is  economically  important  when  sewage  is  treated 
artificially  that  all  surface  water  (and  ground  water  in  as  far 
as  it  is  possible  to  do  so)  be  excluded.  The  use  of  the  separate 
system  of  sewers  in  all  of  the  largest  cities  is  now  so  universal 
and  the  desirability  of  its  adoption  so  well  established  that  it 
seems  unnecessaiy  to  discuss  it  further. 

GRAVITY  section. 

The  town  is  divided  in  a  general  way  into  two  sections. 
One  may  be  called  the  Gravity  Section  and  comprises  all  of  the 
area  of  the  town  from  which  the  sewage  can  flow  to  a  filtration 
area  bi'  gravity.  There  are  three  separate  areas  which  may  be 
described  as  follows : 

First,  all  of  that  portion  of  the  town  lying  west  and  south 
of  a  line  drawn  through  Morse,  Washington,  Dean,  Willow, 
Pleasant,  Washington,  Howard  and  Prospect  Streets. 

Second,  the  area  upon  the  ridge  along  which  Neponset 
Street  runs,  and 

Thira,  a  small  area  about  Pleasant  and  Summer  Streets 
next  the  Walpole  line. 

These  areas  are  shown  upon  the  map  which  accompanies 
this  report. 

The  first,  or  larger  of  these  sections,  may  be  again  divided 
into  two  principal  districts,  the  sewage  from  which  flows  to  the 
filtration  area  through  separate  main  sewers.  These  two  dis¬ 
tricts  arc  divided  by  a  line  running  from  the  corner  of  Dean 
and  Washington  Streets  across  the  railroad  near  the  foot  of 
Cedar  Street,  crossing  Walpole  Street  south  of  Chapel  Street, 
thence  northwesterly  across  \\hnter  Street,  about  800  feet  west 
of  Prospect  Street,  to  the  town  line  near  Nahatan  Street,  and 
have  approximately  equal  areas. 

The  district  on  the  north  side  of  the  al>ove  line  (which 
may  be  referred  to  as  CENTRAL  DISTRICT)  contains  about 
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all  of  the  territory  in  which  sewerage  is  required  at  the  present 
time. 

The  sewage  of  this  district  will  be  collected  by  an  inter¬ 
cepting  sewer  laid  from  the  comer  of  Clark  and  Williams 
Streets  through  the  valley  lying  between  Munroe  and  Lenox 
Streets  to  Dean  Street,  just  east  of  the  Walpole  Branch  Rail¬ 
road,  and  from  this  point  will  flow  through  a  main  sewer  to  be 
constructed  parallel  with  the  railroad  across  the  Neponset  River 
to  the  filter  beds. 

The  district  on  the  south  of  the  above  line,  which  may  be 
called  the  Hawes  Brook  District,  has  little  or  no  need  of  sewer¬ 
age  at  present,  except  to  provide  for  the  wastes  of  Winslow’s 
tannery  upon  Endicott  Street.  The  sewage  from  that  part  of 
this  district  which  is  west  of  Walpole  Street  will  be  collected  at 
the  junction  of  Walpole  and  Endicott  Streets  and  flow  through 
a  main  sewer,  through  the  latter  street,  past  the  tannery,  across 
the  railroad,  through  the  field,  crossing  Washington  Street  350 
feet  south  of  Hawes  Brook,  to  Morse  Street,  thence  following 
Morse  Street  to  a  point  east  of  the  Walpole  Branch  Railroad, 
thence  running  to  the  main  sewer  from  the  Central  District  and 
joining  the  sapie  at  a  point  near  Pleasant  Street. 

PUMPING  SECTIONS. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  of  the  town  is  situated  at  an 
elevation  so  low  that  the  sewage  from  it  cannot  be  delivered  by 
gravity  to  the  filtration  area,  but  must  be  pumped. 

The  area  from  which  the  sewage  must  be  pumped  is  also 
divided  into  two  districts.  One  of  these,  which  may  be  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  Pleasant  Street  Pumping  District,  comprises  sub¬ 
stantially  the  area  north  of  Hawes  Brook,  east  of  the  Midland 
Railroad,  the  intercepting  sewer  of  the  gravity  section,  and 
south  of  Cross  Street. 

It  is  proposed  to  collect  the  sewage  from  this  district  in 
an  underground  reservoir  on  Pleasant  Street  near  the  Neponset 
River.  From  this  reservoir  it  will  be  pumped  into  the  nearest 
manhole  in  the  main  sewer  of  the  gravity  system.  The  pump- 
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ing  station,  reservoir  and  pumping  main  will  be  located  about 
as  shown  on  the  map.  If  this  section  of  the  sewerage  system 
were  to  be  installed  at  the  present  time,  the  following  pumping 
plant  would  be  recommended  : 

Two  vertical  submerged  centrifugal  pumps,  with  a  capacity 
of  200  gallons  per  minute,  each  driven  by  a  5  H.  P.  gasoline  or 
oil  engine. 

The  estimate  of  cost  of  this  station  is  based  upon  the  above 
described  plant. 

It  is  not  certain,  however,  that  if  the  construction  of  this 
section  is  postponed  for  several  years,  as  it  seems  likely  to  be, 
the  plant  described  above  will  be  the  most  available  or  economi¬ 
cal  at  that  time.  The  town  may  then  have  a  municipal  light¬ 
ing  plant,  in  which  case  electrically  driven  pumping  machinery 
may  prove  to  be  the  best. 

At  the  present  time  and  under  the  present  conditions  this 
plant  is  recommended  as  combining  the  lowest  first  cost  with  the 
least  annual  expenditure  for  fuel  and  attendance. 

The  pumping  for  many  years  to  come  will  probably  re¬ 
quired  but  a  short  time  each  day,  and,  as  the  station  is  near  the 
filter  beds,  the  man  in  charge  of  the  latter  can  operate  the 
pumps.  An  oil  or  gas  engine  does  not  require  a  skilled  engi- 
ner.  It  can  be  started  in  a  few  minutes,  and  may  be  left  to  run 
without  attendance,  and  stopped  automatically.  As  soon  as 
stopped  the  consumption  of  fuel  ceases.  It  is,  therefore,  a 
desirable  type  of  power  where  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done 
is  small  and  intermittent. 

The  other  low  lying  district  is  in  the  valley  of  Purgatory 
Brook  and  may  be  called  the  Purgatory  Brook  District. 

There  is  little  or  no  need  of  sewerage  in  this  section  at 
present,  and  the  following  plan  may  be  modified  by  existing 
conditions  when  the  sewers  are  constructed.  It  is  proposed 
to  collect  the  sewage  in  an  underground  reservoir  on  or  near 
Neponset  Street  at  the  low  point  between  Pleasant  and  Cross 
Streets. 

From  this  reservoir  it  is  proposed  to  pump  it  through  a 


cast  iron  force  main  to  a  manhole  in  the  intercepting  sewer 
of  the  Gravity  Section.  The  pumping  plant  may  be  driven 
by  a  gas,  gasoline  or  oil  engine^  by  an  electric  motor,  or  that 
form  of  power  which  is  most  available  and  economical  at  the 
time  the  works  for  this  section  aj'e  installed. 

The  location  of  the  sewer  lines,  reservoir,  pumping  station 
and  force  main  are  indicated  upon  the  map. 

SEWERS. 

The  street  sewers  will  be  constructed  with  vitrified  clay 
pipe  with  “wide  and  deep  sockets.”  The  intercepting  and  main 
sewers  will  be  of  the  same,  or,  if  found  to  be  cheaper,  may  be 
constructed  of  concrete.  This  can  be  ascertained  when  bids  are 
received. 

PUMPING  MAINS. 

The  pumping  mains  which  are  proposed  in  the  pumping 
districts  will  be  of  coated  cast  iron  water  pipe. 

inverted  siphon. 

There  will  be  but  one  inverted  siphon  in  the  entire  system. 
This  will  be  in  Morse  Street  upon  the  main  line  from  the 
Hawes  Brook  District,  where  it  crosses  the  valley  of  the  Nepon- 
set  River.  It  will  be  laid  od  coated  cast  iron  water  pipe. 
This  inverted  siphon  is  unavoidable.  No  trouble  need  be 
apprehended  from  it,  however,  as  they  are  invariably  successful 
when  properly  laid,  and  are  in  common  use. 

SIZES  AND  GRADES  OE  SEWERS. 

In  a  separate  system  of  sewers  the  flow  of  sewage  in  the 
“laterals,”  or  the  sewers  which  serve  only  the  street  in  which 
they  are  laid,  is  small,  and  the  size  of  the  sewers  is  not  designed 
with  reference  to  their  capacity  to  carry  the  sewage. 

Their  size  is  largely  fixed  by  the  grade  at  which  they  are 
laid.  To  secure  economy  of  construction  this  grade  should  be 
approximately  the  same  as  that  of  the  street  surface.  It  has 
been  found  by  experience  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  lay  any

street  sewer  smaller  than  six  inches  in  diameter  on  account  of 
stoppages,  which  are  more  liable  to  occur  in  smaller  pipes.  It 
is  necessary  to  lay  the  sewers  at  so-called  self-cleansing  grades, 
that  is,  at  such  grades  that  when  flowing  half  full  or  more  the 
velocity  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  along  any  substance  which 
may  enter.  The  method  of  securing  a  flow  of  that  volume  in 
lateral  sewers  will  be  alluded  to  under  the  head  of  flushing. 

In  this  system  no  six-inch  sewer  is  proposed  where  the 
grade  is  less  than  one  foot  fall  in  one  hundred  feet.  Where 
the  grade  of  any  sewer  is  flatter  than  this,  an  eight-inch  sev/er 
is  used,  except  where  the  estimated  flow  is  greater  than  its 
capacity. 

In  estimating  the  amount  of  the  sewage,  the  future  must  be 
considered,  as  well  as  the  present.  As  may  be  inferred  from 
the  preceding  statement,  the  lateral  sewers  will  have  sufficient 
capacity  for  any  flow  which  will  come  to  them  when  designed  to 
be  self-cleansing.  In  sewers  which  receive  the  flow  from  larger 
area,  however,  the  AMOUNT  of  the  flow  must  be  carefully 
considered. 

Three  elements  enter  into  the  consideration  of  the  amount 
of  flow,  the  population,  water  supply  and  leakage  into  the 
sewers  of  ground  water.

The  increase  in  population  in  the  last  two  decades  has  been 
58  and  47  per  cent,  respectively.  Mr.  X.  H.  Goodnough,  the 
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Chief  Engineer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health  in 
a  report  in  1897  upon  the  Discharge  of  Sewage  into  Boston 
Harbor,  estimated  the  future  growth  of  Norwood  as  follows :

The  above  is  a  large  and  increasing  per  capita  consumption 
of  water.  It  is  possible  that  it  may  be  reduced,  but  that  this 
would  require  some  radical  change  in  the  policy  of  the  works 
(such  as  the  general  introduction  of  meters,  for  instance,)  is 
shown  by  the  history  of  other  works,  which,  with  unchanged 
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conditions,  show  a  continually  increasing  per  capita  con¬ 
sumption. 

Estimating  the  future  consumption  of  Norwood  from  the 
past  it  does  not  seem  safe  to  use  a  smaller  per  capita  rate  than 
TOO  gallons  per  day  for  the  future. 

In  estimating  the  average  flow  of  sewage  lOO  gallons  per 
day  will  be  taken  as  the  per  capita  consumption  of  water,  and 
75  per  cent,  of  this  amount  as  the  proportion  of  the  water 
supply  which  will  find  its  way  into  the  sewers. 

The  flow  of  sewage  is  not  uniform  throughout  the  day,  nor 
throughout  the  year  by  months.  It  corresponds  approxi¬ 
mately  to  the  draft  from  the  water  supply. 

In  thirteen  cities  and  towns  the  average  rate  of  draft  in  the 
different  months  of  the  year  was  found'  to  be  as  follows,  calling 
the  average  rate  for  the  year  lOO.

The  maximum  rate  of  draft  in  some  water  works  reaches 
over  300  per  cent,  of  the  average  rate  for  the  year  for  periods  of 
an  hour  or  more  at  a  time.  The  records  of  one  system  that  I 
have  studied  showed  for  several  days  in  August  that  the  aver¬ 
age  rate  from  10  A.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  was  230  per  cent,  of  the 
yearly  average  rate.  It  is,  therefore,  probable  that  the  maxi¬ 
mum  flow  of  sewage  is  at  least  two  and  one-half  times  the 
average  flow.  That  ratio  is  used  in  estimating  the  maximum 
flow. 

To  repeat :  The  basis  upon  which  the  estimates  of  the 
required  capacity  of  these  sewers  is  made  is  an  average  water 
consumption  of  100  gallons  per  capita,  75  per  cent,  of  which 
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reaches  the  sewers,  with  the  maximum  flow  equal  to  two  and 
one-half  times  the  average. 

GROUND  WATER. 

The  amount  of  ground  water  which  will  find  its  way  into 
the  sewers  is  dependent  upon  the  nature  of  the  ground  and 
the  construction  of  the  sewers. 

In  clay  or  impervious  ground  very  little  water  will  come 
in  contact  with  the  sewer,  whereas  in  sandy  or  gravelly  ground, 
in  which  the  water  stands  above  the  level  of  the  sewer,  only 
the  best  of  construction  of  the  joints  and  manholes  will  pre¬ 
vent  large  quantities  from  entering.  Freely  discharging 
underdrains  will  also  reduce  the  amount  of  ground  water  enter¬ 
ing  the  sewer. 

Careful  construction,  however,  must  in  the  main  be  relied 
upon  to  keep  the  entrance  of  ground  water  within  reasonable 
limits.  The  economic  importance  of  this  matter  relates  more 
to  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  than  to  the  size  of  the  sewers, 
although  its  effect  upon  the  latter  is  not  unimportant. 

That  it  is  a  matter  of  importance  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  in  some  s}'stcms  the  flow  of  ground  water  alone  is  70,000 
gallons  per  day  per  mile  of  sewers,  and  that  a  leakage  of 
40,000  gallons  is  not  at  all  uncommon.  In  fact,  there  are 
a  number  of  systems  in  which  the  flow  of  ground  water  equals 
that  of  the  sewage. 

It  is  possible,  however,  to  keep  this  flow  as  low  as  5000 
gallons  per  mile  per  day,  as  shown  by  recent  experience  of  the 
works  where  under  unfavorable  conditions  the  measured  flow 
of  ground  water  did  not  exceed  2000  gallons  per  mile  per  day. 
The  conditions  in  Norwood  are  such  that  a  large  flow  of 
ground  water  may  be  ex])ected  in  wet  seasons  unless  the  joints 
of  the  sewers  are  well  made.  In  the  construction  of  the  sewers, 
therefore,  especial  attention  should  be  given  to  this  matter. 

It  is  believed,  however,  that  a  liberal  allowance  has  been 
made  in  designing  the  sewers  for  ground  water. 

CAP.VCITY  OF  SEWERS  IN  THE  CENTRAL  DISTRICT. 

The  15  inch  main  sewer,  which  is  laid  across  the  railroad 
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from  the  extension  of  Nahatan  Street  to  Lenox  Street,  receives 
the  flow  from  all  of  the  Gravity  Section  north  of  Winter  Street 
and  west  of  the  railroad.  This  sewer  at  its  flattest  grade  lias  a 
capacity  sufiicient  to  discharge  the  maximum  flow  from  a  popu¬ 
lation  od  1 1,500  people  using  an  average  of  100  gallons  of  water 
per  day  per  capita.  It  also  provides  for  a  flow  of  ground  water 
in  addition  of  225  gallons  per  minute,  of  300,000  gallons  per 
day. 

This  15  inch  sewer  is  continued  through  Lenox  Street  to 
Plimpton  Avenue  with  the  same  capacity. 

This  line  and  the  10  inch  sewer  line,  which  crosses  the 
railroad  at  the  Guild  Street  subway,  unite  in  a  sewer  at  Plimp¬ 
ton  Avenue  and  flow  through  it  to  the  intercepting  sewer. 

This  intercepting  sewer  is  15  inches  in  diameter  from 
Plimpton  Avenue  to  Hillside  Avenue,  and  20  inches  in  diameter 
from  there  to  Dean  Street. 

The  two  sections  are  laid  at  such  grade  that  they  have 
practically  the  same  capacity,  which  is  sufficient  to  discharge 
the  maximumi  flow  of  sewage  from  a  population  of  17,000 
people,  and  a  flow  of  ground  water  equal  to  nearly  500,000 
gallons  per  day.  The  area  tributary  to  this  sewer  comprises  all 
of  the  Central  Gravity  Section,  with  the  exception  of  the  area 
about  Chaoel  and  Cedar  Streets,  and  Washington  Street  from 
Dean  to  Cross  Street,  which  is  discharged  through  Dean  Street 
into  the  main  sewer  where  the  latter  crosses  Dean  Street. 

From  this  point  the  miain  sewer  from  the  entire  Central 
Gravity  District  and  the  two  pumping  districts  is  24  inches  in 
diameter,  and  has  a  capacity  equal  to  the  maximum  flow  from 
a  population  of  20,000  people,  and  700,000  gallons  per  day  of 
ground  water.  This  quantity  of  ground  water  is  no  doubt  an 
excessive  estimate,  even  with  the  whole  territor)'  laid  out  in 
streets  and  full}-  sewered.  With  the  present  mileage  of  streets  it 
amounts  to  40,000  gallons  per  mile  per  day,  while  it  is  possible 
to  keep  the  leakage  of  ground  water  down  to  5000  gallons  per 
day  with  careful  work. 

It  is  probable  that  the  sewers  described  above  have  an 
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ample  capacity  for  the  next  forty  years  at  least. 

On  acount  of  the  uncertainties  of  the  future  it  is  probably 
unwise  to  provide  for  a  greater  population  at  the  present  time. 
On  the  other  hand,  taking  into  consideration  the  present  rate  of 
growth  and  the  conditions  of  Norwood,  it  would  be  short¬ 
sighted  to  provide  for  less,  especially  as  the  sum  saved  by 
reducing  the  sewers  one  size  of  pipe,  or  from  24  to  20,  and  from 
20  to  18  respectively,  would  be  only  about  $2,500,  while  the 
capacity  as  measured  by  the  population  served  would  be  re¬ 
duced  from  20,000  to  12,000  people.  One  thousand  dollars 
more  would  be  saved  by  reducing  the  15  inch  sewer  to  12  inch, 
but  the  population  provided  for  would  be  reduced  to  8500. 

The  main  sewer  from  Dean  Street  to  Pleasant  Street  is 
laid  partly  in  embankment.  For  one  thousand  feet  in  length, 
including  the  crossing  of  the  Neponset  River,  it  will!  be  of 
wrought  iron,  or  steel,  supported  upon  masonry  piers'  and 
boxed.  The  conditions  at  the  location  at  this  point  are  unfav¬ 
orable  for  an  embankment. 

The  bottom  of  the  sewer  will  be  about  ten  feet  above  the 
ordinary  water  level  where  it  crosses  the  Neponset  River.  The 
main  sewer,  from  its  crossing  at  Dean  Street  (or  Willow 
Street),  could  be  laid  as  an  inverted  siphon  of  cast  iron  pipe 
through  Pleasant  Street  and  under  the  Neponset  River  to  the 
filter  bed.  The  cost  of  this  has  been  estimated,  and  it  is  ascer¬ 
tained  that  an  inverted  siphon  line,  with  a  capacity  sufficient  for 
the  next  ten  years  only,  would  cost  practically  the  same  as  the 
proposed  gravity  line,  and  that  a  siphon  line  of  equal  capacity 
would  cost  $7000  more  than  the  proposed  line. 

CAPACITY  OP  MAIN  SPWPR  OF  HAWFS  BROOK  DISTRICT. 

This  sewer,  starting  at  the  junction  of  Walpole  and  Endi- 
cott  Streets,  is  10  inches  in  diameter  to  Winslow’s  tannery  and 
from  that  point  12  inches  in  diameter  to  its  junction  with  the 
main  sewer  from  the  Central  District  near  Pleasant  Street. 
The  capacity  of  this  line,  based  upon  its  flatted  grades,  is  suffic¬ 
ient  to  provide  for  the  maximum  flow  from  a  population  of 
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5003  persons.  There  is  also  a  large  flow  from  Winslow’s  tan¬ 
nery.  In  a  report  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health 
upon  the  improvement  of  the  Neponset  River,  this  flow  is  esti- 
m.ated  at  from  20,000  to  50,000  gallons  per  day.  ■  Assuming 
that  it  may  be  increased  to  100,000  gallons  per  day,  the  pro¬ 
posed  sewer  will  carry  it  and  the  sewage  from  a  population  of 
4000  people  in  addition,  with  a  ground  water  flow  of  110,000 
gallons  per  day. 

This  is  believed  to  be  an  ample  provision  to  make  at  this 
time  for  this  district,  which  is  sparsely  inhabited,  and  aside 
from  the  tannery  is  not  now  in  need  of  sewerage. 

By  increasing  the  12  inch  sewer  to  15  inch,  and  the  10  inch 
to  12  inch,  at  an  additional  cost  of  about  $1800,  the  tannery  and 
a  population  of  over  8000  would  be  provided  for. 

NoTp. — The  size  of  the  12  inch  sewer  from  the  tannery 
should  not  be  reduced,  even  if  the  capacity  were  considered 
excessive,  as  its  grade  is  too  flat  for  a  10  inch  sewer. 

The  plan  as  proposed  provides  for  a  total  population  of 
24,000,  divided  roughly  as  follows :  4000  in  Hawes  Brook  Dis¬ 
trict  and  20,000  in  the  remainder  of  the  town.  This  is  equal  to 
the  estimated  population  between  1940  and  1945. 

It  also  provides  for  a  ground  water  flow  of  800,000  gallons, 
or  from  25,000  to  30,000  gallons  per  mile,  based  upon  the  total 
mileage  of  streets  in  town  at  the  present  time. 

IIOUSP  SEWpRS. 

It  is  recomm.ended  that  the  house  sewers  be  5  inches  in 
diameter.  Branches  will  be  laid  in  the  street  sewers  at  proper 
point  with  the  openings  closed  by  stoppers  until  the  connection 
is  made. 

MANIIOPES. 

Manholes  will  be  provided  at  every  change  of  line  and 
grade  of  the  sewer.  These  manholes  will  provide  access  to  the 
sewer  for  inspection  and  give  complete  control  of  the  systenn. 

VENTILATION. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  openings  in  the  manhole  covers 
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for  the  admission  of  air  to  the  sewers,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  no  traps  be  placed  upon  the  house  sewers,  thus  leaving  a 
free  opening  through  them  and  the  soil  pipes  to  the  point  above 
the  roofs  of  the  houses. 


FLUSHING. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  flushing  manholes  at  the  head  of 
every  lateral  sewer.  These  are  the  ordinary  manhole  with  a 
flop  gate  upon  the  outlet  to  the  sewer.  There  is  also  a  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  water  main  which  is  controlled  by  a  valve.  When 
the  sewer  is  to  be  flushed,  the  flop  gate  is  closed,  the  valve  on 
the  water  pipe  opened,  and  the  manhole  allowed  to  fill.  When 
full  the  flop  gate  is  suddenly  opened,  effectively  flushing  the 
sewer.  Automatic  flush  tanks  are  not  recommended  for  this 
system,  as  they  are  liable  to  use  a  great  deal  of  water,  which  is 
undesirable  in  Norwood,  and  because  it  is  believed  that  with 
the  grades  of  these  sewers  entire  satisfaction  will  be  secured 
with  occasional  hand  flushing,  with  only  a  fraction  of  the  use  of 
water  and  at  a  much  smaller  first  cost. 

UNDFRDRAINAGF. 

Underdrains  or  sub-drains  are  frecpiently  laid  under  the 
sewer  for  the  purpose  of  lowering  the  water  in  the  ground  and 
thus  improving  the  sanitary  conditions,  and  also  to  carry  away 
the  ground  water  which  would  otherwise  tend  to  enter  the 
sewers  at  every  imperfection  in  the  joints.  These  drains  are 
of  vitrified  clay  pipe,  laid  with  open  joints  and  embedded  in 
broken  stone  or  clean  gravel.  The  flow  in  these  drains  is  finally 
discharged  into  some  natural  water  course. 

There  are  localities  in  Norwood  where  the  construction  of 
underdrains  will  no  doubt  greatly  improve  the  conditions. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  determine  in  advance  just  where 
they  will'  be  needed,  or  their  exact  size,  an  estimate  has  been 
made,  after  securing  the  best  available  information  of  condi¬ 
tions  and  a  study  of  the  ground,  which  it  is  believed  will  pro¬ 
vide  for  underdrainage  wherever  it  may  be  needed. 
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ROCK  EXCAVATION. 

W'hile  Norwood  is  very  fortunate  in  most  of  the  conditions 
affecting  the  cost  of  a  system  of  sewerage,  especially  as  relates 
to  the  discharge  and  disposal  of  the  sewage,  there  is  one  condi¬ 
tion  that  will  very  materially  increase  its  cost.  I  refer  to  the 
rock  or  ledge  which  is  so  generally  distributed  throughout  the 
streets. 

Mr.  Bucknam,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works, 
who  has  by  his  experience  with  the  piping  acquired  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  location  of  the  rock,  has  kindly  furnished  the 
information  upon  which  the  estimates  of  rock  are  based.  It 
cannot,  of  course,  be  expected  that  these  estimates  are  more 
than  approximately  correct,  as  the  sewers  will  not  be  in  exactly 
the  same  location  as  the  water  piping,  and  will  generally  be 
deeper  than  the  latter.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  they  will 
not  be  exceeded. 


DISPOSAL. 

As  stated  in  the  recommendations,  it  is  proposed  to  dispose 
of  the  sewage  by  sand  filtration  upon  an  area  south  of  the  Ne- 
ponset  River  and  east  of  Pleasant  Street,  as  shown  upon  the 
map.  Before  this  method  of  disposal  was  decided  upon,  the 
plan  of  discharging  the  sewage  into  the  Metropolitan  System 
was  considered.  The  State  Board  of  Health  made  an  investi¬ 
gation  of  this  matter  in  1897,  and  estimated  that  the  annual  cost 
to  Norwood  of  discharging  its  sewage  into  the  Metropolitan 
System  would  be  from  $3366,  if  the  towns  of  Canton,  Norwood, 
Sharon,  Stoughton,  Walpole  and  Westwood  all  came  into  the 
arrangement  and  were  admitted  to  the  District  upon  the  same 
terms  of  assessment  as  those  now  in  it,  to  about  vS/ooo  if  Nor¬ 
wood  and  Canton  alone  went  into  the  arrangement. 

The  conclusions  of  the  Board  were  that  it  would  upon  the 
whole  be  more  desirable  for  each  town  to  purify  its  sewage 
upon  land.  Therefore,  there  seems  at  present  but  little  likeli¬ 
hood  of  the  Metropolitan  Sewer  being  extended  to  Norwood. 

Even  if  it  were  possible  to  connect  with  this  system  at  the 


lowest  estimate  of  annual  assessment,  namely  $3366,  the  annual 
expenses  of  disposal  would  far  exceed  the  annual  expenses  of 
maintaining  and  operating  the  proposed  filter  beds. 

I  estimate  that  the  annual  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
filter  beds,  including  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  land  and  con¬ 
struction,  as  well  as  depreciation,  repair  and  operation,  will  not 
exceed  $2000  per  year  for  many  years. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  compare  at  great  length  the  proposed 
system  with  “Bacterial  Treatment”  since  it  is  well  established 
that  when  sand  or  gravel  can  be  found  in  place,  the  cost  of  con¬ 
struction  ot  a  plant  for  bacterial  treatment  is  very  much  in 
excess  of  that  of  the  construction  of  sand  filter  beds,  and  unless 
their  location  will  save  in  the  cost  of  main  sewers  or  of  pump¬ 
ing,  that  nothing  can  be  gained  by  the  adoption  of  this  system. 

When  placed  in  a  location  that  would  be  satisfactory  tO'  the 
town  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  first  cost 
of  the  main  sewers  would  be  fully  as  great  as  with  the  proposed 
system,  and  the  conditions  in  regard  to  pumping  would  not  be 
changed. 

LOCATION  OT  FILTRATION  AREA. 

Other  locations  than  the  one  proposed  were  considered. 
There  is  but  one  other,  however,  that  would  receive  the  sewage 
by  gravity.  This  area  is  east  of  Pleasant  Street  and  north  of 
Dean  Street,  and  appears  promising  from  a  superficial  examina¬ 
tion.  An  examination  of  the  land  was  made  by  digging  test 
pits.  The  water  was  found  much  nearer  the  surface  than  in  the 
area  propcsed  and  it  can  be  lowered  vcia'  little  by  underdrain¬ 
ing  unless  the  brook  which  runs  around  the  north  and  east 
sides  of  the  land  is  lowered  as  far  as  the  Neponset  River. 

After  the  loam  is  removed  there  will  be  only  a  depth  of 
gravel  above  the  water  of  about  four  feet.  It  could  perhaps 
be  developed  into  a  satisfactory  field,  but  at  a  much  greater 
expense  for  construction  than  the  proposed  area.  Besides  this 
it  is  much  nearer  the  thickly  settled  part  of  the  town. 

The  area  proposed  is  verp’  favorable  for  the  purpose.  It 
is  composed  of  coarse  sand  and  gravel,  the  ground  water  is 


from  8  to  lo  feet  below  the  surface,  and'  very  little  under- 
draining  willi  be  required.  It  is  a  comparatively  level  area  which 
will  not  require  much  grading  after  the  loam  is  removed  to 
form  it  into  beds. 

There  is  an  ample  area  for  future  needs.  About  thirty- 
five  acres  have  been  laid  out  on  the  plan,  and  more  land  is 
available  if  required. 


AREA  REQUIRED  AT  PRESENT. 

The  area  which  must  be  prepared  will  depend  upon  how 
large  a  part  of  the  town  is  sewered.  If  sewers  are  to  be  laid 
in  all  of  the  streets  in  which  water  pipes  are  now  laid,  and  if 
all  of  the  houses  were  to  be  connected,  the  flow  of  sewage  would 
probably  be  equal  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  water  supply,  or  based 
upon  the  consumption  of  1897,  about  320,000  gallons  per  day, 
and  a  certain  amount  of  ground  water  which,  with  careful  con¬ 
struction,  should  not  exceed  10,000  gallons  per  mile,  or  perhaps 
200,000  gallons  per  day ;  in  addition  to  this  a  possible  100,000 
gallons  from  tbe  tanneries,  making  a  total  of  about  600,000  per 
day,  which  would  require  about  eight  acres  for  its  disposal. 
This  would  be  at  the  rate  of  75,000  gallons  per  acre  per  day, 
which  is  a  reasonable  estimate  for  filter  beds  composed  of 
material  of  the  character  found  here. 

It  is  not  probable,  however,  that  the  whole  town  will  be 
sewered  at  once.  Judging  by  the  experience  of  other  places, 
the  most  thickly  settled  portion  will  be  done  first.  Possibly  ten 
miles  of  sewers  in  the  central  part  will  be  built.  It  will  then 
be  several  years  before  all  of  the  houses  in  that  section  will  be 
connected.  For  the  first  installment  of  sewerage  I  believe  it 
will  be  safe  to  figure  the  house  sewage  at  150,000  gallons,  the* 
tannery'  wastes  at  ioo,coo  and  the  ground  water  at  100,000 
gallons,or  a  total  of  350,000  gallons  per  day,  requiring  an  area 
of  about  five  acres. 

As  the  flow  of  sewage  will  be  small  for  the  first  few  years, 
especially  at  night,  it  is  recommended  that  a  distributing  tank 
be  constructed.  The  purpose  of  such  a  tank  is  to  retain  the 
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flow  of  sewage  until  it  is  full,  and  discharge  it  quickly  upon  the 
beds  (rather  than  in  a  small  but  continuous  flow)  in  order  to 
prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  loss  of  heat  of  the  sewage,  and  its 
freezing  upon  the  surface  of  the  beds  in  the  winter  season. 

■  PRELIMINARY  TREATMENT. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  adopt  at  present  any  method  of  pre- 
liminaiA^  treatment  of  the  sewage  for  removing  the  sludge  either 
by  a  septic  tank  or  strainer  beds. 

Although  such  treatment  would  probably  reduce  the  area 
of  the  filter  beds  necessary  for  the  purification  of  the  sewage, 
and  possibly  decrease  somewhat  the  work  of  caring  for  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  beds,  neither  the  first  cost  nor  the  annual  expense 
would  be  materially  affected  under  the  conditions  of  the  initial 
installment  of  the  plant  and  with  the  amount  of  sewage  ex- 
])ected  in  the  first  few  years. 

The  g'eneral  arrangement  of  the  proposed  beds,  and  the 
location  of  those  which  are  to  be  first  constructed,  is  shown 
upon  the  plan  accompanying  this  report.  , 

Provision  is  made  in  the  design  of  the  disposal  system 
for  the  introduction  of  a  plant  for  preliminary  treatment  in  the 
future  if  it  is  found  desirable.  In  the  meantime  the  knowledge 
of  the  comparative  merits  of  the  different  plans  for  preliminary 
treatment,  and  of  their  effect  on  the  disposal  of  sewage,  may 
become  more  complete  than  it  is  at  present. 

SURFACE  DRAINAGE. 

I  have  made  personal  examination  of  the  present  surface 
drainage  system,  and  had  surveys  made  for  the  purpose  of 
locating  the  catch  basins  and  inlets  of  this  system.  These  are 
shown  on  the  map. 

The  town  seems  to  be  provided  with  a  fairly  good  system 
for  the  discharge  of  the  surface  water  from  the  streets.  There 
are  some  cases  where  it  could  be  improved  by  putting  in  catch 
basins  instead  of  the  plain  inlets.  The  latter  allow  sand  and 
gravel  from  the  street  surface  to  run  into  the  pipes  and  streams 
and  gradually  fill  them  up. 


There  are  but  few  places  in  the  central  part  of  the  town 
that  are  not  provided  with  surface  drainage,  and  I  am  infonwed 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  that  it  is  intended  to  supply 
these  places  with  the  proper  inlets  and  channels  as  fast  as 
possible. 

It  is  m_v  opinion  that  in  general  the  channels  now  provided 
are  adecp:ate.  There  may  be  some  that  are  inadequate  in  the 
most  severe  stonns.  I  see  nO'  need,  however,  for  the  revision 
of  the  present  system  or  the  planning  of  a  new  one,  but  rather 
the  improvement  of  the  system  at  those  points  that  give  trouble. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a  nuisance  caused  by  some  of  the 
brooks  that  carry  away  the  surface  water,  not  on  account  of 
the  flooding,  but  because  a  goo'd  deal  of  sewage  is  discharged 
into  them,  and  in  dry  weather,  when  the  flow  of  the  surface 
wmter  is  small,  they  become  offensive. 

This  trouble  will  be  remedied  by  the  construction  and 
operation  of  a  sewerage  system,  into  which  the  house  sewage 
now  flowing  into  the  brook  shall  be  discharged. 

There  are  two  locations  on  the  streets  at  which  I  would 
suggest  that  improvements  be  made  in  the  existing  conditions. 
One,  and  the  most  important,  is  on  Cross  Street,  between 
Washington  and  Broadway,  near  the  Norv/ood  Central  Station. 
The  streets  in  this  vicinity  are  now  rather  inadequately  drained 
through  the  field  toward  the  south.  It  is  recommended  that  a 
drain  pipe  be  laid  from  the  corner  of  Cross  Street  and  con¬ 
nected  with  the  drain  in  the  latter  which  passes  through  the 
subway,  and  suitable  catch  basins  placed  at  the  proper  points. 
At  the  corner  of  Cross  and  Washington  Streets  catch  basins 
-should  be  put  in  and  a  pipe  laid  in  Cross  Street  to  the'  stream, 
as  shown  on  the  plan. 

The  other  location  is  on  Railroad  Avenue  about  half  way 
between  Fulton  and  Prospect  Streets.  There  is  a  low  point  in 
the  street  to  which  the  water  runs  from  both  directions,  and  no 
provision  is  made  for  its  discharge.  There  are  but  few  houses 
here  and  little  inconvenience  has  been  caused  by  this  lack  of 
drainage  facilities  at  present.  When  such  are  required,  it  is 


recommended  that  catch  basins  be  put  in  and  the  drain  laid  to 
the  brook  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Nahatan  Street,  as 
shown  on  the  plan. 

There  is  also  a  point  in  the  surface  drainage  system  where, 
if  sewer  construction  is  undertaken,  I  would  suggest  that  con¬ 
currently  with  it  an  improvement -be  made.  The  stream  which 
crosses  the  railroad  at  a  point  near  the  Norwood  Press  building 
crosses  Lenox  Street  near  Willow  Street,  and  then  divides,  part 
of  it  crossing  Willow  Street  and  flowing  in  a  northerly  direc¬ 
tion  and  in  a  poorly  defined  channel,  and  the  rest  flowing 
through  the  field  south  of  Willow  Street  in  an  easterly 
direction. 

It  is  reconimended  that  the  channel  which  crosses  Willow 
Street  be  madie  large  enough  to  take  the  whole  brook  when  it 
is  desired  to  do  so,  and  a  suitable  cl:annel  be  constructed  along 
the  line  of  the  sewer  about  as  far  as  Hillside  Avenue,  as  shown 
on  the  map.  The  natural  channel  will  take  the  water  from 
this  point. 

ESTIMATES. 

The  following  estimates  give  the  cost  of  the  different  parts 
of  the  work.  They  are  based  upon  present  contract  prices  and 
are  believed  to  be  ample  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  work  described, 
exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  land.  They  include  20  per  cent.

This  approximate  frontage  of  87,840  feet  must  necessarily 
be  somewhat  reduced  as  this  figure  includes  all  measurements 
of  estates  fronting  upon  two  or  more  streets.  Just  how  much 
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this  shouid  be  reduced,  cannot  now  be  estimated,  as  undoubtedly 
certain  distances  to  be  later  determined  by  the  sewer  commis¬ 
sioners,  would  be  exempt  upon  the  second  frontage,  as  no  area 
can  be  assessed  more  than  once.  85,000  feet  has  been  used 
in  the  following  tables  as  a  basis  in  estimating  costs  under  the 
various  methods  of  assessment. 

Allowing  for  increases  in  cost  of  construction  and  other 
causes,  a  conservative  estimate  of  such  a  system  as  has  been 
outlined  would  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $150,000. 

Naturally,  it  would  he  some  time  before  this  system  could 
be  completed  but  when  finished  would  quite  thoroughly  care  for 
those  portions  of  ‘the  town  that  most  demand  sewerage 
facilities.

Each  year  the  interest  decreases  in  amount  and  the  rentals 
increase  as  new  connections  are  made.  The  average  yearly 
expense  to  be  met  dnring  a  period  of  ten  years  according  to  the 
preceding  plan  is  $7,050.  If  we  estimate  that  at  the  end  of 
ten  3-ears,  onH-  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
T,ooo-gallon  units  of  water  enters  the  sewers,  and  that  amount, 
estimated  from  the  register  of  the  water  commissioners  of  1903, 
is  about  50,000  looo-gallon  units,  then  the  charge  per  1000 
gallons  that  must  be  made  to  meet  this  yearl}"  expense  is  $7050 
divided  by  3*5  (60%)  of  looo-gallon  units  equals  $0,235  per  M. 
gallons. 

If,  for  convenience,  we  consider  this  rate  as  $0.25  per 
thousand  gallons,  each  owner’s  rental  is  readily  obtained  by  the 
meter  readings.  Unmetered  houses  must  be  charged  by  esti¬ 
mates  decided  upon  by  the  sewer  commissioners. 

II3'  this  plan,  with  a  meter-reading  of  30,000  gallons,  a 
rental  of  $7.50  would  be  charged. 

The  so-called  first  payment  is  an  assessment  paid  for 
benefits  accruing  to  a  piece  of  land  b}^  its  relation  to  a  sewer ; 
annual  rentals  are  paid  for  benefits  directly  received  b\'  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  a  building  from  connection  with  a  sewer 
and  as  such  can  be  readily  appreciated.  If  a  low  rate  of  rental 
is  desired,  it  is  easil}-  found  by  reducing  that  proportion  of  the 
estimated  total  expense  borne  b\-  the  town,  thus  decreasing  the 
yearly  payments  as  well  as  the  interest  upon  the  bonds,  but  of 
course  the  assessment  upon  frontage  and  area  must  be  in¬ 
creased  proportionally  to  make  up  the  difference. 

SUMMARY. 

Believing  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town  that 
a  potion  of  the  cost  of  the  sewer  s3-stem  be  paid  for  by  )''early 
rentals,  it  is  recommended  that  Section  6  of  the  act  accepted  b}' 
the  town  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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Section  6.  The  tOAvn  of  Norwood  shall  by  vote  deter- 
min'e  what  proportion  of  the  cost  of  said  system’  or  systems 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  said  town  shall  pay ;  provided, 
that  it  shall  not  pay  less  than  one-third,  nor  more  than  one-half 
of  the  whole  cost.  Of  the  remaining  cost  of  said  system  or 
systems,  one-half  shall  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  estates 
situated  within  the  territories  embraced  by  them  and  benefitted 
thereby  and  one-half  shall  be  paid  by  just  and  equitable  annual 
charges  or  rents  for  the  use  of  said  system  or  systems  assessed 
upon  the  persons  who  enter  their  particular  sewers  therein ;  but 
no  state  shall  be  deemed  to  be  benefitted  until  a  sewer  is  con¬ 
structed  into  whicb  it  can  be  drained.  The  owners  of  such 
estates  shall  be  assessed  by  said  commissioners  their  propor¬ 
tional  parts  respectively  of  such  portion  of  the  total  cost  of 
said  systems  as  is  not  borne  by  the  town  or  paid  by  annutl 
charges  or  rents  as  above  provided.  Such  proportional  parts 
shall  be  based  upon  the  estimated  average  cost  of  all  the  sewers 
composing  said  sA^stem,  and  shall  be  assessed  by  a  fixed  uni- 
fonn  rate  according  to  the  frontage  of  such  estate  upon  any 
street  or  way  in  which  a  sewer  is  constructed,  or  according 
to  the  area  of  such  estate  within  a  fixed  depth  of  such  street 
or  way,  or  according  to  both  frontage  and  area ;  and  ever>"  such 
owner  shall,  within  three  months  after  written  notice  of  such 
assessment,  served  on  him  or  on  the  occupants  of  his  estate,  or 
sent  by  mail  to  the  last  address  of  said  owner  known  to  said 
commissioners,  pay  the  sum  so  assessed  to  the  collector  of 
taxes  of  said  town  :  Provided,  that  said  board  shall  on  the 
written  request  of  any  such  owner,  made  within  said  three 
months,  apportion  such  assessment  into  such  number  of  equal 
parts  or  instalments,  not  execeding  ten,  as  the  owner  shall  indi¬ 
cate  in  such  request ;  and  said  board  shall  certify  such  appor¬ 
tionment  to  the  assessors  oi  the  town  and  one  of  said  parts  or 
instalments,  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  annortionment  at 
the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  added  by  the 
assessors  to  the  annual  tax  on  such  estates  for  each  year  next 
ensuing,  until  all  said  parts  have  so  been  added,  unless  sooner 
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paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  nrovided,  further,  that  noth¬ 
ing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  payment 
at  any  time  in  one  payment,  notwithstanding  its  prior  appor¬ 
tionment,  of  any  balance  of  said'  assessments  then  remaining 
unpaid,  but  interest  on  such  balance  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent, 
per  annum  shall  be  paid  to  the  date  of  such  payment;  and 
thereupon  the  collector  of  taxes  of  said  town  shall  receive  the 
same  and  shall  certify  such  payment  or  payments  to  the  asses¬ 
sors,  who  shall  preserv'e  a  record  therof.  In  cases  of  corner 
lots  and  lots  abutting  on  more  than  one  sewered  street  the 
same  area  shall  not  be.  assessed  more  than  once.  Said  annual 
charges  or  rent  shall  be  determined  by  said  board  of  sewer 
commissioners  and  collected  semi-annuallly  and  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  using  the  sewer,  to  be  collected 
in  th  same  manner  as  taxes  upon  real  estate  or  in  an  action  of 
contract  in  the  name  of  the  town. 

Also  Section  ii,  to  readc  The  receipts  from  annual 
charges  or  rents  and  from  assessments  and  payments  made  in 
lieu  thereof  under  this  act,  after  deducting  all  charges  and  ex¬ 
penses  for  and  incident  to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
said  systems  of  sewerage,  shall  be  apolied  first  to  the  payment 
0‘f  the  interest  upon  the  bonds,  notes  or  script  issued  under  the 
authority  of  this  act  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  the  balance 
shall  be  set  apart  fer  the  payment  or  redemption  of  such  bonds, 
notes  or  script,  or  for  the  payment  of  the  further  extension  of 
the  system  or  systems  of  sewerage  herein  authorized  to  be  con¬ 
structed  by  said  town,  as  the  said  town  shall  vote,  and  shall  be 
used  for  no  other  purpose.  If  the  receipts  from  said  charges 
or  rents  and  said  assessments  and  from  payments  made  in  lieu 
thereof  in  any  }-ear,  not  appropriated  for  the  construction  and 
interest  on  said  bonds,  notes  or  script,  and  the  principal  as  it 
falls  due,  then  in  such  case  the  town  shall  raise  forthwith  by 
taxation,  in  the  same  manner  as  money  is  raised  and  appro¬ 
priated  for  other  purposes,  such  sum  as  will  meet  the  said  re- 
(piirement. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
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town  to  at  once  petitiion  the  legsilature  to  gnant  this  amend¬ 
ment.  If  the  petition  be  granted,  the  town  is  in  a  position  to 
elect  at  once  the  sewer  commissioners  and  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  a  sewer  system,.  If  the  petition'  be  not  granted 
and  the  citizens  of  the  town  approve  of  an  assessment  based 
upon  a  yearly  rental,  the  petition  must  again  be  presnted  to  the 
legislature  next  year  and  passed  upon  in  the  regular  order 
of  business. 

Your  committee  believes  that  with  the  assistance  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  this  result  might  be  accomplished  before 
the  close  of  the  present  session  of  the  legislature. 

If,  however,  the  citizens  of  Norwood  believe  that  sewer 
assessments  based  upon  some  other  than  the  rental  system  are 
preferable,  then  action  can  be  taken  at  once  under  the  legisla¬ 
tive  act  that  has  already  been  accepted  by  the  town. 

PLAN  RpeOMM ENDED. 

Your  committee  recommends 

First:  That  one-fourth  of  the  estimated  total  cost  of  the 
sewerage  system  be  raised  by  first  assessment,  one-half  by  gen¬ 
eral  taxation,  and  the  remainedr  by  annual  charges  or  rentals. 

First  assessment  shall  be  based  upon  frontage  and  area  of 
all  land  abutting  upon  or  adjacent  to  sewers^ — six-tenths  on 
area  within  lOO  feet  of  the  street  line  and  four-tenths  on  fron¬ 
tage,  assessed  to  the  nearest  foot;  first  assessments  to  be  col¬ 
lected  whenever  possible  in  one  payment  and  to  be  credited  to 
construction  account. 

The  unit  of  rental  shall  be  looo  gallons  of  water  entering 
the  sewer,  as  shown  by  the  meter  readings  of  the  water  com¬ 
missioners  ;  the  vxolume  of  sewage  entering  the  sewers  for  un¬ 
metered  buildings  to  be  estimated  by  the  sewerag  commis¬ 
sioners. 

Second:  That  owners  of  property  abutting  upon  sewers 
be  not  compelled  to  enter  the  same  when  completed;  that  no 
one  be  allow^ed  to  enter  without  a  permit. 

Third:  That  no  annual  charges  or  rentals  be  made  until 
such  time  as  the  sewerage  commissioners  shall  determine ; 
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that  such  rentals  be  charged  from  the  first  of  the  month  fol¬ 
lowing  the  date  of  the  permit ;  and  that  all  deficiencies  be  made 
up  during  the  first  years  by  general  taxation. 

fourth:  That  the  prices  assessed  per  unit  per  square  and 
front  foot  and  for  rental  be  determined  by  the  sewerage  com¬ 
missioners,  as  these  rates  necessarily  depend  upon  the  extent 
of  sewerage  construction  authorized  by  the  town  during  a 
certain  given  period  of  years,  which  shall  be  taken  as  a  work- 
i  ;  basis. 

fifth:  hhat  the  amount  of  bonds  or  notes  issued  be  paid 
f  in  equal  yearly  instalments  during  the  time  they  are  to  run. 
This  is  considered  preferable  to  the  sinking  fund  plan  as  being 
:  .simple  and  is  the  plan  now  generally  recommended  to 

towns  and  cities  within  this  Commonwealth  by  the  state 
:.;;kioritics.  .

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REMARKS. 

The  Selectmen  have  presented  in  the  foregoing  pages  their 
report  of  the  payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1905. 

The  resources  of  the  town  are  cash  on  hand  in  treasury, 
eighteen  thousand  sixty-six  dollars  and  seven  cents($i8,o66.o7) , 
the  liabilities  of  the  town  were  reduced  eight  thousand  dollars 
($8,000.00) ,  The  tax  rate  for  the  year  1904  was  $16.60,  a 
decrease  of  ninety  cents  over  last  year,  and  by  careful  expendi¬ 
ture  of  money  the  coming  year,  may  be  further  reduced. 

The  report  of  work  on  highways  in  detail  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  sti'eets.  At  our  suggestion 
the  superintendent  of  streets  proceeded  to  do  the  work  on  Wash¬ 
ington  and  Walpole  streets  by  what  is  known  as  the  Telford 
system  of  sub-grading. 

These  streets  were  in  very  bad  condition,  and  to  repair 
them  in  the  usual  way  would  be  a  waste  of  money.  W e  found  the 
Telford  way  of  doing  the  work  to  be  very  satisfactory,  making 
a  first-class  road  bed,  fully  as  good  as  macadamizing  at  a  cheaper 
cost,  and  a  good  deal  better  than  the  ordinary  way,  for  the  cost 
of  keeping  these  streets  in  repair  will  cost  much  less  in  the  future. 
We  believe  that  this  manner  of  repairing  the  streets  should  be 
continued,  and  during  the  coming  year  repairs  of  this  kind  should 
be  made  on  Walpole  street  in  the  bad  places,  and  on  Washington 
street  from  Nahatan  street  to  Railroad  avenue,  and  from  Rail¬ 
road  avenue  to  the  railroad  crossing. 

We  intended  to  do  some  work  on  High,  Fulton,  Lydon, 
Casey  and  Myrtle  streets,  but  in  looking  over  the  ground  we 
found  that  proper  grades  had  not  been  established,  and,  also, 
that  there  was  some  question  about  the  street  lines.  Our  appro¬ 
priation  at  the  time  did  not  warrant  us  doing  the  work.  We 
have  requested  the  superintendent  of  streets  to  make  a  recom¬ 
mendation  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  work  to  be  done  this  year, 
for  the  streets  in  question  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  we 
believe  should  be  put  in  proper  shape. 


r 
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On  Washington  street,  between  Cottage  street  and  Railroad 
avenue,  the  street  railway  company  completed  the  alteration  of 
tracks,  and  put  in  a  new  turn-out.  The  work  of  grading  Wash¬ 
ington  street  at  this  point  was  done  under  the  Telford  system  and 
the  street  was  put  in  good  shape  for  public  travel. 

Two  new  streets  were  completed  during  the  year  ;  Winslow 
avenue  was  extended  to  Walnut  avenue,  and  Rock  street  extended 
to  Lenox  street.  Work  on  both  streets  was  done  within  the  appro¬ 
priation,  and  one-half  the  cost  of  same  will  be  assessed  upon  the 
abutters. 

We  defended  the  action  against  the  town  for  personal  injury 
to  Timothy  O’Leary,  who  claimed  he  was  injured  at  the  corner 
of  Nahatan  and  Washington  streets,  by  falling  over  a  boundary 
stone.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  town. 

In  the  action  against  the  town  for  personal  injury,  brought 
by  Thomas  Hayes,  caused  by  defect  in  sidewalk  on  Washington 
street  near  Rock  Hill  street,  it  appears  that  there  is  a  cesspool 
under  the  sidewalk  at  the  place  where  Mr.  Hayes  claimed  the 
accident  happened,  and  it  had  been  opened  for  cleaning,  and 
the  cover  of  the  cesspool  had  not  been  properly  put  back  in 
place.  Mr.  Hayes  stepped  upon  the  cover  which  gave  away, 
causing  him  to  fall  into  the  cesspool,  he  receiving  injuries  for 
which  he  claimed  damages.  After  giving  the  matter  due  con¬ 
sideration,  we  decided  to  make  a  settlement  with  Mr.  Hayes  and 
paid  him  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  full  for  the  injuries  he 
received. 

The  houses  which  use  the  cesspool  are  owned  by  Dr.  L.  H. 
Plimpton,  whom  we  expect,  will  reimburse  the  town  for  the  full 
amount  paid. 

The  contract  with  the  Norwood  Gas  Lighting  Co.,  expires 
August  I,  1905.  Some  action  should  be  taken  to  renew  this  con¬ 
tract  until  other  means  of  lighting  the  streets  are  provided  for. 

The  barn  on  the  property  recently  bought  by  the  town  on 
Winter  street,  known  as  the  Nugent  Farm,  was  burned  down. 
It  was  insured  for  two  hundred  dollars  which  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury. 
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In  the  settlement  of  the  Mary  Fitzgerald  estate,  we  made 
claim  for  the  town,  against  the  interest  of  John  Fitzgerald  in  this 
estate,  and  realized  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and 
sixty-four  cents  which  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  was  received  from  the 
Norfolk  County  Commissioners  for  land  damage  in  widening 
Washington  street.

WORK  DONE. 

The  following  items  show  the  cost  of  the  principal  work 
clone  during  the  year  on  the  various  streets,  bridges,  culverts  and 
drains  : 

HIGHWAYS. 

Washington  street,  from  Day  to  Guild  street,  was  re-sur- 
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faced  with  a  sandy  gravel  at  an  expense  of  $34.45.  Cost  per 
load,  $i  .01 . 

Walpole  street,  from  finished  macadam  running  north  to 
Chapel  street,  was  sub-graded  with  six  inches  of  stone  and  sur¬ 
faced  with  gravel  at  an  expense  of  $168.01.  Cost  per  load, 
$i  .00. 

Morse  street,  from  Short  street  to  New  York  and  New 
Haven  bridge,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $179.20  Cost 
per  load,  71  cents. 

Walpole  street,  from  Sanders  road  to  Winter  street,  and 
also  Walnut  avenue,  were  repaired  in  various  places  at  an  expense 
of  $88.84  Cost  per  load,  $1.34. 

Neponset  street,  from  estate  of  Leonard  Fisher  to  Pleasant 
street,  and  the  hill  on  Pleasant  street  at  the  junction  of  Neponset 
street,  were  graveled  in  various  places  at  an  expense  of  $82.30. 
Cost  per  load,  80  cents. 

The  depressions  on  Alarket  street,  from  the  square  to  Rail¬ 
road  avenue,  and  Nahatan  street,  from  Washington  to  Fulton 
street,  also  on  Railroad  avenue,  from  Washington  to  Fulton 
street,  were  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $22.30.  Cost  per  load, 
$1.71  ;  the  gravel  being  spread  from  the  cart. 

Washington  street,  from  engine  house  (at  subway),  running 
south  to  the  culvert,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $224.38. 
Cost  per  load  $1.32  3-4. 

Pleasant  street,  from  Alorse  street  to  old  Town  Pit,  was 
repaired  in  numerous  places  at  an  expense  of  $50.00.  Cost  per 
load,  83  1-3  cents. 

Mylod  street,  from  Rock  Hill  street  to  land  of  Daniel  Dyer, 
was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $55.40.  Cost  per  load,  86  1-2 
cents. 

Neponset  street,  from  land  of  A.  H.  Alley  to  town  line,  was 
repaired  at  an  expense  of  $78.15.  The  gravel  for  this  work  was 
obtained  from  a  slope  on  the  east  side,  the  property  of  the  town. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-six  single  loads  were  used  on  the  work. 

Day  street,  at  the  junction  of  Broadway;  Cross  street,  at  the 
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Junction  of  Lenox,  and  the  hill,  were  repaired  at  an  expense  of 
$68.77.  Cost  per  load,  $1.56. 

Washington  street  running  north,  from  Winter  street  for 
484  feet,  was  sub-graded  to  a  depth  of  14  inches,  and  18  inches 
in  width.  A  Telford  foundation  of  stone  was  placed  and  re-sur¬ 
faced  with  material  taken  from  the  work. 

In  constructing  this  work  we  screened  a  good  part  of  the 
material  in  forming  the  sub-grade.  The  small  stones  were  used 
in  surfacing  the  larger  stones  and  the  gravel  screenings  were 
placed  on  the  various  sidewalks,  which  will  be  stated  in  the 
sidewalk  account. 

Gravel  was  extended  to  Guild  street  from  the  finished  stone 
work.  The  total  cost  was  $446.60. 

The  railroad  tracks,  at  the  junction  of  Sanders  road  and  Wal¬ 
pole  street,  and  Walpole  street  and  Walnut  avenue,  and  Winter 
and  Washington  streets,  were  filled  between  rails  at  an  expense 
of  $4.29. 

Washington  street,  from  crossing  at  Walnut  avenue  to  house 
of  the  Sidney  Morse  estate,  was  repaired  by  placing  a  Telford 
foundation.  The  same  method  was  used  in  constructing  this 
work  as  is  stated  above.  The  sidewalks  repaired  from  the 
screenings  will  be  found  in  the  sidewalk  account. 

Gravel  was  extended  from  the  finished  stone  work  to 
Douglass  avenue.  The  total  cost  $659.97. 

Winslow  avenue  was  regraded  and  graveled  from  Philips 
avenue  to  Walnut  avenue,  and  sidewalk  built  on  the  east  side. 
The  total  cost  was  $222.24. 

On  Railroad  avenue,  the  hill  from  Lenox  street,  running 
west,  was  repaired  with  a  Telford  foundation.  All  material 
from  the  sub-grade  was  used  on  the  work.  The  total  cost  was 

$59-5  7- 

Walpole  street,  from  Walnut  avenue  to  Elliott  street,  was 
sub-graded  and  a  Telford  foundation  of  stone  placed.  The 
screenings  were  used  on  various  sidewalks  and  will  be  found  in 
the  sidewalk  account.  The  total  cost  was  $347.64. 
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Walpole  street,  from  north  drive  of  Mr.  F.  Doane,  running 
about  360  feet  north,  was  sub-graded  and  a  Telford  foundation 
placed.  The  sidewalk  repaired  from  this  work  will  be  found 
in  the  sidewalk  account.  The  total  cost  was  $318.49. 

Washington  street,  on  the  east  side  of  track,  from  location 
of  the  discontinued  culvert,  to  the  north  side  of  Nahatan  street, 
was  re-graded  with  a  Telford  foundation  and  re-surfaced  with 
gravel  to  Railroad  avenue ;  and  also  on  the  west  side  of  the  rail, 
from  the  culvert  to  Nahatan  street,  a  stone  foundation  was 
placed. 

In  constructing  this  work,  we  obtained  the  greater  part  of 
the  stone  from  a  proposed  street  to  run  south  of  the  Shattuck 
school,  returning  for  each  load  of  stone  a  load  of  gravel  fx'om  the 
work.  The  total  cost  was  $1,003.79. 

The  entrance  to  the  pasture  of  the  Fairbanks  estate  on 
Prospect  street  was  changed  at  an  expense  of  $5.00.  This 
was  caused  by  the  raising  of  the  grade. 


SIDEWALKS. 

Walpole  street,  on  the  east  side,  from  land  of  E.  E.  Wins¬ 
low  to  Chapel  street, was  re-graded ;  the  old  concrete  was  broken 
up  and  used  for  a  foundation,  and  surfaced  with  screened  gravel, 
the  borders  being  trimmed  with  loam,  at  an  expense  of  $68.56. 
Cost  per  load,  $1.01. 

Walpole  street,  on  the  east  side,  abutting  land  of  G.  H. 
Smith,  the  concrete  was  broken  up,  levelled,  and  a  surface  of 
screened  gravel  spread  to  grade.  The  borders  on  this  work  were 
also  loamed.  The  total  cost  was  $31.63.  Cost  per  load,  $1.75. 

The  sidewalk  on  Broadway,  from  Park  street  to  house  of 
M.  Timothy  Foley,  was  widened  with  material  collected  from 
the  streets  and  re-surfaced  with  gravel.  The  cost  per  load  for 
the  gravel  was  $1.28. 

Lenox  street,  from  Guild  to  Cross  street,  on  the  west 
side,  and  the  boundarv  stones  at  the  junction  of  Washington  and 
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Guild  streets,  and  the  sidewalk  abutting  the  A.  O.  H.  property, 
were  covered  at  an  expense  of  $11.68.  Cost  per  load,  $1.17. 

The  sidewalks  repaired  with  the  screening  taken  from  the 
work  on  Washington  street,  from  Winter  to  Guild  street,,  are 
as  follows  : 

On  the  west  side,  from  Winter  street  to  drive  of  Dr. 
Fogg  and  Methodist  church;  on  Washington  street,  east 
side,  from  Winter  street  to  culvert;  on  Winter  street,  the  south 
side,  from  Washington  to  Linden  street. 

The  sidewalks  repaired  with  the  screenings  obtained  from 
the  work  on  Washington  street,  from  Walnut  avenue  to  Douglass 
avenue,  are  as  follows  : 

Washington  street,  west  side,  from  concrete  to  subway; 
Winslow  avenue,  east  side,  from  Hoyle  street  to  Douglass 
avenue  ;  Hoyle  street,  north  side,  at  junction  of  Winslow  avenue, 
for  about  200  feet;  Walnut  avenue,  on  the  south  side,  from 
Washington  street  to  house  of  Mr.  James  Murphy;  Chapel 
street,  on  the  south  side,  from  Washington  to  Cedar  street; 
Douglass  avenue,  on  the  south  side,  from  Washington  street  to 
Winslow  avenue,  and  repaired  on  the  north  side  in  various 
places. 

The  sidewalks  repaired  with  the  screening  obtained  from 
the  work  on  Walpole  street,  from  Walnut  avenue  to  Elliott 
street ;  and  from  the  work  running  360  feet  north, from  a  drive  of 
Air.  F.  Doane,  are  as  follows  : 

Walpole  street,  on  the  west  side,  from  Elliott  street  to  Bond 
street;  Bond  street,  south  side,  about  100  feet;  Elliott  street,  on 
the  south  side,  from  Walpole  to  Highland  street,  and  repaired 
on  north  side.  On  Fisher  street,  the  hill  was  repaired  with  the 
rough  material. 

The  sidewalks  repaired  with  the  screening  obtained  from 
the  work  on  Washington  street,  from  Norwood  square  to  Rail¬ 
road  avenue,  are  as  follows  : 

Railroad  avenue,  on  the  south  side,  from  School  to  Prospect 
street;  Fulton  street,  on  the  east  side,  from  Railroad  avenue  to 
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Nahatan  street;  Nahataii  street,  north  side,  from  Washington  to 
Market  street;  Norwood  square,  from  Washington  to  Market 
street ;  Market  street,  on  the  west  side,  from  the  engine  house 
to  Railroad  avenue ;  Cottage  street,  on  the  north  side,  from 
Maple  to  Nichols  street;  WaljDole  street,  on  the  west  side,  from 
stone  wall  to  Bond  street.  Nichols  street,  west  side,  from  Cot¬ 
tage  street  to  Prospect  avenue,  was  repaired  in  various  places. 
Nahatan  street,  on  the  south  side,  from  Washington  to  Nichols 
street. 

The  stones  from  the  surplus  materials  of  the  sub-grade,  in 
removing  the  rails  and  constructing  the  new  turn-out,  were 
placed  in  the  sub-grade  on  W ashington  street,  and  the  gravel  on 
the  following  sidewalks  : 

On  Railroad  avenue,  north  side,  from  house  of  Mr.  Patrick 
Connolly  to  house  of  Mr.  Coleman  McDonough ;  also  on  drive¬ 
way  at  house  of  C.  McDonough,  to  complete  unfinished  work  of 
1903. 

On  Railroad  avenue,  north  side,  at  house  of  Mr.  Daniel 
Feeney  ;  Philbrook  avenue,  north  side,  for  about  50  feet.  Rail¬ 
road  avenue,  at  the  junction  of  Washington  street,  on  the  north 
side,  was  repaired.  Day  street,  on  the  north  side,  from  Wash¬ 
ington  street  to  rear  entrance  of  L.  W.  Bigelow’s  Sons,  was 
graded. 

RAKING  AND  SCRAPING. 

The  cost  for  raking,  scraping,  and  cleaning  the  gutters, 
during  the  year,  was  $795.95. 

CARE  OB'  CATCH  BASINS. 

The  expense  for  the  care  of  catch  basins  in  storms,  and  the 
repair  of  wash-outs,  was  $185.36. 

CLEANING  CATCH  BASINS  IN  STORMS. 

The  expense  of  cleaning  catch  basins  during  the  year,  was 

$85-43- 
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MOWING  GRASS  AND  BUSHES. 

The  expense  for  mowing  the  grass  and  bushes  in  various 
parts  of  the  town,  was  $85.1 1. 

CULVERTS. 

The  culvert  on  Walpole  street,  south  of  Hoyle  street,  and 
the  culvert  at  the  junction  of  Walpole  street  and  Walnut  avenue, 
were  cleaned  and  repaired.  On  account  of  the  broken  condition 
of  the  pipes,  14  feet  of  lo-inch  and  10  feet  of  12 -inch  pipe  was 
replaced  at  an  expense  of  $31.23. 

The  culvert  on  Lenox  street,  running  from  land  of  John 
Nugent,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $4.00. 

On  Maple  street,  east  side,  the  wall  culvert  was  repaired  at 
an  expense  of  $4.66. 

DRAINS. 

The  drain  at  the  rear  of  Village  Hall,  running  east  to  the 
main  drain,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $12.00. 

The  pipe  drain  at  the  junction  of  Fulton  and  Myrtle  streets, 
was  taken  up  and  cleaned  and  a  trap  put  at  the  inlet  in  the  catch 
basin  at  an  expense  of  $11.32. 

The  drain,  running  northeast  from  Walnut  avenue  through 
land  of  Mr.  Worlmer,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $4.00. 

The  drain,  running  east  from  Nichols  street,  and  the  pipe 
at  the  outlet  on  Wheelock  avenue,  were  cleaned  at  an  expense  of 
$4.00. 

PAVING. 

The  gutter,  on  the  south  side  of  Beacon  street,  and  on  the 
west  side  of  Walpole  street,  from  Beacon  to  Winter  street,  was 
paved,  and  streets  raised  to  conform  to  the  finished  grade  of  the 
gutters,  at  an  expense  of  $479.93.  The  cost  per  yard  for  pav¬ 
ing,  was  S3  2-3  cents. 

Winter  street,  the  gutter  was  paved,  from  Nichols  to  Rock 
Maple  street,  on  the  north  side,  at  an  expense  of  $155.04. 
Cost  per  yard,  90  cents. 
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On  Railroad  avenue,  Bullard  and  Prospect  streets,  there 
were  repairs  made  at  an  expense  of  $13.50. 

CONCRETE. 

The  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Munroe  street,  connecting 
with  the  work  finished  in  1903,  and  running  south  to  Rock 
street,  was  re-graded  ;  block  stones  were  set  to  retain  the  concrete, 
lawns  raised  where  necessary ;  culvert  was  rebuilt,  with  iron 
grate  set  for  the  inlet,  and  the  gutters  were  graded  to  conform 
to  the  finished  concrete  walk,  at  an  expense  of  $327.77. 

Bullard  street,  on  the  west  side,  from  Vernon  street  to  land 
of  Mr.  J.  A.  Hartshorn,  was  excavated  to  a  depth  of  12  inches. 
The  loam  was  carted  to  the  lawns  on  Munroe  street,  and  replaced 
with  coarse  gravel,  at  an  expense  of  $60.81. 


FENCES. 

The  fence  on  the  west  side  of  Washington  street,  abutting 
the  Robbins  estate,  was  replaced  at  an  expense  of  $40.08. 

The  fence  on  Casey  street  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of 
$32.70. 

ORADING  AT  THE  J5AND  STAND. 

The  expense  for  grading  around  the  band  stand  was 
$104. 15. 

CARE  OF  SANITARY  TUBS. 

The  expense  for  conveying  the  refuse  from  the  sanitary  tubs 
to  the  town  dump  during  the  year  was  $26.00. 

NEW  CATCH  BASINS. 

A  new  catch  basin  was  built  on  the  northwest  corner  of 
Hovle  street  and  Winslow  avenue. 

One  hundred  and  tw’enty-one  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  was  laid 
and  connected  with  the  system  already  established. 

This  was  called  for  to  take  the  surface  w'ater  from  the  north 
side  of  Hoyle  street  and  the  west  side  of  Winslow  avenue,  which 
settled  there  and  had  no  outlet.  Total  cost,  $105.53. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  recommend  that  a  liberal  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
highways,  as  there  are  many  outside  streets  and  sidewalks  which 
are  in  want  of  repairs.  Notably  Myrtle,  Casey,  High  and  Fulton 
streets. 

I  recommend  that  the  ledge  on  the  hill  on  Fulton  street,  at 
the  junction  of  Casey  street,  be  blasted  out  to  receive  one  foot  of 
gravel  to  conform  to  grade.  The  material  can  be  used  to  build 
a  sidewalk  on  Fulton  street,  on  the  east  or  west  side,  as  the 
street  is  now  used  for  the  sidewalk. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  concrete, 
and  principally  used  to  repair  the  sidewalks.  Notably  Vernon 
street,  from  Bullard  to  Washington  street.  Market  street,  Bvdlard 
street,  Washington  street,  from  Market  to  Guild  street. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  paving,  and 
that  the  hills  receive  the  first  attention. 

I  recommend  that  the  main  highways  be  repaired  in  the 
same  manner  as  last  year.  That  is,  with  the  Telford  system,  or 
macadam. 

I  recommend  that  a  catch  basin  be  built  on  the  north  side  of 
Day  street,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  main  pipe  clear, 
which  runs  under  the  house  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Osgood. 

I  deem  the  above  recommendations  are  among  the  most 
important  and  trust  they  will  receive  your  attention.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 


The  work  of  the  library  for  the  past  year  has  been  very 
similar  to  those  of  previous  years.  The  circulation  has  been  about 
the  same  as  that  of  last  year.  The  schools  do  not  use  the  library 
as  the  Trustees  desire.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  library  to  work  in 
conjunction  with  the  schools.  Thus  far  only  the  High  School  has 
responded.  Here,  we  are  happy  to  say,  there  is  a  noticable  increase 
in  the  supplementary  reading,  and  in  the  use  of  magazines  for 
preparation  in  the  debating  society.  “  The  home  and  the  school 
are  the  two  pillars  upon  which  American  institutions  rest.”  As 
far  as  the  home  is  concerned  the  library  is  doing  a  good  work, 
but  the  Trustees  feel  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  the  schools.  It 
is  hoped  in  the  coming  year  this  line  of  work  will  be  taken  up 
by  the  teachers  and  the  library  will  do  the  work  accomplished  so 
admirably  in  other  towns.  With  this  end  in  view  and  also  to 
meet  the  demands  of  all  readers,  the  purchase  of  books  the  past 
year  has  been  made  in  a  systematic  manner  to  cover  the  best  and 
latest  in  the  various  departments  of  literature.  Lists  of  these 
accessions  have  been  published  in  a  local  paper  and  may  also  be 
found  at  the  library.  Nineteen  books  have  been  destroyed  on 
account  of  contagious  diseases. 

On  Sundays,  during  July  and  August,  when  the  patronage 
was  too  small  to  warrant  the  expense  involved,  the  reading-room 
was  not  opened.  Beginning  with  this  year,  owing  to  increasing 
demands,  the  Trustees  have  felt  obliged  to  retain  the  services  of 
the  assistant  librarian  for  the  full  library  hours.  Borrowers  may 
now  procure  books  at  any  time  between  i  and  9  jd.  m.  Con- 
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stant  supervision  is  also  given  the  reading-room  to  obtain  the 
quiet  necessary  for  the  fulfilment  of  its  purpose.  The  Card 
Catalogue  has  already  outgrown  the  capacity  of  the  present  case. 
A  new  one  is  now  an  absolute  necessity.  This  will  involve  an 
expense  of  about  $200,  and  unless  an  additional  appropriation 
is  made,  it  will  seriously  curtail  the  purchase  of  books  the 
ensuing  year.  The  Trustees,  with  all  possible  economy  in  view, 
have  decided  to  ask  the  town  for  only  one-half  of  the  amount, 
feeling  that  they  can  take  care  of  the  balance.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  my  work  as 
Inspector  of  Animals  for  the  past  year : 

In  April  of  1904,  two  cows  were  placed  in  quarantine 
under  suspicion  of  having  Tuberculosis,  a  contagious  disease,  and 
so  recognized  by  the  laws  of  the  ^ Commonwealth.  Of  these 
two  cows  one  was  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis, 
and  was  accordingly  released  from  quarantine.  The  other  was 
condemned  as  being  Tuberculous  by  an  Inspector  from  the 
Cattle  Bureau  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  killed. 
The  autopsy  revealed  her  to  be  suffering  from  Acute  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  complicated  with  Traumatic  Pericarditis. 

Early  in  the  spring  several  times  I  was  called  upon  to 
investigate  what  seemed  to  be  suspicions  of  the  existence  of  Tu¬ 
berculosis  in  cattle  from  various  parts  of  the  town. 

Ther£  was  suggested  a  certain  similarity  in  almost  every 
instance  and  some  of  the  cattle  owners  feared  that  an  epidemic 
was  about  to  take  possession  of  their  herds.  By  the  history  of 
each  case,  however,  it  could  be  traced  that  the  cattle  had  been 
exposed  more  or  less  to  a  sudden  change  of  weather  from  a  few 
days  very  mild  and  spring-like  to  a  very  severe  east  wind, 
accompanied  by  a  cold  rain  which  lasted  several  days.  It 
appears  that  the  cattle  had  probably  taken  cold,  not  severe 
enough  to  produce  marked  constitutional  symptoms,  but  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  precipitate  a  more  or  less  chronic  cough. 

These  cattle  all  responded  to  simple  treatment  and  have 
given  no  more  trouble.

On  the  3oth  of  May  a  cow  was  reported  to  me  as  having 
Tuberculosis.  This  cow  was  not  quarantined,  as  an  examination 
revealed  her  to  be  a  victim  of  Traumatic  Pericarditis,  which  is 
not  a  contagious  disease,  and  free  from  Tuberculosis. 

In  the  month  of  July  printed  notices  were  received  from 
the  Cattle  Bureau  of  the  .State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  posted 
in  blacksmith  shops  and  other  conspicuous  places  warning  horse 
owners  and  others  of  the  alarming  prevalence  of  Glanders  and 
Farcy,  those  most  dreaded  of  all  equine  diseases,  in  towns 
throughout  the  state  and  calling  the  attention  of  each  individual 
of  the  course  that  it  becomes  their  duty  to  pursue  should  they 
know  of,  or  have  any  reason  to  suspect  the  existence  of  either 
one  of  these  diseases. 

This  town  has  been,  so  far  as  I  know,  absolutely  free  from 
Glanders  and  Farcy  in  the  past  year,  which  is  most  fortunate, 
as  these  diseases  have  endured  j^^^sistently  in  almost  all  of 
the  adjoining  towns. 

During  the  hot  weather  several  instances  were  brought  to 
my  attention  of  dogs  that  were  apparently  manifesting  some  of 
the  symptoms  of  Hydrophobia.  Fortunately  it  developed  that 
in  no  case  did  Hydrophobia  really  exist. 

In  September  I  was  again  called  upon  to  place  in  quarantine, 
under  suspicion  of  having  Tuberculosis,  another  cow,  which 
was  summarily  condemned  by  the  state  inspector  and  killed.  The 
autopsy  on  this  cow  revealed  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.’ 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November  a  complete 
inspection  of  all  the  neat  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  in  the  town 
was  made,  with  reference  to  their  physical  condition,  and  also 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  wherein  they  were  kept. 
Any  animal  that  my  attention  was  called  to  at  that  time,  either 
by  her  physical  appearance  or  by  the  suggestion  of  the  owner 
or  person  in  charge,  as  being  otherwise  than  healthy,  was  given 
a  careful  physical  examination.  A  great  many  of  such  presented 
themselves,  but  only  one  was  considered  to  be  affected  with  a 
contagious  disease.  This  one  was  placed  in  quarantine  and 
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condemned  as  Tuberculous.  The  autopsy  revealed  acute 
Pulmonary  and  Post  Pharyngeal  Tuberculosis. 

Most  of  the  animals  were  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition  and  the  barns  wherein  the  neat  cattle  were  housed 
were  in  most  instances  well  lighted,  well  ventilated  and  provided 
with  suitable  drainage.  One  hundred  and  one  premises  were 
inspected,  on  which  were  found  to  be  kept  449  cattle  and  81 
swine.  An  official  report  of  the  result  of  the  inspection  in 
detail  has  been  sent  to  the  Cattle  Bureau  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture. 

In  November,  23  cattle  were  brought  into  the  town  from 
Vermont.  As  each  was  accompanied  by  a  satisfactory  certifi¬ 
cate  of  a  Tuberculin  test,  they  were  immediately  released  from 
quarantine. 

One  instance  where  conditions  existed  which  suggested  a 
suspicion  of  enzootic  abortion  was  called  to  my  attention.  After 
an  investigation  I  was  satisfied  that  the  trouble  was  probably 
due  to  mechanical  causes  rather  than  an  infection.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  herewith 
presents  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1905. 

PI.UMBING  INSPECTIONS. 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing  is  appended,  as 
required  by  the  statutes.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made 
is  seventy.  Owing  to  the  steady  growth  of  the  town  and  the 
consequent  erection  of  new  houses  and  places  of  business,  the 
work  of  this  department  is  each  year  becoming  more  important. 

Many  cases  of  imperfect  plumbing  have  been  corrected  and 
modern  sanitary  work  installed  in  both  old  and  new  houses. 
During  the  year  the  Plumbing  Rules  and  Regulations  have  been 
revised  and  copies  printed  for  distribution  to  plumbers  and 
property  owners. 

The  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  E.  Colburn,  has  been  most  ably 
assisted  in  his  work  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Winn  of  Dedham.

As  shown  above,  the  more  serious  contagious  diseases  are 
increasing  in  number,  47  cases  of  diphtheria  having  occurred, 
with  3  deaths.  It  is  a  significant  fact  that  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  have  been 
confined  to  a  comparatively  small  area  of  the  town  and  that  this 
small  area  shows  a  greater  need  of  proper  sewerage  facilities,  a 
more  condensed  population,  and  a  greater  lack  of  modern  sani¬ 
tary  plumbing  and  sanitation. 

It  is  hoped  by  this  Board  that  the  installation  of  a  sewerage 
system  will  become  an  established  fact  of  the  very  near  future. 


SWILL  COLLECTIONS. 


The  collection  of  swill  during  the  year  has  been  done  by 
Joseph  Siegmund  of  Walpole,  in  a  very  satisfactory  and 
thorough  manner,  fewer  complaints  of  any  nature  have  been 
received  and  the  area  covered  and  amount  collected  have  increased 
considerably.  Owing  to  this  increase  in  distance  covered  and 
amount  collected,  the  contract  price  for  collecting  was  increased 
to  $175.00  per  year,  certainly  a  most  reasonable  figure  for  ser¬ 
vices  rendered. 


CLEANING  BROOKS. 


Owing  to  the  polluted  and  unsanitary  conditions  existing  in 
some  of  the  brooks,  it  has  again  been  necessary  for  the  Board  to 
expend  a  portion  of  its  appropriation  in  thoroughly  cleaning  out 
these  polluted  streams. 

Each  year  shows  the  increasing  necessity  of  an  expenditure 
for  this  purpose,  therefore  this  Board  would  recommend  a 
special  appropriation  by  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting,  to  be 
used  in  caring  for  these  conditions.

REMARKS. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  wish  to  make  the  following:  remarks 

o  o 

and  recommendations  : 

It  is  clear  to  all,  having  any  real  knowledge  of  the  facts, 
that  the  department,  to  be  of  continued  service  to  the  town, 
stands  in  need  of  many  things,  things  which  it  will  have  to  have 
before  many  years  are  over.  The  present  equipment  of  the  de- 
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partment  is  practically  twenty  years  old.  A  new  generation  has 
come  upon  the  stage  of  action  since  this  equipment  was  put  in. 
The  town  for  which  it  was  designed  has  been  transformed  within 
these  twenty  yeai's.  Not  only  has  it  greatly  increased  in  popula¬ 
tion,  but  its  growth  in  large  and  important  buildings  and  in 
dwelling  houses,  has  made  it  a  practically  new  town,  so  far  as 
its  needs  of  fire  protection  are  concerned. 

We  are  well  aware  that  the  town  has  many  important  mat¬ 
ters  to  consider  this  year  and  we  do  not  feel  warranted  in  asking 
so  much  as  we  would  like  to  have  and  feel  that  we  ought  to  have 
this  year.  We  do  desire,  however,  to  point  to  some  imperative 
needs  of  the  near  future,  matters  which  will  press  themselves 
upon  the  town  for  action  before  many  more  years  have  rolled  by. 

The  town  should  own  its  own  fire  horses  and  it  should  have 
new  buildings.  The  present  central  fire  station  has  no  facilities 
for  the  stabling  of  horses  and  is  in  other  ways  inadequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  department.  The  condition  of  Hose  2  house  is  bad 
and  the  present  building  is  too  low  and  its  c^oorway  too  low 
studded,  so  much  so  that  it  is  now  actually  dangerous  to  drive  out 
of  the  building  and  serious  accidents  are  liable  to  occur  when 
firemen  leave  the  building  to  go  to  any  fire.  A  new  combination 
ladder  truck  is  needed.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have  a  hook 
and  ladder  truck  at  each  end  of  the  town.  The  present  truck 
has  been  in  use  about  twenty  years.  The  new  central  fire  station 
should  have  another  location  than  its  present  one,  and  there 
should  be  a  new  house  at  the  south  end  of  the  town. 

The  need  of  the  town  owning  its  own  fire  horses  is  becom¬ 
ing  an  imperative  one.  The  using  of  horses,  owned  by  private 
individuals  and  liable  to  be  in  use  for  private  purposes  when  a 
fire  breaks  out,  is  becoming  more  and  more  impracticable.  We 
believe  that  the  town’s  ownership  of  its  own  fire  horses  would 
prove  a  paying  investment. 

The  horses  could  be  used  for  general  town  purposes  as  well 
as  by  the  department  and  could  be  employed  sprinkling  the 
streets,  breaking  out  sidewalks,  removing  snow  and  other  town 
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services.  While  used  for  such  things  the  horses  could  be  kept 
in  the  building  or  buildings  for  at  least  fifteen  hours  in  the 
day.  We  believe  that  the  gain  in  time  in  getting  to  fires,  through 
the  town  having  its  own  horses,  would  be  very  important.  But 
new  buildings  are  the  department’s  greatest  and  most  really  press¬ 
ing  need.  The  need  is  greater  than  in  the  matter  of  horses.  It 
is  an  old  saying  in  a  recipe  for  making  hare  pie,  first  catch  your 
hare.  There  is  another  old  saying  that  you  must  have  your  cage 
before  you  try  to  keep  a  bird.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  town 
will  feel  able  to  meet  all  the  department’s  needs  at  once  and  in 
one  year.  But  the  engineers  feel  that,  in  the  matter  of  new 
buildings,  action  should  be  taken  this  year. 

While  the  engineers  feel  that  they  can  claim,  with  all  mod¬ 
esty,  that  they  have  been  efficient  at  fires  in  the  past  year,  they 
also  have  to  acknowledge  and  the  town  must  acknowledge,  that 
it  has,  for  a  good  many  years  past,  been  very  fortunate  in  the 
fact  that  it  has  had  few  large  fires.  It  is  well  to  consider  the 
serious  loss  to  the  town  in  case  a  large  and  dangerous  fire  should 
break  out  with  inadequate  means  at  the  town’s  desposal  for 
fighting  it. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  citizens  their  duty 
in  assisting  the  department  in  certain  ways  which  we  will,  in 
part,  specify.  We  would  call  attention  to  the  list  of  fire  alarm 
boxes  presented  with  this  report.  Residents  should  ascertain 
where  their  nearest  box  is,  bear  it  in  mind,  and  be  ready  to  act 
promptly  and  intelligently  when  fires  break  out.  There  are  many 
things  which  residents  could  do  to  assist  the  department.  Do 
not  delay  in  sending  in  an  alarm. 

In  view  of  these  remarks  and  this  summary  of  existing  facts, 
the  Board  of  Engineers  would  make  these  recommendations. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  fires  during  the  past  year,  we 
have  exceeded  our  appropriation  and,  while  we  cannot  tell  what 
the  future  may  bring  forth,  we  would  therefore  ask  for  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $3,000  for  general  fire  department  purposes,  and 
that  an  article  be  also  inserted  in  the  warran  tas  king  for  an  appro- 
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priation  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  a  new  central  fire  station  and 
for  the  erection  of  new  buildings.

Gentlemen  : — The  following  is  the  eighth  annual  report 
of  the  town’s  fire  alarm  system.  During  the  past  year  there  has 
been  two  severe  electrical  storms  which  crippled  the  system  for  a 
short  time,  but  otherwise  it  has  been  in  good  working  order. 
Owing  to  the  change  in  location  of  the  boilers  at  Smith’s  tannery, 
we  found  it  necessary  to  change  the  fire  whistle.  It  was  placed 
directly  over  the  new  boilers,  and  gives  better  results.  I  rec¬ 
ommend  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  fire  alarm  system  for  the  ensuing  year.

Gentlemen  : — As  Tree  Warden  of  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
I  submit  the  following  report : 

The  trees  on  the  following  streets  have  been  trimmed  during 
the  last  year  :  Washington,  from  house  of  Mrs.  Nancy  Page  to 
Westwood  line,  Howard,  Baker,  Railroad  avenue,  Nahatan, 
Linden,  Winter,  Pleasant,  Rock,  Wilson,  Nichols,  Sumner, 
Water,  Casey,  Clark,  Williams  and  Lenox. 

During  the  four  years  that  the  town  has  employed  a 
tree  warden,  the  shade  trees  on  nearly  all  the  streets  of  the 
village  have  been  carefully  attended  to. 

With  the  appropriation  granted  it  is  possible  only  to  go  over 
a  section  each  year,  but  by  taking  the  different  localities  in  the 
same  order  year  after  year,  this  work  may  be  done  quite  satis¬ 
factorily.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  governing  elections.  Village  Flail  was  fitted 
up  as  a  polling  place,  a  space  railed  off  and  compartments 
provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  and  ex¬ 
amining  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment  was  supplied 
*  with  cards  of  instructions  and  other  necessary  facilities. 
Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  also 
posted  in  different  parts  of  the  building  outside  of  the 
rail.  The  Town  Clerk  delivered  to  the  Ballot  Clerks 
one  sealed  package,  marked  “1600  Official  Ballots, 
March  7,  1904,”  and  one  package  marked  “=^00  Ballots 
for  School  Committee  Only,  March  7,  1904,”  and  took 
their  receipt  therefor.  The  Ballot  Clerks  were  pro¬ 
vided  with  duplicate  sets  of  lists  of  registered  voters  of 
the  town,  one  for  men  voters  and  one  for  women  voters, 
as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  also  supplied  with  the  official  bal¬ 
lots  taken  from  the  packages  received  from  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  stationed  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place 
with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters 
and  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  voting  list.

Fred  L.  Fisher,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  took 
charge  of  the  meeting,  after  the  reading  of  the  warrant,  and 
acted  as  presiding  election  officer.  In  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  relation  to  elections.

A  sealed  package  of  ballots  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth,  marked  “First  set  ballots,  1650,  Town  of 
Norwood,”  was  then  delivered  to  the  Ballot  Clerks  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  together  with  specimen  ballots  and  cards  of  instruction ; 
and  their  receipt  therefor  was  taken  in  conformity  to  the  law. 
The  presiding  election  officer  publicly  broke  the  seal  on  the 
package  and  delivei'ed  the  ballots  to  the  Ballot  Clerks,  who 
took  their  positions  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place, 
and  furnished  the  ballots  to  the  voters  who  presented  themselves 
and  were  found  to  be  qualified. 

The  Registrars  of  Voters  had  provided  duplicate  lists  of 
the  qualified  voters  entitled  to  vote  at  this  election,  one  copy 
of  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Ballot  Clerks,  at  the 
entrance  to  the  polling  place,  and  the  other  copy  was  placed  at 
the  ballot  box.  No  voter  was  furnished  a  ballot  until  his  name 
was  checked  on  the  list  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place,  and 
he  was  not  allowed  to  deposit  his  ballot  until  his  name  had 
been  found  and  checked  on  the  list  at  the  ballot  box. 

The  cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted 
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in  different  parts  of  the  building,  outside  the  rail,  as  required  by 

law. 

The  register  of  the  ballot  box  was  set  at  zero  (o)  and  the 
box  was  then  locked  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

At  fifteen  minutes  before  seven  o’clock  the  polls  were  de¬ 
clared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes,  and  were  kept  open  by 
vote  of  the  meeting,  until  twenty  minutes  of  five  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  when  after  due  notice,  they  were  declared  closed. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  ballot  box  was  opened  at  half 
past  ten  o’clock,  and  also  several  times  during  the  day,  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  and  the 
register  stood  at  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-six  (1136).  The 
names  were  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  Ballot  Clerks,  at 
the  entrance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the  checkers  at  the 
ballot  box,  were  counted  up  and  compared  and  found  to  agree, 
and  the  number  of  names  so  checked  was  eleven  hundred  and 
thirty-six  (1136),  which  agreed  with  the  total  number  of  votes 
taken  from  the  ballot  box. 

The  unused  ballots  were  enclosed  in  a  package,  endorsed 
and  sealed,  and  delivered  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  election  officers  canvassed  the  votes  given  in,  and  the 
whole  number  was  found  to  be  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-six 
(1136),  which  were  sorted,  counted  and  recorded,  and  declara¬ 
tion  thereof  made  in  open  meeting,  as  required  by  law. 

In  counting  the  votes,  the  blank  forms  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  were  used  by  the  Tellers.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1904,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  and  as  Trustees 
of  the  Sinking  Fund,  a  statement  of  its  investments. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  James  H.  Butler  was  elected  a 
Water  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  Board 
organized  by  the  choice  of  John  F.  Callahan,  chairman,  William 
F.  Baker,  clerk.

The  receipts  from  water  rates  and  sale  of  water  for  special 
purposes  for  the  year  are  $18,750.33,  or  an  increase  in  income 
over  the  previous  year  of  $1,033.58.  We  have  expended  in 
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maintenance  and  repair  accounts  the  sum  of  $6,200.59, 
$986.18  more  than  was  expended  for  this  purpose  last  year. 
This  increase  was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  to  replace  our  old 
boiler  with  a  new  one,  at  a  cost  of  $1,301.05. 

As  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  we  report  the  fol¬ 
lowing  additions  :  $4,200.00  from  the  Water  Department  treas¬ 
ury,  the  annual  requirement,  and  $807.87,  the  interest  on  invest¬ 
ments.  It  is  our  custom,  as  far  as  possible,  to  invest  the  funds 
at  our  disposal  in  our  own  town  notes  or  in  deposits  in  saving 
institutions.  A  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
is  annexed. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  held  March  7,  1904,  the  Water 
Department  was  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  of  money  not  exceed¬ 
ing  $8,500.00,  to  increase  the  pumping  facilities  at  Buckmaster 
Pond.  The  work  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  we  expect 
that  before  this  report  reaches  you  the  plant  will  be  in  operation. 

The  good  condition  of  our  old  Davidson  pump,  after  twenty 
years  of  continuous  use,  decided  us  to  contract  with  M.  T.  David¬ 
son,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  for  a  new  pump  and  fish  strainer,  at  a 
cost  of  $3,475.00,  delivered  on  the  foundations  at  the  pumping 
station. 

The  contract  for  building  the  addition  above  the  foundations 
was  given  to  A.  A.  Appleby  &  Co.,  they  being  the  lowest 
bidders. 

The  construction  of  the  sub-structure,  laying  of  the  new  suc¬ 
tion  and  making  all  the  necessary  connections  is  being  done  by 
our  Superintendent,  Mr.  G.  A.  P.  Bucknam.  The  town  is 
favored  in  having  in  its  employ  a  man  capable  of  planning  and 
doing  this  work  better  and  cheaper  than  it  could  be  done  by 
contract. 

The  reservoir  has  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  good 
condition. 

Hydrants  and  gates  have  been  carefully  inspected  and  are  in 
good  condition,  one  hydrant  having  been  added  to  the  main 
lines.  There  are  now  in  use  a  total  of  163. 
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Having  two  short  extensions  to  put  in,  the  Board  thought 
they  would  try  the  experiment  of  putting  them  in  with  town 
labor.  The  result  was  very  satisfactory,  the  cost  being  practi¬ 
cally  the  same  as  by  contract.  We  intend  to  give  this  experiment 
a  further  test  in  the  future. 

All  money  for  water  and  material  has  been  collected  and 
turned  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

Your  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  good  busi¬ 
ness  policy  for  the  town  to  build  a  dwelling  house  at  the  pumping 
station  and  have  the  engineer  live  there.  The  town  has  so  much 
at  stake  in  connection  with  this  plant  that  it  seems  to  us  that 
there  should  be  some  one  there  at  all  times  to  guard  against 
danger  of  fire  or  other  accidents.

The  members  of  the  School  Committee  respectfully  submit 
their  report  for  the  financial  ye^ir  ending  January  31,  1905, 
Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  which  you  are  referred  for  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  the  work  of  the  schools.

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TEACHERS. 

Mr.  Robert  J.  Fuller,  who  had  served  as  Superintendent 
for  the  preceding  year,  failed  of  re-election  in  June,  and  in  July 
Mr.  Mason  S.  Stone  of  Castleton,  Vt.,  was  chosen  to  succeed 
him.  In  the  latter  part  of  August  Mr.  Stone  asked  to  be 
released  from  his  engagement  in  order  that  he  might  accept  a 
position  with  a  publishing  house.  After  ascertaining  that  the 
Superintendency  here  could  be  satisfactorily  filled  immediately, 
Mr.  Stone  was  released  from  his  engagement.  Mr.  William 
C.  Hobbs  of  Newton,  Mass.,  was  thereupon  elected  Superintend¬ 
ent  and  assumed  charge  of  the  schools  about  Sept.  ist.  Mr.  Hobbs 
is  proving  himself  to  be  an  earnest  and  progressive  worker  and 
we  believe  that  he  is  well  fitted  by  long  experience  and  superior 
qualifications  to  successfully  superintend  and  advance  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  our  schools. 

Since  our  report  of  a  year  ago  there  have  been  only  five 
changes  in  our  corps  of  regular  teachers,  and  one  change  in  the 
list  of  special  teachers,  the  latter  being  the  recent  change  in 
special  teacher  of  drawing.  Two  additional  teachers  were 
appointed  before  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  September  to 
take  charge  of  the  two  new  rooms  in  the  Shattuck  School. 


BUILDINGS. 

On  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term  the  two  remaining  un¬ 
occupied  rooms  of  the  Shattuck  School  were  opened  and  filled. 
This  means  that  every  school  room  in  the  several  buildings  is 
now  occupied  and  additional  accommodations  must  be  provided 
to  take  care  of  the  increased  number  of  pupils  who  will  present 
themselves  for  admission  in  the  Fall.  As  has  been  stated  in 
previous  reports,  the  average  yearly  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  is  about  seventy-five,  or  two  full  classes.  Some,  but  not 
all  of  these  pupils,  may  be  provided  for  the  coming  year,  with 
our  present  accommodations,  but  only  by  again  crowding  the

class-rooms  throughout  the  town  to  an  extent  that  will  seriously 
retard  school  work.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  immediate 
action  be  taken  by  the  town  for  the  construction  of  a  new  school 
building.  The  situation  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  which 
confronted  us  when  the  erection  of  the  Shattuck  School  was  first 
considered.  Then,  as  now,  there  were  at  least  two  possible 
solutions  of  the  problem,  both  of  which  were  considered  by 
special  committees  appointed  by  the  town,  namely  the  erection 
of  a  large  Grammar  School  building  on  the  Everett  School  lot, 
and  the  erection  of  a  smaller  Primary  School  building  in  a  less 
central  section  of  the  town.  We  again  recommend  the  latter 
course.  We  recommend  that  the  town  erect  an  eight  room 
building  to  be  located  in  the  southwest  section  of  the  town  and 
that  action  to  that  end  he  taken  early  enough  to  enable  the  build¬ 
ing  to  be  occupied  not  later  than  the  fall  of  next  year. 

In  and  about  the  school  buildings  the  Committee  has  done 
somewhat  more  work  than  usual.  The  grounds  of  the  Shattuck 
School  have  been  neatly  graded,  the  concreting  about  the  High 
School  has  been  relaid,  and  the  Everett,  West  and  Balch  build¬ 
ings  have  been  painted  outside,  and  to  some  extent  inside.  Six 
additional  windows  have  been  added  in  the  two  lower  rooms  on 
the  easterly  side  of  the  Everett  School,  where  the  light  was  so 
inadequate  as  to  seriously  threaten  the  health  of  the  pupils. 

About  the  middle  of  December  it  was  found  that  the  two 
furnaces  in  the  old  Guild  building,  which  had  been  in  constant 
use  since  their  installation  at  the  erection  of  the  building  thirteen 
years  ago,  would  not  last  out  the  winter.  After  thorough 
examination  it  was  decided  to  install  new  furnaces  at  once,  and 
this  was  accordingly  done  during  the  Christmas  recess,  without 
any  interruption  of  school  work.  The  same  condition  of  affairs 
has  since  become  apparent  at  the  West  School,  where  the  furnace 
has  gone  to  pieces  to  a  still  more  alarming  extent  and  the  im¬ 
mediate  installation  of  a  new  furnace  becomes  necessary.  The 
first  of  these  items  was  not  anticipated  in  our  estimate  of  a  year  ago 
and  provision  for  its  payment  ($500)  must  be  made  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  coming  year. 
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Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  proper 
working  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  system  at  the  Shattuck 
School,  but  after  some  slight  changes,  the  system  has  worked 
satisfactorily.  The  buildings,  as  a  whole,  are  in  excellent 
condition. 

During  the  month  of  October  and  the  early  part  of  November, 
the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  the  Shattuck  School  District 
suggested  the  advisability  of  fumigating  that  building.  The 
matter  was  left  to  the  Board  of  Health,  which  took  charge  and 
thoroughly  fumigated  the  school. 

We  believe  it  to  be  inexpedient  to  again  occupy  the  old 
North  Schoolhouse  for  school  purposes  and  recommend  that 
action  authorizing  its  sale  be  taken  by  the  town  at  the  approach¬ 
ing  town  meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  first  annual  report,  the  thirty- 
third  report  on  the  schools  issued  in  this  town.  My  report 
must  necessarily  be  somewhat  incomplete  as  my  service 
did  not  begin  until  September  5,  1904.  It  would,  therefore,  be 
presumptions  in  me  to  assume  that  I  could  speak  with  full  and 
just  appreciation  of  all  phases  of  school  affairs  in  the  town.  ^ 
Nevertheless  I  will  undertake  to  comment  upon  some  matters 
which  have  come  under  my  observation  and  will  deal,  to  some 
extent,  with  others  that  are  of  importance  and  interest  to  our 
schools. 

The  census  returns  show  that  there  were  in  September, 
1904,  1356  children  in  town  between  5  and  15  years  of  age> 
the  number  of  boys  and  girls  being  equal,  678  of  each.  This 
impressed  me  as  being  a  large  figure,  and,  on  looking  through 
the  state  report,  I  found  that  not  another  town  in  the  common¬ 
wealth,  with  a  population  of  6000  or  under,  has  so  many  children. 
Many  towns  of  7000  have  not  so  large  a  number;  indeed,  but 
few  towns  of  that  size  exceed  or  equal  it.  This  applies  not  to 
the  census  alone,  but  is  true  also  of  the  enrollment,  average 
membership,  and  average  attendance. 

The  enrollment  of  children  in  the  schools  during  the  last 
school  year,  that  of  1903  and  ’04,  was  1490,  while  the  enrollment 
for  the  state  returns  was  1433.  The  difference  between  these 
numbers,  57,  indicates  how  many  entered  the  schools  from  other 
towns  in  the  state,  where  they  have  already  been  enrolled  and 
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whence  they  will  be  reported  to  the  state  authorities  as  a 
part  of  the  enrollment  of  children  in  the  state. 

The  enrollment  reported  last  year  for  I902-’o3  was  1381, 
109  less  than  we  report  for  1903 -’04.  The  average  membership 
for  i903-’o4,  was  1369.88,  for  i902-’o3,  1206.96;  the  average 
attendance  for  the  same  years  was  1283.17  and  1167.57  respec¬ 
tively. 

If  we  add  to  the  census  report  of  children  between  5  and 
15  in  town  last  September,  1356,  the  number  of  children  between 
15  and  16  years  of  age,  which  was  the  basis  on  which  the  report 
was  made  last  year,  we  have  an  increase  of  about  100  over  the 
census  of  September,  1903. 

Thus  we  see  in  all  these  items  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  to  be  provided  for.  Naturally  this  must 
give  rise  to  a  consideration  of  school  accommodations  next  year, 
when  we  shall  be  confronted  with  congestion  in  several  localities. 


SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  principal  burden  will  be  in  the  Guild  building.  There 
every  school  will  be  large  and  some  schools  altogether  too  large, 
particularly  the  primary  grades,  where  it  is  usually  inexpedient 
to  reduce  the  number  by  transferring  children  to  other  buildings 
more  distant  from  their  homes. 


By  careful  examination  it  is  estimated  that  the  schools  in 
the  Guild  building  next  September  will  be  about  as  follows  : —

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In  the  above  figures  no  account  is  taken  of  children  coming 
from  other  towns,  and  this  is  a  factor  in  the  problem  not  to  be 
ignored. 

There  should  not  be  more  than  40  children  in  a  room.  A 
school  of  45  pupils  is  large.  When  there  are  more  than  that,, 
especially  when  50  is  approached,  the  results  are  meagre  in 
proportion  to  the  expense  involved,  and  the  health  of  children 
and  teachers  must  be  seriously  considered. 

One  reason  for  this  conjestion  is  found  in  the  fact  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  two  seventh  grade  schools  in  the  Guild 
building  next  year  instead  of  one,  as  at  present.  Previous  to  this 
year,  no  grades  higher  than  the  sixth  had  occupied  this  building, 
all  the  grammar  grades,  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th,  having  been  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  Everett  building.  Next  year  the  Everett  will 
have  two  ninth  grades,  three  eighths,  and  one  seventh  grade. 
In  the  last  school  report  a  sixth  grade  is  recorded  as  being  in 
this  building. 

Next  year  the  schools  in  the  West  building,  also,  will  be 
large.  It  will  doubtless  be  necessary  to  place  a  division  of  the 
second  grade  into  the  lower  room.  A  similar  grading  will 
probably  be  advisable  also  in  the  Balch* School. 

•  These  conditions  point  unmistakably  to  the  necessity  of  a 
new  building  in  the  near  future. 


NEW  BUILDING. 

Two  plans  can  be  considered  : 

I.  The  construction  of  a  first-class  grammar  school  building 
of  10  or  12  rooms  on  the  site  of  the  Everett  building,  with  modern 
equipments  in  the  way  of  recitation  rooms,  manual  training  rooms, 
a  laboratory  for  science  work,  a  library,  an  assembly  hall,  etc. 
This  would  enlarge  the  scope  of  our  grammar  school  courses 
and  advance  the  cause  of  education  in  town  by  a  long  stride^ 
Such  a  building  would  have  the  merit  of  benefitting  all  sections 
of  the  town. 
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2.  A  building  of  about  8  rooms  in  the  west  part  of  the 
itown.  This  would  be  supplied  by  the  Balch  and  West  schools 
land  reduce  the  intermediate  grades  in  the  Guild  building. 

The  building  should  be  large  enough  to  provide  for  not  only 
immediate  needs  but  also  for  the  contingencies  of  several  years 
to  come. 

Either  of  these  plans  will  effectively  relieve  the  situation ; 
whichever  one  is  adopted,  the  other  will  be  likely  to  press  for 
serious  consideration  not  only  after,  unless  the  difficulty  in  secur¬ 
ing  rents  materially  affects  the  increase  in  population. 


PHYSICAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  importance  of  the  physical  conditions  under  which 
school  work  is  done,  is  now  generally  recognized  by  school 
authorities  and  by  law.  Very  careful  and  exhaustive  scientific 
investigations  have  been  going  on  for  years  in  regard  to  the  con¬ 
struction  and  location  of  schoolhouses,  heating  and  ventilation, 
lighting,  cleanliness,  seats  and  desks,  periods  of  study,  recreation,' 
exercise,  etc.  Four  years  ago  the  State  Board  of  Education 
published  in  its  sixty-fourth  annual  report  an  article  of  54  pages  • 
on  school  hygiene.  The  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  require 
certain  definite  standards  of  heating  and  ventilation  for  school 
buildings,  thus  attaching  as  much  importance  to  them  as  to 
plumbing  or  contagious  diseases. 

Years  ago  these  matters  received  practically  no  attention 
at  all  by  anybody.  Even  now  they  are  too  frequently  not 
appreciated  and  receive  less  attention  than  their  importance 
demands.  The  justification  for  any  consideration  of  them  in 
this  report  is  that  the  health  of  children  is  of  the  highest  impor¬ 
tance,  more  important  even  than  education  itself,  indeed  the 
absolute  condition  on  which  any  education  worthy  of  the  name 
can  be  obtained. 

Outdoor  Recesses.  It  was  on  hygienic  grounds  that 


outdoor  recesses  were  recommended  for  the  Guild  School.  Now 
all  schools  having  primary  and  intermediate  grades  have  out¬ 
door  recesses.  These  are  much  enjoyed  by  the  children,  and  I 
believe  that  such  active  exercise  in  the  open  air,  in  about  the 
middle  of  the  forenoon  session,  materially  increases  their  work¬ 
ing  capacity. 

Lunches.  About  50  children  of  the  Guild  and  Everett 
schools,  more  or  fewer  according  to  the  weather,  eat  lunches 
during  the  noon  intermission  in  a  basement  room  of  the  Guild 
building  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 

They  have  recently  been  placed  under  the  supervision  of  a 
teacher,  who  is  paid  one  dollar  a  week  extra  for  such  service. 
She  is  responsible  for  their  conduct  and  directs  them  in  their 
games. 

I  recommend  that  several  substantial  tables  be  made,  suf¬ 
ficient  to  accommodate  them  all,  that  the  children  may  gather 
around  them  and  eat  in  the  normal  manner,  observing  the 
etiquette  appropriate  for  such  an  occasion.  With  the  tables 
many  light  games  could  be  played,  under  the  supervisiofi  of  the 
teacher,  during  such  a  portion  of  the  intermission  and  on  such 
days  as  would  be  advisable  for  them  to  remain  indoors. 

Lighting.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  the  seventh 
grade  rooms  in  the  Everett  building  were  intolerably  dark. 
This  was  due  to  insufficient  window  space  and  also,  to  some 
extent,  to  surrounding  trees  and  houses.  On  sunny  days  the 
light  was  scant,  but  when  it  was  cloudy,  it  was  impossible 
to  read  in  some  portions  of  the  rooms.  Added  to  this  disadvan¬ 
tage  was  another  almost  equally  serious  :  the  light  entered  the 
southeast  room  to  the  right  and  the  rear  of  the  children,  thus 
obliging  them  to  look  through  the  shadows  of  their  hands  and 
bodies  when  writing. 

I  am  gratified  to  state  that  these  conditions  have  been 
effectually  remedied  by  the  prompt  action  of  the  committee. 
Additional  windows  have  been  put  into  both  rooms,  whereby 
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their  lighting  capacity  has  been  about  doubled.  The  seats  and 
desks  of  the  southeast  room  have  been  rearranged,  so  that  the 
children  have  the  benefit  of  light  coming  from  the  left  and  the 
rear;  the  former  predominant,  the  latter  supplementary.  An 
old  tree  has  been  cut  down,  which  was  so  decayed  and  deformed 
that  it  was  not  ornamental  but  was  damaging  in  its  effects  on 
the  rooms ;  it  had,  therefore,  no  excuse  for  being  and  deserved 
no  better  fate. 

These  are  now  the  best  lighted  rooms  in  the  building.  The 
light  in  several  of  the  other  rooms  is  far  from  satisfactory  and 
should  receive  attention  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  Guild  building  there  are  half  a  dozen  rooms  having 
light  from  the  right  and  the  rear.  Their  seats  and  desks  should 
be  rearranged  during  the  next  vacation. 

With  reference  to  the  general  question  of  lighting,  author¬ 
ities  agree,  with  but  few  exceptions,  that,  for  quantity  of  light 
in  a  schoolroom,  the  window  space,  exclusive  of  sashes,  should 
be  from  one-fourth  to  one-sixth  of  the  floor  space.  If  we  could 
always  have  pleasant  weather,  the  ratio  of  i  to  6  would  be 
suflicient ;  but  to  provide  for  cloudy  days,  of  which  there  are 
many  in  the  course  of  a  year,  the  ratio  should  be  about  as  i  to  4. 
As  a  matter  of  experience,  it  is  proved  that  when  the  quantity 
of  light  is  less  than  these  ratios  provide,  the  result  is  a  good 
deal  of  inconvenience  and  discomfort,  to  say  nothing  of  the  in¬ 
jury  to  the  eyes. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  note  the  information  given  on  this 
subject  in  appendix  H. 

The  above  refers  simply  to  quantity  of  light ;  the  question 
of  quality,  important  as  it  is,  I  have  not  discussed. 

Janitor  Service.  In  order  to  promote  the  cause  of  the  phy¬ 
sical  and  therefore,  also  the  intellectual  welfare  of  the  children, 
janitors’  meetings  have  been  held  from  time  to  time  to  discuss 
phases  of  their  work  which  are  so  closely  related  to  the  comfort  and 
health  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.  The  dates  of  the  meetings 
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held  thus  far  are  as  follows  :  October  3,  November  21 ,  December 
5,  January  9. 

Out  of  the  proposition  that  the  physical  nature  and  intellec¬ 
tual  growth  of  the  child  are  indissolubly  linked  together,  the 
one  being  the  inexorable  condition  of  the  other,  a  train  of 
issues  logically  proceeds.  The  schools  must  be  supplied  with  an 
abundance  of  fresh  air  at  proper  temperature.  They  should 
have  light  which  meets  the  requirements,  in  point  of  quantity 
and  quality,  of  the  standards  now  well  established  by  scientific 
investigations.  In  recognition  of  the  discoveries  and  common¬ 
places  of  sanitary  and  medical  sciences,  the  most  scrupulous 
cleanliness  should  prevail  throughout  the  buildings.  However 
much  we  may  be  disposed  to  abuse  the  inventor  of  bacteriology, 
the  fact  remains  that  dirt  and  dust  particles  are  the  home  and 
carriers  of  disease  germs.  Adjustable  seats  and  desks  are 
practically  the  only  kind  purchased  now  and  they  need  to  be 
adjusted  to  the  child  several  times  during  a  year. 

Without  continuing  the  enumeration  further,  it  may  be 
said  that  any  extensive  or  even  a  moderate  knowledge  of  these 
subjects,  in  their  relation  to  the  development  of  children  and 
the  efficiency  of  instruction,  is  professional  rather  than  mechani¬ 
cal,  and  yet  the  service  connected  with  them  comes  almost 
wholly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  janitor.  Consequently, 
janitor  service  touches  the  very  foundation  of  our  educational 
system.  The  desirability,  then,  for  occasional  conferences  is 
patent. 

Recognizing  the  intelligence  of  our  janitors,  I  did  not 
hesitate  to  place  in  their  hands  Shaw’s  “School  Hygiene,”  one 
of  the  very  best  of  a  series  called  “Teachers’  Professional  Library,” 
edited  by  President  Nicholas  Murray  Butler.  This  will  continue 
to  form  the  basis  of  our  discussions  at  the  meetings,  which  are 
now  held  about  once  a  month.  I  should  acknowledge  that  the 
majority  of  our  janitors  have  from  the  start  attended  to  this  work 
with  an  appreciation  and  a  faithfulness  which  are  creditable  to 
them.  I  believe  they  will  all  derive  benefit  from  it.  Their 


work  will  in  time  assume  a  phase  that  will  be  above  what  is 
merely  routine  and  mechanical. 


THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  in  most  respects  are  in  excellent  condition. 
Externally  they  all  present  a  good  appearance.  While  the  pro¬ 
visions  for  heating  and  ventilation  in  most  of  the  buildings  are 
effective,  in  some  excellent,  the  East  and  the  West  buildings 
need  renovation  in  these  respects. 

Sometime,  also,  it  will  be  desirable  to  take  steps  toward 
beautifying  the  grounds.  This  is  an  important  matter  and 
should  have  requisite  attention  in  due  course. 

The  West  School.  Since  the  School  Committee’s  report 
was  written,  a  new  heater  has  been  installed  in  the  West  School 
building.  The  old  one  became  so  inefficient  and  began  to 
disintegrate  in  such  a  way  that  this  step  was  necessary  for  both 
comfort  and  safety.  This  involves  an  expense  of  about  $300. 

The  ventilation  problem  for  this  school,  however,  still 
remains.  The  fresh  air  duct  and  chamber  are  defective  ;  a  con¬ 
siderable  quantity  of  air  escapes  through  wide  cracks  in  both  on 
its  passage  to  the  furnace,  thus  causing  a  loss  of  the  very 
element  which  furnishes  both  heat  and  ventilation.  They  are 
not  only  defective,  they  also  fail  in  construction  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  state  in  that  they  are  made  of  wood  rather 
than  of  brick  or  metal.  As  these  conditions  could  not  be 
remedied  now  without  interruption  to  the  school  work,  the  com¬ 
mittee  propose  to  postpone  further  action  until  the  summer 
vacation.  The  policy  of  the  committee  is  that  the  work  of 
renovation  should  not  be  abandoned  until  it  is  thoroughly  and 
permanently  completed  and  the  demands  of  the  state  are  fully 
satisfied.  To  accomplish  this  about  $200  more  will  be  necessary. 

Thus  $400  will  be  required  for  the  heating  and  ventilation 
of  the  West  School  building.  That  amount  is  covered  by  the 
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estimate  of  $2,900  for  incidentals  and  repairs  included  in 
the  report  of  the  School  Committee. 


HIGH  SCHOOL. 

It  is  gratifying  to  bear  testimony  to  the  unquestioned  merits 
observable  in  our  High  School.  A  spirit  of  unity  among  the 
teachers  and  pupils  evidently  prevails  there ;  cordial  relations 
exist;  consequently,  efficiency  and  progress  are  not  prevented  or 
impeded  by  antagonistic  elements.  These  are  important,  funda¬ 
mental  conditions  to  high  standards  of  achievement.  They 
should  not  fail  to  be  recognized. 

The  High  School  is  the  flower  of  our  educational  system. 
The  pupils  in  this  institution  should  be  allured  by  the  attractive¬ 
ness  of  learning  and  by  the  refinements  of  culture  and  character. 
They  should,  also,  receive  a  training  which  tests  their  intellectual 
fibre  to  the  utmost.  Our  pupils  engage  in  their  athletic  sports 
with  an  enthusiasm,  a  prowess,  a  determination,  which  are  sug¬ 
gestive.  The  demands  which  they  voluntarily  make  upon  their 
physical  powers  furnish  to  us  an  analogy  for  their  intellectual 
work ;  they  constitute  a  standard  which  we  may  justly  exact  of 
them  in  their  studies,  for  there  is  no  reason,  pedagogical  or 
other,  why  the  intellectual  nature  of  youth  should  not  keep  pace, 
in  endeavor  and  accomplishment,  with  the  physical,  though  this 
may  not  be  true  in  individual  cases. 

In  some  schools  a  certain  scholarship  qualification  is 
demanded  as  a  prerequisite  for  admission  to  the  athletic  teams, 
and  this  standing  must  be  maintained.  There  is  rational  ground 
for  this  requirement ;  the  pupil  will  be  impressed  thereby,  and 
will  not  forget,  that  his  chief  business  and  aim  in  the  High 
School  is  intellectual,  not  physical,  though  the  value  of  the 
latter  is  duly  recognized. 

The  principal  has  referred,  in  his  report,  to  the  fact  that 
the  requirements  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board 
are  the  standard  which  the  school  aims  to  accomplish  in  its 
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work.  This  is  very  satisfactory.  If  the  actual  achievement  of 
this  purpose  results  in  the  ability  of  the  average  pupils  to  pass 
successfully  the  examinations  of  this  board,  the  school  will  have 
high  standing  and  win  an  admirable  reputation. 

To  this  end  there  should  he  no  lack  of  equipment  in  any 
direction.  No  teacher  should  he  hampered  in  his  work  by 
insufficient  or  inferior  material.  He  should  be  provided  with 
every  means  to  maintain  in  his  department  a  standard  desired  by 
himself  and  expected  by  the  patrons  of  the  school. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  I  shall  be  heartily  in  favor 
of  a  policy,  for  the  administration  of  our  High  School,  which 
will  liberally  provide  for  courses  sufficiently  extensive  and 
inteiisive  to  accomplish  the  highest  aims  of  secondary  education. 


TEACHERS’  MEETINGS. 

One  of  the  most  important  phases  of  a  superintendent’s 
work  is  that  of  holding  and  conducting  teachers’  meetings. 
Here  is  the  arena  where  all  questions  relating  to  public  educa¬ 
tion  are  thoroughly  and  candidly  discussed  and  our  local  policy 
is  determined  and  defined.  An  inspiration  should  result  there¬ 
from  to  both  teachers  and  superintendent  which  will  provide,  to 
a  large  degree,  the  motive  power  to  accomplish  the  best 
results  of  which  they  are  capable ;  in  other  words,  which  will 
produce  the  highest  possible  efficiency  in  all  branches  of  the  ser¬ 
vice. 

Several  kinds  of  meetings  have  been  held :  i .  General 
meetings,  which  all  teachers  have  attended,  2.  Grade  meet¬ 
ings.  3.  Meetings  for  the  high  school  teachers. 

The  dates  of  these  meetings  have  been  as  follows  : 

General — Sept.  15,  Nov.  10,  Dec.  6,  13,  Jan.  10, 
Grade — Sept.  27,  Oct.  4,  ii,  Nov.  15,  29,  Dec.  14. 
High  School — Sept.  29,  Jan.  17, 

At  the  general  meeting  of  Dec.  13,  the  teachers  were 
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addressed  by  Mr.  Walter  Sargent  of  North  Scituate,  state  agent 
for  the  promotion  of  industrial  drawing.  At  the  primary  meet¬ 
ing  of  Dec.  14,  Miss  Elizabeth  Hall,  principal  of  the  training 
school  in  Lewiston,  Maine,  was  the  speaker.  Sept.  29,  the 
high  school  teachers  were  addressed  by  Mr.  George  F.  Jewett 
of  the  Mount  Ida  School  for  girls,  Newton,  Mass. 

At  the  general  meetings  thus  far  the  discussions  have  been 
largely  upon  matters  of  school  management — government,  dis¬ 
cipline,  etc.  The  specific  work  of  the  grades  has  been  con¬ 
sidered  at  the  grade  meetings;  viz.,  reading,  number,  etc. 


MUSIC. 

The  supervisor  of  music  makes  some  suggestions  in  his 
report  which  are  worthy  of  consideration.  I  shall  not,  however, 
undertake  at  this  time  to  make  any  recommendations  in  regard 
to  them. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  modify  the  purpose  and  to  enlarge 
the  scope  of  music  instruction  in  the  schools,  especially  in  the 
High  School.  There  is  no  intrinsic  reason,  on  pedagogical  or 
practical  grounds,  why  music  could  not  have  as  high  standing  in 
our  courses  of  study  as  literature  for  instance.  At  present,  how¬ 
ever,  the  advantage  is  decidedly  on  the  side  of  literature,  since  the 
children  do  read  and  study  many  of  its  finest  gems  and  master¬ 
pieces.  Any  tendency  towards  the  same  standards  in  music 
ought  to  be  heartily  welcomed. 

The  value  of  the  results  now  accomplished  is  clearly  recog¬ 
nized.  To  say  nothing  of  the  start,  however  slight,  it  gives  to  a 
pi'ofessional  career,  it  means  a  good  deal,  for  the  happiness  of 
society,  that  the  children  are  enabled  to  learn  the  elements  of 
music  in  the  grades  and  to  sing  music  of  such  high  character  as 
is  now  rendered  in  the  High  School. 


DRAWING. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Alice  T.  Boardman  as  supervisor 
of  drawing  took  effect  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term.  Miss  Bessie 
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M.  Parker  of  Warwick,  R.  I.,  has  been  appointed  as  her  succes¬ 
sor. 

Miss  Parker  had  over  seven  years  of  training  before  begin¬ 
ning  her  work  as  supervisor  of  drawing.  She  studied  two 
years  at  the  Art  Museum  in  Boston  with  Mr.  Crowninshield  and 
Mr.  Joseph  De  Camp  ;  two  years  in  Mr.  De  Camp’s  studio ;  two 
years  and  a  half  at  the  Art  Students’  League  in  New  York, 
'  where  she  worked  with  Mr.  William  M.  Chase  and  Mr.  Kenyon 
Cox;  and  one  year  at  the  Rhode  Island  Normal  School.  In  the 
normal  school  she  devoted  herself  to  the  study  of  methods  in 
public  school  work,  practising  in  the  suburbs  of  Providence. 
During  the  last  three  years  and  a  half  she  has  been  supervisor  of 
drawing  in  Warwick. 

Hereafter  the  supervisor  will  spend  four  days  a  week  in  our 
schools  instead  of  two  as  heretofore.  This  will  enable  us  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  work  during  the  ensuing  year,  both  in  the  grades  and  in 
the  High  School,  where  it  should  be  emphasized  more  than  it 
has  been  in  the  past. 


PICTURE  FUND. 

Sometime  after  my  service  began,  my  predecessor,  Mr.  R. 
J.  Fuller,  turned  over  to  me  the  fund  which  he  had  deposited 
with  the  town  treasurer.  This  had  been  raised,  as  I  understand 
it,  by  an  art  exhibit  held  last  year,  by  subscription,  etc.  It  is 
still  in  the  possession  of  the  treasurer  and  amounts  to  $258.45. 
As  soon  as  practicable,  this  will  be  expended,  under  the  advice 
of  the  supervisor  of  drawing,  for  the  decoration  of  our  school¬ 
rooms. 

It  should  be  recorded  here  that  Mrs.  Edmund  J.  Shattuck 
has  kindly  offered  to  contribute  generously  for  the  purchase  of 
pictures  and  casts  to  adorn  the  walls  of  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck 
School.  This  munificence  will  receive  proper  acknowledge¬ 
ment  in  due  time.

CONCLUSION. 

1  wish  to  say  that  the  educational  outlook  for  the  town 
appears  to  me  to  be  exceedingly  bright  and  promising.  The 
conditions  of  today  indicate  plainly  a  rational  development,  in 
essentials,  of  the  town’s  system  of  public  education.  They  are 
a  tribute  to  the  wisdom  of  previous  management,  which  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  recognize.  It  might  have  been  otherwise;  had  it 
been  so,  the  effort  and  time  required  to  change  the  current  would 
be  disheartening. 

One  marked  feature  of  this  development,  which  is  of  price¬ 
less  worth  from  both  an  economic  and  an  educational  standpoint, 
is  the  concentration  of  the  grammar  grades  in  the  centre  of  the 
town.  Thus  all  children  converge  in  these  grades,  and  when 
they  emerge  to  enter  the  High  School,  they  have  all  had  equal 
privileges  in  the  latter  years  of  their  preparation.  The  economy, 
in  every  respect,  of  having  the  grammar  school  instruction  in 
one  plant,  under  the  same  management,  cannot  fail  to  im¬ 
press  the  business  men  of  the  town.  There  has  been  a  slight 
departure  from  the  ideal  this  year  and  there  will  be  a  still 
greater  one  next  year,  by  the  necessity  of  having  seventh  grades 
in  the  Guild  building.  But  the  integrity  of  the  grammar  school 
will  be  restored  when  a  new  building  for  these  grades,  with  an 
equipment  peculiar  to  their  needs,  has  been  erected  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  suggestion  made  in  a  previous  part  of  this  report. 
Then  the  town  can  take  just  pride  in  the  economy  and'  the  effi¬ 
ciency  of  its  educational  plant. 

In  closing  it  is  a  privilege  to  express,  in  no  perfunctory 
manner,  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty,  cordial  co-operation, 
and  high  character  of  our  teachers.  With  the  same  spirit  I  most 
heartily  acknowledge  the  uniform  kindness  and  unfailing  sup¬ 
port  of  the  committee.  I  cannot  forget,  also,  to  recognize  the 
cordial  hospitality  of  the  town’s  people.  For  all  these  elements 
of  encouragement  I  hereby  express  my  thanks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 

SCHOOL. 


To  Mr.  IV.  C.  Hobbs Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  year  that  has  just  passed  has  been  one  of  hard  work 
and  steady  progress  at  the  High  School.  The  conditions  have 
been  favorable  for  accomplishing  this.  The  body  of  teachers 
has  been  strengthened  by  the  recent  additions  and  is  now  able  to 
handle  the  work  of  the  school  as  at  present  laid  out  to  the  best 
advantage. 

Great  credit  is  due  the  efficient  corps  of  assistants.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  advantage  of  retaining  these  as  long  as  possible 
will  be  seen  by  the  committee,  and  such  salaries  paid  as  to  in¬ 
duce  them  to  remain  with  us,  that  the  school  may  reap  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  their  experience  and  acquaintance  with  the  work.  The 
advantage  derived  from  a  number  of  years’  acquaintance  with 
the  work  is  not  likely  to  be  over-estimated. 

Considerable  stress  has  been  laid  on  the  college  preparatory 
work.  There  have  been  used  as  a  basis  for  this  work  the 
requirements  laid  down  by  the  College  Examination  Board.  A 
standard  has  thus  been  set  by  which  the  school  could  measure 
itself  by  outside  schools.  The  results  have  proved  of  credit  to 
the  school.  The  object  is  not  to  emphasize  college  preparatory 
work  at  the  expense  of  the  other  courses  not  directly  fitting  for 
higher  schools  but  to  set  definite  standards  as  constituting  a 
satisfactory  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  As  the  majority  of 
pupils  are  taking  courses  in  subjects  that  are  covered  by  this 
board,  and  in  fact  as  all  take  some  subjects  so  covered,  all  have 
to  be  held  up  to  a  standard  that  is  generally  recognized  as 
adequate. 
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While  emphasizing  the  need  of  this  work,  the  other  courses 
have  not  been  neglected.  The  commercial  course  has  passed 
the  stage  of  being  a  novelty  and  has  proved  itself  equal  to  the 
other  courses  as  a  means  of  discipline  to  those  pupils  especially 
interested  in  the  subjects  that  it  offers.  As  we  have  become 
better  acquainted  with  it  through  actual  experience  its  strong 
points  have  come  out  clearly,  and  its  weaknesses  that  need  cor¬ 
rection  have  shown  themselves. 

The  special  need  of  the  school  now  is  of  more  reference 
books  and  of  apparatus  for  the  science  work.  We  are  at  present 
lacking  in  both  these  directions. 

•  In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  spirit  of 
earnest  co-operation  shown  by  all  those  with  whom  I  have  had 
to  work.

REPORT  OF  TPIE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC.. 


Air.  IV.  C.  Hobbs Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Music  today  is  recognized  as  an  integral  part  of  the  child’s 
education.  As  the  public  school  system  has  developed  in  the 
United  States,  musical  directors  and  teachers  of  music  have  been 
appointed  by  the  school  authorities  in  all  our  large  cities  and 
very  many  of  our  large  towns.  This  recognition  does  not  obtain 
alone  in  New  England,  but  also  throughout  our  land.  The  teach¬ 
ing  of  this  subject,  however,  is  limited  in  its  scope,  confined  to 
the  elementary  schools  where  singing  and  sight  reading  are 
taught.  As  an  exercise  it  is  healthful,  as  a  mental  discipline  is 
excelled  by  no  other  study ;  by  many  physicians  is  considered  a 
safeguard  from  those  diseases  that  affect  the  breathing  organs. 
It  teaches  patriotism,  kindness,  and  inspires  sentiment. 

“Music  the  fiercest  grief  can  charm, 

And  fate’s  severest  rage  disarm, 

Music  can  soften  pain  to  ease. 

And  make  despair  and  madness  please  ; 

Our  joys  below  it  can  improve. 

And  antedate  the  bliss  above.” 

There  is  a  well  defined  movement  among  musical  educators 
to  establish  a  musical  course  in  the  high  schools.  The  New 
England  Educational  League  has  outlined  a  tentative  course 
which  includes  the  study  of  the  piano,  voice,  organ,  or  any 
other  instrument  of  the  symphonic  orchestra  and  the  study  of 
harmony  in  addition  to  the  one  period  a  week  of  choral  study. 
Many  of  our  pupils  are  pursuing  the  study  of  music  in  addition 
to  the  regular  high  school  course.  Would  it  be  possible  to 
allow  pupils  credit  for  such  study  toward  the  completion  of 
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their  high  school  course?  Would  it  be  a  wise  move  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  further  study  of  music  in  the  High  School  making  it  an 
elective  ? 

Our  schools  in  town  have  been  doing  satisfactory  work  in 
music,  individuality  is  encouraged  and  much  enthusiasm  pre¬ 
vails  in  nearly  all  the  classes.  The  teacher  has  most  willingly 
followed  the  suggestions  of  the  supervisor,  and  I  believe  much 
good  is  being  accomplished. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  superintendent  for  his  cordial 
support  and  the  school  board  for  their  interest  in  my  depart¬ 
ment.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING. 


To  Mr.  W.  C.  Hobbs.!  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  a  few  slight  changes,  the  work  in  sewing  has  con¬ 
tinued  according  to  the  outline  given  in  my  last  statement,  and 
the  result  thus  far  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

In  each  grade  much  progress  has  been  made.  The  interest 
of  the  girls  in  the  sewing  is  very  gratifying  and  the  hearty  co¬ 
operation  in  many  cases  of  the  mothers,  expressing  as  they  have 
through  their  children  their  appreciation  of  this  branch  of  the 
school  work,  has  been  extremely  helpful. 

The  work  has  been  so  planned  as  to  give,  as  far  as  is  possi¬ 
ble  in  the  time  allowed  each  class,  a  substantial  knowledge  of  the 
art  of  sewing,  enabling  them  to  put  the  knowledge  thus  obtained 
to  a  practical  use  in  the  home. 

When  the  different  articles  are  finished,  each  girl  takes 
home  what  she  has  made,  as  the  girls  prefer  to  purchase  these 
articles  for  their  own  use. 

This  plan  has  worked  well  in  other  schools  and  I  have 
found  that  it  has  added  much  interest  to  the  work  in  my  classes.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 
Norfolk,  ss. 

To  either  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  in  said  county  : 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town 
affairs,  to  assemble  in  Village  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Monday, 
the  sixth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1905,  at  six  forty-five  o’clock  in 
the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
namely :  * 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  :  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely  ;  Three  Selectmen, 
who  shall  be  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Surveyors  of 
Highways,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector 
of  Taxes,  three  Auditors,  three  Park  Commissioners,  six  Con¬ 
stables,  one  Tree  Warden,  all  for  one  year;  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Health  for  three  years,  one  Water  Commissioner  for 
three  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three 
years,  and  two  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for 
three  years  ;  and  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  ques¬ 
tion,  “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  the  town.” 

Art.  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  the  Auditors  on  the 
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Selectmen’s,  Treasurer’s,  Tax  Collector’s,  Water  Commissioners’ 
and  Cemetery  Commissioners’  accounts. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  List  of 
Jurors,  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  as  required  by 
law. 

Art.  5.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  committees. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  unexpended  appropriations  of  the  past  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  for  the  present  municipal  year,  and  to 
issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor.  The  debts  incurred  under  the 
authority  of  this  vote  are  hereby  made  payable  from  said  taxes. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  a  Town  Treasurer 
may  use  wdien  acting  as  Collector. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  money  for  the  support  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  JL,ibrary.

Board  of  Water  Commissioners, 

Norwood,  Mass. 


Gentlemen, 

I  SUBMIT  the  following  report  upon  an  additional  water 
supply,  and  upon  the  matter  of-  higher  service,  to  provide  fire 
protection  and  adequate  domestic  service  in  the  higher  parts  of 
the  town,  where,  under  present  conditions,  it  is  very  poor  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  pressure. 

ADDITIONAL  SUPPLY. 

There  is,  I  believe,  no  necessity  for  a  discussion  in  this 
report  of  the  need  of  an  additional  supply  of  water,  as  this  has 
been  demonstrated  by  past  experience.  I  also  understand  that 
you  do  not  expect  me  to  enter  into  the  consideration  of  available 
sources  of  supply,  as  that  matter  has  already  been  investigated, 
and  a  satisfactory  source  of  supply  located,  which  has  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  It  is  the  best  method  of 
developing  this  source,  the  arrangement  of  the  pumping  plant 
and  mains  for  the  delivery  of  water  to  the  distribution  system, 
and  the  probable  cost  of  the  same,  that  are  to  be  considered  at 
this  time. 
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The  source  selected  is  situated  in  the  low  land  on  Purga¬ 
tory  Brook,  about  one  half  mile  southeast  of  Washington  Street, 
where  it  is  proposed  to  take  a  supply  from  the  ground.  This 
source  has  been  tested  by  driving  wells,  connecting  them  up 
temporarily,  and  pumping  from  them.  I  understand  that  the 
results  of  this  test  were  satisfactory.  The  pumping  test  was 
run  continuously  for  twelve  days  and  nights,  and  an  average  of 
497,646  gallons  was  pumped  every  twenty -four  hours  from  nine 
wells. 

The  design  of  the  plant  depends  upon  the  present  and 
probable  future  consumption  of  water.  The  consumption  since 
1888  has  been  as  given  in  the  following  table  :

An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  water  department  for 
the  past  few  years  shows  that  the  consumption,  in  the  maximum 
month,  hasj  not  exceeded  500,000  gallons  per  day  as  the  aver- 
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age  for  the  month.  On  some  days  it  is  probable  that  the  con¬ 
sumption  exceeds  this  figure. 

Table  No.  i  shows  that  the  total  consumption  of  water  is 
increasing,  but  since  1900,  a  year  when  the  population  was  cor¬ 
rectly  known,  to  1905,  another  census  year,  the  per  capita  con¬ 
sumption  decreased  from  73  to  63  gallons. 

The  population  of  Norwood,  as  given  below,  shows  an 
average  increase  of  33  per  cent,  each  five  years.  The  latter 
part  of  the  table  gives  an  estimate  until  1925,  upon  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  a  rate  of  20  per  cent,  increase  will  be  maintained :

The  above  estimated  future  increase  means  a  doubling  of 
the  population  in  the  next  twenty  years.  In  the  last  twenty 
years  the  population  has  increased  3.3  times.  There  is  perhaps 
no  indication  that  the  future  growth  of  Norwood  will  be  less 
rapid  than  the  past,  unless  it  is  in  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a 
falling  off  in  the  increase  in  population  throughout  the  State  in 
the  last  few  years.  Norwood,  however,  did  not  share  in  such 
falling  off. 

Assuming  that  the  population  will  increase  about  as  shown 
in  Table  No.  2,  and  that  the  consumption  per  capita  will  be 
kept,  by  the  increasing  use  of  meters,  from  exceeding  60  gallons 
per  day,  the  total  daily  consumption  will  be  as  follows  :

It  is  probable  that  Buckmaster  Pond  can  be  relied  upon  for 
400,000  gallons  per  day  in  dry  years.  The  excess  of  consump¬ 
tion  over  this  amount  must  come  from  the  new  source. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  NEW  SOURCE. 

There  are  two  methods  of  development  of  this  source  : 

First. — It  can  be  developed  as  a  supplementary  source, 
using  Buckmaster  Pond  for  all  that  it  will  supply  vvithout  draw¬ 
ing  the  water  too  low  for  safety,  or  for  satisfactory  results  as 
regards  the  quality,  and  without  using  it  at  any  time  when  there 
are  tastes  and  odors  caused  by  possible  vegetable  growths. 

In  this  method  the  system  of  wells,  machinery,  and  piping, 
would  be  designed  of  sufficient  capacity  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  regular  consumption,  leaving  the  plant  at  Buckmaster  Pond 
to  meet  all  extraordinary  demands,  such  as,  fire,  etc.  In  an 
ordinary  year  the  Buckmaster  Pond  supply  will  at  present  fur¬ 
nish  nearly  all  of  the  water  required,  and  the  new  source  will 
simply  be  held  in  reserve. 

It  will  be  more  economical  in  the  use  of  fuel  to  pump  from 
Buckmaster  Pond,  as  the  head  against  which  the  pumping  must 
be  done  is  not  so  great  by  about  140  feet  on  account  of  the 
lower  elevation  of  the  new  source. 
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Second. — The  new  source  can  be  developed  as  the  princi¬ 
pal  source,  with  a  capacity  for  all  needs,  retaining  the  Buck- 
master  Pond  supply  as  an  emergency  supply  only  in  case  of 
accident  to  the  other,  and  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  duplication 
of  machinery. 

1  will  describe  each  method  in  some  detail,  and  give  esti¬ 
mates  of  the  cost  of  development  and  operation. 


PLAN  OF  DEVELOPMENT  OP'  PURGATORY  BROOK  SOURCE  AS  A 

SUPPLEMENTARY  SUPPLY. 

In  any  plan  for  the  development  of  the  ground  water  supply 
at  Purgatory  Brook,  it  is  proposed  to  use  a  driven  well  system 
as  the  best  adapted  to  the  conditions  found  at  this  source.  With 
this  plan  it  is  proposed  to  use  about  twenty-five  wells  (nine  of 
which  are  already  driven  and  tested) ,  connected  to  the  main 
suction  pipe. 

Sketch  No.  I,  accompanying  this  report,  shows  in  a  general 
way  the  proposed  arrangement  of  wells  and  piping.  Each  well 
will  have  a  gate  on  the  branch  connecting  it  to  the  suction  main, 
by  which  it  can  be  shut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  system,  if  for 
any  reason  it  is  found  desirable  to  do  so. 

The  main  suction  pipe  will  be  connected  to  a  suction  cham¬ 
ber  in  the  pump  house.  This  chamber  will  be  arranged  to 
intercept  any  sand  that  may  be  drawn  from  the  wells,  and  pre¬ 
vent  its  passing  to  the  pumps,  also  to  collect  the  air,  which  will 
be  removed  from  the  chamber  by  a  small  supplementary  pump, 
so  that  it  will  not  enter  the  pump  and  distributing  mains  of  the 
system. 

The  pumping  plant,  proposed  under  this  plan,  will  consist 
of  one  vertical,  triplex,  power  pump,  with  a  normal  capacity  of 
500,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours,  with  the  ability  to  run 
easily  at  a  600,000  gallon  rate  if  required,  driven  by  a  gasolene 
or  kerosene  oil  engine.  This  pumping  plant  will  be  located  in 
a  plain,  substantial  brick,  field  stone  or  concrete  building,  as 
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may  be  preferred,  which  will  be  large  enough  for  a  second 
plant,  similar  to-  this,  if  the  consumption  should  increase  to  a 
point  where  it  would  be  required. 

The  cost  of  a  plant  of  this  type  will  be  much  less  than  that 
of  a  steam  pumping  plant,  as  no  chimney,  boiler  room,  boiler 
or  coal  shed,  will  be  required.  The  cost  of  fuel  will  be  greater 
than  that  for  an  economical  steam  plant,  but,  as  under  this  plan, 
the  plant  will  be  run  only  when  it  is  necessary  to  supplement 
the  supply  of  Buckmaster  Pond,  or  when,  for  any  reason,  it  is 
desirable  to  suspend  temporarily  the  use  of  the  latter  supply, 
probably  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  time  for  some  years, 
the  extra  cost  of  the  fuel  will  not  be  material. 

The  attendance  required  will  be  very  slight.  In  a  number 
of  water  works  using  this  type  of  machinery  the  attendance  is 
limited  to  starting  and  oiling  up  the  plant,  which  may  take  a 
half  an  hour,  locking  up  the  building,  and  stopping  it  at  the  end 
of  the  run.  It  can  also  be  arranged  to  stop  of  itself  by  the  ex¬ 
haustion  of  a  measured  quantity  of  fuel  in  a  tank  prepared  for 
the  purpose. 

When  the  fuel  is  used  up,  the  engine  stops.  The  cups 
must  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  oil  during  any  time  the 
machinery  may  be  left  to  itself.  If  the  oil  does  not  run  short, 
the  worst  disaster  that  can  happen  to  the  plant  on  account  of 
being  left  alone  is  that  the  engine  may  stop.  Even  if  the  lubri¬ 
cating  oil  should  give  out,  it  is  probable  that  the  increased  fric¬ 
tion  would  stop  the  engine  before  any  serious  damage  was  done 
by  the  heating  of  the  bearings. 

A  pipe  line  or  pumping  main  will  be  laid  from  the  pumping 
station  through  Ellis  avenue  and  Washington  street  to  the  end 
of  the  8-inch  pipe  in  Washington  street.  Under  this  plan  8-inch 
pipe  is  the  economic  size  *  until  the  total  consumption  of  the 


*By  “economic  size  ”  is  meant  that  size  of  pipe  in  comparison 
with  which  the  next  larger  size  will  be  more  expensive  in  mainten¬ 
ance  because  the  interest  upon  its  increased  cost  is  greater  than  the 
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town  exceeds  500,000  gallons  per  day  on  the  average.  Taking 
the  future  into  consideration,  however,  I  believe  that  it  will  be 
better  to  lay  a  lo-inch  line,  and  this  is  the  size  recommended. 

With  this  plan  the  connection  of  the  new  main  to  the  dis¬ 
tribution  system,  as  described  above,  will  provide  an  amj^le  pipe 
capacity  for  pumping  to  the  reservoir  from  the  new  source,  as, 
at  the  rate  of  pumping  proposed,  very  little  of  the  water  pumped 
will  go  to  the  reservoir,  it  being  largely  used  in  the  distribution 
system  as  pumped,  and  only  the  excess  of  pumping  over  con¬ 
sumption  going  to  the  reservoir. 

I  estimate  that  the  cost  of  this  plan,  as  above  described, 
will  be  $38,045,  including  the  wells,  the  pumping  plant  and 
station  and  the  force  main.  This  is  given  in  detail  in  Estimate 
No.  I. 

I  estimate  that  the  cost  of  maintenance,  including  the  in¬ 
terest  upon  the  first  cost,  the  annual  depreciation  of  the  plant 
and  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  pumping  plant  will  be  $3,100 
per  year  in  excess  of  the  present  cost.  This  latter  sum  is  the 
true  measure  of  its  cost  in  comparison  with  that  of  any  other 
plan. 


PI.AN  OF  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  PURGATORY  BROOK  SOURCE 
AS  THE  MAIN  SUPPLY,  HOLDING  THE  BUCKMASTER 
POND  SOURCE  AS  AN  EMERGENCY  SUPPLY. 

There  is  little  or  no  doubt  that  the  source  at  Purgatory 
Brook  will  furnish  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  Norwood  for 
many  years  without  the  use  of  Buckmaster  Pond,  except  in  case 
of  accident.  The  following  is  a  description  of  the  design  of 
works  for  carrying  out  this  plan  of  the  development  of  this 
source : 


saving  in  cost  of  coal  by  the  lessening  of  the  friction  head,  while  on 
the  other  hand  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  the  next  smaller  size 
will  be  greater  because  the  extra  cost  of  the  coal  will  be  greater  than 
the  saving  of  interest. 
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A  steam  pumping  plant  will  be  the  most  economical  type, 
if  all  of  the  pumping  is  to  be  clone  here  (unless  a  gas  produc¬ 
ing  plant,  which  I  shall  refer  to  later,  is  adopted) .  The  pump 
should  be  of  such  size  that  it  can  be  run  at  a  rate  of  from 
1,500,000  to  2,000,000  gallons  in  twenty -four  hours  with  econ¬ 
omy  in  the  use  of  coal.  The  former  rate  will  admit  of  doing 
the  present  pumping  in  one  run  per  day,  even  with  the  stand 
pipe  or  smaller  reservoir  which  will  be  necessary  in  case  the 
proposed  high  service  plan  is  carried  out.  The  latter  rate  will 
provide  for  doing  all  of  the  pumping  within  ten  hours  until  the 
consumption  reaches  over  800,000  per  day,  which  amount  is 
estimated  to  be  reach  about  the  year  1925. 

The  well  system  which  can  be  extended  as  the  needs  demand 
should  have  a  present  capacity  sufficient  to  allow  a  draft  at  the 
rate  of  1,500,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  during  the  time 
which  the  pump  must  run  to  meet  the  consumption,  or  about 
seven  hours. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  a  driven  well  system  with  about 
forty  wells,  including  nine  already  driven.  This  system  will  be 
arranged  approximately  as  shown  on  Sketch  No.  2,  accompany¬ 
ing  this  report. 

The  pumping  plant  will  consist  of  one  2,000,000  gallon, 
horizontal,  fly  wheel  pumping  engine,  which  will  be  capable  of 
developing  a  duty  of  about  eighty  million  foot  pounds  for  each 
hundred  pounds  of  coal  in  ordinary  rilnning,  or  a  so-called  high 
duty  pumping  engine,  with  a  surface  condenser,  heater,  air  and 
feed  pumps. 

Note.  —  A  compound  condensing  pump  similar  to  the  one 
in  use  at  Buckmaster  Pond  can  be  used  at  a  saving  in  first  cost 
of  perhaps  $4000  or  $5000,  but  in  pumping  this  amount  of  water 
against  this  head  (approximately  275  feet  when  high  service  is 
installed),  the  cost  of  the  coal  saved  each  year  by  the  high  duty 
plant  over  the  other  will  amount  to  a  great  deal  more  than  the 
interest  and  depreciation  charges  on  this  difference  in  cost,  and 
thus  make  the  higher  priced  plant  much  the  cheaper  of  the  two. 
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It  will  not  be  possible  to  use  one  of  the  present  pumps  for  the 
new  supply  on  account  of  the  greatly  increased  pressure  brought 
upon  it,  especially  if  the  high  service  is  installed.  I  fear  that 
the  shell  and  the  working  parts  would  not  stand  an  increase  of 
pressure  from  about  forty-eight  to  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
pounds. 

There  will  be  one  horizontal,  tubular  boiler  sixty  inches 
in  diameter,  in  masonry  setting,  to  supply  steam  for  the  engine. 
It  will  not  be  necessary  to  duplicate  either  the  pump  or  the  boil¬ 
er,  as  the  Buckmaster  Pond  plant  can  be  started  at  any  time  in 
case  of  accident  to  this  machinery. 

The  pumping  station  building  will  consist  of  an  engine 
room,  boiler  room  and  chimney  of  brick  and  a  coal  shed. 

The  piping  for  the  force  main  in  this  plan  must  be  larger 
than  for  the  first  one,  because  the  pumping  will  be  at  a  more 
rapid  rate,  and  because  all  of  the  water  must  be  pumped  through 
it,  thus  making  the  item  of  increased  friction  due  to  a  small  pipe 
a  question  of  greater  importance  in  the  use  of  the  coal  needed  to 
overcome  it.  The  economic  size  of  pipe  required  when  pump¬ 
ing  500,000  gallons  per  day  at  the  rate  of  r, 500, 000  to  2,000,000 
in  twenty-four  hours  is  12-inch.  That  for  pumping  1,000,000 
per  day  at  the  rate  of  1,500,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  is 
also  12-inch,  while  that  for  pumping  1,000,000  gallons  per  day 
at  the  rate  of  2,000,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  is  14-inch. 
It  is  proposed  to  use  the  14-inch  line  in  order  to  keep  the  fric¬ 
tion  losses  in  the  pipe  as  low  as  practicable,  because  the  static 
head  is  great,  and  it  is  undesirable  to  increase  it  very  much  by 
friction  head. 

This  14-inch  line  will  be  laid  through  Ellis  avenue  and 
Washington  street  to  Prospect  street.  From  that  point  a  12-inch 
pipe  will  be  laid  as  far  as  the  end  of  the  present  8-inch  line  in 
the  latter.  It  may  become  desirable  in  the  future  (as  the  fric¬ 
tion  increases  with  the  age  of  the  pipe)  to  replace  the  8-inch  in 
Washington  street  to  Howard  street  with  a  12-inch  pipe,  or 
parallel  it  with  a  lo-inch  pipe.  This,  however,  is  not  necessary 
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at  the  present  time,  nor  will  it  be  for  some  years.  It  is  also 
proposed  to  lay  a  line  of  lo-inch  pipe  from  the  intersection  of 
Prospect  and  Washington  streets  through  Prospect  street  to  the 
corner  of  Casey  street,  a  distance  of  about  2,300  feet,  about 
1,100  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  in  Prospect  street  from  Nahatan  to 
Prospect  avenue,  and  about  400  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  on  Casey 
street  from  Prospect  street  to  the  end  of  the  present  6-inch  pipe 
on  Casey  street. 

These  last  lines  make  a  continuous  line  on  Prospect  street 
from  Washington  street  to  the  reservoir,  and  connect  with  the 
general  distribution  system  in  a  manner  to  provide,  in  combina¬ 
tion  with  the  connection  on  Washington  street,  for  a  very  easy 
flow  of  water  to  the  reservoir  from  the  pumps. 

I  estimate  the  cost  of  this  plan,  including  the  well  system, 
pumping  station  and  machinery  and  the  pipe  line  described 
above  at  $59,763,  and  the  total  annual  expense  of  maintenance 
at  about  $3,300  in  addition  to  the  present  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  last  described  plan  can  be  modified  as  follows  :  Instead 
of  a  steam  pumping  plant,  use  a  gas  producer  plant  to  furnish 
gas  to  run  a  power  pump  driven  by  a  gas  engine,  the  capacity 
of  this  plant  to  be  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  steam  pumping 
plant,  namely,  from  1,500,000  to  2,000,000  gallons  in  twenty- 
four  hours.  All  of  the  other  features  of  the  plan  to  be  the  same. 
The  substitution  of  the  gas  producer  for  the  steam  plant  will 
make  an  increase  in  the  first  cost  of  $4,600,  or  a  total  cost  of 
$64,363.  The  cost  of  operation  will  be  about  $3,350  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $3,150  for  the  steam  plant. 

These  gas  producer  plants  have  not  been  used  much  as  yet 
for  pumping  purposes,  but  the  gas  producers  have  been  used  for 
power  purposes,  and  the  gas  engines  quite  extensively  for  pump¬ 
ing,  and  there  seems  little  doubt  of  their  successful  and  satisfac¬ 
tory  operation. 
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HIGH  SERVICE. 

There  are  two  methods  of  producing  sufficient  pressure  for 
the  higher  parts  of  the  town.  One  by  putting  the  whole  town 
under  higher  service,  the  other  by  dividing  it  into  districts  and 
providing  a  separate  and  higher  reservoir,  and  an  independent 
system  of  distributing  piping  for  the  high  service  district. 

The  first  jolan  is  the  better  when  under  it  the  pressure  in 
the  lower  portion  of  the  town  will  not  be  so  great  as  to  endanger 
the  piping  and  the  house  plumbing,  or  when  the  high  service 
territory  is  separated  into  two  or  more  districts  requiring  more 
or  less  duplication  of  street  pipes  to  serve  it. 

The  second  system  is  usually  better  when  there  is  a  great 
variation  in  elevation  in  the  different  parts  of  the  town,  and  the 
high  service  territory  can  be  arranged  without  excessive  dupli¬ 
cation  of  piping. 

In  Norwood  I  believe  that  the  first  method  is  the  only  one 
that  should  be  considered.  There  is  a  difference  in  elevation  of 
only  about  a  hundred  feet  between  the  higher  and  lower  parts 
of  the  town.  Under  these  conditions  satisfactory  pressure  can 
be  maintained  on  the  higher  land  without  causing  an  excessive 
pressure  in  the  lower  streets. 

There  is  a  considerable  area  of  land  near  Prospect  and 
Winter  streets,  which  is  now  built  upon  to  some  extent,  where 
the  head  of  water  is  only  from  thirty-eight  to  sixty -three  feet 
when  the  reservoir  is  full  and  there  is  no  loss  of  head  caused  by 
friction  in  the  piping. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  with  this  head  there  is  very 
poor  domestic  service,  to  say  nothing  of  the  fire  service. 

I  believe  that  an  increase  of  feet  in  this  head,  giving  in 
the  above  named  territory  88  to  113  feet,  will  furnish  excellent 
domestic  service,  and  with  proper  piping  will  give  reasonable 
fire  protection,  as  much  as  can  be  expected  in  the  highest  parts 
of  the  town.  Effective  fire  service  cannot,  of  course,  be  expected 
on  Nahatan  street  north  of  Prospect  street  from  the  present  4-inch 
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main  in  that  street.  In  the  remainder  of  the  territory  the  service 
will  be  made  very  good,  I  believe,  if  the  head  is  increased  as 
above,  and  the  following  pipes  are  laid,  namely,  i,ioo  feet  of 
6-inch  in  Prospect  street  from  Prospect  avenue  to  Nahatan  street, 
400  feet  of  6-inch  in  Casey  street  from  end  of  present  6-inch  to 
Prospect  avenue  as  already  recommended  in  connection  with  the 
new  main  in  Prospect  street  under  plan  No.  2  of  developing  the 
new  source,  also  250  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  in  Nicols  street  from 
end  of  present  6-inch  to  Nahatan  street,  and  connect  the  pipe  on 
Howard  street  to  that  on  Myrtle  street  by  laying  200  feet  of 
6-inch  pipe.  The  laying  of  these  lines  will  eliminate  several 
dead  ends,  improve  the  circulation  and  probably  the  quality  of 
the  water  itself  in  that  location. 

RESERVOIR  OR  STAND  PIPE. 

The  present  reservoir,  which  is  an  open  reservoir  with  earth 
embankment,  is  located  on  the  highest  point  of  land  available. 
There  is  then  no  opportunity  to  build  an  earth  reservoir  for  the 
higher  service.  Either  a  steel  stand  pipe  or  a  masonary  reser¬ 
voir  must  be  used  if  the  pressure  is  to  be  increased. 

STAND  PIPE. 

The  top  of  the  stand  pipe  should  be  about  50  feet  above 
the  high  water  line  of  the  present  reservoir,  and  to  prevent  too 
great  fluctuation  in  the  height  of  water  in  the  stand  pipe  during 
the  night  or  the  time  in  which  the  pumps  are  not  running,  its 
diameter  should  be  about  60  feet.  As  the  top  of  the  foundation 
of  the  stand  pipe  will  be  about  at  the  elevation  of  the  high  water 
in  the  reservoir,  the  height  of  the  stand  pipe  itself  will  be  50  feet. 
A  stand  pipe  60  feet  in  diameter  and  50  feet  high  has  a  capacity 
of  a  little  more  than  one  million  gallons. 

This  stand  pipe  must  be  covered  to  exclude  the  light  to 
prevent  the  growth  of  vegetable  organisms  in  the  water  when 


that  from  the  new  source  is  used,  as  ground  water  cannot  be 


stored  in  the  light. 


Its  cost  will  be  approximately  as  follows

A  stand  pipe  50  feet  in  diameter  with  its  top  10  feet  higher 
than  the  one  described,  or  a  total  height  of  60  feet,  will  give 
practically  the  same  service  as  the  other.  The  fluctuation  of  the 
surface  of  the  water  will  be  greater,  however,  and  the  average 
head  against  which  the  water  must  be  pumped  will  also  be 
greater.  Its  capacity  will  be  about  850,000  gallons. 

Its  cost  will  be  approximately  as  follows  :

Although  the  stand  pipe  of  larger  diameter  is  better  in  some 
respects,  I  believe  that  it  is  not  enough  so  to  overcome  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  cost,  or  $3,220,  and,  therefore,  recommend  the  use  of 
the  smaller  diameter  and  greater  height. 


CONCRETE  RESERVOIR. 


A  concrete  reservoir  of  the  same  height  and  diameter  can  be 
used  if  desired  instead  of  the  steel  stand  pipe.  In  the  place  of 
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the  stand  pipe  6o  feet  in  diameter  I  propose  a  reservoir  with  its 
top  at  the  same  elevation,  with  the  inside  diameter  the  same  and 
with  a  depth  of  water  of  35  feet,  the  inside  bottom  being  about 
15  feet  above  the  ground  and  supported  by  a  masonry  founda¬ 
tion,  as  shown  on  Sketch  No.  3.  This  structure  will  be  built 
of  reinforced  concrete,  or  cement,  in  which  is  embedded  steel 
rods  to  give  it  tensile  strength  and  prevent  cracking.  Its  general 
appearance  will  be  about  as  shown  on  the  sketch. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  this  reservoir  will  be 
about  $27,000. 

One  built  on  the  same  plan,  but  50  feet  inside  diameter,  as 
an  alternative  to  the  50  foot  stand  pipe,  will,  it  is  estimated,  cost 
about  $23,500. 

The  advantages  of  the  concrete  reservoir  over  the  stand  pipe 
lie  in  the  saving  in  maintenance  expenses.  A  stand  pipe  must 
be  emptied,  cleaned  and  painted  at  least  once  in  three  years. 
This  makes  considerable  trouble  and  expense.  It  is  also  prob¬ 
able  that  a  steel  stand  pipe  has  a  higher  rate  of  deprecation,  or 
in  other  words  a  shorter  life,  than  a  concrete  structure. 

I  estimate  that  the  increased  expenses  due  to  cleaning  and 
painting  a  metal  stand  pipe  would  be  about  $150  a  year,  and  that 
due  to  its  more  rapid  deterioration  would  be  approximately  $50 
per  year,  making  a  total  savings  of  $200  per  year.  This  sum 
would  pay  4  per  cent,  interest  on  $5,000,  which  is  approximately 
the  difference  in  cost  between  the  two  types.  Upon  an  economic 
basis,  therefore,  the  two  forms  are  about  equal. 

It  should  be  said  that  the  use  of  concrete  reservoirs,  which 
are  not  buried  in  the  earth,  and  which  carry  a  considerable  head 
of  water,  is  of  recent  date.  I  believe,  however,  that  with  the 
moderate  pressure  which  will  be  carried  by  the  proposed  reser¬ 
voir,  with  careful  design  and  construction,  it  can  be  depended 
upon  for  successful  and  permanent  use. 

The  cost  of  the  entire  high  service  improvements,  including 
the  piping,  is  given  in  Estimates  IV  and  V,  the  former  giving 
the  cost  with  a  steel  stand  pipe,  and  the  latter  with  a  concrete 


reservoir. 
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SUMMARY. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  cost  of  the  different  plans 
proposed  : 


I.  The  development  of  the  Purgatory  Brook  source 
as  a  supplementary  supply,  to  be  used  only 
when  the  Buckmaster  Pond  source  is  insuffi¬ 
cient  or  unsatisfactory  in  quality  or  appearance.

III.  Development  the  same  as  above,  but  with  a  gas

pipe  50  feet  in  diameter  and  60  feet  high, 

V.  High  service  improvements  with  concrete  reser¬ 
voir.

The  above  estimates  do  not  include  anything  for  land  or 
water  damages. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  other  questions  than  those 
of  engineering  and  economics  involved,  this  is  one  of  those  cases 
where  it  is  difficult  for  an  engineer  to  make  a  positive  recom¬ 
mendation  in  regard  to  the  most  desirable  method  of  develop¬ 
ment.  The  development  under  Plan  I  is  certainly  the  economic 
one,  as  it  entails  a  first  cost  of  but  $28,000,  as  compared  with 
$60,000  for  Plan  II,  and  an  addition  to  the  annual  expenses  of 
but  $2,100,  as  against  $3,300. 

From  my  knowledge  of  Buckmaster  Pond,  gained  only  by 
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recent  studies  made  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  I  believe 
that  that  supply  can  generally  be  used  with  satisfaction.  There 
will  no  doubt  be  times  when  vegetable  growths,  that  occur  occa¬ 
sionally  in  all  surface  waters,  may  render  the  water  unattractive 
and  unpalatable.  At  such  times,  and  at  other  times  when  the 
supply  is  short,  the  water  can  be  pumped  from  the  new  source, 
I  believe  that  the  water  of  Buckmaster  Pond  is  perfectly  safe 
from  a  sanitary  standpoint.  It  may  be,  however,  that  after  the 
consumers  have  used  the  well  water  for  a  time,  the  return  to  the 
use  of  the  other  supply  will  cause  dissatisfaction  and  complaint, 
and  an  insistent  demand  that  the  supply  be  taken  entirely  from 
the  well  system.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  doing  this  under 
Plan  I.  It  would,  however,  increase  the  annual  cost  of  fuel 
from  $500  to  $1,000,  and,  as  respects  annual  expenses,  very 
materially  reduce  the  economic  advantage  which  this  plan  has 
over  Plan  II.  It  would,  however,  under  this  condition,  still  be 
a  less  expensive  plan. 

If,  as  has  been  suggested  as  possible,  the  town  should  at 
some  time  install  a  municipal  electric  lighting  plant,  the  machin¬ 
ery  in  Plan  I  could  be  adapted  for  driving  by  electricity,  by 
simply  installing  a  motor  connected  to  the  pump  shaft,  and, 
perhaps,  in  this  way  reduce  the  pumping  expenses.  There  is 
but  one  real  advantage  which  Plan  II  has  over  this,  and  that  is 
in  case  of  a  very  large  fire  covering  several  hours,  in  which  the 
water  in  the  stand  pipe  would  be  seriously  lowered,  a  much 
larger  amount  of  water  could  be  pumped  directly  into  the  mains 
than  with  this  plan.  This  objection  to  this  plan  is  met  by  the 
fact  that  the  Buckmaster  Pond  will,  under  either  plan,  be  kept 
ready  to  run  at  all  times,  and  can  be  started  within  an  hour.  In 
the  meantime  the  reservoir  or  stand  pipe  will  furnish  sufficient 
water  without  serious  loss  of  head,  the  pump  at  the  wells  supply¬ 
ing  water  for  two  fire  streams. 

Otherwise  than  this.  Plan  I  will  give  as  good  service  in 
every  way  as  Plan  II.  If  it  is  believed,  however,  that  the  water 
will  all,  or  most  of  it,  be  taken  from  the  new  source,  I  am  of 
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the  opinion  that  the  piping  through  Ellis  avenue  and  Washing¬ 
ton  street  should  be  of  the  same  size  as  recommended  under 
Plan  IL  This  will  provide  an  ample  pipe  capacity  for  any 
additions  which  may  be  made  to  the  plant,  at  an  additional  cost 
of  $5,000,  making  a  total  cost  of  about  $33,000. 

I  believe,  it  may  fairly  be  said,  that  Plan  I  will  furnish  a 
satisfactory  service  entirely  from  the  new  source,  if  desirable, 
provide  for  the  economic  installment  of  any  necessary  additions 
to  itself,  as  consumption  increases,  that  within  about  ten  years 
another  pumping  unit  and  more  wells  must  be  put  in  at  a  further 
cost  of  about  $8,000  (the  building  will  be  built  of  proper  size 
for  the  second  pump),  at  a  present  cost  of  $33,000,  and  that 
Plan  II  will  provide  for  all  needs  for  the  next  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  years,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  can  be  increased  by  the 
addition  of  more  wells,  and  perhaps  a  second  pump  to  avoid  the 
necessity  of  running  more  than  ten  hours  per  day,  at  a  present 
cost  of  about  $60,000. 

When  I  say  that  I  am  inclined  to  advise  the  less  expensive 
plan  on  the  principle  that,  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt,  it 
is  better  to  adopt  the  plan  involving  the  least  expenditure,  I  have 
perhaps  done  all  that  an  engineer  can  to  aid  you  in  your  decision 
of  a  matter  in  which  other  than  engineering  questions  are  in¬ 
volved. 

As  regards  the  high  service  improvements,  either  Plan  IV 
or  V  will  be  satisfactory,  but  I  recommend  the  plan  with  the 
steel  stand  pipe,  on  the  ground  of  a  lower  expenditure  and  lack 
of  experience  with  concrete  structures  of  that  type. 

If  Plan  I  and  Plan  IV  are  adopted,  the  total  cost  (exclusive 
of  land  and  water  damages),  will  be  about  $51,000,  or,  if  the 
larger  piping  is  laid,  $56,000. 

If  Plan  II  and  Plan  IV  are  adopted,  the  total  cost  (exclusive 
of  land  and  water  damages),  will  be  about  $82,700.

REMARKS. 

The  report  of  the  Selectmen  will  be  found  in  the  foregoing 
pages  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1906. 

The  resources  of  the  town  are  cash  on  hand  in  treasury, 
fifteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  dollars’  and  twenty-five 
cents  ($15,406.25).  The  liabilities  of  the  town  were  reduced 
thirteen  thousand  eight  hundred  forty-six  dollars  and  twenty-six 
cents  ($13,846,26), 

The  tax  rate  for  1905  was  $17.40,  the  increase  over  last 
year  was  caused  by  the  large  increase  in  the  state  and  county  tax. 

The  report  for  work  done  on  highways  will  be  found  in 
detail  in  the  report  of  superintendent  of  streets,  the  work  has 
been  carried  out  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the  committee  of 
fifteen,  and  has  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Our  streets 
are  in  very  good  condition,  considering  the  open  winter  with 
alternate  freezing  and  thawing,  which  keep  the  streets  in  a  cut 
up  condition,  and  subject  to  constant  wear.  The  thing  most 
needed  to  keep  the  streets  up  to  a  perfect  standard  is  good  gravel 
to  do  the  work  with.  This  is  not  lacking  in  Norwood,  but  in 
order  to  get  it  the  cost  comes  high.  In  connection  with  the 
gravel  used  in  surfacing  the  streets,  some  kind  of  clay  material 
should  be  used  which  would  act  as  a  binder  to  get  best  results. 
The  gravel  which  has  been  used  is  of  a  small  rouiid  stone  and  of 
a  sandy  nature,  and  when  laid  on  the  street  has  a  tendency  to 
spread  out  and  roll,  so  that  in  time  a  good  part  of  it  works 
toward  the  sides  and  into  the  gutter,  and  is  washed  away  by  the 
heavy  rain,  and  what  is  left  is  carted  away  when  the  gutters  are 
cleaned  in  the  spring.  The  consequence  is  constant  gravelling 
put  on  the  streets  in  the  spring,  to  be  washed  and  carted  away  the 
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next  spring.  To  overcome  this  wasteful  and  costly  way  of  doing 
the  work,  the  gravel  should  be  mixed  with  some  other  material 
which  would  tend  to  cement  it,  and  when  placed  on  the  street  it 
would  stay  there.  This  is  one  of  the  ways  in  which  our  streets 
could  be  kept  up  to  the  standard.  Another  way  would  be  to 
use  fine  crushed  stone  for  top  surfacing  only,  and  this  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  present  Telford  system  would  make  perfect  streets. 

The  stone  crushing  plant  owned  by  the  town  should  be  put 
in  running  order,  for  if  left  in  its  present  state  will  become 
valueless  from  rust  and  decay.  It  should  be  moved  from  its 
present  place  and  be  more  centrally  located. 

On  petition  of  Fred  L.  Fisher  and  others  to  the  County 
Commissioners  for  relocation  of  Pleasant  street  in  Norwood,  the 
County  Commissioners  after  due  notice  and  hearings  adjudged 
that  convenience  and  necessity  required  that  said  way  be  relo¬ 
cated,  and  on  December  5th,  1905,  made  their  return  relocating 
Pleasant  street,  from  Neponset  street  to  the  Walpole  town  line. 
By  the  return  the  town  is  required  to  complete  the  work  of  re¬ 
location  within  one  year,  and  pay  all  damages  and  expenses. 
No  damages  are  awarded,  and  abutters  are  required  to  remove 
within  three  months,  everything  from  lands  taken.

Washington  street,  from  Winter  street  to  East  Hoyle  street, 
Day  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Broadway,  Broadway, 
from  Day  street  to  Guild  street,  Cross  street,  at  junction  of  Lenox 
street  and  Guild  street,  were  repaired  in  various  places  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $433-79*  Cost  per  load,  $1.30. 

Washington  street,  from  Rock  Hill  street  running  south  to 
line  was  graveled,  at  an  expense  of  $73.80.  Cost  per  load,  84 
cents. 

Washington  street,  from  Concord  avenue  to  Dean  street,  was 
graveled  at  an  expense  of  $112.01.  Cost  per  load,  $1.1 1. 

Washington  street,  at  subway,  from  Engine  House  No.  2 
to  Dean  street,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $142.41.  Cost  per 
load,  $1.95. 

Nahatan  street,  at  the  junction  of  Silver  street.  Market  street, 
from  Nahatan  street  to  Railroad  avenue,  Washington  street,  at 
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junction  of  Nahatan  street  and  from  Railroad  avenue,  running 
north  to  finished  macadamized  road,  was  dressed  with  screened 
gravel  at  an  expense  of  $i  15.76.  Cost  per  load,  $1.57. 

Walpole  street,  from  Winter  street  to  Bond  street,  was  re¬ 
graded  and  a  foundation  of  Telford  placed  at  an  expense  of 
$275'55- 

Walpole  street,  running  north  from  the  drive  of  Mr.  James 
Berwick  (about  486  ft.),  was  regraded  with  the  Telford  system, 
and  completed  to  Eliot  street  with  a  surface  of  gravel  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $518.94. 

Walpole  street,  from  north  corner  of  stone  wall  abutting  the 
Bigelow  property  and  running  south  to  the  finished  work  at 
Walnut  avenue,  was  regraded  with  Telford  at  an  expense  of 

$397-36. 

Railroad  avenue,  from  Washington  street  to  Market  street, 
was  regraded  and  a  Telford  foundation  constructed  at  an  expense 
of  $289.31. 

Washington  street,  from  Railroad  avenue  to  Nahatan  street, 
was  regraded  to  conform  to  the  grade  established  by  the  County 
Commissioners  at  Nahatan  street.  The  road  was  finished  by  the 
Telford  system  at  an  expense  of  $467.67. 

High  street  was  regraded  from  Prospect  street  to  Fulton 
street,  sidewalks  were  built  on  the  north  and  south  sides,  re¬ 
taining  walls  were  built  abutting  property  owned  by  Mr.  Stephen 
Curran  and  Mr.  C.  Duncan,  wall  relaid  on  land  of  Mr.  Patrick 
Lyden  and  lawns  graded  where  necessary  at  an  expense  of 
$499.24. 

Casey  street  was  regraded,  sidewalk  was  built  on  the  north 
side  and  extended  on  the  south  side  where  not  finished.  At  the 
easterly  end  the  old  culvert  was  closed  up  and  two  catch  basins 
constructed.  The  old  culvert  was  connected  with  the  new  work 
with  50  feet  of  12-inch  pipe.  The  total  cost  was  $674.15. 

Fulton  street  was  regraded  from  High  street  to  Nahatan 
street.  This  work  was  called  for  on  account  of  finishing  the 
entrance  to  the  Shattuck  School. 
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There  was  a  large  amount  of  blasting 'in  constructing  this 
work,  which  increased  the  cost.  The  stone  excavated  was  used 
in  the  Telford  on  Washington  street.  The  total  cost  was 

$753 •95* 

The  ledge  on  Fulton  street,  near  the  junction  of  Myrtle 
street,  was  excavated  at  an  expense  of  $107.08. 

This  has  been  a  dangerous  obstruction  to  travel  for  some 
time,  and  by  the  regrading  now  done  it  is  obviated. 

Cross  street,  at  the  hill  abutting  the  Gay  estate,  was  graveled 
at  an  expense  of  $78.80.  Cost  per  load,  89  1-2  cents. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Washington  street,  from 
the  Coburn  estate  to  Nahatan  street,  and  on  Nahatan  street  for 
about  50  feet,  was  graded  to  conform  with  the  street.  The  total 
cost,  including  setting  the  new  edgestones  and  relaying  the  old, 
grading  the  lawns,  raising  the  buildings,  masonery  and  car¬ 
penter  work  was  $1,761.31. 

Cross  street,  the  sidewalk  abutting  land  of  Mr.  John  Oldham, 
was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $32.27.  Cost  per  load,  $1.70. 

On  William  street,  from  Kerrisey  street  to  Clark  street,  the 
sidewalks  on  the  north  and  south  sides  were  graveled  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $64.48.  Cost  per  load,  $1.61. 

Fulton  street,  from  Lyden  street  to  Nahatan  street,  and  Rail¬ 
road  avenue  on  the  south  side  from  Fulton  street,  was  repaired 
at  an  expense  of  $36.80.  Cost  per  load,  $1.31  1-2. 

Washington  street,  from  Philbrick  street  to  house  of  Mr. - 
Everett,  on  Warren  street  on  the  east  side  from  George  street  to 
Philbrick  street,  was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $79.62.  Cost 
per  load,  $2.21 . 

The  gravel  was  obtained  from  the  Davis  pit,  screened  and 
spread  from  the  cart. 

The  screenings  obtained  from  the  excavation  for  Telford' 
from  Winter  street  to  Bond  street,  was  spread  on  the  following 
sidewalks,  Winter  street,  north  side,  repaired  from  Walpole 
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street  to  Washington  street,  Guild  square  at  Methodist  church 
and  Bullard  street  on  the  west  side,  from  Winter  street  to  Day 
street. 

Screenings  obtained  from  excavation,  running  north  from 
Mr.  James  Berwick’s  drive  was  placed  on  the  following  side¬ 
walk  :  On  Philips  avenue,  on  the  south  side  from  Walpole  street, 
and  the  north  side  repaired.  The  grounds  at  the  Eliot  school 
were  dressed.  The  hill  at  the  extension  of  Philips  avenue  grav¬ 
eled,  and  repairs  on  Fisher  street  were  made  from  this  excava¬ 
tion. 

Screenings  obtained  from  work  on  Walpole  street,  abutting 
Bigelow  property  to  Walnut  avenue,  was  spread  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  sidewalks  :  Walpole  street,  west  side,  from  house  of  Mr. 
John  Chickering  to  house  of  Mr.  John  Schuster,  and  filling  a 
place  excavated  at  the  Rhodes  pit  to  obtain  the  proper  gravel 
for  the  street. 

Screenings  from  Railroad  avenue  to  Market  street  were 
spread  on  the  following  sidewalks  :  On  High  street,  and  Fulton 
street  from  Lyden  street  to  Nahatan  street.  The  screenings  from 
the  excavation  on  Washington  street  were  also  spread  on  High 
street. 

On  Lyden  street  the  sidewalk  was  repaired  on  the  south 
side, at  an  expense  of  $33.19.  Cost  per  load,  $1.29. 

Railroad  avenue,  at  the  house  of  Mr.  P.  Conolly,  and  on 
Wheelock  avenue,  at  house  of  Mr.  Jones,  were  repaired  at  an 
expense  of  $39.01.  Cost  per  load,  $1.21. 

The  sidewalk  on  the  east  side  of  Central  street  was  repaired, 
also  the  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Washington  street,  at  the 
house  of  Airs.  Sanborn,  and  on  Alaple  street,  abutting  land  of 
Air.  John  E.  Smith  at  an  expense  of  $6.49.  Cost  per  load, 
$1.08. 


REPAIR  OF  CULVERTS. 


The  culvert  on  Alunroe  street,  at  house  of  Air.  Daniel  Hor- 
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rigan,  was  cleaned,  and  also  the  drain  connecting  with  the  outlet 
at  an  expense  of  $13.75. 

The  inlets  to  the  culverts  at  the  junctions  of  Washington 
and  Vernon  street,  and  Washington  and  Cottage  street,  were 
taken  up  and  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $9.78. 

The  culverts  at  the  junction  of  Cottage  and  Nichols  street, 
and  the  junction  of  Vernon  and  Maple  street,  were  taken  up  and 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $8.00. 

On  Washington  street,  the  culvert  running  north  of  the 
Balch  school,  was  taken  up  in  sections,  and  cleaned  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $5.78. 

The  culvert  on  Maple  street,  with  outlet  running  through 
land  of  Mr.  John  E.  Smith,  and  also  the  inlet  drain  through  the 
land  of  Mr.  E.  Baker,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $12.00. 

The  culvert  on  Lyden  street,  with  outlet  through  land  of 
Mr.  Michael  Folan,  was  taken  up  and  cleaned,  and  two  iron 
inlet  grates  set  at  an  expense  of  $13.75. 

The  culvert  on  School  street  was  taken  up  by  sections,  and 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $4.00. 

OPEN  DRAINS. 

The  drain,  running  from  School  street  northerly  across 
Railroad  avenue  to  Fulton  street,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense 
of  $8.00. 

The  drain  on  Cross  street,  running  through  land  of  Mr. 
William  Tobin,  and  also  through  the  street  and  land  of  Mr. 
Hamlin,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $13.28. 

The  1 5 -inch  pipe  drain,  running  through  the  Guy  estate  on 
Nahatan  street,  was  taken  up  and  cleaned,  and  eight  feet  of  new 
pipe  laid  to  replace  the  broken,  at  an  expense  of  $14.22. 

A  section  of  the  town  sewer,  running  through  land  of  Mr. 
William  Tobin,  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $9.89. 

The  drain  running  from  Washington  street,  through  land  of 
!Mr.  R.  B.  Everett,  to  the  old  reservoir  of  the  N.  Y.  &  N.  H. 
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R.R.,  also  the  drain  connecting  from  Washington  street  to 
Walpole  street  was  cleaned  and  widened  at  an  expense  of  $32.00. 
This  drain  was  practically  closed  one  third  of  the  way. 

The  drain  running  from  Washington  street,  through  land  of 
Mr.  Allen  Talbot  to  Maple  street,  and  connecting  drain  running 
through  land  of  Miss  Gay  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Dean,  also  the  drain 
running  from  Wheelock  avenue  to  Nichols  street,  were  widened 
and  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $20.00. 

The  drain  running  from  Fulton  street,  through  the  land  of 
the  Pond  estate,  to  land  of  Mr.  Patrick  Fahy,  and  the  three  con¬ 
necting  drains  from  Nahatan  street  were  cleaned,  and  where  it 
required,  widened.  Also  the  outlet  which  receives  the  water 
from  the  catch  basins  on  Prospect  street  and  Lyden  street  were 
repaired  at  an  expense  of  $22.22. 

The  drain  in  rear  of  land  of  E.  F.  Roby  was  cleaned  at  an 
expense  of  $2.67. 

The  drain  running  through  Clark  Swamp,  from  land  of 
Mr.  Pendergast  to  Rock  street,  and  drain  connecting  said  drain 
to  the  culvert  of  the  N.  Y.  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.,  was  widened 
where  necessary,  and  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $28.00. 

The  drain  running  from  Washington  street  north  of  the 
Balch  school  to  the  Morrill  Ink  works,  and  the  connecting  drain 
from  the  Robbins  estate,  and  also  the  drain  running  from  Savin 
avenue  to  Robbins  pond,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $12.00. 

The  drain  from  Walpole  street,  running  parallel  with  Wal- 
nuc  avenue  to  Snakeup  pond,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of 
$i  2.00. 

REPAIR  OF  FENCES. 

On  Pleasant  street,  at  the  culvert  abutting  land  of  Mr. 
Alvin  Fuller  estate,  a  new  fence  was  built  at  an  expense  of 
$27.62. 

On  Everett  street,  the  rail  fence  at  the  bridge  was  repaired 
at  an  expense  of  $3.45. 

The  fence  on  Fulton  street,  at  house  of  Mr.  James  O’Brien, 
was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $1.56. 
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At  the  junction  of  Cross  and  Lenox  streets  an  iron  fence 
was  constructed  of  gas  pipe,  at  an  expense  of  $45.00. 

On  Washington  street,  abutting  the  land  of  the  Morse  estate, 
the  retaining  wall  was  raised  to  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  new  fence  built  by  the  abutter.  The  cost  of  this 
work  was  $24.67. 

RAKING,  SCRAPING,  AND  CLEANING  GUTTERS. 

The  cost  of  raking  and  scraping  and  removing  the  material 
in  the  spring,  and  care  of  the  gutters  during  the  year,  was 
$1,361.14.  The  amount  of  the  material  from  this  work  sold 
was  $104.60. 

CLEANING  CATCH  BASINS  IN  STORMS. 

The  cost  of  the  care  of  catch  basins  during  storms,  for  the 
year,  was  $56.93. 

CARE  OF  CATCH  BASINS. 

The  cost  of  the  care  of  the  catch  basins,  and  the  removal  of 
the  material  during  the  year,  was  $110.83. 

ROLLING. 

The  cost  for  rolling  on  the  various  work,  during  the  year, 
was  $14.33. 

MOWING  GRASS  AND  BUSHES. 

The  cost  for  mowing  the  grass  and  bushes,  during  the  yeari 
was  $177.67. 

NEW  CATCH  BASINS. 

On  Washington  street,  at  the  junction  of  Nahatan  street,  a 
catch  basin  was  built,  with  an  outlet  requiring  370  feet  10  inch 
pipe,  and  connecting  with  the  drain  at  the  Talbot  block,  at  an 
expense  of  $346.55.  This  basin  takes  the  water  from  Nahatan 
street,  which  formerly  crossed  Washington  street,  and  formed  a 
gully,  and  eventually  will  take  the  surface  water  from  Railroad 
avenue.  On  Day  street,  a  catch  basin  was  built  on  the  north 
side,  to  obviate  the  filling  up  of  the  18  inch  pipe  running  under 
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the  house  of  Mr.  B.  Osgood,  and  connecting  eventually  with  a 
pipe  drain  to  be  laid  parallel  wdth  new  street  now  building  by 
Mr.  J.  E.  Smith.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $34.68.  The 
catch  basin  on  Leyden  street,  near  the  junction  of  Prospect 
street,  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $2.22. 

PAVING. 

At  the  junction  of  Day  street  and  Central  street,  a  crossing 
gutter  was  constructed  at  an  expense  of  $36.73.  Cost  per  yard, 
93  1-2  cents. 

A  crossing  was  constructed  at  the  junction  of  Winslow 
avenue  and  Walnut  avenue,  at  an  expense  of  $57.86.  Cost  per 
yard,  $1.22.  This  work  called  for  grading  of  the  street  to  con¬ 
form  to  the  gutter. 

On  Cottage  street,  on  the  north  side  from  Maple  street,  to 
completed  gutter  at  house  of  Mr.  F.  Talbot,  a  paved  gutter  was 
constructed  at  an  expense  of  $157.30.  Cost  per  yard,  91  cents. 

On  Cross  street,  south  side  from  land  abutting  Mrs.  Conolly 
to  the  outlet  at  the  bridge,  a  paved  gutter  was  constructed  at  an 
expense  of  $134.79.  Cost  per  yard,  $1.08. 

On  the  north  side  of  Day  street,  the  paving  was  relaid  to 
conform  to  the  grade  of  the  new  catch  basin,  at  an  expense  of 
$42.73. 

On  Winter  street,  near  the  junction  of  Washington  street, 
the  paving  at  the  stand  pipe  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $6.44. 


REMARKS. 

Our  main  streets,  that  is  Washington  street  from  Guild 
street  to  the  railroad  crossing  at  the  Norwood  Press,  and  Wal¬ 
pole  street,  from  Winter  street,  running  south  to  the  State  road, 
have  been  regraded  by  sections,  with  a  foundation  of  Telford, 
during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  which  has  produced  a  good 
and  substantial  road.  On  Washington  street  there  still  remains 
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a  section,  from  Hoyle  street  to  Douglas  avenue,  and  at  the  rail¬ 
road  crossing  at  the  Norwood  Press  to  complete.  On  Walpole 
street  there  are  two  sections  to  complete.  One  from  Bond  street 
to  about  loo  feet  beyond  Hoyle  street,  and  from  Eliot  street  to 
Sanders  road,  which  will  give  a  continued  stone  road  to  the 
Norwood  line. 

There  are  a  number  of  streets  which  should  receive  a  dress¬ 
ing  of  coarse  screened  gravel  during  the  year.  Among  the  most 
important  are  Fulton  street,  from  Nahatan  street  to  Railroad 
avenue.  High  street  should  be  graveled.  Nahatan  street,  west 
from  Prospect  street,  should  be  repaired  in  a  number  of  places. 
Railroad  avenue,  from  Lenox  street  to  Munroe  street,  should  re¬ 
ceive  a  dressing  of  gravel.  Chapel  street,  from  Savin  avenue  to 
the’sLibway,  if  not  with  Telford,  should  receive  a  coat  of  coarse 
gravel.  Broadway,  from  the  junction  of  Guild  street,  running 
north  for  about  150  feet,  should  be  repaired  with  a  foundation  of 
Telford. 

The  stone  we  have  used  in  Telford  construction  has  been 
obtained  mostly  from  the  ordinary  repairs,  and  construction  of 
new  work,  and,  if  we  cannot  obtain  them  otherwise  than  by  pur¬ 
chase  by  the  load,  will  increase  the  cost  of  construction. 

There  has  been  considerable  fault  found  with  the  condition 
of  our  sidewalks,  which,  on  account  of  the  open  winter,  and 
action  of  the  frost,  has  made  a  great  many  of  them  impassable. 
Now  I  know  of  but  two  remedies,  one  is  to  use  concrete,  and  the 
other  is  to  use  crushed  stone.  To  -use  the  stone  I  would  ex¬ 
cavate  to  a  depth  of  seven  or  eight  inches,  say  on  a  seven  feet 
sidewalk,  about  five  feet  wide,  and  leave  at  intervals  outlet 
drains  to  the  gutter,  and  fill  this  excavation  with  two  inch  stone, 
seven  inches  in  depth,  and  level  off  with  one  inch  stone,  two 
inches  in  depth.  Roll,  and  sprinkle  with  screened  hard  pan,  just 
enough  to  bind.  Roll,  and  dress  with  one  and  one  half  inch  in 
depth  of  stone  dust,  and  when  in  want  of  repair  use  stone  dust. 
This  method  will  cost  more  than  the  ordinary  way  of  repairing, 
but  I  think  will  obviate  the  mud. 
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I  recommend  that  two  catch  basins  be  constructed  at  the 
south  corner  of  Vernon  and  Washington  streets.  One  large  basin 
to  be  built  on  Vernon  street,  and'  one  small  one  on  Washington 
street.  The  outlet  to  be  of  pipe  instead  of  the  old  stone  culvert, 
and  connect  with  proposed  pipe  to  be  continued  from  the  wall 
at  the  rear  of  the  church.  If  you  connect  the  outlets  from  the 
basins  to  the  old  stone  culvert,  you  will  still  have  the  gravel, 
which  has  been  collecting  there  for  some  time,  to  wash  down  and 
clog  the  proposed  pipe  to  be  laid  parallel  to  the  new  street  now 
in  construction  on  the  meadows.  In  laying  a  pipe  in  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  Washington  street,  it  will  remain  intact  in  excavating  for 
a  sewer,  where  the  old  stone  culvert  would  have  to  be  taken  up 
and  replaced,  and  would  settle  at  that  point  of  filling,  which 
would  incline  the  water  from  the  basin  partly  to  enter  the  trench 
and  cause  depressions  in  the  street. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  laying  the 
proposed  pipe  drains,  and  facing  the  open  drain  with  stone,  on 
the  location  of  the  new  street  now  being  constructed  by  Mr. 
John  E.  Smith. 

I  recommend  that  a  new  catch  basin  be  built  at  the  junction 
of  Nichols  street  and  Prospect  avenue. 

I  recommend  a  catch  basin  to  be  constructed  on  Kerrisey 
street,  near  the  junction  of  Williams  street,  to  receive  the  water 
from  a  spring  vyhich  is  constantly  overflowing  and  doing  damage 
to  the  abutters. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  extend  the 
15  in.  pipe  from  Wheelock  avenue  to  Nichols  street.  In  laying 
this  pipe  you  connect  with  the  catch  basin  on  Prospect  avenue, 
and  obviate  the  clogging  of  the  pipe  now  laid  to  Maple  street. 
I  will  state  that  the  pipe  within  the  location  of  Wheelock  avenue 
will  have  to  be  taken  up  and  cleaned  before  the  extension  is 
laid. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  re-build  the 
abutment  wall  on  Everett  street,  at  bridge,  as  I  consider  that  no 
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ordinary  repairs  would  be  of  any  duration.  This  wall  should  be 
laid  in  cement. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  repair  the  cul¬ 
vert,  clean  the  sluice  way,  and  build  a  new  fence  at  the  culvert 
on  Neponset  street  abutting  the  land  of  Mr.  Joel  VVetherbee. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  repair  of 
Water  street  bridge. 

I  recommend  that  the  following  cross  walks  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  during  the  year  on  Washington  street.  One  at  the 
corner  of  Nahatan  street,  one  at  the  corner  of  Cottage  street,  one 
at  Day  street,  and  one  at  Vernon  street ;  and  that  the  sidewalk 
at  the  east  side  of  Washington  street,  from  completed  walk  to 
Norwood  square,  be  concreted. 

The  above  recommendations  I  consider  of  importance,  and 
have  mentioned  them  to  you  for  your  consideration.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL,  LIBRARY. 


In  our  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  endeavor  of  the 
Trustees  to  make  the  library  of  more  real  value  to  the  teachers  in 
their  work  in  the  schools,  hoping  that  it  might  thereby  become 
an  educational  assistant.  An  appeal  was  made  to  the  teachers 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  library.  The  High  School  as 
in  former  years  has  responded,  but  the  work  has  not  extended 
to  other  grades  as  it  has  been  our  desire. 

The  growing  demand  for  reference  books  has  compelled  us 
to  direct  our  purchases  in  this  direction,  so  that  with  the  limited 
fund  at  our  disposal,  only  37  per  cent,  this  year  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  for  fiction.  Considering  the  fact  that  80  per  cent,  of  the 
circulation  has  been  fiction,  if  we  are  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  library  in  all  its  calls  more  money  is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  necessity  of  retaining  the  assistant  librarian  for  full 
library  hours  and  our  many  other  increasing  expenses  in  main¬ 
taining  the  library,  is  consuming  so  much  of  our  appropriation 
that  only  about  one-half  of  the  amount  has  been  expended  for 
books  this  year  in  comparison  with  former  years.  The  circu¬ 
lation  of  books  this  past  year  is  the  second  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  librarv. 

The  new  card  catalogue  cabinet  has  been  purchased  from 
the  special  appropriation  with  additional  money  from  the  usual 
fund.  It  is  of  mahogany,  corresponding  with  the  finish  and 
furniture.  It  has  sixty  trays  and  slides  for  resting  the  trays 
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during  consultation.  It  has  been  conveniently  placed  in  the 
stack  room,  accessible  to  the  charging  desk  and  stacks,  and  is 
well  lighted.  The  use  of  the  catalogue  has  increased  thereby  to 
a  great  extent.  The  bound  volumes  of  magazines  have  been 
withdrawn  from  circulation  owing  to  their  value  as  reference 
books,  the  liabilities  of  loss  or  destruction  on  account  of  contag¬ 
ious  diseases,  and  the  expense  and  difficulties  in  replacing.  The 
books  on  the  east  side  of  the  stack  room  have  been  re-adjusted 
so  that  the  entire  side  is  in  use.  As  soon  as  more  shelves  can 
he  procured,  the  remaining  stack  will  be  similarly  treated. 
Money  for  this  purpose  is  also  needed.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 


Norwood,  Mass.,  Feb.  i,  1906. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  my  work  as 
Inspector  of  Animals  for  the  past  year : 

In  February  of  1905,  two  cows  were  placed  in  quarantine 
under  suspicion  of  having  Tuberculosis.  Both  of  these  cows 
were  passed  upon  by  an  Inspector  from  the  Cattle  Bureau  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  as  being  Tuberculous,  and  killed, 
and  the  barns  in  which  they  were  kept  were  cleansed  and  disin¬ 
fected. 

In  the  early  spring  three  horses  were  rejDorted  to  me  as  being 
suspicious  of  having  Glanders.  Fortunately  in  each  case  it  was 
found  that  Glanders  did  not  exist,  and  that  the  suspicion  was 
attributable  to  some  other  cause. 

In  June  a  cow  was  placed  in  quarantine  as  being  Tubercu¬ 
lous.  She  was  later  examined  and  condemned  by  a  State  Inspec¬ 
tor.  She  was  then  killed,  and  the  barn  in  which  she  had  been 
kept  disinfected. 

Notices  were  received  in  the  summer  from  the  Cattle 
Bureau  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  posted  in  black¬ 
smith  shops  and  other  conspicuous  places,  warning  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  prevalence  of  Glanders  and  Farcy,  and  of  the  course 
that  it  becomes  their  duty  to  pursue,  should  they  have  a  suspicion 
of  the  existence  of  either  of  these  diseases. 

We  have  been  especially  fortunate  again  this  year,  there  not 
having  been  a  single  case  of  Glanders  or  Farcy  in  our  town,  so 
far  as  I  know. 
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In  the  fall,  on  two  occasions,  a  car  load  of  cattle  came  into 
the  town  from  without  the  State.  After  the  acceptance  of  certi¬ 
ficates  of  a  satisfactory  Tuberculin  test  by  the  Chief  of  the  Cattle 
Bureau,  they  were  ordered  released  from  quarantine. 

About  the  first  of  October  orders  were  received  from  the 
Cattle  Bureau  to  make  a  complete  inspection  of  all  neat  cattle, 
sheep,  and  swine,  within  the  town.  This  inspection,  the  same 
as  is  ordered  each  year,  is  made  with  reference  to  the  existence 
of  any  contagious  disease,  to  the  general  physical  condition  of 
the  food  producing  animals,  and  to  the  cleanliness  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  premises  in  which  they  are  housed. 

An  Inspector  is  governed  somewhat  by  the  history  of  the 
herd  as  obtained  from  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the 
stock.  It  is  then  obvious,  that  to  obtain  good  results,  stock 
owners  must  co-operate  with  the  Inspector.  During  this  inspec¬ 
tion  there  were  77  premises  visited.  There  was  found  to  be  83 
stables,  containing  401  cattle,  and  70  pigs.  Nine  cattle  were 
placed  in  quarantine  as  being  suspicious  of  having  Tuberculosis. 

These  cattle  were  examined  by  a  State  Inspector,  and  four 
of  them  condemned  as  being  Tuberculous.  These  were  killed, 
and  upon  post-mortem  examination  revealed  the  presence  of 
Tuberculosis.  Three  were  released  as  not  showing  a  sufficient 
development  of  the  disease  to  warrant  taking  them  on  a  physical 
examination,  and  the  other  two  were  released  on  account  of  lack 
of  funds. 

Except  for  these  cattle,  the  animals  were  found,  in  most 
places,  to  be  generally  in  good  physical  condition,  kept  reason¬ 
ably  clean,  and  housed  in  stables  suffitiently  roomy,  well  lighted, 
well  ventilated,  and  provided  with  suitable  drainage.  An  official 
report  of  this  inspection  has  been  sent  in  detail  to  the  Cattle 
Bureau  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  Early  in  the  winter 
a  car  load  of  cattle  came  into  town  from  without  the  State,  with¬ 
out  having  the  usual  permit,  or  having  been  previously  tested. 
They  were  placed  in  quarantine,  and  subjected  to  the  State 
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Tuberculin  test.  One  cow  reacted,  and  was  condemned  and 
killed.  The  others  were  released  from  quarantine. 

After  the  first  of  the  year,  the  two  cows  that  had  been 
quarantined  previously  and  released  by  lack  of  funds,  were  again 
placed  in  quarantine,  and  after  being  examined  by  a  State  In¬ 
spector,  were  condemned  and  killed. 

In  January  two  cows  were  called  to  my  attention  as  being 
suspicious  of  Tuberculosis.  They  were  not  considered  to  have 
sufficiently  developed  symptoms  to  warrant  placing  them  in 
quarantine,  but  will  be  examined  again  later.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN 

DRAIN. 


The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  article  seventeen  of 
the  Town  Meeting  held  June  30,  1905,  reports  as  follows  : — 

^Ve  employed  an  engineer  who  went  over  the  old  sewer  and 
adjoining  ground  ;  made  a  plan  for  taking  care  of  the  present 
sewerage,  and  presented  it  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  who 
report  as  follows  :  — 

The  Board  has  caused  the  locality  to  be  examined  by  its 
engineer  and  has  considered  the  plan  submitted.  The  location 
of  the  proposed  filter  beds  is  at  such  a  distance  from  the  village 
and  from  dwelling  houses,  that  its  use  for  the  purpose  now 
proposed  is  unlikely  to  be  objectionable  for  the  present  at  least. 

The  plan  has  several  objectionable  features,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  of  which  are  the  comparatively  slight  elevation  of  the 
filters  above  the  level  of  the  brook,  the  shallowness  of  the  filter¬ 
ing  material,  and  the  danger  of  the  escape  of  a  large  amount  of 
unpurified  sewerage  by  leakage  from  the  sewer  when  the  outlet 
is  raised  to  the  surface  of  the  beds  and  the  liability  of  clogging 
in  the  depressed  part  of  the  sewer ;  and  the  necessity  of  remov¬ 
ing  some  of  these  objectionable  features  may  entail  a  larger 
expense  than  is  now  expected,  since,  if  the  sew^er  should  leak 
badly  or  become  clogged,  or  the  filter  beds  should  not  operate 
satisfactorily,  it  may  be  necessary  to  rebuild  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  sew'er,  and  to  raise  the  level  of  the  filter  beds  by 
filling. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  it  is  desirable  for  the  towui  to 
abandon  the  present  sew'er  and  construct  without  delay  a  suffi- 


cient  portion  of  the  proposed  sewerage  system  of  the  town  to 
dispose  of  the  contents  of  this  sewer.  The  Board,  however, 
approves  the  plan  for  temporary  disposal  of  the  sewage  upon 
the  proposed  filtering  area,  with  the  understanding  that  the  level 
of  the  filter  beds  shall  be  raised  if  necessary,  and  provided  also 
that  the  use  of  this  area  for  sewage  disposal  shall  be  discontinued 
when  a  sewerage  system  for  the  town  shall  be  constructed. 

The  Board  hereby  extends  the  time  for  the  removal  of  the 
sewage  of  the  town  sewer  from  the  Neponset  river  and  its  tribu¬ 
taries  to  July  I,  1906. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  town  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  election  of  three  sewer  commissioners  as  provided 
for  in  Chaper  31 1,  Acts  of  1901,  who  are  to  proceed  to  construct 
such  parts  of  a  main  sewer,  sewer  beds,  etc.,  as  will  take  care 
of  the  town  sewer,  and  when  completed  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
general  sewer  system  of  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  voters  of  Norwood : 

Many  complaints  have  been  investigated  during  the  past 
year,  and  nuisances  abated,  overflowing  cesspools  and  unsanitary 
plumbing  furnishing  the  greatest  number  of  cases. 

COLLECTION  OF  SWILL. 

The  collection  of  swill  has  been  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Siegmund  of  Walpole,  and  we  believe  has  been  cared  for  in  a 
careful  and  generally  satisfactory  manner.  The  amount  of 
swill  collected,  and  the  distance  travelled  have  materially  in¬ 
creased  during  the  year,  in  consequence  of  which  the  contract 
price  for  collecting  has  been  increased  to  $200.00  per  year. 

PLUMBING  INSPECTIONS. 

The  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Mr.  F.  E.  Colburn,  and  the 
Assistant  Inspector,  Mr.  E.  J.  Winn  of  Dedham,  have  made  one 
hundred  and  five  inspections  during  the  year. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  question  of  a  sewerage  system  for  Norwood  has  received 
considerable  attention  during  the  past  few  months  from  the 
Business  Association  and  Board  of  Trade,  as  well  as  from  the 
citizens  of  the  town,  in  their  meetings.  That  the  town  needs 
sewerage  is  conceded  by  all  who  have  a  knowledge  of  existing 
conditions,  and  the  prevalence  of  the  more  severe  contagious  dis¬ 
eases,  especially  scarlet  fever,  only  adds  force  to  the  argument 
for  its  early  installation.  We  trust  that  a  beginning,  at  least, 
may  be  made  during  the  coming  months.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Norwood,  Mass.,  Jan.  31,  1906. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen  :  We  herewith  present  our  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1906. 

During  the  year  parts  of  the  Department  have  been  called 
out  to  67  fires.  Fourteen  (14)  whistle  alarms  and  fifty-three 
(53)  still  alarms,  as  follows  : 


Value  of  building's,  $29,330.  Loss  on  buildings,  $6,895. 

Insurance  on  buildings,  $23,200.  Insurance  paid  on  buildings,  $6,232. 
Value  of  contents,  $18,235.  Loss  on  contents,  $6,880. 

Insurance  on  contents,  $12,200.  Insurance  paid  on  contents,  $6,395. 
Number  of  grass,  brush  and  wood  fires,  fifty-three  (53). 
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RECORD  OF  FIRES  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  JANUARY  31,  1906 
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APPARATUS  IN  DEPARTMENT.

REMARKS. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  wish  to  make  the  following  remarks 
and  recommendations  : 

One  of  the  things  which  has  given  the  Department  great 
annoyance  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  prevalence  of  brush 
and  wood  fires.  When  such  fires  are  caused  by  mere  accident, 
or  even  through  carelessness,  or  when  they  originate  in  causes 
difficult  of  explanation,  they  do  not  impress  one  as  so  aggravating 
as  the  fires  have  been  which  we  have  had  to  deal  with  during  the 
past  year. 

From  the  best  information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  we 
are  forced  to  declare  that  a  large  majority  of  the  brush  and  wood 
fires  of  the  year  1905  have  had  their  sole  origin  in  malicious 
mischief  on  the  part  of  boys  and  young  men  who  set  fires  simply 
for  sport.  These  fires  have  cost  the  town,  in  exact  figures, 
during  the  past  year,  $456.50. 

This  amount  is  about  one-sixth  of  the  total  amount  expended 
for  fire  purposes  during  the  year.  It  is  a  large  expense  to  be 
incurred  simply  by  unnecessary  boyish  mischief.  We  have  this 
to  say  to  the  boys  and  to  teachers,  parents,  and  guardians  of 
youth  :  Arson  is  a  serious  crime  at  law,  and  we  shall  see  to  it 
that  everyone  who  maliciously  and  mischievously  starts  a  brush 
or  wood  fire  shall,  if  found  out,  be  as  severely  dealt  with  as  the 
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courts  will  allow.  The  property  endangered  by  these  fires  is 
among  the  best  residential  .property  in  town,  and  is  valued  at 
many  thousands  of  dollars. 

Another  point  which  we  would  emphasize  is  the  need  of 
more  promptness  in  turning  in  alarms.  In  some  fires,  during 
the  past  year,  delay  in  turning  in  an  alarm  has  entailed  a  loss  of 
$2,000  or  $3,000.  The  Department  is  severely  handicapped  if 
it  arrives  at  a  fire  late.  When  there  has  been  a  delay  in  giving 
in  the  alarm,  we  feel  that  a  loss  has  been  sustained  that  could 
have  been  avoided  had  notification  reached  us  when  it  should. 

When  a  fire  has  been  discovered  the  alarm  should  be  turned 
in  at  once.  Late  at  night,  when  there  are  few  people  out,  it  is 
especially  important  that  people  who  happen  to  be  upon  the 
streets  should  give  the  quickest  possible  notification  of  a  fire. 
We  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  list  of  fire  alarm  boxes 
printed  with  this  report.  Residents  should  ascertain  where 
their  boxes  is,  bear  it  in  mind  and  be  ready  to  act  promptly 
and  intelligently  when  a  fire  breaks  out.  Remember  particularly 
this  rule  :  After  breaking  the  glass  and  securing  the  key  of  the 
fire  alarm  box,  turn  the  key  half  way  round,  and  hold  it  back. 
With  a  slight  pull  the  door  will  open.  The  box  has  a  spring 
lock.  Do  not  attempt  to  turn  the  Key  fully  around.  It 
should  be  turned  half  way  around. 

We  would  urge  just  as  strongly  as  we  did  last  year,  the  im¬ 
perative  need  of  having,  in  the  near  future,  better  facilities  for 
fighting  fires.  The  recent  disastrous  fire  in  Rutland,  Vt.,  points 
its  impressive  lesson  as  to  the  folly  of  having  a  large  town  in¬ 
adequately  provided  with  facilities  for  protection  against  fires. 
But  little  can  be  done  in  this  town,  however,  until  we  have  a 
proper  building  to  put  our  apparatus  in.  The  town  has,  during 
the  past  year,  done  wisely  in  purchasing  land  on  Market  street 
for  a  central  fire  station. 

We  would  recommend,  for  the  coming  year,  that  a  commit¬ 
tee  be  chosen  or  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  of  erecting  a 
building,  and  report  to  the  town  at  its  earliest  convenience  as  to 
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just  the  kind  of  a  central  fire  station  it  would  be  advisable  to 
put  up.  As  soon  as  a  suitable  building  is  erected  we  shall 
recommend  the  purchase  of  an  improved,  up-to-date  hook  and 
ladder  apparatus,  and  such  other  apparatus  as  seems  proper  and 
necessary. 

We  would  recommend,  for  the  present  year,  the  purchase 
of  looo  additional  feet  of  hose,  and  the  appropriation  of  $3,000 
for  general  fire  expenses.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Cemetery  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  report 
for  the  financial  year  ending  January  31,  1906. 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Dexter  has  superintended  the  labor  in  care  of 
lots,  maintenance  and  improying  avenues  and  walks,  and  general 
care,  also  putting  in  monument  foundations  and  grading  lots. 

The  work  of  grading  and  preparing  more  lots’  for  future  use 
has  been  continued. 

Some  new  avenues  and  walks  have;been  made,  and  more 
graveling  done  on  the  old  ones. 

The  appearance  of  the  cemetery  has  been  very  good,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  avenues  and  walks  and  most  of  the  lots,  but  the  total 
neglect  of  some  of  the  lot  owners  injures  the  appearance  of  the 
whole  cemetery. 

ISIore  of  the  lot  owners  deposited  money  for  perpetual  care 
of  their  lots  this  year. 

We  would  suggest  to  lot  owners  the  propriety  of  making 
provision  in  their  wills  for  the  perpetual  care  of  their  lots,  if 
they  do  not  do  it  before. 

There  have  been  113  interments  this  year. 

There  are  now  five  bodies  in  the  tomb.

SPECIMEN  BALLOTS,  CARDS  OF  INSTRUCTIONS,  ETC.,  ETC. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwcallli  of 
Massachusetts  governing  elections  Village  Hall  was  fitted  up 
as  a  polling  place,  a  space  railed  off  and  compartments  p’'o- 


vided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  and  examin¬ 
ing  their  ballots  and  each  compartment  was  supplied  with  • 
cards  of  instructions  and  other  necessary  facilities.  Cards  of 
instructions  and  specimen  ballots  were  also'  posted  in  di^er- 
ent  parts  of  the  building  outside  of  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk 
delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks  one  sealed  package  marked 
“seventeen  hundred  (1700)  Official  Ballots,  March  6,  1905.” 
and  one  package  marked  “five  hundred  (500)  ballots  for 
School  Committee  Only,  March  6,  1905,”  and  took  their  re¬ 
ceipt  therefor.  The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  dupli¬ 
cate  sets  of  lists  of  registered  voters  of  the  town,  one  for  men 
voters  and  one  for  women  voters  as  prepared  by  the  Regis¬ 
trars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  also  sup¬ 
plied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from,  the  packages  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Town  Clerk,  and  stationed  at  the  entrance 
to  the  polling  place  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots 
only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  vot¬ 
ing  list.  The  ballot  box  used  in  elections  was  then  opened 
in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Moderator  and  other  elec¬ 
tion  officers  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  register  was  set  at 
zerO'  and  the  box  locked.  At  fifteen  minutes  past  se^^en 
o’clock  a.  m.,  on  motion  by  Mr.  C.  M.  Callahan,  voted  that 
the  polls  be  now  opened  for  the  election  of  officers  designated 
in  Article  2,  and  alsoi  for  voting  on  the  question  of  license, 
and  by  vote  of  the  meeting  were  kept  open  until  forty-five 
minutes  past  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when,  after  due 
notice,  they  were  declared  closed.  By  the  unanimous  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Moderator,  Town  Clerk  and  the  other  election 
officers  the  ballot  box  was  opened  at  one  o’clock  p.  m.  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted. 

TOTAL  VOTE  CAST. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  at  the  close  of  the  polls  and 
the  register  stood  at  eleven  hundred  and  seven  (1,107).  "^^e 

box  had  failed  to  register  ten  (10)  votes  so  that  the  exact 
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number  of  ballots  deposited  was  eleven  hundred  and  seven- 
'  teen  (1,117).  names  checked  on  the  voting  lists  by  the 

Ballot  Clerks  at  the  extrance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the 
checkers  at  hhe  ballot  box  were  counted  and  compared  and 
found  to  agree,  and  the  total  number  of  names  so  checked 
was  eleven  hundred  and  seventeen  (1,117),  sixty-six  (66)  of 
which  were  women’s  votes  for  School  Committee  only,  which 
were  sorted,  counted  and  declaration  thereof  made  in  open 
town  meeting  at  forty-five  minutes  past  eight  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  as  follows :

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DRAIN  RUNNING  THROUGH  LAND  OF 
GEO.  EVERETT  ESTATE  AND  ALVIN  FULLER  MADE  APRIL  3, 

1905- 
Article  5. 

Gentlemen — Your  committee  appointed  at  a  town  meet¬ 
ing  on  September  7th,  A.  D.  1904,  under  Article  10,  “to  see 
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if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to  investig'ate  the  matter 
of  drainage  through  the  land  of  George  Everett  estate:  and 
Alvin  Fuller  and  report  on  same  at  some  future  meeting  or 
take  any  other  action”  desire  to  report  that  they  have  been 
over  the  lands  in  question  and  have  given  the  matter  consid¬ 
erable  thought  and  discussion.  Through  these  lands  there  is- 
a  natural  water  course  which  receives  practically  all  the  sur¬ 
face  w-ater  of  our  village  which  should  and  finally  does  empty 
into  the  Neponset  river.  Some  15  or  20  years  ago  the  town 
and  Smith  Brothers  together  constructed  a  pipe  line  which 
was  nearly  parallel  with  the  aforementioned  stream  or  water 
way  and  was  designed  to  convey  all  the  tanner^'  sewerage  di¬ 
rectly  and  independently  to  the  river.  We  found  this  pipe  line 
still  doing  its  work  perfectly  well,  and  we  found  the  little  brook 
reasonably  free  from  pollution  of  any  kind.  This  brook  en¬ 
ters  at  the  northwesterly  corner  a  piece  of  pasture  land  be¬ 
longing  to  the  George  Everett  estate,  for  about  half  the  dis¬ 
tance  through  this  piece  of  land  (perhaps  200  yds.)  the  brook 
has  a  sharp  fall  and  there  is  no  wet  land  near  it,  but  at  this 
point  it  reaches  the  lowest  place  in  the  pasture  which  is  but 
very  little  above  the  level  of  the  river,  a  mile  away.  Tw^o  or 
three  acres  of  this  part  of  the  pasture  are  practically  useless, 
just  a  water  soaked  bog.  The  brook  there  crosses  under  the 
road  (Pleasant  Street)  into  the  land  of  the  same  character  be¬ 
longing  to  Alvin  Fuller.  If  the  condition  of  these  lands  is 
worse  than  ever  before  it  is  because  no  channel  or  ditch  has 
been  kept  open  for  a  free  and  unobstructed  flow'  of  this  wa¬ 
ter.  If  water  ever  ran  freely  through  these  lands  it  would  do 
so  now  unless  obstructed.  In  fact  its  course  has  become  liter¬ 
ally  dammed  up  by  the  heavy  growth  of  flags  and  coarse  grass 
which  has  been  allowed  to  fall  and  decay  each  year.  Much  of 
the  Fuller  swamip  has  a  growth  of  underbrush  so  dense  as 
to  be  almost  impenetrable.  Beyond  a  distance  of  perhaps 
100  feet  from  Pleasant  street  we  were  unable  to  And  any¬ 
thing  like  a  ditch  or  brook  or  running  water.  It  is  just  a  blind 
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bog  for  a  good  half  mile.  The  only  escape  for  the  water  is 
the  slow  process  of  percolation.  From  Pleasant  Street  to  the 
river  a  mile  away  the  fall  from  a  level  is  but  very  little  in¬ 
deed,  all  that  can  be  done  for  these  lands  is  to  open  a  ditch 
through  them  and  keep  it  open.  The  ditch  need  not  be  deep 
at  any  point  and  could  doubtless  be  dug  for  $200  or  $300,  but 
your  committee  cannot  see  that  it  is  in.  any  way  the  town’s 
province  to  dig  or  maintain  such  a  ditch.  There  has  been  no 
apparent  increase  in  volume  of  water  in  this  brook  in  the  past 
ten  or  twenty  years.  The  town  has  done  nothing  to  obstruct 
the  course  of  this  stream  and  we  feel  that  it  would  be  estab¬ 
lishing  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  town  to  assume  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  draining  these  lands.

ports  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  w^as  instructed  after  consulting  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  Commission  to  make  recommendations  to  the  town  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  laying  out  and  setting  apart  of  the  newly  acquired 
land  for  cemetery  purpose.  The  land  was  purchased  at  a  time 
wdien  it  w'as  obtainable  at  a  fair  market  price  with  the  view  of 
future  development  as  it  should  be  required  rather  than  be¬ 
cause  of  any  immediate  necessity  for  burial  purposes. 

The  Committee  after  careful  consideration  of  the  subject 
decided  that  it  was  desirable  to  postpone  for  a  time  any  defin¬ 
ite  action  in  the  matter. 

Upon  the  property  was  situated  a  house  and  barn,  wliich 
have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Selectmen,  and  such  rents  as 
have  been  collected  by  them  have  been  duly  accounted  for  and 
turned  into  the  town  treasury.  The  Committee  now  making 
this  report,  after  conference  with  the  Selectmen,  took  charge 
of  the  care  of  the  land,  from  which  they  have  received  the  fol-

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This  amount  of  money  is  ^retained  by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  believe  it  is  desirable  within  the  near  fu¬ 
ture  to  obtain  a  plan  for  the  suitable  laying  out  of  the  grounds 
for  cemetery  purposes,  tO'  be  in  harmony  with  the  plan  of  the 
present  cemetery  and  the  surrounding  property.  They  ask 
therefore,  that  this  report  may  be  considered  as  partial  and 
that  the  same  committee  may  be  continued  for  the  purpose  orig¬ 
inally  named.  The  Committee  now  asks  for  authority  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  secure  a  satisfactory  preliminary  plan  prepared  by  a 
good  landscape  engineer,  to  be  submitted  to  the  town  for  ap¬ 
proval.  It  asks  for  no  appropriation  from  the  town.  It  asks 
approval  to  use  the  eighty-two  (82)  dollars  already  named  and

They 
will  increase  any  or  all  the  above  figures.  In  the  West  school 
the  upper  room  will  have  about  49  pupils,  the  lower  40  or  45. 

September,  1906,  the  schools  in  the  Everett  and  Guild 
buildings  will  be  about  as  follows :

This  indicates  a  congestion  which  the  people  would  not 
tolerate.

It  would  be  necessary  to  retain  a  seventh  grade 
also  in  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck  School,  which  would  crowd 
the  lower  grade  rooms.  Both  rooms  in  the  West  School  would

in  the  Balch  School. 

If  a  new  building  were  possible  by  next  September  four 
rooms  could  be  immediately  filled,  there  being  the  following 
classes  attending  the  schools  in  the  centre  that  belong  in  the 
Balch  and  West  schools:

Report  of  Committee  on  School  Site. 

Article  H.  Mr.  James  Conger  reported  for  the  commit¬ 
tee  as  follows :  Your  committee  reports  that  it  proceeded  at 
once  to,  locate  a  suitable  site  in  the  district  where  a  new  school 
house  is  needed  and  unanimously  agreed  upon  a  lot  of  land  con¬ 
taining  about  one  and  one-half  (i  1-2)  acres  situated  on  north¬ 
erly  side  of  Chapel  Street  and  easterly  side  of  the  proposed 
Winslow  Avenue.  This  lot  is  located  exactly  where  it  will  best 
accommodate  the  greatest-number  of  pupils.  The  center  of  the 
lot  is  about  eight  feet  above  the  level  of  the  street  and  it  slopes 
to  a  lower  grade  on  all  sides,  affording  the  best  possible  drain¬ 
age.  The  elevation  is  just  enough  to  make  a  sightly  school 
building  show  to  the  best  advantage.  It  is  without  question  the 
most  desirable  school  house  in  that  vicinity.  Your  committee, 
however,  has  been  unable  to  obtain  what  it  believes  to  be  a 
reasonable  price  on  this  lot,  and  it  recommends  that  the  town 
take  the  land  for  school  purposes  as  the  law  allows.  Your 
committee  has  visited  several  new  school  buildings,  plans  have 
been  submitted  by  eight  different  architects  and  after  a  careful 
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study  of  them'  all  we  recommend  an  eight-room  brick  school 

house  built  alter  the  general  plan  of  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck 

school  building,  except  that  the  new  building  shall  have  a  more 

spacious  front  entrance,  larger  Principals’  and  Teachers’  rooms 

and  a  slated  roof,  cost  not  to  exceed  thirty-eight  thousand  (38,-  \ 

000)  dollars.

\' oted ;  That  the  town  instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  take  under  Section  47  of  Chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws  a 
certain  lot  of  land  on  Chapel  Street  for  a  school  house  lot,  said 
lot  includes  six  house  lots  numbered  46,  47,  48,  49,  50,  51,  con¬ 
taining  61,251  square  feet  in  all  as  shown  on  a  plan  designated 
as  a  plan  of  the  Winslow  property,  surveyed  January,  1890,  by 
Nathaniel  Smith,  and  that  the  sum  of  thirty-five  hundred  (3,- 
500)  dollars  be  borrowed  on  notes  of  the  town  for  that  purpose, 
said  notes  to  be  made  payable  within  three  years  of  date  there¬ 
of.

Voted :  That  the  committee  appointed  under  Article  41  of 
the  April  town  meeting  to  select  a  lot  of  land  for  fire  depart¬ 
ment  and  other  town  purposes  be  authorized  to  buy  the  lot  of 
land  on  Market  Street  and  known  as  the  ^Market  Street  lot, 
owned  by  Winslow  Bros.  &  Smith  Co. 

Rising  vote:  Yes,  63;  No,  22. 

Committee  Discharged. 

Article  VI.  On  motion  by  Mr.  James  W.  Conger, 

Voted :  That  the  committee  appointed  under  Article  43 
of  the  adjourned  March  meeting  be  discharged. 

Everett  Avenue,  $300. 

Article  VH.  On  motion  by  Mr.  Fred  L.  Fisher, 

Voted  :  That  Everett  x\venue  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen 
be  accepted  and  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  (300)  dollars 
be  appropriated  and  borrowed  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  1906  to 
gravel  the  same. 

Water  Everett  Avenue,  $200. 

Article  VHI.  On  motion  by  Mr.  John  F.  Callahan, 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  be 
appropriated  from  the  Water  Commissioners’  Treasury  to  ex- 
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tend  the  water  mains  on  Everett  Avenue,  subject  to  the  usual 
guarantee. 

Water  Johnson  Court,  $125. 

Article  IX.  On  motion  of  Mr.  John  F.  Callahan, 

Voted;  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(125)  dollars  be  appropriated  from  the  Water  Commissioners’ 
Treasury  to  extend  the  water  mains  on  Johnson  Court,  subject 
to  the  usual  guarantee. 

All  articles  in  the  warrant  having  been  acted  upon,  it  was 
voted  to  dissolve.

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  met  in  Vil¬ 
lage  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
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five,  it  being  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Mbnday  in  said 
month,  and  were  called  to  order  at  6.35  o’clock  in  the  forenoon, 
by  Fred  L.  Fisher,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
Town  Clerk  then  read  the  warrant  calling  said  meeting  and 
the  return  thereon  of  the  officer  who  served  the  same  upon  the 
inhabitants. 

Fred  L.  Fisher,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  took 
charge  of  the  meeting,  after  the  reading  of  the  warrant,  and 
acted  as  presiding  election  officer.  In  conformity  with  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  in  relation  to  elections,  Village 
Hall  had  been  fitted  up  as  a  polling  place,  a  space  railed  off, 
and  compartments  provided  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  the 
voters  to  examine  and  mark  their  ballots.  Each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  suitable  facilities  for  the  purpose  and  with 
cards  of  instruction. 

The  following  having  been  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties :

A  sealed  package  of  ballots  supplied  by  the  Secretary  oj 
the  Commonwealth,  marked  “First  set  ballots,  1650,  Town  of 
Norwood,”  was  then  delivered  to  the  Ballot  Clerks  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  together  with  specimen  ballots  and  cards  of  in¬ 
struction  ;  and  their  receipt  therefor  was  taken  in  conformity 
to  the  law.  The  presiding  election  officer  publicly  broke  the 
seal  on  the  package  and  delivered  the  ballots  to  the  Ballot 
Clerks,  who  took  their  positions  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling 
place,  and  furnished  the  ballots  to  the  voters  who  presented 
themselves  and  were  found  to  be  qualified. 

The  Registrars  of  Voters  had  provided  duplicate  lists  of 
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the  qualified  voters  entitled  to  vote  at  this  election,  one  copy 
of  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Ballot  Clerks,  at  the 
entrance  to  the  polling  place,  and  the  other  copy  was  placed  at 
the  ballot  box.  No  voter  was  furnished  a  ballot  until  his  name 
was  checked  on  the  list  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place,  and 
he  was  not  allowed  to  deposit  his  ballot  until  his  name  had  been 
»  found  and  checked  on  the  list  at  the  ballot  box. 

The  cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted 
in  different  parts  of  the  building,  outside  the  rail,  as  required 
by  law. 

The  register  of  the  ballot  box  was  set  at  zero  (o)  and 
the  box  was  then  locked  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

At  fifteen  minutes  before  seven  o’clock  the  polls  were  de¬ 
clared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes,  and  were  kept  open  by 
vote  of  the  meeting,  until  twenty  minutes  of  five  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  wTen,  after  due  notice,  they  were  declared  closed. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  ballot  box  was  opened  at  half¬ 
past  II  o’clock,  and  also  several  times  during  the  day,  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  and 
the  register  stood  at  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  (975).  The 
names  were  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  Ballot  Clerks,  at 
the  entrance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the  checkers  at  the 
ballot  box,  were  counted  up  and  compared  and  found  to  agree, 
and  the  number,  of  names  so  checked  was  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  (975),  which  agreed  with  the  total  number  of 
votes  taken  from  the  ballot  box. 

The  unused  ballots  were  enclosed  in  a  package,  endorsed 
and  sealed,  and  delivered  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  election  officers  canvassed  the  votes  given  in,  and  the 
whole  number  was  found  to  be  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(975),  which  were  sorted,  counted  and  recorded,  and  declara¬ 
tion  thereof  made  in  open  meeting,  as  required  by  law.

COMMISSIONERS, 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  and  as  Trustees 
of  the  Sinking  Fund,  a  statement  of  its  investments. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  John  F.  Callahan  was  elected 
a  Water  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  Board 
organized  by  the  choice  of  John  F.  Callahan,  chairman,  W'illiam 
F.  Baker,  clerk.

Water  rates  collected  in  1905,  19,334  08 

The  receipts  from  water  rates  and  sale  of  water  for  special 
purposes  for  the  year  are  $19,334.08,  or  an  increase  in  income 
over  the  previous  year  of  $470.75. 

We  have  expended  in  maintenance  and  repair  accounts  the 
sum  of  $£5,656.80,  or  $543.79  less  than  was  expended  last  year, 
as  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  we  report  the  following 
additions  :  $4,300  from  the  Water  Department’s  treasury  the 
annual  requirements,  and  $946.36,  the  interest  on  investments, 
a  statement  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund  is  annexed.

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  for  the  past  year  this  depart¬ 
ment,  figuring  actual  expenses,  also  interest  at  4  per  cent,  on 
the  total  cost  of  the  work,  ($194,121.32)  show'  a  profit  of 
$5^802.43. 

Hydrants  and  gates  have  been  carefully  inspected  and  are 
in  good  condition  ;  five  new  hydrants  have  been  added  to  the 
main  line,  and  there  are  now'  in  use  a  total  of  168.  The  reservoir 
has  had  a  thorough  cleaning. 

Owing  to  the  small  rain  fall  this  past  year  has  been  a  severe 
one  on  our  pond,  it  being  draw'ii  eighteen  inches  low'er  than 
ever  before,  fortunately  our  new  pump  was  in  position  to  do  the 
work  when  w'e  got  below  the  capacity  of  the  old  pump.  While 
in  the  past  the  Board  has  not  feared  a  w'ater  famine,  owing  to 
the  steady  grow'th  of  the  tow'n  we  think  that  the  time  has  now' 
arrived  w'hen  the  town  should  secure  an  additional  w'ater  supply. 
In  the  fall  of  1904  this  board  received  information  of  a  young 
man  in  tow'ii  who  was  affected  w'ith  lead  poison,  w'hich  the 
doctors  attributed  to  the  town  w'ater.  The  Board  immediately 
requested  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  make  a  thorough  exam¬ 
ination  of  the  W'ater  for  carbonic  acid.  In  their  report  they  told 
us  that  there  was  an  excessive  amount  of  carbonic  acid  in  the 
water.  The  Board  immediately  inserted  notices  in  both  the 
Norw'ood  Messenger  and  Norwood  Advertiser  and  Review,  in¬ 
forming  the  water  takers  of  the  facts  in  their  possession,  and 
warning  them  to  be  careful  and  draw  the  w'ater  out  of  the  pipes 
every  morning  before  using,  also  that  the  Water  Board  was 
ready  to  renew'  any  service  on  application  of  the  house  holder. 

At  a  special  tow'ii  meeting,  held  June  30,  190^,  the  whole 
matter  was  laid  before  the  town,  and  a  committee  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  F.  O.  Winslow,  H.  F.  Walker,  John  P.  Reardon, 
Patrick  H.  Mahoney  and  Dr.  E.  C.  Norton  to  make  an  investi¬ 
gation  and  report  at  a  future  town  meeting. 

At  a  special  town  meeting,  held  Aug.  10,  190=^,  this  com¬ 
mittee  made  a  very  thorough  report  which  was  accepted  by  the 
town.  It  w'as  voted  to  replace  the  lead  service  pipe  between  the 
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water  mains  and  street  lines  with  tin-lined  lead  pipe,  or  cement- 
lined  iron  pipe  as  rapidly  as  the  public  interest  and  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  water  takers  would  warrant.  The  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  have  followed  out  the  instruction  of  the  town  as  fast  as 
they  could,  renewing  in  the  year  1905  127  services. 

The  Water  Commissioners  have  investigated  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  cement-lined  pipe  and  find  it  is  very  strongly  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  different  towns  that  have  used  it,  and  it  is  the 
policy  of  the  Board,  in  the  future,  to  use  it  in  their  service  work 
all  together.  We  now  have  our  cementing  plant  in  operation 
and  are  prepared  to  supply  the  water  takers  at  a  low  price  per 
foot.  We  would  like  to  state  at  this  time  that  the  State  Board 
of  Health  has  been  taking  samples  of  water  from  different  lead 
services  in  town  at  regular  intervals,  and  they  tell  us  that  of  the 
analysis  made  in  January,  1906,  the  lead  in  the  water  has  shown 
a  large  decrease.  It  is  practical  now,  as  it  was  in  1900,  that  it  is 
below  the  danger  point. 

At  the  special  town  meeting,  held  Aug.  10,  1905,  the 
town  voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  from  the 
Water  Commissioner’s  treasury  to  drive  test  wells,  the  Water 
Commissioners  were  instructed  to  have  these  wells  driven,  and 
also  to  engage  a  competent  engineer  to  make  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  connecting  the  wells  with  the  present  system,  erecting  a 
pumping  plant  and  stand  pipe,  and  report  at  a  future  town 
meeting. 

The  Water  Commissioners  proceeded  immediately  to  carry 
out  the  instructions  of  the  town,  they  consulted  with  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  with  their  approval  engaged  the  services 
of  B.  F.  Smith  &  Bro.,  well  drivers.  Mr.  B.  F.  Smith,  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  Water  Board,  went  over  the  ground  and  selected 
a  location  on  the  southeasterly  end  of  Mr.  Maxwell’s  farm. 
Mr.  Smith  was  instructed  to  consult  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  regard  to  the  location,  and  with  their  approval,  after 
securing  an  option  on  what  land  we  thought  necessary,  we  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  drive  the  wells.  We  first  had  driven  one  well  and 
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sent  samples  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  analysis  who  in¬ 
structed  us  to  go  ahead,  that  the  water  was  all  right.  We  then 
had  driven  twelve  more  wells,  and  out  of  the  thirteen  we  se¬ 
cured  nine  good  ones,  the  wells  were  connected  and  the  neces¬ 
sary  pumping  machine  was  installed.  The  pump  was  run  con¬ 
tinuously  from  the  start  to  the  finish,  about  twelve  days,  the 
samples  of  the  water  being  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
every  day,  we  pump  in  the  twelve  days  about  live  million  gal¬ 
lons  of  water,  lowering  the  wells  nine  and  one  half  feet,  which 
shows  conclusively  that  there  is  plenty  of  water  in  this  locality. 
The  State  Board  of  Health,  in  their  final  report,  tells  us  that 
the  water  is  pure  but  advise  us  to  go  about  one  thousand  feet 
farther  east  so  as  to  guard  against  future  contamination,  advising 
us  that  we  could  use  these  nine  wells  in  our  permanent  supply. 


Following  out  the  instructions  of  the  voters  expressed  at  the 
special  town  meeting  held  August  lo,  1905,  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  secured  the  services  of  Freeman  C.  Coffin,  civil 
engineer,  to  make  estimates  of  the  cost  of  connecting  the  pro¬ 
posed  wells  with  the  present  system,  erecting  a  pumping  plant 
and  stand  pipe.  We  confidently  expected  to  have  this  report  in 
time  to  have  it  inserted  in  the  Town  Report,  but  we  did  not  re¬ 
ceive  it  until  it  was  too  late.  It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
printers  and  will  be  destributed  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  submit  in  this  report  several  propositions  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  voters  and  would  recommend  that  a  sum  of 
money  be  appropriated  sufficient  to  purchase  the  necessary  land 
for  wells  and  pumping  plant,  and  that  a  high  pressure  system  be 
established  as  soon  as  possible.

TEACHERS. 

There  have  been  seven  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers 
during  the  last  fiscal  year,  four  of  which  were  in  the  High 
school.  Miss  Chandler,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  committee, 
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was  obliged  on  account  of  ill  health  to  give  up  her  sch(X>l  worlc 
before  the  end  of  the  spring  term.  Miss  Warren  resigned  tO' 
acce])t  a  better  position  in  one  of  the  high  schools  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  her  hoine  city.  Miss  Draper  resigned  on  account  of  her 
approaching  marriage,  and  Air.  Winslow  announced  his  inten¬ 
tion  of  resuming  his  studies  at  P>rown  University,  and  tendered 
his  resignation.  No  change  occurred  in  the  Guild,  East,  West 
and  Balch  schools,  the  remaining  changes  being  due  to  the  res¬ 
ignation  of  Aliss  Ferguson  and  Miss  Aloore  of  the  Everett 
school,  and  the  acceptance  of  Miss  Pales  of  a  position  at  her 
home  in  Westboro.  One  additional  teacher  was  added  to  the 
corps  as  an  assistant  to  the  principal  of  the  Everett  school.  The 
gradual  increase  in  salaries  during  the  past  few  years  has,  to 
a  marked  extent,  prevented  frequent  chang'es  in  the  corps  of 
teachers,  and  has  enabled  the  town  to  retain  the  services  of  its 
best  teachers,  notwithstanding  frequent  offers  made  to  them 
from  the  larger  and  wealthier  communities. 

BUILDINGS. 

In  our  report  of  a  year  agO'  we  urged  the  necessity  of  ad¬ 
ditional  school  accommodations,  and  recommended  the  imme¬ 
diate  erection  of  an  eight  room  building.  The  prompt  action 
of  the  town  in  securing  a  schoolhouse  site,  and  proceeding  with 
the  erection  of  a  school  building  in  accordance  wuth  that  rec¬ 
ommendation,  has  been  highly  gratifying  to  this  board,  and  we 
trust  that  a  strong  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  to  have  the  schoolhouse  ready  for  occupancy  at  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term.  As  no  more  than  three  additional 
rooms  will  probably  be  occupied  on  the  completion  of  the 
building,  it  may  be  advisable  to  transfer  the  pupils  now  attend¬ 
ing  the  West  school  and  close  the  latter  building  until  all 
other  rooms  are  fully  occupied.  The  saving  in  heating,  jani¬ 
tor  service,  and  other  expenses  may  make  that  course  expedi¬ 
ent.  As  regards  repairs,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  board 
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to  keep  all  school  buildings  in  good  condition,  and  such  is  now 
the  case.  The  interior  of  the  high  school,  to  which  little  has 
been  done  for  a  number  of  years  was  revarnished  and  tinted 
throughout.  The  walls  of  the  Shattuck  school  have  likewise 
been  tinted,  so  that  with  the  pictures  and  statuary  generously 
donated  by  Mrs.  Edmund  J.  Shattuck,  the  interior  of  the 
building  presents  an  extremely  attractive  appearance.  The 
regrading  of  Fulton  street  and  the  construction  of  a  neat  re¬ 
taining  wall  in  front  of  the  Shattuck  school  lot,  has  greatly  im¬ 
proved  the  appearance  of  the  school  grounds.  The  proposed 
street,  however,  abutting  the  school  grounds  on  the  south,  pre¬ 
sents  an  unsightly  appearance,  and  we  would  recomlnend  that 
the  town  purchase  the  land  now  laid  out  as  a  street,  together 
with  the  lot  fronting  on  Fulton  street  lying  immediately  south 
of  the  proposed  street.  This  could  all  be  graded  by  the  town 
at  a  very  small  expense,  the  appearance  of  the  school  would  be 
greatly  benefited,  and  an  excellent  playground  would  thus  be 
made  in  a  section  of  the  town  where  one  would  be  of  value. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
which  investigated  the  town  water,  the  lead  services  at  the 
various  school  buildings  were  taken  out  and  tin  lined  pipe  sub¬ 
stituted  therefor,  at  a  cost  of  about  $475.  This  unexpected 
expenditure  was  not  anticipated  in  our  estimate  of  a  year  ago, 
and  could  only  be  partially  met  from  that  appropriation.  The 
balance,  amounting  to  about  $400,  must  be  provided  for  in  the 
appropriation  of  the  coming  year,  and  is  included  in  the  esti¬ 
mate  we  have  made. 

In  submitting  the  following  estimate  we  might  state  here 
that  the  increase  of  $2100  over  the  amount  appropriated  last 
year  is  the  estimated  cost  of  occupying  the  new  building.  We 
recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  next  year :

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  THE  School  Committee: 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  previous  years,  I  here¬ 
with  present  my  second  annual  report.  This  is  the  thirty- 
fourth  in  the  series  of  reports  relating  to  the  public  schools  of 
the  town. 

Your  attention  is  called  first  to*  the  statistics  relating  to 
school  attendance.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  all  the  items  there¬ 
of,  including  enrollment,  average  membership,  and  average  at¬ 
tendance,  there  is  a  substantial  increase  in  totals  in  the  school 
year  of  1904  and  ’05  over  the  previous  year.  But  as  the  pe¬ 
riods  during  which  these  figures  apply  are  somewhat  remote, 
they  are  valuable  simply  as  history,  as  showing  the  trend  of 
affairs  :  they  do  not  elucidate  especially  the  conditions  existing  at 
present,  and  it  would  not  be  worth  while  to  explain  in  detail 
in  this  report  the  changes  in  the  different  buildings.  It  should 
be  said,  however,  that  the  opening  of  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck 
School  in  the  fall  of  1903  resulted  in  a  transfer  of  pupils  from 
the  south  part  of  the  town.  As  they  were  enrolled  where  they 
began  the  year,  this  fact  explains  why  the  enrollment  in  the 
Balch  and  the  West  schools  was  so  large,  comparatively,  for 
the  year  ending  June,  1904. 

The  figures  following  the  table  of  comparative  statistics 
indicate  in  general  the  conditions  during  the  first  five  months 
of  the  present  school  year.  The  enrollment  will  continue  to 
increase  through  the  rest  of  the  year ;  the  other  two  items  will 
probably  decrease  a  little,  notwithstanding  the  accessions  from 
other  towns. 


That  the  current  conditions  may  be  still  more  evident,  the 
average  membership  for  December,  1904,  is  compared  by 
building’s  with  that  of  the  same  month  in  1905 ;

The  average  for  December,  1904,  differs  from  the  average 
for  the  whole  year,  1904  and  ’05,  by  only  .02;  it  may  therefore 
be  safe  to  predict  that  the  difference  in  the  figures  for  Decem¬ 
ber  in  the  two  years  will  appro'ximate  the  difference  in  the  av¬ 
erage  membership  for  the  two  whole  years. 

The  increase  in  the  Everett,  West,  and  Balch  schools  is 
significant,  likewise  the  large  number  in  the  Guild  building,  es¬ 
pecially  when  considered  with  reference  to  the  slight  decrease 
in  the  Shattuck  and  East  schools. 

1.  The  increase  has  been  confined  to  the  south  part  of 
the  town,  where  the  new  building  is  to  be  erected.  The  north 
and  east  sections  of  the  town  are  amply  provided  for. 

2.  The  increase  in  the  Everett  is  46.37,  equal  to  a  whole 
large  school.  The  accommodation  of  this  large  increase  was 
made  possible  by  consolidating  the  two  rather  small  eighth 
grades  of  last  year  into  one  ninth  grade  for  this  year,  and  em¬ 
ploying  an  assistant,  although  the  prospect  was  that  this  school 
would  number  about  60.  It  opened  in  September  with  57  pu¬ 
pils. 
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It  was  fortunate  that  this  plan  of  consolidation  happened 
to  be  feasible  this  year;  it  saved  one  room  in  the  Everett  and 
serious  congestion  in  the  Guild,  where  otherwise  it  would  have 
been  necessary  to  place  an  additional  seventh  grade  school,  and 
where  already  most  of  the  schools  are  large,  averaging  43  pu¬ 
pils  each. 

Next  year  an  altogether  different  condition  of  affairs  will 
exist.  Instead  of  one  ninth  grade,  there  will  be  three  ninth 
grade  schools  in  the  Everett  building.  If  the  grading  in  this 
building  next  year  should  be  in  other  respects  the  same  as  at 
present,  two  schools  would  be  unprovided  for. 

WITHOUT  THE  'NEW  BUILDING. 

To  meet  this  exigency,  the  two  seventh  grade  schools 
which  are  usually  promoted  to  the  Everett  building — one  from 
the  Guild,  the  other  from  the  Shattuck — must  be  retained  in 
their  respective  buildings,  unless  the  new  building  is  finished 
and  ready  for  occupancy  when  schools  open  next  September. 

Without  the  additional  school,  the  Guild  building  would 
have  four  or  five  schools  numbering  over  50  pupils ;  with  this 
school,  beside  those  containing  over  50  children,  the  first  and 
second  grade  schools  would  probably  have  over  sixty.  This 
would  necessitate  having  assistant  teachers  and  additional  fur¬ 
niture.  Such  a  condition  is  manifestly  intolerable,  but  might 
be  endured  possibly  while  the  finishing  touches  are  put  upon 
the  new  building,  if  not  wholly  completed  when  schools  begin. 

At  the  Shattuck  building  the  additional  school  would 
cause  overcrowding  in  the  primary  grades,  where  consolida¬ 
tion  would  be  effected  to  meet  the  problem. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  here  that  on  Nov.  i,  1905, 
the  town  took  action  to  prepare  for  this  emergency  by  voting 
unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  $38,000  for  the  erection 
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of  an  eight  room  brick,  or  concrete,  building  on  a  fine  lot  of 
land  in  the  section  where  it  is  most  needed,  on  Chapel  street,  sit¬ 
uated  between  Cedar  street  on  the  one  side  and  Winslow  ave¬ 
nue  on  the  other.  A  more  convenient  site  or  one  better  adapt¬ 
ed  to  school  purposes  could  hardly  be  desired. 

It  may  not  be  impertinent  to  express  the  hope  right  here 
that  the  town,  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  will  vote  to  grade 
Winslow  avenue  and  make  a  good  street  of  it  all  the  way  from 
Hoyle  street  to  Chapel  street.  This  will  be  the  main  thorough¬ 
fare  for  many,  perhaps  hundreds  of  children  on  their  way  to 
school.  It  will  be  so  convenient  for  this  purpose  that  the  fact 
will  undoubtedly  enhance  the  value  of  the  property  in  that  re¬ 
gion. 

It  is  gratifying  also  that  such  an  important  enterprise  has 
been  intrusted  to  such  a  competent  committee,  a  committee 
w'hose  members  have  large  business  capacity,  the  opportunity 
and  the  interest  to  devote  their  time  and  talents  to  the  service 
of  the  children. 

This  building  should  contain  all  the  primary  and  interme¬ 
diate  grades.  It  will  thus  serve  the  same  purpose  for  the 
south  section  of  the  town  that  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck  does 
for  the  north.  By  that  plan  we  shall  not  depart  ffom  the  es¬ 
tablished  policy  of  concentrating  the  grammar  grades  in  the 
center,  the  wisdom  of  which  cannot  be  questioned. 

When  the  schools  open  in  the  fall,  with  the  usual  promo¬ 
tions  from  the  Balch  and  the  West  schools,  if  the  new  build¬ 
ing  is  not  completed,  the  Guild  will  have  about  200  pupils 
who  would  naturally  attend  the  new  building.  When  these 
are  transferred  and  the  seventh  grade  brought  down  from  the 
Shattuck,  eleven  rooms  will  be  occupied  in  the  Guild,  thus 
leaving  one  room  vacant.  No  district  lines  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  yet  between  the  Guild  and  the  Chapel  street  schools. 
When  that  is  done,  the  above  arrangement  may  be  modified 
somewhat  in  detail. 
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Now  I  would  unhesitatingly  recommend  that  all  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  West  school,  also,  be  transferred  to  the  new  build¬ 
ing,  and  the  former  closed  until  needed.  This  will  result  in 
occupying  six  rooms  of  the  new  building,  after  making  some 
adjustments  between  it  and  the  Guild. 

I  make  this  recommendation  because  the  new  building  can 
easily  accommodate  all  these  children ;  because  it  will  provide 
them  better  privileges ;  because  the  distances  will  be  inconven¬ 
ient  to  none,  the  West  school  being  only  more  convenient  to  a 
very  few;  because  it  would  be  better  business,  more  economi¬ 
cal,  to  have  all  the  children  in  one  plant,  and  better  pedagogy 
to  have  them  under  one  system  of  supervision,  under  one  prin¬ 
cipal,  thus  unifying  operations  in  two  important  directions. 

I  have,  for  practical  considerations,  refrained  hitherto 
from  stating  publicly  that  the  West  school  needs  renovation  in 
several  important  particulars.  In  the  last  report  I  did  men¬ 
tion  its  need  in  fhe  way  of  ventilation.  But  both  rooms  are 
fimdamentally  wrong  in  construction  with  reference  to  light¬ 
ing,  and  this  has  caused  a  g'ood  deal  of  annoyance  and  incon¬ 
venience,  as  any  one  well  acquainted  with  the  circumstances 
can  testify.  Before  reoccupation,  remodeling  can  be  effected 
in  these  respects  and  the  grounds  improved ;  the  building  will 
then  be  available  and  serviceable  for  the  emergencies  of  future 
growth. 

SCHOOL  GROUNDS  AND  WALKS. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  annual  report  to  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  beautifying  the  school  grounds.  During  the  ensuing 
year  a  beginning  should  be  made  in  this  direction. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  subject  we  must  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that,  while  lawns  are  desirable,  playgrounds  are 
necessary;  tO'  secure  the  former,  we  must  not  sacrifice  the  lat¬ 
ter.  But  no  sacrifice  needs  to  be  made  to  accomplish  the  im¬ 
provements  desired.  As  President  Whedon  suggested  in  his 
inaugural  before  the  Business  Men’s  Association  and  Board  of 
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Trade,  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  buildings  can  be  converted 
into  lawns.  Ample  space  will  then  be  left  for  playgrounds  in 
most  cases.  In  one  or  two  instances  a  departure  from  the 
principle  would  be  simply  a  matter  of  detail. 

A  lawn  in  front  of  the  Guild  building  would  not  only  im¬ 
prove  the  appearance  of  the  property,  but  would  also  furnish  a 
more  healthful  surface  for  the  air  to  traverse,  which  is  utilized 
for  the  ventilation  of  the  primary  section  of  the  building. 

If  no  lawn  is  made  at  present  for  the  Everett  grounds,  at 
least  considerable  grading  should  be  done  there  to  prevent  the 
accumulation  of  mud  and  water  which  is  now  well-nigh  intol¬ 
erable  much  of  the  time. 

There  is  pressing  need  of  a  concrete  sidewalk  on  the  south 
side  of  Guild  street,  along  the  whole  length  of  the  Everett 
grounds.  This  would  be  a  great  boon  for  the  hundreds  of 
children  and  the  teachers  who  are  obliged  to  walk  there  four 
times  a  day.  As  these  children  represent  families  from  all 
sections  of  the  town,  the  citizens  must  regard  this  as  a  practi¬ 
cal  suggestion. 

The  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Eulton  street  should  be 
extended  from  the  grounds  of  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck  school 
to  Nahatan  street,  and  the  sidewalk  on  the  side  of  the  street 
between  these  points  should  be  covered  with  gravel.  Consid¬ 
erable  gravel  should  be  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  school  build¬ 
ing.  The  mud  in  this  vicinity  has  been  a  source  of  great  an¬ 
noyance  to  all  concerned  and  especially  discouraging  to  the 
janitor  and  the  teachers. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL.

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There  is  an  earnest  endeavor  to  raise  the  standard  of  the 
college  preparatory  work.  The  teachers  are  taking  a  lively 
and  determined  interest  in  it.  The  courses  of  study  will  be 
modified  to  meet  more  fully  the  demands  of  the  colleges,  which 
have  been  growing  more  and  more  exacting.  Though  these 
requirements  are  severe,  they  constitute  our  problem.  Many 
schools  fail  to  reach  the  requisite  standard,  but  others  do  not ; 
it  is  better  for  us  tO'  emulate  the  successes  of  the  latter  than  the 
failures  of  the  former. 

Any  improvement  in  the  college  preparatory  work  will 
have  a  desirable  effect  in  other  lines.  The  intellectual  atmos¬ 
phere  in  the  whole  school  will  be  toned  up.  To  this  end  it  will 
probably  be  necessary  to  make  the  requirements  more  rigid  for 
the  pupils  tO'  pass  from,  one  class  to  the  next  higher.  This 
may  seem,  somewhat  of  a  hardship  at  first,  but  the  proper  ad¬ 
justments  will  soon  be  made  and  the  results  will  justify  the 
means.  The  effect  will  be  salutary  upon  the  students  for  them 
to  feel  that  they  must  exert  themselves  to  their  full  capacity 
in  order  to  succeed.  Why  will  not  the  objective  in  this  intel¬ 
lectual  work  possess  tlie  merits  claimed  for  athletics,  where  the 
thought  and  energies  of  the  contestants  are  fused  and  focussed 
upon  the  coveted  goal — victory?  Of  course,  there  should  be 
due  regard  for  the  slow  and  the  physically  weak,  and  this  ele¬ 
ment  of  the  problem  will  be  recognized. 

The  athletics  of  the  school  should  contribute  to  its  suc¬ 
cess.  not  detract  from  it.  With  football,  baseball,  girls’  basket¬ 
ball,  and  boys’  basket-ball  in  full  operation,  there  should  be  a 
pretty  clear  definition  of  the  relation  of  these  sports  to  the 
principal  aim  and  function  of  the  school — intellectual  and 
moral  training.  Athletics  are  unquestionably  valuable  as  di¬ 
verting  recreation,  developing  physical  strength  and  prowess, 
and  creating  a  school  consciousness,  an  esprit  de  corps ;  still 
they  are  subordinate  to  the  main  purpose  of  the  school.  To 
keep  them  properly  related  to  the  intellectual  work,  I  should 
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favor  a  scholarship  qualification  as  a  condition  for  admission  to 
the  teams.  I  speak  of  this  as  a  precaution  against  a  danger 
that  may  arise  more  than  as  an  assumption  of  one  that  already 
exists. 

The  school  greatly  needs  better  laboratory  facilities  for 
science  work.  There  is  one  room  for  this  purpose  and  that  is 
adapted  almost  exclusively  for  chemistry.  The  inconvenience 
which  results  has  been  considered  such  that  physics  and  chem¬ 
istry  have  each  been  taken  in  alternate  years  by  two  classes 
simultaneously,  and  they  constitute  practically  the  only  scien¬ 
tific  work  done  in  the  school.  The  important  department  of 
science,  therefore,  is  not  properly  co-ordinated  with  the  other 
departments ;  it  holds  a  very  obscure  place  in  the  activities  of 
the  school,  whereas!  it  ought  to  be  prominent,  as  it  is  in  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  world  at  the  present  time. 

Another  important  need  of  vital  importance  is  a  school 
library  well  stocked  with  reference  books  and  standard  works 
pertaining  to  all  departments  of  knowledge.  Any  one  of 
means  would  make  a  valuable  investment  and  contribute  great¬ 
ly  tO'  the  efficiency  of  the  school  by  donations  in  this  direction. 

In  justice  to  the  school,  I  should  recognize  the  fine  spirit 
that  dwells  there.  We  have  a  good  corps  of  teachers,  and  they 
are  doing  excellent  work.  The  demands  made  upon  them  are 
rather  exacting,  but  their  desire  to  meet  them  fully  and  faith¬ 
fully  is  duly  appreciated. 

MEDICAL  SUPERVISION. 

The  time  has  come  when  medical  inspection  of  school 
-  children  should  receive  careful  consideration.  This  sugeres- 
tion  does  not  come  now  as  a  novelty,  as  that  is  the  consistent 
practice  in  many  places.  In  some  municipalities  nurses  are 
employed  in  addition  to  the  medical  service. 

To  indicate  the  reasonableness  and  advisability  of  such  a 
policy,  attrition  is  called  to  the  cases  of  disease  found  since 
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last  September  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  his 
casual  visits  to  the  schools.

General  meetings  have  been  held  montlily  and  grade  meet¬ 
ings  oftener.  In  the  former,  general  questions  of  school  man¬ 
agement  and  pedagogy  have  been  discussed  by  a  somewhat 
systematic  plan,  modified  by  the  results  of  daily  observations  in 
the  school  room.  In  the  latter,  the  work  as  it  pertains  to  the 
various  grades  has  been  taken  up  in  detail. 

There  have  also'  been  meetings  of  the  high  school  teachers 
and  they  have  been  addressed  during  the  year  by  Messrs. 
Enoch  C.  Adams,  head  master  of  Newton  High  School;  Geo. 
F.  Jewett,  principal  of  the  Mount  Ida  School,  Newton  ;  and 
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James  W.  Brehaut,  superintendent  of  schools  and  principal  of 
the  High  School,  North  Attleboro.  These  men  have  all  had 
very  successful  experience  in  preparing  students  for  college, 
especially  for  Harvard  University,  and  consequently  their  re¬ 
marks  have  been  highly  suggestive  therefor. 

The  interest  the  teachers  have  manifested  in  all  these 
meetings  and  the  applications  they  have  made  in  the  school¬ 
rooms  as  a  result,  have  been  encouraging  and  inspiring.

LIGHTING. 

“  Where  the  light  cannot  come,  the  doctor  must,” 

— Italian  Proverb. 

“  Fine  art  is  the  free  and  adequate  embodiment  of  the  idea  in  a 
form  peculiarly  appropriate  to  the  idea  itself.” — Hegel. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  lighting  of  school  buildings 
is  one  of  the  most  important  and  serious  subjects  of  school  hy¬ 
giene.  It  is  second  only  to  that  of  ventilation  and  heating. 
This  conviction,  on  the  part  of  careful  observers,  is  intensified 
by  the  prevalence  of  eye  diseases  in  the  schools  and  traceable 
to  the  schools. 

Whenever  a  thorough  examination  of  a  large  number  of 
school  children  is  made  the  results  are  significant  and  impres¬ 
sive,  not  to  say  startling.  Among  the  most  prominent  dis¬ 
eases  discovered  is  myopia,  or  near-sightedness.  This  dis¬ 
ease  is  found  to  increase  with  age  and  grade ;  it  is  a  product 
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of  civilization,  never  found  among  savage  tribes  *.  It  increases 
in  badly  lighted  rooms  f,  and  decreases  in  good  light +.  In¬ 
vestigation  has  shown  that  from  three  to  over  50  per  cent,  of 
pupils  from  9  to  15  years  old  have  this  disease,  ranging  ac¬ 
cording  to  age  and  light  conditions. 

School  rooms  have  been  making  a  race  of  people  afflicted 
with  eye  diseases,  notably  myopia.  This  is  said  with  due  re¬ 
gard  for  the  fact  that  many  cases  are  hereditary.  But  it  would 
be  interesting  to  determine  how  the  ancestry  contracted  it. 

It  is  insidious  in  its  attack,  not  easily  detected  by  the  un¬ 
trained  eye  in  its  early  stages.  Its  prevention  and  remedy  are 
also  elusive,  for  many  features  of  modern  lighting,  like  those 
of  ventilation,  are  unappreciated  by  the  uninitiated.  It  is  in¬ 
cumbent  on  school  authorities,  therefore,  to  check  the  tendency 
of  the  disease,  in  so  far  as  possible,  and  this  reflection  justifies 
some  remarks  on  the  subject  of  lighting. 

The  child  is  fundamentally  an  animal,  and  his  natural 
habitat  is  out  of  doors.  Hence,  if  for  any  reason  he  remains 
or  is  confined  indoors,  much  of  the  time,  conditions  must  be  as 
favorable  as  possible  or  he  will  suffer  physically. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  to  secure  the  quantity  of  light 
needed  in  a  school  room,  the  window  space,  exclusive  of  sash¬ 
es,  should  be  from  one-sixth  to  one-fourth  the  floor  space.  If 
all  days  were  bright  and  sunny,  the  ratio  of  one  to  six  would 
be  sufficient ;  but  usually  the  sky  is  somewhat  cloudy,  and 
often  wholly  so,  then  the  ratio  of  one  to  four  is  little  enough. 

But  the  light  in  a  room  may  be  bad  and  injurious,  and  yet 
in  mere  quantity  be  equal  to  the  maximum  required.  To  get 
the  best  quality  with  the  requisite  quantity,  several  important 
principles  must  be  observed. 

I.  The  direction  of  light.  Light  from  the  front  of  the 
room  should,  for  obvious  reasons,  be  avoided ;  direct  sunlight

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should  not  shine  on  the  face  of  the  pupil.  Neither  should  it 
come  from  both  the  right  and  the  left  sides  *.  The  cross  lights 
and  half  shadows  thus  caused  are  injurious.  iMoreover,  the 
reflections  of  light  from  the  J^lackboards  are  disagreeable  and 
obscure  the  writing  on  them.  Where  otherwise  quantity  is  in¬ 
sufficient,  small  windows  can  be  placed  high  up  on  the  right,  if 
only  light  from  the  left  still  predominates.  Light  solely  from 
the  right,  or  from  right  and  rear,  is  bad,  as  it  obliges  the  pupil 
to  look  through  dark  shadows  to  see  his  work  and  thus  causes 
annoyance  and  severe  eye-strain. 

Authorities  generally  agree  in  the  above  prohibitions; 
they  are,  however,  somewhat  divided  as  to  whether  light 
should  enter  from  the  left  alone,  or  from,  the  left  and  rear.  My 
experience  is  that  either  is  good,  under  circumstances  favora¬ 
ble  to  each,  the  unilateral  plan  naturally  requiring  more  win¬ 
dows  on  the  side.  When  the  lighting  is  bilateral,  from  left 
and  rear,  care  should  be  taken  tO'  have  the  left  light  predomi¬ 
nant,  otherwise  the  excess  in  the  rear  causes  the  pupil’s  body 
to  shade  his  work.  An  objection  to  rear  light  is  its  eflfect  on 
the  teacher's  eyes,  when  she  faces  it,  particularly  when  there 
is  snow  on  the  ground.  Still  she,  unlike  the  pupils,  is  free  to 
move  about  and  favor  herself. 

It  IS  desirable  to  have  rooms  so  arranged,  if  possible,  that 
direct  sunlight  will  shine  in  during  a  portion  of  the  day.  North 
rooms  in  which  the  sun  does  not  shine  at  all,  are  likely  to  be 
a  little  gloomy ;  they  should  certainly  have  the  maximum  win¬ 
dow  space  and  the  curtains  clear  up  all  the  time,  except  some¬ 
times  when  the  snow  is  dazzling. 

2.  Height  of  windows.  All  authorities,  so  far  as  I 
know,  agree  that  windows  should  reach  as  near  the  ceiling  as 
possible,  their  tops  not  being  more  than  six  inches  distant.  A. 
P.  Marble,  in  a  circular  of  information  published  by  the  U. 
S.  Government,  says  :  “  The  windows  should  extend  to  the  ceil-

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ing-  of  the  room,  and  no  fancied  architectural  consideration 
should  ever  prevent  this.”  If  it  costs  more  money,  it  should 
be  i)aid. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  this  construction.  The 
higher  the  windows  the  farther  the  light  will  extend  across  the 
room.  It  is  important  that  even  the  last  row  of  pupils  receive 
good  light.  It  is  said  that  20  feet  is  the  greatest  distance  any 
pupils  should  be  seated  from  a  well  lighted  window  * * * §.  Light 
diminishes  as  the  square  of  the  distance,  so  that  a  seat  twice 
as  far  away  receives  only  one  fourth  as  much  light.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  principle  that  the  last  seats  would  better  not  be  distant 
more  than  one  and  a  half  the  height  of  the  top  of  the  window  f, 
the  space  between  the  ceiling  and  the  windows  must  be 
very  slight  in  a  room  12  or  13  feet  high  and  25  feet  wide. 

Again,  it  is  found  that  the  upper  fourth  of  the  window 
furnishes  one-third  the  light  of  the  whole  window  + ,  and  is 
worth  more  than  twdce  the  same  space  at  the  bottom  ||.  The 
height  of  the  window'  sills  should  not  be  more  than  3  1-2  to 
4  feet  §. 

3.  Massing  windows.  The  windows  should  be  placed  as 
near  together  as  possible,  since  bands  of  light  and  shade  are 
injurious  to  the  eye.  The  distance  for  brick  buildings  is 
sometimes  fixed  at  one  and  a  half  feet,  but  frequently  it  is 
less,  and  the  less  the  better.  This  as  well  as  the  height  of 
windows  is  one  of  the  distinct  features  of  modern  lighting, 
when  the  best  ideas  are  embodied  in  construction. 

The  first  window  on  the  left  side  can  be  placed  as  near  as 
two  feet  .to  the  rear  corner,  but  the  first  in  the  rear,  in  bilat¬ 
eral  lighting,  can  be  at  a  greater  distance  from  that  corner^, 
notwithstanding  certain  conventional  rules  of  architecture.

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It  involves  no  sacrifice  of  art  for  architecture  to  modify  what 
is  traditional  in  order  to  promote  higher  hunran  interests. 

With  these  ideas  in  mind,  no  room  needs  to  have  the  rear 
light  predominant. 

Under  the  same  general  principle,  there  should  be  few 
panes  of  glass  in  a  window,  not  more  than  one  in  the  lower 
sash  or  two  in  the  upper. 

Of  course  only  a  brief  treatment  of  this  subject  is  possible 
in  a  report  like  this.  But  if  the  principles  herein  considered 
are  observed,  the  cOmfort  and  health  of  children  will  be  great¬ 
ly  promoted.  I  believe  there  should  be,  and  some  time  there 
will  be,  government  control  of  this  matter,  as  already  of 
heating  and  ventilation,  and  as  there  is,  tO'  some  extent,  in 
European  countries. 

Two  cuts  are  inserted  to  illustrate  in  general  the  difference 
between  the  old  and  modern  methods  of  lighting.  They  are 
taken  from  “The  Hygiene  of  the  .Schoolroom,”  by  William 
F.  Barry,  M.  D.  The  plates  were  kindly  loaned  by  the  author 
and  Silver,  Burdett  &  Co.,  the  publishers. 

To  supplement  this  article,  the  figures  relating  to  the  ratio 
of  window  space  to  floor  space  are  reprinted  in  the  appendix 
from  last  year’s  report. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

It  remains  now  to  refer  incidentally  to  several  matters  which 
are  worthy  of  consideration. 

In  the  Everett  building  a  school  was  organized  in  September 
containing  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils.  The  seventh 
grade  division  is  composed  of  pupils  selected  last  June  from 
the  different  sixth  grades  in  town  for  their  probable  ability 
to  accomplish  two  years’  work  in  one.  This  school  has  been 
a  marked  success,  the  chief  elements  of  which  have  been : 

I.  The  school  was  placed  in  charge  of  an  experienced

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teacher  well  acquainted  with  the  requirements  of  the  ninth 
grade. 

2.  The  two  divisions  have  been  kept  distinct  until  now,  the 
middle  of  the  year,  when  the  process  of  merging  has  begun. 

3.  The  school  has  not  been  allowed  to  exceed  36  pupils. 

4.  The  ninth  grade  assistant  has  devoted  part  of  her  service 
to  the  school,  so  that  the  regular  teacher  has  had  the  time  and 
energy  to  look  after  the  details  of  the  work  carefully. 

The  number  of  tardinesses  during  the  year  has  been  exces¬ 
sive — 2094  for  all  the  schools,  equal  to  a  pro  rata  of  one  and  a 
half  for  each  pupil  of  the  average  membership.  It  is  hoped  that 
parents  will  co-operate  with  teachers  in  impressing  upon  the 
children  the  importance  of  punctuality  and  in  arousing  their 
pride  in  a.  good  record  and  reputation  for  their  schools. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  special  reports,  in  the  appendix, 
of  the  supervisors  and  the  principal  of  the  High  School. 

This  report  should  not  be  closed  without  repeating  the 
suggestion  made  in  the  last  of  the  need  of  a  new  modern 
grammar  school  building  adequate  in  its  equipment  for  the  pro¬ 
gressive  needs  of  grammar  school  pupils.  It  should  have  reci¬ 
tation  and  manual  training  rooms  and  laboratories  for  science 
work.  When  the  growth  of  the  town  justifies  the  construction 
of  such  a  building,  education  in  the  town  will  take  on  ne\v  and 
important  phases. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  the  high  char¬ 
acter  of  the  work  they  are  doing.  I  take  this  opportunity,  also, 
to  acknowledge  the  kind  consideration  and  support  of  the 
Committee,  without  which  my  efforts  wiould  not  be  of  much 
avail.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 


To  Mr,  W.  C.  Hobbs,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  hereby  present  my  seventh  annual  report. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  number  attending 
the  High  School  during  the  last  three  years.  The  enrolment 
for  the  present  year  is  three  greater  than  that  of  last  year 
while  the  average  membership  is  a  little  less.  The  change 
from  three  to  four  years  in  the  commercial  course  will  have  the 
effect  of  making  the  class  graduated  the  coming  June  unusually 
small  as  the  largest  part  of  this  class  was  graduated  last  year 
from  the  commercial  course. 

The  tinting  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  has  made  the  build¬ 
ing  much  more  attractive  and  homelike.  This  attractiveness 
has  been  increased  by  the  pictures  purchased  with  the  money 
^obtained  in  connection  with  the  art  exhibit  held  two  years 
ago.  The  class  of  1904  has  presented  the  school  with  a  cast 
of  the  frieze,  Alexander’s  Triumph,  by  Thorwaldsen.  The 
class  of  1905  at  their  graduation  presented  a  cast  of  the  large 
statue  of  Minerva.  As  a  companion  piece  to  this  the  Diana 
has  already  been  ordered  by  the  class  of  1906  and  is  to  be  put 
in  position  as  soon  as  it  is  received.  Mrs.  Harriet  W.  Lane 
has  given  the  school  twenty-five  copies  of  famous  paintings. 
These  have  been  hung  in  the  halls  and  small  rooms  of  the 
building.  They  are  what  we  needed  to  relieve  the  bareness  of 
the  walls. 

I  wish  to  express  the  regret  felt  by  all  at  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Elzura  A.  Chandler,  which  took  effect  last  September 
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on  account  of  her  ill  health.  From  her  eight  years  of  con¬ 
scientious  and  efficient  service  she  won  the  esteem  of  all  with 
whom  she  came  in  contact.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 


To  Mr,  W.  C.  Hobbs.  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  plan  of  work  followed  this  year  is  much  the  same 
as  in  former  years  with  certain  lines  more  fully  emphasized. 
The  subjects  of  nature  and  object  drawing  were  given  especial 
attention  last  spring  and  this  fall  We  have  spent  considerable 
time  in  mechanical  drawing  and  constructive  work. 

In  the  lower  grades  we  try  to  use  the  drawing  as  a  means 
of  expression,  illustrating  rhymes  and  stories.  “Expression 
is  the  result  of  impression  and  the  child  in  expressing  him¬ 
self  in  drawing  gives  us  his  own  conception  of  that  impres¬ 
sion.” 

William  Morris  Hunt  has  said,  “You  can  develop  a  child’s 
faculties  by  drawing  better  than  by  books :  and  no  other  study 
will  so  quicken  his  perceptions.  Children  should  learn  to  draw 
as  they  learn  to  write,  and  such  a  mystery  should  not  be  made 
of  it.” 

The  gifts  which  the  children  in  all  grades  made  and  took 
home  at  Christmas  showed  much  careful  work. 

This  fall  more  time  was  given  to  the  High  School.  We 
have  a  large  mechanical  and  two  free  hand  drawing  classes, 
all  of  which  are  working  well. 

Much  interest  is  shown  in  drawing  by  teachers  and  pu¬ 
pils  and  the  prospects  are  bright  for  a  successful  year’s  work.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 
NORFOLK,  ss. 

To  either  Constable  of  the  Town,  of  Norwood,  in  said  County. 

Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to  assem¬ 
ble  in  Village  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of 
March,  A.  D.  1906,  at  six  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers.  The  follow¬ 
ing  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely:  Three  Selectmen  who  shall 
be  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Surveyors  of  Highways, 
one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three 
Auditors,  three  Park  Commissioners,  six  Constables,  one  Tree 
Warden,  all  for  one  year;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for 
three  years,  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years,  and  two  Trustees  of 
the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years;  and  also  upon  the 
same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  question,  “Shall  licenses  be  granted 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town?” 

Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  the  Auditors  on  the 
Selectmen’s,  Treasurer’s,  Tax  Collector’s,  Water  Commissioners’ 
and  Cemetery  Commissioners’  accounts. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  List  of 
Jurors,  as  prepared  by  Selectmen,  and  posted  as  required  by  law. 

Article  5.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  committees. 
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Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
the  unexpended  appropriations  of  the  past  year. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  an¬ 
ticipation  of  the  taxes  for  the  present  municipal  year,  and  to  issue 
notes  of  the  town  therefor.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  money  for  the  support  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.

Article  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  use  of  George  K.  Bird  Post  No.  169,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  for  the  purpose  of  decorating  soldiers’  graves 
on  Memorial  Day. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Alarm  system  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  to  water  the  streets  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  lighting  the  streets  the  current  year. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  schools  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  conveying  children  living  in  the  outlying  districts 
to  the  Norwood  schools,  and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the 
school  committee. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  expense  of  children  at  the  Truant  School. 
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Article  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health.

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REMARKS. 

The  thirty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of 
Norwood  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  which 
shows  the  amount  of  money  paid  out  by  the  town  as  $157,798.47, 
and  leaving  a  cash  balance  of  $37,224.43  in  the  treasury.  This 
balance  is  distributed  as  follows  :  Unexpended  balance  of  new 
school.  Chapel  street,  $13,573.16;  unexpended  balance  of  new 
Fire  Department  house,  $6,425.00;  making  a  total  of  $19,988.16, 
which  deducted  from  the  total  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer  would  leave  a  balance  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  the  coming 
year  of  $7,226.26.  There  is  due  from  the  State  for  corporation 
tax  $5,134.87,  which  we  are  assured  will  be  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  Town  Treasurer  by  March  i,  1907,  and  no  doubt  can  be 
used  by  tbe  town  for  appropriations  for  the  coming  year.  There¬ 
fore  the  financial  resources  of  the  town  at  this  time  can  be  counted 
on  as  follows  :  Money  in  bands  of  Treasurer,  after  deducting 
the  unexpended  appropriations  for  the  Chapel  street  school  and 
new  fire  house,  $7,226.26;  amount  due  from  State,  $5,134.87  ; 
total  balance  available,  $i3,  351.13.  The  reason  of  delay  in  re¬ 
ceiving  the  above  amount  of  corporation  tax  from  the  State  was 
owing  to  an  error  on  the  part  of  a  corporation  in  making  its  re¬ 
turn  to  the  State,  and  which  was  not  rectified  in  time  to  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  first  distribution  by  the  State ;  but  it  is  an  asset  of 
the  town  and  will  be  credited  to  the  town  in  .the  next  distribu¬ 
tion,  which  takes  place  between  the  middle  of  February  and 
March  i,  1907.  The  amount  of  corporation  tax  due  from  the 
State  for  the  year  1906  has  been  reduced  considerably,  because 
of  the  fact  that  a  corporation  from  which  the  town  derived  a  tax 
of  $3,000.00  a  year  went  out  of  existence  as  a  Massachusetts 
corporation  ;  and  this  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  town  in 
making  its  appropriations  at  the  coming  town  meeting,  for  this 
source  of  revenue  being  reduced,  naturally  appropriations  must 


be  reduced,  or  the  tax  rate  increased  to  meet  it.  This  deficiency 
could  be  met  in  part  by  assessing  the  large  amount  of  personal 
tax  which  at  the  present  time  is  exempted  by  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  but  the  prospect  for  a  change  in  the  future 
in  this  direction,  has  little  hope. 

It  would  also  be  well  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
town’s  increasing  indebtedness.  The  amount  of  the  town  debt 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  is  $114,135.00,  exclusive  of  water 
bonds.  The  interest  to  carry  this  debt  is  $4,000.00  per  year, 
and  its  extinction  will  be  very  slow.  In  the  meantime  the  or¬ 
dinary  expenses  of  the  town  will  keep  increasing  if  the  town  is 
to  grow  and  expand.  This  year  the  town  will  be  called  upon 
to  meet  the  expense  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the  new  fire 
house  and  also  the  new  Chapel  street  school.  The  lighting  of 
the  town  by  electricity  will  probably  call  for  a  larger  appropri¬ 
ation  than  in  former  years,  so  that  it  is  very  evident  that  our 
town  debt  will  show  an  increase  rather  than  a  decrease  for  some 
time  to  come.  Our  debt  limit,  at  the  present  valuation,  is  about 
$169,000.00.  The  town  raised  by  taxation  in  1906,  $108,169.75  ; 
at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  $15,474.00  was  appropriated 
from  balance  in  treasury;  making  a  total  of  $133,643.75  appro¬ 
priated  for  town  purposes,  and  $54,000.00  borrowed  for  school 
and  fire  houses,  and  the  margin  left  of  $351356.35  is  pretty  close 
to  the  debt  limit. 

The  matter  of  putting  in  a  sewerage  system  is  now  up  to  the 
town,  and  there  must  be  more  or  less  expense  to  be  met  by  direct 
taxation  in  its  installation. 

The  account  of  work  on  highways  will  be  found  in  detail  in 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.  The  stone  crusher 
was  put  in  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  The  stone 
used  for  crushing  purposes  was  taken  mostly  from  a  ledge  close 
to  the  plant.  A  new  steam  drill,  costing  $305.00,  was  pur¬ 
chased,  and  the  results  have  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the 
town  is  now  in  a  position  to  get  good  material  for  streets  which 
is  far  superior  to  gravel  and  more  economical  to  use.  A  new 
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street  watering  cart  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $370.00,  and  it 
will  be  used  in  the  work  of  macadamizing  the  streets  of  the  town. 

Repairs  were  made  on  the  town  scales  at  the  stone  crusher 
plant.  Upon  examination  by  an  expert  it  was  found  the  scales 
were  not  accurate,  weighing  several  hundred  pounds  out  of  the 
way,  the  weight  being  in  favor  of  the  party  who  sold  the  stone 
and  against  the  town,  and  this  condition  of  things  had  been  going 
on  from  the  time  the  scales  were  put  up,  as  the  scales  were  not 
set  up  properly  at  that  time. 

The  repairs  on  highways  were  made  mostly  with  crushed 
stone,  and  macadamizing  continued  on  Walpole  and  Washington 
streets,  which  streets  are  now  in  good  condition  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  short  stretches  which  will  be  taken  care  of  in  the  future. 
A  large  section  of  Neponset  street  was  macadamized,  at  a  cost  of 
$3,105.30.  More  work  should  be  put  into  sidewalks  this  year, 
and  continued  until  all  sidewalks  leading  to  the  central  and  in¬ 
dustrial  parts  of  the  town  are  completed.  The  work  of  filling  in 
the  front  part  of  the  engine  house  land  on  Market  street  was 
done  the  past  year  by  the  Highway  Department,  $250.00  worth 
of  material  being  carted  and  dumped  on  the  lot,  and  the  expense, 
which  was  considerable,  should  be  credited  to  the  Highway 
Department.  The  land  for  a  new  school  house  on  Chapel  street 
was  also  filled  up  by  the  Highway  Department  at  an  expense  of 
about  $100.00,  which  should  be  credited  to  Highways. 

The  death  of  Registrar  Austin  E.  Pratt  occurred  in  August, 
1906,  causing  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Registrars,  of  which  he 
was  a  faithful  member  for  many  years.  Francis  J.  Squires  was 
appointed  Registrar  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Pratt. 

The  office  of  Burial  Agent  of  Indigent  Soldiers  was  also  made 
vacant  by  Mr.  Pratt’s  death,  and  Rev.  George  VV.  Nead  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  vacancy. 

Francis  J.  Squires  resigned  his  position  as  Town  Auditor  and 
Eben  F.  Gay  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

In  the -law -suit  brought  against  the  town  by  the  Estate  ofE.  J. 
Gay,  on  Prospect  street,  a  verdict  was  given  against  the  town  and 
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in  favor  of  the  estate  for  $1,074.99,  which  has  been  paid.  The 
widening  of  Prospect  street  has  proved  to  be  a  very  expensive 
transaction  to  the  town. 

Last  October  an  accident  happened  on  Water  street.  The 
bridge  covering  the  old  sluiceway,  which  is  controlled  by  Hol¬ 
lingsworth  &  Vose,  broke  through,  letting  a  horse  and  wagon 
owned  by  Frank  Farnsworth  down  into  the  sluiceway.  Mr. 
Farnsworth  presented  a* bill  for  damages  of  $200.00;  the  bill 
appeared  to  be  reasonable  and  we  paid  the  same.  Hollings¬ 
worth  &  Vose  are  expected  to  reimburse  the  town  for  the 
amount  paid. 

The  declination  of  Charles  T.  Wheelock  to  serve  longer  as 
Town  Treasurer  will  be  acknowledged  by  all  as  the  loss  of  a  good 
and  faithful  servant.  Mr.  Wheelock  has  served  the  town  for 
five  years  in  a  most  efficient  and  careful  manner,  and  in  retiring 
from  the  service  of  the  town,  he  has  the  respect  and  esteem  of  his 
fellow-townsmen  for  duty  well  done.

WORK  DONE. 

The  following  items  show  the  cost  of  the  principal  work 
done  during  the  year  on  the  various  streets,  bridges,  culverts 
and  drains. 

HIGHWAYS. 

Washington  street,  from  Warren  street  to  George  street,  was 
dressed  with  stone  dust  at  an  expense  of  $7.50.  Washington 
street,  from  Railroad  avenue  to  Day  street,  was  dressed  with 
stone  dust  at  an  expense  of  $3.77’  Walpole  street,  from  Wal-^ 
nut  avenue  to  Chapel  street,  was  dressed  with  stone  dust,  and 
from  Winter  to  Bond  street  was  repaired  with  stone  dust. 

On  Walnut  avenue  various  places  were  repaired,  all  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $111.99.  Railroad  avenue,  from  Market  street  to 
Pleasant  street  was  repaired  with  No.  2  stone,  and  finished  with 
the  steam  roller  at  an  expense  of  $73.21.  The  depressions  on 
Nahatan  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Prosj^ect  street. 
Market  street  from  Railroad  avenue  to  Washington  street,  and 
Washington  street  from  Railroad  a\'enue  to  Nahatan  street  was 
repaired  with  No.  2  stone  at  an  expense  of  $35.77. 

Walpole  street  from  Bond  street  to  the  Bigelow  lot,  connect- 
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ing  with  the  Telford;  also  Washington  street  from  Winter 
street  to  Douglas  avenue,  and  Washington  street  from  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Press  to  the  junction  of  the  subway,  was  macadamized  at 
an  expense  of  $3,740.25. 

VVhishington  street  from  Day  street  to  Walpole  street  was 
macadamized  at  an  expense  of  $361,19. 

The  width  of  the  above  wmrk  varied  from  15  to  36  feet. 
The  surplus  material  not  used  on  the  construction  was  taken  to 
Florence  a^•enue  to  fill  the  depressions  in  the  water  trench, 
caused  by  us  taking  all  stone  excavated  for  the  crusher,  and 
agreeing  to  fill  the  depression  left. 

On  Washington  street  from  Hoyle  street  to  Winter  street  we 
established  a  new  grade  for  the  purpose  of  better  drainage,  and 
have  caused  the  railroad  to  raise  their  tracks  to  conform  to  it. 
The  cost  per  lineal  foot  for  the  above  work  was  $1.25. 

Neponset  street  from  Pleasant  street  to  Washington  street  was 
graded  on  the  old  surface  with  six  inches  of  No.  i  stone  and 
three  inches  of  No.  3  stone,  12  feet  wide.  This  was  thorough¬ 
ly  rolled  and  finished  with  two  layers  of  gravel  about  two  inches 
in  depth.  At  the  junction  of  Washington  street  the  grade  was 
raised  about  two  feet  to  obviate  the  sharp  grade  to  Washington 
street,  and  also  for  drainage.  The  cost  for  this  work  was 
$3,105.30.  Cost  per  lineal  foot  .69  3-4. 

On  Lincoln  street  the  unfinished  portion  w'as  graveled,  and 
also  Winter  street  was  repaired  from  Lincoln  street  to  land  of 
F.  A.  Fales,  at  an  expense  of  $330.70.  Cost  per  load,  $1.00. 

On  Mylod  street  the  projecting  stones  were  excavated  and  the 
hill  graveled,  also  the  sidewalk  abutting  the  property  of  Dr. 
L.  11.  Plimpton  to  Rock  Hill  street,  was  graveled  at  an  expense 
of  $54.61.  Cost  per  load  $1.07. 

Fisher  street  from  land  of  Mr.  F.  Allen  to  Walpole  street 
was  regraded  at  an  expense  of  $65.05. 

On  Neponset  street,  abutting  land  of  the  Leonard  Fisher 
estate,  the  street  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $63.20.  Cost 
per  load  $1.19. 
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On  Washington  street  the  hill  abutting  land  of  George  H. 
Morse  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $29.40.  Cost  per  load  .40. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The  following  sidewalks  were  dressed  with  stone  dust  : 

Winter  street,  on  the  north  side  from  land  of  Mr.  Tilton  to 
Nichols  street,  and  on  Nichols  street  to  house  of  Mr.  Baker,  at 
an  expense  of  $28.36. 

On  Lenox  street,  on  the  east  side,  abutting  land  of  Eugene 
Murphy  and  others,  Munroe  street  on  the  east  side,  from  house 
of  Mr.  Drummy  to  Cross  street.  Rock  street,  south  side,  from 
Munroe  to  Pleasant  street.  Lenox  street,  on  the  west  side, 
from  land  of  John  Nugent  to  the  Plimpton  Press,  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $80.64. 

High  street,  from  house  of  Coleman  Mogan  to  Prospect 
street,  was  dressed  with  stone  dust  at  an  expense  of  $13.92. 

Pleasant  street,  west  side,  from  Railroad  avenue  to  Rock 
street  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $47.15.  Pine  street,  on 
the  south  side,  from  Prospect  street  to  house  of  Mr.  Feeney, 
was  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $^3.90.  Cost  per  load  $1.38. 

The  following  sidewalks  were  repaired  with  stone  dust : 

Myrtle  street,  on  the  south  side,  to  Howard  street.  Wash¬ 
ington  street,  on  the  east  side,  from  Old  Cemetery  to  Railroad 
avenue.  Fulton  street,  on  the  east  and  west  sides,  from  Rail¬ 
road  avenue  to  Nahatan  street.  Washington  street,  west  side, 
from  Railroad  avenue  to  George  street,  was  repaired  in  places. 
Nahatan  street,  south  side,  from  Washington  street  to  Prospect 
street.  Vernon  Street,  on  the  north  side  from  Washington 
was  repaired  in  places. 

George  street,  north  side,  to  Granite  street.  Railroad  ave¬ 
nue,  on  the  north  side,  from  house  of  Mr.  Charles  Ryan  to 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Prospect  avenue,  on  the  north  side, 
from  Nichols  street  to  Fulton  street,  and  repaired  to  Prospect 
street.  Railroad  avenue,  north  side,  from  Washington  street  to 
Baker  street. 
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Walpole  street,  west  side,  from  Winter  street  to  Bond  street, 
and  Bond  street  for  about  150  feet,  on  the  south  side.  Hoyle 
street,  north  side,  from  Walpole  street  to  land  of  George  H. 
Bateman,  also  on  the  south  side  from  Everett  avenue  to  Winslow 
avenue.  Everett  avenue,  on  the  east  side,  repaired.  Washing¬ 
ton  street  from  land  of  Dr.  Fogg  to  Winter  street.  "Wunter 
street,  north  side,  from  Washington  street  to  Walpole  street, 
was  repaired  in  various  places.  Winslow  avenue  on  the  east 
side,  from  Hoyle  street  to  Walnut  avenue.  Hoyle  street  on  the 
south  side,  from  Washington  street  to  Winslow  avenue.  The 
cost  for  the  above  work  was  $201,17. 

On  Railroad  avenue,  north  side,  the  sidewalk  was  graveled 
from  house  of  Mr.  P.  Conolly  to  Prospect  street.  On  Nahatan 
street,  abutting  land  of  Mr.  Charles  Edwards  and  Mr.  Nee, 
and  also  on  the  south  side,  abutting  land  of  Mr.  Hayden. 

On  Beacon  street,  north  side,  from  concrete  walk  to  Wash¬ 
ington  street.  The  sidewalk  repaired  on  the  east  side  of  Cen¬ 
tral  street,  also  on  Cross  street,  north  side,  from  land  of  Mr. 
Murray  to  Pleasant  street.  The  total  cost  was  $256.51.  Cost 
per  load  $i .42. 

Dean  street,  on  the  south  side,  from  Pleasant  street  to  land  of 
Mr.  D.  D.  Fitzgerald,  and  a  sidewalk  built  under  the  railroad 
bridge  at  an  expense  of  $62.88.  Cost  per  load  .96  3-4. 

On  Winslow  avenue,  west  side,  a  short  piece  of  sidewalk 
was  graded  and  graveled  at  an  expense  of  $7.50.  Cost  per 
load  $1.50. 

MOWING  GRASS  AND  BUSHES. 

The  expense  for  mowing  grass  and  cutting  bushes  during  the 
year  was  $3 1 1 .54. 

RAKING,  SCRAPING  AND  CLEANING  GUTTERS. 

The  cost  for  raking,  scraping  and  keeping  the  gutters  free 
from  rubbish,  and  carting  away  all  surplus  material  was 
$1,322.52. 
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The  park  on  Howard  street  was  raked,  dressed  with  lawn 
dressing  and  sowed  down  in  the  spring  at  an  expense  of  $13*14. 

CLEANING  CATCH  BASINS. 

The  cost  for  the  care  of  the  catch  basins  during  the  year  was 
$204.79. 


CARE  OF  BASINS  AND  WASHOUTS  IN  STORMS. 

The  repairs  of  washouts  and  the  care  of  basins  after  storms 
during  the  year  was  $187.96. 

CULVERTS. 

The  culvert  on  Wheelock  avenue  was  repaired  at  an  expense 
of  $9.32.  The  culvert  on  Maple  street,  near  the  junction  of 
Cottage  street,  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $5.22. 

On  Howard  street  the  culvert,  with  an  outlet  through  land  of 
M.  M.  Alden,  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $2.22. 

The  culverts  at  the  junction  of  Bullard  and  Vernon  streets, 
Maple  street  and  Vernon  street,  Nichols  and  Cottage  streets,  and 
Nichols  street,  near  the  junction  of  Vernon  street,  were  re¬ 
paired  at  an  expense  of  $13.78, 

The  culvert  on  Lennox  street,  abutting  land  of  John  Nugent, 
was  taken  up  and  partly  rebuilt  at  an  expense  of  $61.95. 

The  culvert  on  Neponset  street,  which  receives  the  water 
from  the  High  Bridge  locality,  was  enlarged  and  lengthened  at 
an  expense  of  $158.71. 

DRAINS. 

The  drain  at  the  rear  of  land  of  Mr.  E.  F.  Roby  was  cleaned 
at  an  expense  of  $222,  also  the  drain  connecting  at  the  rear  of 
the  laundry  was  cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $2.89. 

The  drain  running  from  Washington  street  to  the  lock-up  was 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $7.34. 

The  drain  on  Washington  street,  on  Morrill’s  field,  and  the 
drain  running  east  from  Savin' avenue,  were  cleaned  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $8.00. 
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The  drain  which  receives  the  water  flowing  through  land  of 
Mrs.  Samuel  Dean  was  taken  up  and  replaced  with  30  feet  of 
20-inch  pipe,  and  the  auxiliary  drain  closed  up.  The  cost  of 
this  work  was  $42.56. 

From  Nichols  street  to  Wheelock  avenue  135  feet  of  15-inch 
pipe  was  laid,  connecting  at  both  ends  with  the  under  drains  of 
the  street..  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $25.75. 

On  Washington  street  the  culvert  running  east  from  Vernon 
street  to  the  Smith  meadow  was  taken  up  and  300  feet  of  20-inch 
pipe  was  laid,  and  also  three  catch  basins  built,  two  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  Vernon  and  Washington  streets,  and  one  on  Central 
street,  which  connects  the  pipes  laid  from  Day  street,  Washing¬ 
ton  street,  and  the  outlet  pipe  running  237  feet  to  the  main 
drain.  Also  retaining  walls  were  built  on  each  side  of  the 
main  drain,  running  south  and  east  from  the  constructed  drain 
on  Washington  street  to  Central  street. 

The  catch  basins  and  pipe  running  east  from  Vernon  street 
was  called  for  on  account  of  the  gravel  and  rubbish  continually 
washing  down,  which  in  a  short  time  would  All  the  pipes  already 
laid,  running  across  and  parallel  with  Central  street.  The  cost 
of  this  work  was  $i ,399.73. 

BRIDGES. 

The  bridge  on  Short  street  was  replanked  and  the  cross  tim¬ 
bers  and  rail  were  renewed  at  an  expense  of  $202.84. 

On  Everett  street  temporary  repairs  were  made  in  the  spring, 
and  later  the  old  biddge  was  replaced  with  a  stone  arched  bridge. 
This  was  called  for,  as  the  old  foundation  was  gradually  giving 
away,  and  by  building  the  stone  arch  instead  of  plank,  makes 
a  permanent  structure.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $566.84. 

The  bridge  on  Cross  street  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of 
$3.08. 

On  Neponset  street  the  bridge  at  the  Willows  was  replanked 
at  an  expense  of  $36.85. 

On  Morse  street  the  bridge  and  rail  were  repaired  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $12.70. 
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FENCES. 

On  Market  street  the  fence  was  repaired  in  the  spring  at  an 
expense  of  $=;.o8. 

At  the  junction  of  Railroad  avenue  and  Prospect  street,  abut¬ 
ting  land  of  Mr.  Breene,  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $12.19. 

On  High  street  the  fence  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of 
$i  1 .92. 

NEW  CATCH  BASINS. 

At  the  junction  of  Nichols  street  and  Prospect  avenue  a  catch 
basin  was  placed  at  the  north  and  south  corners  to  receive  the 
water  which  was  continually  washing  the  street  away.  The 
cost  of  this  work  was  $69.88. 

New  grates  and  frames  were  placed  at  the  Norwood  Press 
and  at  the  junction  of  Washington  street  and  the  subway  at  an 
expense  of  $23.89. 

SETTING  WATP:r  TROUGHS. 

The  cost  for  setting  the  new  water  trough,  including  the  pav¬ 
ing,  was  $245.24.  The  cost  for  removing  the  old  water  trough 
and  resetting  at  the  junction  of  Railroad  avenue  and  Pleasant 
street  was  $29.32. 

PAVING  AND  REPAIRS. 

The  gutters  at  the  junction  of  Howard  and  Baker  streets. 
Railroad, avenue  and  Baker  street,  and  the  drive  at  the  entrance 
to  Mr.  Wright’s  was  repaved  at  an  expense  of  $17.51. 

The  following  drives  on  Vernon  street  were  repaired:  At 
the  entrance  to  Mr.  Jefferson’s,  Mr.  Hartshorn’s,  Mr.  Thomp¬ 
son’s  and  Mrs.  Smith’s.  The  cost  for  this  work  was  $38.23. 

On  Cross  street,  on  the  bridge,  at  the  junction  of  Winslow 
avenue  and  VV^alnut  avenue,  and  the  junction  of  Cottage  and 
Maple  streets  were  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $4,150. 

Vernon  street  on  the  south  side,  from  the  ball  grounds  to  the 
completed  work,  was  paved  at  an  expense  of  $90.89.  Cost  per 
yard  .88  1-4. 
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Walpole  street  on  the  west  side,  from  Bond  to  Winter  street, 
was  paved  at  an  expense  of  $96.10.  Cost  per  yard  .78  3-4. 

Beech  street  on  the  west  side,  from  the  drive  of  George  H. 
Morrill,  was  paved  at  an  expense  of  $85.17.  Cost  per  yard 
$1.20.  The  cost  per  yard  for  the  above  work  was  increased  on 
account  of  the  large  number  of  boulders  excavated  and  re¬ 
moved. 

Washington  street  on  the  west  side,  from  Walpole  to  Day 
street,  was  repaved  at  an  expense  of  $38.52. 

CONCRETE  AND  EDGESTONES. 

The  cost  for  grading  Railroad  avenue  to  receive  the  concrete 
was  $247.31.  The  cost  for  grading  for  the  crossings  on  Wash¬ 
ington  street  was  $20.00.  The  cost  for  removing  the  trees  on 
Washington  street  at  the  Sanborn  Block  was  $42.34. 

On  Railroad  avenue,  at  the  store  of  Pendergast  &  Callahan, 
39  feet  of  edgestone  and  one  corner  block  was  set,  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $36.63. 


REMARKS. 

As  the  crushing  plant  had  been  idle  for  three  years,  it  nat¬ 
urally  caused  quite  an  expense  in  getting  it  ready  for  operation. 
Most  of  the  fittings  had  to  be  replaced ;  the  boiler  had  to  be 
raised,  alterations  made  to  conform  to  the  order  of  the  boiler 
inspector,  and  the  machinery  a  general  overhauling. 

The  scales  also  were  in  a  bad  condition  and  had  to  be  reset 
and  a  new  weighing  beani  connected,  which  in  all  caused  a  lay¬ 
out  of  $295.00,  and  when  started  on  the  work,  ran  to  our  entire 
satisfaction,  with  practically  no  accidents  during  the  season. 
The  only  repairs  which  will  be  called  for  this  year  will  be  a  new 
smoke  stack,  and  the  plant,  I  think,  is  ready  for  operation  as 
soon  as  steam  is  turned  on. 

In  commencing  the  work,  the  crusher  was  supplied  with 
stone  from  various  sources.  The  Highway  department  had  quite 
a  quantity  on  hand  ;  also  from  the  gravel  pits,  from  the  water 
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works,  telephone  conduit,  Mr.  F.  A.  Fales,  and  from  the  exca¬ 
vations  on  the  streets.  The  stone  obtained  in  this  way  (with 
the  exception  from  Mr.  Fales)  was  supplied  for  the  carting,  and 
as  they  were  getting  scarce,  we  had  to  look  to  other  sources  for 
a  supply. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  and  it  was  decided,  providing  we  could  obtain  stone 
from  the  ledge  owned  by  Mrs.  John  Page,  to  purchase  a  steam 
drill.  This  I  think  was  a  wise  move,  for  we  can  obtain  the 
stone  from  that  source  cheaper  than  elsewhere. 

I  have  estimated  the  cost  of  the  stone  blasted,  carted  to  the 
crusher,  and  delivered  into  the  bins  at  cents  per  ton. 

In  building  the  macadam  road  I  found  I  could  not  obtain 
water,  as  the  town  water  cart  was  enga  ged  in  watering  the 
streets,  and  with  the  consent  of  your  Honorable  Board  I  pur¬ 
chased  a  Studebaker  water  cart.  This  was  necessary,  as  a  ma¬ 
cadam  road  cannot  be  built  without  water. 

In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  a  steam  roller  for  the  town  of 
Norwood,  I  will  leave  for  your  consideration. 

Last  year  I  was  fortunate,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Highway  Commission,  in  obtaining  one  of  their  twelve 
ton  Buffalo  Pitts  steam  rollers,  and  if  it  is  not  deemed  advisable 
to  purchase  a  roller  this  year,  we  might  obtain  one  from  the 
same  source. 

The  sewer  question,  if  put  in  operation  the  coming  year,  will 
have  a  tendency  to  restrict  the  building  of  macadam  roads  on 
our  main  streets,  or  such  streets  that  will  be  excavated  for  that 
purpose,  consequently  a  steam  roller  would  not  be  employed  as 
steadily  as  last  year. 

There  are  a  number  of  outlying  streets  that  should  be  re¬ 
paired  the  ensuing  year. 

Nahatan  street  should  be  repaired  with  crushed  stone  from 
Prospect  street  to  the  line.  A  macadam  foundation  could  be 
placed  on  the  present  surface,  and  the  same  methods  employed 
as  on  Neponset  street.  That  is,  finished  with  gravel  instead  of 
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stone  dust,  which  I  think  is  full  as  durable  for  streets  that  can¬ 
not  receive  the  beiieht  of  the  water  cart.  This  would  require 
the  use  of  a  steam  roller. 

Washington  street,  from  land  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Morse  to  High 
Rock  street,  should  be  repaired  with  gravel  or  crushed  stone. 
The  stone  could  be  put  on  the  present  surface,  and  if  gravel  is 
used  to  finish  the  surface  it  would  not  require  any  shoulders  to 
be  built. 

At  the  Hawes  section  there  should  be  some  repairing  in  a 
number  of  places.  The  bridge  abutting  the  land  of  George 
Hawes  will  have  to  be  repaired  another  year.  I  consider  it  safe 
now,  but  should  not  want  to  guarantee  it  for  any  length  of  time. 

Winter  street  from  Prospect  street  should  be  repaired  in  a 
number  of  places.  By  ploughing  the  gutters  on  the  hills,  which 
would  give  them  a  crown,  would  answer,  with  the  use  of  some 
gravel  spread  in  the  depressions. 

On  Everett  street,  in  the  Ellis  neighborhood,  the  gutters  on 
the  hills  should  be  ploughed  and  the  gravel  graded  to  the  centre 
of  the  street,  as  the  hills  are  washed  badly  in  places,  and  were 
not  repaired  last  year. 

Cross  street  hill,  running  north  from  junction  of  Neponset 
street,  will  have  to  be  repaired.  The  streets  that  come  under 
the  ordinary  repairs  of  the  highways  should  be  repaired  with 
No.  2  stone  instead  of  gravel,  as  it  is  more  durable  and  stays 
where  it  is  placed,  and  in  a  short  time,  by  the  ordinary  traffic 
over  them,  is  compacted. 

1  recommend  that  two  catch  basins  be  built  at  the  junction  of 
Washington  street  and  Walnut  avenue,  one  on  the  north  and 
one  on  the  south  corner,  to  receive  the  water  which  has  no  out¬ 
let  there. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  catch  basin  be  built  on  the  south 
side  of  Day  street,  at  least  lOO  feet  from  Washington  street,  and 
connected  with  ten  or  twelve  inch  pipe  to  the  outlet  pipe  from 
the  catch  basin  already  built.  This  would  stop  the  continual 
washing  away  of  Washington  street  at  the  junction  of  Day 
street  in  heavy  showers  and  freshets. 
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The  main  drains  which  carry  the  water  from  the  street  will 
have  to  be  cleaned  this  year,  as  I  have  found  necessary  to  do 
every  other  year.  The  main  drains  run  from  Walpole  street  to 
the  rear  of  the  Norwood  Press ;  from  Winslow  avenue  to  Wash¬ 
ington  street;  from  Washington  street,  at  Village  hall,  to  the 
Everett  pasture  ;  from  Railroad  avenue  through  Clark  swamp 
to  the  Everett  pasture ;  from  Lenox  street,  running  east  to  the 
main  drain  ;  from  Nahatan  street  through  land  of  the  Charles 
Pond  estate  to  land  of  Mr.  Allen  Talbot;  from  the  Smith 
meadow  to  the  main  drain  at  Clark’s  swamp,  and  from  Walpole 
street,  running  east  to  Snakeup  pond.  There  are  a  number  of 
connecting  drains  which  are  cleaned  at  the  same  time. 

I  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  concrete  sidewalks  be 
as  liberal  as  possible  for  the  year,  as  there  are  unfinished  por¬ 
tions  (at  the  centre)  on  Washington  street;  also  Nahatan  street 
should  be  conci'eted  on  the  south  side  to  Prospect  street.  Day 
street,  on  the  north  side,  to  Broadway,  and  an  unfinished  sec¬ 
tion  on  the  south  side  of  Railroad  avenue,  from  Fulton  street  to 
Prospect  street,  also  crossings  where  necessary. 

The  above  remarks  and  recommendations  I  think  are  the  most 
prominent,  and  I  refer  them  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  con¬ 
sideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 


In  our  last  report  it  was  stated  that  new  shelves  were  needed. 
Now  it  has  become  a  necessity.  Owing  to  the  gradual  accumu¬ 
lation  of  books  from  year  to  year,  the  original  arrangement  of 
the  stacks  is  now  found  to  be  inadequate,  and  the  crowded  con¬ 
dition  of  the  shelves  will  necessitate  a  rearrangement  with  an 
addition  of  nearly  one  hundred  shelves. 

ddiere  is  a  way  in  which  this  congested  condition  can  be 
relieved,  and  that  is  by  having  a  children’s  reading  room.  The 
children  of  our  village  use  the  library  to  almost  as  large  an  extent 
as  the  adults.  The  Trustees  are  considering  the  advisability  of 
equipping  in  a  simple,  efficient  manner  the  basement  room  of 
the  library  for  the  use  of  the  children’s  library,  and  for  the 
classification  of  such  subjects  as  should  be  brought  to  them  in 
order  of  development.  Then  progress  would  be  made  in  the 
right  direction  and  added  prosperity  will  be  assured.  Articles 
have  appeared  in  several  issues  of  the  Messenger,  written  by 
the  Trustees,  calling  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  library  and 
the  many  advantages  which  it  offers.  The  library  is  constantly 
increasing  along  the  lines  of  library  work,  and  it  is  the  wish  of 
the  Trustees  that  the  opportunities  which  it  presents  may  be 
used  to  their  largest  extent.  The  work  of  the  library  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  schools  has  not  been  as  successful  as  the  trustees 
would  desire.  The  High  school  as  usual  has  responded,  but 
the  other  grades  do  not  respond.  If  the  library  and  schools 
would  work  in  conjunction  they  would  be  a  power  for  good 
beyond  estimate. 
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The  Trustees  stand  ready  to  listen  to  any  proposition  along 
these  lines  and  would  be  glad  to  do  anything  practicable  to  gain 
the  desired  result.

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
library,  since  moving  into  the  new  building,  the  Trustees  are 
able  to  show  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  with  all  bills  paid  for  the 
year,  except  the  library  staff,  which  are  paid  in  accordance  with 
our  annual  custom,  to  January  i.  However,  payment  actually 
includes  salaries  for  one  year.  This  was  due  to  the  increased 
appropriation  which  the  town  voted  toward  the  support  of  the 
Public  Library  at  the  last  town  meeting,  and  the  Trustees  will 
say  that  the  present  appropriation  will  have  to  be  continued  in 
order  to  maintain  the  library  in  its  present  state  of  efficiency.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN. 


Norwood,  Mass.,  February  i,  1907. 

To  THE  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  : 

Gentlemen: — As  Tree  Warden  of  the  town  of  Norwood  I 
submit  my  fifth  annual  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  trees  on  Chapel  street,  Washington 
street  from  Winslow’s  Station  to  Nahatan  street.  Linden  street, 
Monroe  street,  W^alpole  street,  Saunder’s  road  and  Walnut  ave¬ 
nue  have  been  trimmed  and  all  dead  wood  cut  out.  Fifteen 
trees  have  been  bolted  to  protect  them  from  splitting. 

The  four  large  trees  on  Washington  street,  in  front  of  San¬ 
born’s  Block,  were  cut  down  after  many  requests  were  made  by 
the  owners  of  the  property,  the  selectmen  and  many  citizens. 
The  expense  of  this  work  was  defrayed  by  the  general  appro¬ 
priation  of  the  town. 

In  July  the  trunks  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  trees  on 
Lyden  street  and  Railroad  avenue  were  wrapped  with  burlap 
to  hinder  the  movements  of  the  gyp^^y  moth  caterpillar,  the  bur¬ 
lap  serving  as  a  trap.  Four  hundred  caterpillars  were  caught 
and  destroyed ;  nearly  all  of  these  were  found  near  the  original 
colony  on  Railroad  avenue,  near  the  corner  of  Pleasant  street. 

Five  colonies  of  gypsy  moths  have  been  found  in  town  :  On 
Railroad  avenue,  on  property  belonging  to  Mr.  A.  B.  Chandler 
off  Pleasant  street ;  on  Pleasant  street,  in  an  old  wall  dividing 
property  of  John  Hennessey  and  John  Kelley ;  on  Lyden  and 
W'illiam  streets.  The  colony  on  William  street  has  been  entire¬ 
ly  stamped  out  by  cutting  down  old  apple  trees,  where  the  nests 
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were  found,  and  burning  them.  Only  one  nest  was  found  on 
Lyden  street.  About  two  hundred  nests  were  found  in  the  other 
localities  and  destroyed  by  painting  with  creosote. 

Ssme  unknown  cause  has  killed  the  brown  tail  moth  in  Nor¬ 
wood.  Only  one  nest  to  my  knowledge  has  been  found  here 
this  season. 

Nearly  all  the  fruit  trees  in  town  and  the  shade  trees  along 
the  highway  have  been  thoroughly  inspected,  and  the  pests 
found  only  in  the  places  stated. 

A  constant  watch  must  be  kept  for  the  nests,  but  I  feel  that 
the  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moth  nuisance  in  Norwood  is  well 
under  control. 

I  recommend  that  the.  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  three  hun¬ 
dred  for  trimming  the  shade  trees,  and  two  hundred  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  the  insect  pests  be  appropriated  for  the  coming 
year.

DEPARTMENT. 


Norwood,  Mass.,  Jan.  31,  1907. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen  :  We  herewith  present  our  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1907. 

During  the  year  parts  of  the  department  have  beeen  called 
out  to  thirty-eight  (38)  fires  :  fourteen  (14)  whistle  and  twenty- 
four  (24)  still  alarms. 


RECORD  OF  FIRES  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  JANUARY  31,  1907. 
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Value  of  buildings,  $50,660.  Loss  on  buildings,  $2,907.95. 
Insurance  on  buildings,  $29,850. 

Value  of  contents,  $8,313.  Loss  on  contents,  $2,178.95 
Insurance  on  contents,  $14,115. 
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REMARKS. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  during  the  past  year  in  the  small 
number  of  fires  that  have  occurred  and  the  smallness  of  the  losses 
sustained.  The  value  of  buildings  menaced  by  fire  during  the 
past  year  has  been,  approximately,  $50,660,  while  the  actual 
loss  from  fires  has  only  been,  approximately,  $2,907.95.  This 
is  a  good  showing. 

The  members  of  the  department  have,  we  believe,  done  good 
service  during  the  past  year  and  have  responded  promptly  to 
every  call.  We  wish  to  thank  them  for  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  their  work  was  performed.  The  fire  alarm  service,  under 
Superintendent  Cottrell,  has  been  kept  in  excellent  shape  and 
has  given  excellent  satisfaction. 

The  town  should  make  a  special  effort  this  year  to  prevent 
boys  from  setting  brush  fires.  There  have  been  fewer  of  these 
fires  during  the  past  year  than  in  former  years,  but  there  have 
been  far  too  many  of  them.  We  believe  that  the  authorities 
have  tried  to  do  their  duty  in  this  matter,  but  a  little  extra  effort 
should  be  put  forth.  A  great  deal  of  valuable  property  is  en¬ 
dangered  every  year  by  these  fires. 

We  congratulate  the  people  of  Norwood  on  the  fact  that  the 
town  is  soon  to  have,  completed  and  ready  for  use,  a  new  cen¬ 
tral  fire  station,  which  is  up-to-date  in  every  respect  and  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  needs  of  the  town.  The  town  now  stands  in  need 
of  such  apparatus  as  the  growth  of  the  town  and  the  proper 
protection  of  its  rapidly  expanding  industries,  with  their  large 
buildings,  demand.  The  town  needs,  in  the  near  future,  a  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  a  chemical  engine  and  a  hose  wagon,  to  be  run 
by  horses  or  auto. 

We  believe  that  horses  can  be  owned  by  the  town  and  kept  in 
the  fire  station  and  be  available  for  town  and  fire  purposes  and 
that  this  will  be  an  economical  arrangement  for  the  town  to  enter 
into.  These  horses  can  be  used  on  the  sprinkling  cart  and  in  re¬ 
moving  snow  from  sidewalks. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase,  at  once,  a  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  of  a  character  suitable  to  the  town’s  needs. 
The  present  truck  is  entirely  inadequate  for  proper  fire  protec¬ 
tion,  having  only  150  feet  of  ladders,  whereas  for  the  class  of 
buildings  the  town  now  has,  a  truck  with  at  least  300  feet  of 
ladders  is  needed.  We  would  further  recommend  the  purchase 
of  three  horses.  We  would  recommend  for  the  support  of  the 
department  during  the  current  year,  an  appropriation  of  $4,000 
and  that  $350  be  appropriated  for  furnishing  the  new  fire  station.

NORWOOD  FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH.

To  THE  Board  of  Engineers  ; 

Gentlemen  : — The  following  is  the  tenth  annual^eport  of 
the  town’s  fire  alarm  system.  During  the  past  year  the  system 
has  been  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  We  had  one  severe  electrical 
storm  which  put  the  whole  system  out  of  working  order.  If  we 
had  a  repeater  this  would  not  have  happened.  I  earnestly  re¬ 
commend  the  purchase  of  a  repeater,  to  be  installed  in  the  new 
engine  house.  I  will  state  that  I  have  been  troubled  more  so 
this  past  year  than  ever,  with  boys  breaking  the  glass  on  the 
key  boxes,  “at  the  boxes,”  especially  those  on  W'alpole  street. 
Something  should  be  done  to  stop  this  mischief.  During  the 
coming  year,  the  wire  from  the  engine  house  down  Washington 
street  to  the  Norwood  Press,  needs  to  be  rewired,  owing  to  weak 
places  made  by  the  trees.  I  have  the  required  wire  to  do  the 
same  on  hand.  Anticipating  a  new  switch -board,  storage  bat¬ 
tery,  etc.,  in  the  new  engine  house,  I  have  material  enough  on 
hand  for  the  gravity  battery,  to  last  until  the  new  engine  house 
is  completed.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  THE  Voters  of  Norwood  ; 

Frequent  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  during  the 
year  and  many  matters  discussed  and  actions  taken  in  the  inter¬ 
est  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Many  nuisances  of  various 
kinds  have  been  abated,  and  in  one  case  a  prosecution  and  con¬ 
viction  was  necessary  before  the  offending  conditions  were  rem¬ 
edied. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  of  the 
irregular  and  unsatisfactory  collections  of  swill ;  we  believe 
that  most  of  these  have  been  promptly  adjusted. 

PLUMBING  INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  fourteen  plumbing  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  made  by  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Mr.  F.  E. 
Colburn,  and  the  Assistant  Inspector,  Mr.  E.  J.  Winn,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same 
as  shown  by  the  accompanying  tables. 

Rev.  Laws,  103,  Section  5,  specifies  in  reference  to  Inspectors 
of  Plumbing,  that  “All  such  inspectors  shall,  before  appoint¬ 
ment,  be  subjected  to  an  examination  before  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.”  To  conform  with  this  law  Messrs.  Colburn  and 
Winn  have  qualified  for  their  appointments. 

SEWERAGE. 

For  several  years  past  this  Board  has  strongly  advocated  and 
urged  upon  our  citizens  the  absolute  necessity  of  installing  the 
proper  system  of  sewers  in  the  town.

During  the  past  year  the  State  Board  of  Health,  acting  under 
authority  from  the  legislature,  has  taken  action  compelling  the 
town  to  properly  care  for  the  so  called  “town  drain,”  now,  and 
for  several  years  past,  emptying  into  the  Neponset  river,  and 
the  only  logical  and  sensible  solution  of  this  problem  appears  to 
be  the  prompt  construction  of  such  a  portion  of  the  proposed 
sewerage  system  as  will  care  for  the  above  mentioned  drain. 

A  Board  of  Sewerage  Commissioners  has  been  elected  by  the 
town,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  their  advice  prompt  action  will  be 
taken. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  tbe  comparative  table  of  infectious 
diseases,  as  reported  by  the  attending  physicians  : 
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posed  to  such  contagion  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  attend  any  public 
school  during  such  illness.” 

In  accordance  with  this  law,  all  physicians  are  required  by 
the  Board  to  promptly  report  in  writing  each  and  every  ease  of 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  to  which  they  may  be  called, 
and  all  cases  so  reported  are  refused  admission  to  the  public 
schools  until  furnished  with  a  certificate  from  this  board.  We 
have  in  each  case  endeavored  to  comply  with  at  least  the  intent 
of  the  law,  and  believe  that  theoretically  and  practically  the 
above  mentioned  law  acts  as  an  additional  preventative  to  the 
sprerd  of  contagious  disease. 

SCHOOL  INSPECTIONS.  ' 

In  1905,  by  request  of  the  school  authorities,  this  Board  con¬ 
sented  to  make  such  inspections  of  the  pupils  attending  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  as  might  be  deemed  necessary.  This  work  has  been 
continued  and  the  results  in  a  great  measure  were  shown  in  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  last  year  as  well  as 
in  that  of  the  present  year.  This  matter  has  constantly  grown 
in  importance  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  legisla¬ 
ture  of  1906  believed  it  so  important  that  Chapter  502,  Acts  of 
1906,  made  the  appointment  of  school  physicians  obligatory 
upon  the  School  Committee.  The  school  authorities  of  Nor¬ 
wood  will  at  once  ask  for  an  appropriation  from  the  town  to 
properly  carry  out  this  provision  of  the  law. 

DISINFECTIONS. 

During  the  past  few  years  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  as  to  the  materials  and  apparatus  used  in  disinfecting  sick 
rooms  after  the  occurrence  of  contagious  diseases.  This  Board 
has  carefully  investigated  this  subject  and  as  a  result  has  adopted 
the  use  of  Solidified  Formaldehyde  as  prepared  by  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Chemical  Co.  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  believing  that  the  same 
will  prove  both  more  effective  and  economical.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS. 


I  hereby  sulimit  to  you  the  following  report  of  my  work 
as  Inspector  of  Animals  for  the  past  year. 

Early  in  the  spring  I  was  called  upon  to  examine  a  num¬ 
ber  of  cows  that  had  been  coughing.  None  of  these  cows 
were  quarantined. 

In  July  I  was  asked  to  examine  a  number  of  cows,  and 
quarantined  four  as  being  suspicious  of  having  tuberculosis. 
These  four  were  all  condemned  and  killed  by  an  inspector 
from  the  Cattle  Bureau  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture, 
and  the  premises  in  which  they  were  kept  disinfected. 

In  the  summer  notices  were  received  from  the  Cattle 
Bureau  and  posted  in  tbe  blacksmith  shops  and  other  con¬ 
spicuous  places  warning  against  the  danger  of  glanders  and 
farcy,  which  diseases  prevailed  in  neighboring  towns  at  that 
time,  and  while  a  number  of  horses  were  examined  in  this 
town  with  reference  to  these  diseases  we  didn’t  have  any 
in  the  town  afflicted  with  it  as  far  as  I  know. 

About  the  first  of  October  orders  were  received  from  the 
Cattle  Bureau,  the  same  as  are  issued  each  year,  ordering  a 
complete  inspection  of  all  neat  cattle,  sheep,  swine  and  goats, 
within  the  limits  of  the  towns.  This  inspection  is  made 
with  reference  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  food-produc¬ 
ing  animals,  and  to  the  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  premises  in  which  they  are  housed.  At  this  time  there 
were  four  cows  quarantined  as  being  suspicious  of  having  tu¬ 
berculosis.  After  they  were  examined  by  an  inspector  from 
the  Cattle  Bureau,  two  were  condemned  and  killed  and  two 
ordered  released.

At  the  time  of  this  examination,  with  the  exception  of  the 
animals  quarantined,  and  a  few  others,  they  were  found  to  be 
in  good  physical  condition  and  kept  under  reaonably  sanitary 
conditions.  There  were  72  stables  visited,  in  which  there 
were  found  to  be  kept  349  cattle  and  126  pigs. 

During  the  winter  a  cow  was  brought  into  the  town  from 
out  of  the  state  without  proof  of  having  passed  a  satisfactory 
tuberculin  test.  This  cow  was  placed  in  state  quarantine, 
and  after  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  a  tuberculin  test  was 
furnished  the  chief  of  the  Cattle  Bureau  she  was  ordered  re¬ 
leased. 

The  first  part  of  January  notices  were  received  from  the 
Cattle  Bureau  requesting  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  to  issue 
orders  for  the  muzzling  or  restraint  of  all  dogs  within  the 
limits  of  the  town.  These  orders  were  complied  with,  but  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  failure  of  some  towns  to  comply  with  similar  or¬ 
ders,  orders  were  received  from  the  Cattle  Bureau  and  posted 
calling  for  the  muzzling  or  restraining  of  dogs  for  a  period 
of  six  months.  While  there  have  been  a  few  cases  slightly 
suspicious  of  rabies  during  the  past  month  in  the  town,  there 
has  been  no  rabies  as  far  as  I  know.

GREETING. 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
town  affairs,  to  assemble  in  Village  Hall,  in  said  town,  on 
Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1906,  at  six  o’clock  in 
the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
namely: 

Article  I.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely:  Three  Select¬ 
men  who  shall  be  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Sur¬ 
veyors  of  Highways,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer, 
one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Auditors,  three  Park  Commis¬ 
sioners,  six  Constables,  one  Tree  Warden,  all  for  one  year; 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years,  one 
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Water  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  three  years,  and  two  Trustees  of  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years;  and  also  upon  the 
same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  question,  “Shall  licenses  be 
granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  towfT?” 

Art.  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  the  Auditors  on 
the  Selectmen’s,  Treasurer’s,  Tax  Collector’s,  Water  Com¬ 
missioners’  and  Cemetery  Commissioners’  accounts. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  List 
of  Jurors,  as  prepared  by  Selectmen,  and  posted  as  required 
by  law.

SPECIMEN  BALLOTS,  CARDS  OF  INSTRUCTION,  ETC.,  ETC. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  governing  elections.  Village  Hall  was  fitted 
up  as  a  polling  place',  a  space  railed  off  and  compartments 
provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  and  ex¬ 
amining  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment  was  supplied 
with  cards  of  instructions  and  other  necessary  facilities.  Cards 
of  instructions  and  specimen  ballots  were  also  posted  in  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  building  outside  of  the  rail.  The  Town 
Clerk  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks  one  sealed  package  marked 
“sixteen  hundred  (1,600)  Official  Ballots,  March  5,  1906,”  and 
one  package  marked  “five  hundred  (500)  ballots  for  School 
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Committee  Only,  March  5,  1906,”  and  took  their  receipt 
therefor.  The^  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate 
sets  of  lists  of  registered  voters  of  the  town,  one  for  men 
voters  and  one  for  women  voters,  as  prepared  by  the  Regis¬ 
trars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  also 
supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  packages  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Town  Clerk,  and  stationed  at  the  entrance  to 
the  polling  place  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots 
only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on 
voting  list.  The  ballot  box  used  in  elections  was  then  opened 
in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Moderator  and  other 
election  officers  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  register  was 
set  at  zero  and  the  box  locked.  At  five  minutes  past  six 
o’clock  a.  m.,  on  motion  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Jewett,  voted  that 
the  polls  be  now  opened  for  the  election  of  officers  designated 
in  Article  2,  and  also  for  voting  on  the  question  of  license, 
and  by  vote  of  the  meeting  were  kept  open  until  forty-five 
minutes  past  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when,  after  due 
notice,  they  were  declared  closed.  By  the  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Moderator,  Town  Clerk  and  the  other  election  officers, 
the  ballot  box  was  opened  at  ten  forty-five  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted. 


TOTAL  VOTE  CAST. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  at  the  close  of  the  polls  and 
the  register  stood  at  ten  hundred  and  ninety-five  (1,095). 
The  box  had  failed  to  register  one  vote,  so  that  the  exact 
number  of  ballots  deposited  was  ten  hundred  and  ninety-six 
(1,096).  The  names  checked  on  the  voting  lists  by  the  Ballot 
Clerks  at  the  entrance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the  check¬ 
ers  at  the  ballot  box  were  counted  and  compared  and  found 
to  agree,  and  the  total  number  of  names  so  checked  was  ten 
hundred  and  ninety-sfx  (1,096),  four  (4)  of  which  were  wo- 
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men’s  votes  for  School  Committee  only,  which  were  sorted, 
counted  and  declaration  thereof  made  in  open  town  meeting 
at  forty-five  minutes  past  eight  o’clock  in  the  evening,  as 
follows:

The  committee  of  five  appointed  under  Article 
38  of  the  warrant  for  the  March  town  meeting  to  investi¬ 
gate  and  report  to  the  town  on  additional  fire  house  facilities 
offer  the  following; 


REPORT. 

The  committee  have  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the 
condition  now  confronting  the  town.  We  believe  the  central 
fire  house  and  the  apparatus  connected  with  it  are  both 
inadequate  to  the  necessities  of  the  town  at  the  present 
time. 

The  central  house  was  erected  in  the  year  1887,  and  oc¬ 
cupied  in  December  of  that  year.  The  building  was  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  town  at  that  time,  when  the  population 
was  only  about  3500.  Since  that  time  the  population  has 
gained  more  than  3000. 

The  number  of  buildings  has  doubled  and  the  valuation 
has  also  doubled.  During  this  period  the  Norwood  Press 
and  Plimpton  Press  have  located  here  and  both  have  grown 
steadily.  The  Plimpton  Press  is  to  make  a  large  addition 
this  summer. 

The  tanneries,  wool  and  glue  business  have  increased 
at  least  six  fold.  The  ink  mill  and  iron  foundry  have  made 
large  increase  in  business  and  buildings.  The  character  of 
buildings  in  general  has  increased  in  tone  and  cost,  all  of 
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which  make  it  possible  for  a  much  greater  loss  in  money 
value  if  a  fire  should  break  out  in  any  location.  During 
this  period  of  eighteen  years  the  fire  apparatus  has  changed 
but  very  little.  Both  house  and  contents  have  received  al¬ 
most  no  addition  beyond  keeping  all  well  repaired  and  by 
adding  horse  power  in  place  of  man  power  in  moving  the 
ladder  truck. 

The  cost  of  insurance  is  a  large  factor  in  any  business 
and  extends  to  every  home,  whether  owned  or  rented  by 
the  occupants.  To  reduce  and  keep  at  a  minimum  this  cost 
of  insurance  the  Fire  Department  must  be  placed  on  an 
improved  footing;  and  that  it  may  be  placed  in  a  proper  con¬ 
dition,  we  recommend  the  erection  of  an  up-to-date  central 
fire  house,  constructed  of  brick  with  fireproof  roof  and  con¬ 
crete  basement,  the  appointment  of  the  house  to  be  such 
as  to  accommodate  three  pieces  of  apparatus;  stable  room 
for  horses,  sleeping,  and  all  necessary  rooms  for  the  use 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  committee  have  visited  a  number  of  fire  houses 
and  herewith  present  plans  for  a  building  which  embodied 
the  best  features  of  all.

LIGHT  BOARD,  NORWOOD,  MASS. 


The  Municipal  Light  Board  of  the  town  of  Norwood  sub¬ 
mit  herewith  their  first  annual  report; 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  gentlemen  elected  members  of  this  Board  on  June 
4,  1906,  met  on  June  28,  1906,  and  organized  with  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  Air.  James  Berwick  as  chairman,  and  Air.  John  Gil- 
looly  as  secretary.  They  immediately  obtained  an  office  in 
the  Bigelow  Block  and  arranged  to  hold  their  regular  meet¬ 
ing  on  Alonday  evenings. 

THE  ENGINEER. 

It  was  clearly  seen  that  the  attention  of  the  Board  for  its  first 
year  at  least,  would  be  occupied  entirely  with  the  consideration 
of  the  various  details  incident  to  the  construction  and  instal¬ 
lation  of  the  new  electric  lighting  plant. 

After  consulting  with  several  electrical  engineers,  the  Board 
was  unanimous  in  the  selection  of  T.  Russell  Robinson  of 
Boston  as  the  euMneer  to  have  charge  of  the  construction  and 
installation  of  the  plant.  Mr.  Robinson  at  once  began  to  meet 
regularly  with  the  Board  and  has  assisted  in  the  investigations 
which  the  Board  have  made. 

CURRENT  SUPPLY. 

Since  under  the  vote  of  the  town,  only  a  distributing  plant 
is  to  be  built.  It  was  necessary  to  start  wit'h  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  question  of  purchase  of  electric  power  for  distribu- 
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tion  in  the  town.  A  canvas  of  the  town  was  made  by  mail 
to  determine  the  estimated  needs  of  the  towns-people  for 
electric  service  in  their  homes  and  places  of  business,  and 
also  the  general  needs  upon  the  streets  were  discussed.  From 
the  information  obtained  the  Board  were  able  to  advertise 
for  bids  for  the  furnishing  of  the  current  to  the  town.  Let¬ 
ters  were  also  sent  to  parties  known  to  be  in  a  position  to 
supply  the  power.  After  several  months  of  careful  con¬ 
sideration,  conferring  with  the  various  bidders  and  investiga¬ 
ting  the  merits  of  their  propositions,  it  was  finally  decided 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  town  would  be  served  by  the 
acceptance  of  the  proposition  as  made  by  the  Edison  Elec¬ 
tric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston,  and  accordingly  on 
Eeb.  6,  1907,  the  Board  made  a  contract  with  that  company 
for  electric  power. 

CON.STRUCTION  CONTRACT. 

While  the  questions  concerning  power  supply  were  under 
consideration,  attention  was  given  to  the  construction  side 
of  the  problem,  with  especial  reference  to  the  building  of  the 
street  lines.  One  of  the  difficulties  presenting  itself  was  that 
of  determining  accurately  at  this  early  date  what  the  needs 
of  the  town  would  be,  thus  delaying  the  work  of  drawing 
plans  and  specifications  upon  which  a  contractor  could  be 
asked  to  bid  on  the  construction  for  a  given  figure,  without 
encountering  the  serious  objection  relating  to  extra  costs, 
etc.,  due  to  changes  in  plans  after  the  contract  had  been  made. 
Another  difficulty  was  the  fact  that  the  town  had  only  voted  a 
nominal  sum  of  money  which  would  at  the  best  only  build 
a  portion  of  the  plant.  Having  considered  various  ways  of  con¬ 
tracting  for  such  work,  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  a  con¬ 
tract  be  made  with  some  reliable  party  to  do  this  work  for 
a  fixed  sum  of  profit  and  pay  that  contractor  all  expenses 
incurred  by  him  in  connection  with  the  construction  for 
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labor,  material  and  expenses.  By  this  means,  it  would  be 
possible  to  build  only  as  much  of  the  plant  as  the  Board 
desired  under  the  present  appropriation  or  complete  the 
whole  of  it  at  once  if  sufficient  money  was  obtained,  also 
by  this  means  the  Board  could  obtain  the  services  of  a 
very  reliable  contractor  without  reference  to  the  amount  of 
work  to  be  done. 

Requests  for  proposals  were  sent  to  four  reliable  concerns 
under  this  svstem.  and  after  comparing  the  various  proposi¬ 
tions  made  by  them,  a  contract  under  this  scheme  was 
awarded  to  M,  K.  Kendall  &  Co.,  Boston,  whose  propostion 
was  the  lowest  presented  to  the  Board. 

Early  in  the  fall  it  was  evident  that  the  condition  of  the 
copper  market  was  subject  to  sharp  advances,  so  at  that  time 
the  Board  purchased  direct  from  the  manufacturer  some 
sixty-five  miles  of  copper  wire  in  sizes  and  quantity  which 
the  engineer  estimated  could  be  used,  and  by  so  doing,  ob¬ 
tained  the  benefit  of  a  much  lower  price  than  they  would 
have  been  able  to  get  by  waiting  until  the  time  of  letting  the 
contract  for  construction. 

REPORB  OE  THE  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMITTEE. 

In  beginning  its  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  town 
for  electric  light  service,  the  Board  had  before  it  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Electric  Lighting  presented  to  the 
town  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  together  with  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  that  committee. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  about  fifteen  miles  of 
street  be  covered  in  the  lighting  system,  and  that  $25,000 
be  appropriated  for  that  construction.  The  Municipal  Light 
Board  in  their  consideration  of  the  subject  have  borne  in 
mind  these  recommendations  and  have  found  that  to  limit 
the  usefulness  of  the  plant  to  fifteen  miles  of  street  as  recom¬ 
mended  would  not  adequately  serve  the  town  by  its  service. 
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The  territory  covered  by  the  present  gas  and  oil  lighting 
system  is  much  more  than  this  and  extensions  should  be 
made  in  localities  which  are  badly  in  need  of  street  lighting 
service.  They  are  not  able  to  determine  which  portions  of 
the  town  can  be  omitted  at  the  present  time  to  bring  their 
proposed  plans  within  the  recommendations  of  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

Another  feature  which  the  Committee  on  Electric  Light¬ 
ing  neglected  in  their  report  was  that  of  the  cost  of  an  ade¬ 
quate  distributing  station,  believing  that  the  present  lock-up 
could  be  adapted  for  that  purpose,  and  consequently  made 
no  allowances  for  such  a  building  in  their  costs. 

At  the  time  of  the  investigations  of  the  Committee  on 
Electric  Lighting  the  prices  of  copper  wire  were  very  much 
lower  than  today,  and  during  the  past  year  the  price  of 
poles  and  the  cost  of  labor  'have  risen  to  some  degree.  These 
conditions  would  place  the  figures  presented  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Electric  Lighting  at  a  much  higher  total  today  if 
based  on  the  same  amounts  of  material  and  labor  as  then. 

•PROPOSED  SYSTEM. 

The  Board  had  prepared  for  it  by  the  engineer  a  plan  of 
the  town  showing  the  location  of  all  the  gas  and  oil  lamps 
in  present  use,  and  by  this  means  they  were  able  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  amount  of  territory  now  lighted.  After  an  exam- 
'  ination  of  this  plan  the  engineer  prepared  a  study  of  electric 
lighting  for  the  town  showing  the  approximate  location  of 
the  proposed  .arc  and  incandescent  lamps,  a  copy  of  which 
map  is  printed  with  this  report.  By*it  the  citizens  can  see 
the  territory  proposed  to  be  covered  under  the  new  system 
with  the  proposed  location  of  the  lamps.  These  lamps  are  to 
be  connected  to  the  switch-boards  at  the  distributing  station  so 
that  trouble  in  one  section  of  the  town  will  not  affect  the  light¬ 
ing:  service  in  other  sections. 

o 
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Within  the  territory  covered  by  the  street  lighting  system 
will  be  run  the  wires  to  serve  the  houses  with  electric  current, 
it  being  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  extend  such  service  to 
those  portions  of  the  town  where  as  a  business  proposition 
the  same  can  be  done. 

DISTRIBUTING  STATION. 

As  stated  before  in  this  report,  the  question  of  the  dis¬ 
tributing  station  had  been  ignored  by  the  Committee  on 
Electric  Lighting,  believing  Biat  the  present  lock-up  would 
be  available  for  such  use.  The  Board,  with  their  engineer, 
examined  the  building  in  question,  and  also  considered  its 
adaptability.  Plans  were  drawn  showing  the  probable  use¬ 
fulness  of  the  same,  and  after  some  consideration  the  engin¬ 
eer  was  requested  to  draw  sketches  for  a  new  building  to 
be  erected  at  a  central  location  and  adapted  to  the  use  of  the 
department.  A  copy  of  these  sketches  is  published  with  this 
report  and  as  will  be  seen,  show  a  building  of  one  story  in 
height  with  a  basement.  On  the  street  floor  would  be  located 
the  apparatus  room  to  be  occupied  by  the  instruments  for 
the  controlling  of  the  service  for  distribution  in  the  town. 
There  would  also  be  an  office  for  the  manager  at  which 
place  all  business  of  the  department  would  be  transacted  and 
also  offices  for  the  Municipal  Light  Board.  There  is  also 
a  room  for  use  by  the  attendant  on  duty  at  night.  The  base¬ 
ment  would  contain  besides  the  heater,  space  for  stock  stor¬ 
age  and  a  room  for  the  repair  and  testing  of  defective  elec¬ 
trical  apparatus.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  a  build¬ 
ing  similar  to  the  one  herewith  outlined  would  be  for  the 
town’s  best  interests,  and  that  by  constructing  it  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  the  department  can  be  started  in  a  permanent  home 
which  is  adapted  to  its  needs. 

The  apparatus  to  be  placed  in  the  sub-station  is  being  de- 
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signed  so  that  it  will  care  for  all  the  reasonable  increases 
in  connection  with  the  street  lighting  and  commercial  ser¬ 
vice  for  years  to  come.  The  larger  capacity  of  this  appara¬ 
tus  will  increase  the  initial  cost  somewhat,  which  increase  will 

be  saved  many  times  by  obviating  the  necessity  of  frequent 
changes  due  to  the  growth  of  the  town. 

CONSTRUCTION  COSTS. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  foregoing  statements  that  the 
cost  of  construction  will  be  materially  increased  from  the 
estimate  made  by  the  Committee  on  Electric  Lighting  due 
to  the  various  features  which  have  been  outlined.  The  en¬ 
gineer  has  given  the  Board  a  report  as  to  what  the  needs 
should  be  in  his  opinion,  and  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  to  carry  out  the  plan  determined  upon.  This  report  is 
appended. 

The  engineer  estimates  that  it  will  cost  at  least  $50,000 
to  complete  the  plant  in  a  suitable  manner,  and  consistent 
with  the  needs  of  the  town  of  Norwood.  The  town  has 
already  appropriated  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  this  purpose,  and 
it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Board  that  a  further  appropriation 
of  $25,000  be  made  at  this  time. 

OPERATION. 

It  is  the  plan  of  your  Board  to  give  service  from  the  arc 
street  lights  all  night  on  every  night  in  the  month  when 
the  moon  is  not  shining;  planning  to  give  service  from  the 
incandescent  street  lights  until  one  o’clock  A.  M.  each  night 
under  the  same  conditions.  The  commercial  service  will  be 
in  operation  at  all  times  for  house  lighting  as  well  as  power 
for  manufacturing  purposes. 

OPERATING  ILXPENSES. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  payment  for  the  power  for

the  operation  of  the  plant,  purchased  from  the  Edison  Com- 
pa.ny  each  month,  also  to  pay  for  all  wages  and  any  sup¬ 
plies  for  the  department  at  monthly  periods.  Such  demands 
for  payment  will  rec|uire  a  system  of  financial  receipts  on  the 
part  of  the  department.  With  the  growth  of  the  commercial 
service,  some  income  will  be  derived  from  that  source,  but 
unless  specially  provided  for,  there  will  be  no  income  from 
the  town  for  the  street  lighting  service,  which  for  some  time 
to  come  will  be  the  major  portion  of  the  business  of  the 
department.  The  board  have  considered  this  matter  and 
think  that  the  town  should  treat  the  department  in  the  nature 
of  a  corporation  in  the  matter  of  its  street  lighting  service, 
that  is,  to  appropriate  at  each  annual  Town  Meeting  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  street  lighting  service  for  the  ensuing  year, 
as  has  been  regularly  done  in  connection  with  the  gas  light¬ 
ing  and  have  the  Selectmen  pay  to  the  electric  light  depart¬ 
ment  each  month  for  the  street  lighting  service 
of  that  month.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  net 
profits  of  the  department  would  be  returned  to  the 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  and  such  profits  could  be  applied 
on  the  succeeding  years  toward  the  amount  to  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  street  lighting  service  in  that  year.  The 
Municipal  Light  Board  under  this  system  would  make  a 
proposition  to  the  Selectmen  each  spring  to  supply  the  street 
lights  for  the  ensuing  year  at  a  price  per  lamp  based  on  the 
cost  of  operation  of  its  department  for  the  year  then  closing. 
Under  this  system  the  town  would  be  relieved  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  raising  money  each  year  to  make  up  the  deficit  on 
account  of  the  operation  of  the  electric  light  department  for 
the  previous  year.  Acting  on  tin’s  scheme  the  Municipal 
Light  Board  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  for  street 
lighting  service  by  electricity  for  next  year  from  August  i, 
1907,  until  March  i,  1908,  a  sum  of  money  based  on  the 
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service  of  fourteen  arc  lamps  at  the  rate  of  $95  per  year  and 
of  325  incandescent  lamps  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  year  for 
seven  months  or  a  total  amount  of  $3625.00. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  Board  have  made  arrangements  for  construction  of 
the  plant  to  the  extent  of  $25,000  as  soon  as  the  spring  opens 
and  upon  the  receipt  of  a  further  appropriation  will  extend 
their  plans  to  the  entire  plant.  Under  the  present  layout 
only  the  vital  features  can  be  built  and  the  service  given  to 
the  most  central  points,  with  the  appropriation  now  available.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER. 


Boston,  Mass.,  Jan.  21,1907. 
To  the  Municipal  Light  Board, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  in  the  matter 
of  the  construction  of  the  proposed  electric  light  system  for 
the  town  of  Norwood,  together  with  an  estimate  of  cost  and 
recommendations. 

PRESENT  LIGHTING  SYSTEM. 

The  streets  now  lighted  by  the  gas  and  oil  lamps,  together 
with  several  others  on  which  no  lights  are  now  placed,  would 
seem  to  be  sufficient  territory  to  be  covered  at  this  time. 

PROPOSED  LIGHTING  SYSTEM. 

To  properly  light  the  territory  above  referred  to  with 
electric  lights  will  require  approximately  300  incandescent 
and  14  arc  lamps,  the  location  of  which  is  shown  on  plans 
submitted  herewith. 

The  electric  lighting  system  should  be  divided  into  differ¬ 
ent  circuits  and  each  controlled  independent  of  the  other  at 
the  distributing  station  in  order  that  trouble  on  one  circuit, 
will  not  interrupt  the  service  on  the  others. 

DISTRIBUTING  STATION. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  have  an  adequate  distributing  sta¬ 
tion  in  which  to  install  switchboards,  transformers  and  neces¬ 
sary  instruments  for  controlling  the  street  and  commercial 
circuits  and  which  will  serve  also  as  headquarters  for  the 
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electric  department,  offices  of  the  electric  light  board  and 
manager,  together  with  sleeping  room  for  night  attendant 
and  for  storage  of  supplies.  Such  building  should  be  fire¬ 
proof. 

The  present  lock-up  building  could  be  used,  but  will  re¬ 
quire  many  changes.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  new  fire¬ 
proof  building  centrally  located  and  designed  with  special 
reference  to  its  usages,  will  be  much  more  satisfactory,  and 
that  the  added  cost,  Which  I  estimated  to  be  $5,000,  including 
land,  will  be  more  than  offset  by  its  convenience  and  advan¬ 
tages. 

The  instruments  to  be  installed  in  the  distributing  station 
should  be  of  such  capacity  as  will  allow  future  growth.  Such 
instruments  will  cost  slightly  more  than  those  of  immediate 
requirements,  but  will  be  a  saving  in  cost  and  much  annoy¬ 
ance  within  five  years. 

THE  STREET  LINES. 

The  street  lines  should  be  built  of  the  best  stock  and  so 
constructed  as  to  allow  for  the  additional  growth  of  the 
future  without  requiring  much  change  in  the  then  existing 
construction. 

It  is  my  belief  that  all  the  poles  should  be  owned  by  the 
town  and  in  cases  where  telephones  or  electric  railway  lines 
are  to  be  cared  for,  the  corporations  should  be  given  the 
right,  under  a  contract,  to  make  use  of  the  town  poles.  In 
this  way,  the  Board  wil  be  in  control  of  all  the  poles  on  which 
it  has  wires. 


THE  COMMERCIAL  SYSTEM. 

This  should  be  designed  and  constructed  so  as  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  care  for  the  business  now  in  sight  and  sufficient  to 
serve  that  which  will  grow  with  time. 
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THE  COST. 

I  have  noted  the  estimate  of  cost  of  the  entire  system  as 
given  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  electric  lighting.  I 
have  also  examined  the  territory  to  be  covered  and  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  estimate  of  cost  given  in  the  report  will 
be  exceeded,  such  excess  being  due  to  the  many  trees,  the 
rocky  character  of  the  soil  necessitating  added  costs  of  set¬ 
ting  poles  and  stringing  the  wires,  the  advance  in  the  price 
of  copper  wire,  the  present  labor  conditions,  together  with 
the  cost  of  feeder  lines  from  distributing  station  to  the  source 
of  electric  supply  which  are  omitted  in  said  report. 

After  making  allowances  for  these  increases,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  following  sums  will  construct  the  proposed 


plan  in  a  nrst  class  manner. 

Poles,  cross  arms,  etc.,  erected . $11,500 

Wire  erected  . 

Street  lamps  erected  .  2,000 

Meters,  transformers,  etc . ,4jOOO 

Sub-station  and  equipment  .  10,000 

Miscellaneous  expenses  .  2,500 

Engineering  services  and  contractor’s  profits .  4,500 


Total,  . $50,000 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First,  I  would  recommend  that  your  Board  obtain  from 
the  town  an  additional  appropriation  sufficient  to  make  the 
amount  at  the  disposal  of  your  Board  for  the  purposes  of 
construction  $50,000. 

Second,  that  your  Board  obtain  permission  to  purchase 
land  on  which  to  erect  distributing  station,  or  if  your  Board 
decides  to  use  the  present  lock-up,  to  obtain  the  necessary 
permit  therefor. 
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Third,  that  you  obtain  from  the  town  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  pay  for  the  street  lighting  service  by  electricity 
from  August  i,  1907,  until  the  next  annual  meeting  at  a  fixed 
rate  per  incandescent  and  arc  lamp  per  year. 

I  believe  that  in  dealing  with  your  Board  the  town  should 
treat  it  as  a  corporation  and  pay  to  it  such  sums  for  street 
lighting  as  may  be  voted  for  the  same,  and  your  Board  pay 
over  to  the  town  treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  year  any  sur¬ 
plus  resulting  from  the  operating  of  the  electric  light  depart¬ 
ment.

The  receipts  from  water  rates  and  sale  of  water  for  special 
purposes  for  the  year  are  $20,935.53,  or  an  increase  over  the 
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previous  year  of  $1,701.45.  As  Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
w^e  report  the  following  additions  :  $4,200.00,  the  annual  re¬ 
quirement,  and  $827.80,  the  interest  on  investments. 

We  have  followed  out  our  custom  of  investing  the  Sinking 
Fund  in  town  notes  as  far  as  possible. 

Bonds  Nos.  91,  92,  93,  94,  95,  due  June  i,  1906,  and  note  for 
$1,000.00  due  Dec.  i,  1906,  have  been  paid  and  cancelled. 

The  investment  of  the  Sinking  Fund  will  be  found  in, the 
Treasurer’s  report. 

The  hydrants  and  gates  have  been  carefully  inspected,  neces¬ 
sary  repairs  have  been  made,  and  as  far  as  known  are  in  perfect 
working  order.  Twelve  hydrants  have  been  added  to  the  line, 
making  180  now  in  use. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  to  be  held  in  March  we  will  ask 
the  town  to  turn  over  to  us  the  No.  i  engine  house  on  Market 
street,  soon  to  be  vacated  by  the  Fire  Department.  Our  present 
quarters  are  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  department.  At  the 
present  time  we  are  paying  $120  a  year  rent  for  additional  room 
for  a  cementing  plant,  which  would  not  be  necessary  if  the  town 
would  give  us  control  of  this  building. 

At  the  town  meeting  held  in  April  the  town  authorized  the 
W ater  Commissioners  to  purchase  land  for  an  additional  water 
supply.  This  we  have  done.  The  title  to  about  34  acres  of  land 
is  now  in  the  town.  This  land  is  situated  at  the  end  of  Ellis 
avenue,  in  the  northeasterly  part  of  the  town,  and  is  now  avail¬ 
able  for  use  whenever  the  town  thinks  it  necessary  to  increase 
the  supply.  The  past  year  was  a  very  favorable  one  for  our 
present  supply.  We  did  not  draw  the  pond  as  low  by  53  inches 
as  in  1905. 

The  amount  of  water  that  this  pond  will  supply  is  an  unknown 
quantity.  It  has  greatly  exceeded  the  most  liberal  estimate  made 
on  a  basis  of  its  watershed,  showing  conclusively  that  there  must 
be  an  underground  supply  that  cannot  be  estimated. 

We  believe  that  owing  to  the  high  price  of  material  at  the 
present  time,  it  is  advisable  for  the  town  to  postpone  action  on 
the  new  water  supply  for  this  year. 
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We  most  earnestly  request  all  water  takers  who  have  meters 
to  learn  to  read  them  and  keep  a  record  of  every  month ;  in  this 
way  they  can  check  the  amount  of  water  used  and  do  away  with 
all  controversy  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A  $io  meter  rate  allows 
445  cubic  feet  of  water  each  month.

REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Sewer  Commissioners  elected  by  the  town  at  a  special 
meeting  June  4,  1906,  organized  September  10,  1906,  Mar¬ 
cus  M.  Alden  being  elected  chairman  and  Clifford  B,  San¬ 
born,  secretary, 

* 

The  work  of  actively  taking  up  the  problem  of  sewerage 
was  delayed  for  a  time  by  a  lack  of  funds  at  the  disposal 
of  the  board,  but  in  consequence  of  the  suit  now  pending  in 
the  Supreme  Court,  brought  by  the  Attorney-General  against 
the  town  seeking  to  enjoin  the  latter  from  discharging  sew¬ 
age  from  the  town  drain  into  the  Neponset  River,  and  which 
will  result  in  an  injunction  unless  the  town  takes  immediate 
measures  to  remedy  the  nuisance,  their  board  believed  that 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  town  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

While  this  particular  drain  nuisanre  can  undoubtedly  be 
remedied  by  other  means  than  the  adoption  of  a  sewerage 
system  for  the  whole  town,  in  view  of  the  considerable  ex¬ 
pense  of  such  other  methods  as  well  as  their  uselessness  in 
serving  any  other  town  purpose,  this  board  believes  it  would 
be  better  for  the  town  to  apply  the  same  amount  of  money 
toward  the  payment  of  something  that  would  be  of  per¬ 
manent  value  and  benefit  to  the  whole  town,  namely,  a  sew¬ 
erage  system  in  accordance  with  the  plans  already  submit¬ 
ted.  This,  it  may  be  added,  is  the  plan  unqualifiedly  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  purifying  the  sew¬ 
age  of  the  town  drain. 

Early  action  by  the  town  thus  being  desirable,  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $1500  was  asked  for  and  granted,  to  meet  the 
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expenses  necessary  to  properly  present  the  matter  to  the 
citizens. 

The  recent  death  of  Mr.  Freeman  C.  Coffin,  the  engineer 
who  had  been  employed  by  the  town  to  prepare  plans  of  a 
sewer  system,  has  made  it  necessary  to  secure  other  engi¬ 
neering  assistance,  but  the  plans  as  submitted  by  ]\Ir.  Coffin 
have  been  completed  in  detail  and  are  now  before  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  their  formal  approval. 

A  bill  to  amend  the  Sewer  Act  of  1901  has  again  been 
introduced  into  the  Legislature,  and  it  is  expected  will  be 
passed  at  an  early  date,  thereby  giving  the  citizens  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  choose  between  the  several  methods  of  sewer 
assessments. 

As  soon  as  this  legislation  is  secured,  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  work  contemplated  has  been  carefully  refigured, 
the  Board  will  submit  to  the  citizens  a  recommendation 
that  the  town  proceed  with  the  immediate  construction  of  a 
sewer  system.  If  favorable  action  is  taken  on  that  recom¬ 
mendation,  it  is  expected  that  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
sewer  system  will  be  completed  this  present  year.

They  are 
all  comfortable  as  regards  heating  and  ventilation,  though  in 
varying  degrees ;  some  have  more  effective  svstems  than  others. 

During  the  summer  the  Balch  school  was  painted  inside.  The 
East  school  was  painted  outside.  This  has  greatly  improved 
the  appearance  of  both  schools. 

The  roof  of  the  Edmund  J.  Shattuck  school  was  so  defective 
that  it  leaked  seriously  during  every  rain  storm.  This  defect 
was  finally  remedied  in  an  effectual  manner  by  a  new  tin  cover¬ 
ing  placed  entirely  around  the  parapet  walls. 

At  the  High  school  the  sanitaries  are  unsatisfactory  ;  indeed, 
they  are  a  menace  to  health.  It  has  a  system  which  has  long 
since  been  condemned  and  in  most  places,  where  it  was  installed, 
it  has  been  displaced  by  other  systems. 

The  defect  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  ventilating  duct  of  the 
old  part  of  the  building  is  directly  connected  with,  the  sanitaries. 
The  purpose  was  to  utilize  the  foul  air,  on  its  passage  from  the 
rooms  into  the  ventilating  duct,  in  drying  the  fiecal  matter  of  the 
closets.  The  theory  is  all  right  if  it  would  always  work ;  it 
uses  exhaust  air  for  a  practical  purpose  and  has,  therefore,  an 
element  of  economy  to  recommend  it.  The  risk,  however,  of 
back  drafts  is  too  great,  and  when  the  stack  heater,  for  inducing 
the  outward  draft,  is  not  in  operation,  we  are  confronted  by  an 
intolerable  condition,  which  disgraces  the  theory. 

Next  year  the  school  will  be  considerably  increased  by  a  large 
entering  class,  numbering  seventy-five  or  more.  Before  the 
school  is  enlarged  to  this  extent  a  new  system  of  sanitation 
should  be  installed.  When  this  is  done  we  believe  that  our 
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buildings  will  all  be  in  good  condition  and  that  the  health  of 
teachers  and  pupils  will  be  well  provided  for  in  them. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

The  new  eight-room  building  on  Chapel  street  is  nearing  com¬ 
pletion.  It  will  be  so  late  in  the  year,  however,  before  it  is 
ready,  that  the  committee  considered  it  would  be  less  advantag¬ 
eous  for  the  schools  to  continue  through  the  year  as  at  present 
organized  than  to  regrade  them  and  occupy  the  new  building  for 
so  short  a  time,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  some  schools  are 
larger  than  they  ought  to  be. 

The  adoption  of  this  plan  is  assurance  that  the  building  will 
be  entirely  finished  and  well  equipped  for  the  schools  when  they 
open  up  next  September.  It  will  also  avoid  the  confusion  of 
changing  teachers,  pupils,  and  supplies  while  the  schools  are  in 
session. 


THE  RESIGNATION  OF  CLIFFORD  B.  SANBORN. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  the  committee  were  obliged  to 
accept  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Clifford  B.  Sanborn,  October  i6, 
1906.  He  had  for  many  years  been  the  efficient  chairman  of  the 
board.  He  filled  this  position  with  great  ability  and  dignity, 
and  by  a  thorough  knowledge  of  school  affairs  ;  he  was  sagacious 
in  promoting  and  protecting  their  interests.  He  was  compelled 
to  withdraw  by  the  pressure  of  other  important  duties  in  behalf 
of  the  town. 

CONDITIONS  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  in  the  schools  is  going  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
The  teachers  are  interested  in  their  work  and  the  schools  were 
never  in  better  condition.  This  is  true  of  the  discipline  and  also 
of  the  instruction.  We  wish  especially  to  commend  the  increased 
unity  of  the  work  in  the  schools. 

SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN. 

We  heartily  approve  of  the  law  of  1906,  requiring  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  school  physician.  In  compliance  with  this  law, 
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the  committee  will  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $300.  On  in¬ 
vestigation  we  find  that  this  is  about  the  amount  required  in 
towns  comparable  in  size  and  resources  with  Norwood. 

SCHOOL  TICKETS. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  the  committee  as¬ 
sumed  charge  of  car  tickets  for  school  children,  in  pursuance  of 
the  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 

We  have  followed,  up  to  this  time,  substantially  the  same  plan 
as  was  in  operation  under  the  previous  management,  as  regards 
the  months  during  which  tickets  are  supplied  and  the  number 
granted  to  each  child.  We  recommend,  however,  for  the  future, 
a  little  more  liberal  distribution. 

For  this  purpose  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $500. 
About  one-third  of  the  children  now  receiving  tickets  will  be  in 


the  new  building  next  year  and  will  not  therefore  need  transpor

THE  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  The  School  Committee  : 

Mv  third  annual  report  I  herewith  submit  to  you  for 
your  consideration.  It  is  the  thirty-fifth  report  issued  by  the 
school  department  of  this  town. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  statistics  relating  to  the  last  • 
school  year,  that  of  i905-’o6.  Following  these  are  comparative 
statistics  of  that  year  and  the  two  previous  years.  The  increase 
in  attendance,  including  the  items  of  enrollment,  average  mem¬ 
bership,  and  average  attendance,  is  not  materially  different,  equal 
each  year  to  about  one  school. 

These  statistics  are  so  generalized,  covering  as  they  do  the 
period  of  a  whole  year,  that  a  clearer  idea  of  the  tendency  of  the 
school  population  will  be  obtained  by  comparing  the  average 
membership  of  each  building  in  December,  a  single  month,  for 
the  several  years.  It  will  also  indicate  conditions  near  the  pres¬ 
ent  date. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  a  table  which  fixes  conditions 
on  a  single  day,  the  same  date,  Jan.  31,  for  three  successive  years. 
These  various  statistics  must  give  the  interested  reader  a  clear  idea 
of  the  numerical  condition  in  our  schools.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  pupils  has  increased 
each  year,  but  the  increase  is  not  so  large  this  year  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

A  somewhat  larger  increase  in  the  Shattuck  school  this  year 
than  usual  was  caused  by  retaining  a  seventh  grade  there  instead 
of  sending  it  to  the  Everett  school  as  formerly.  This  was  done 
to  avoid  congestion  in  the  Everett  and  the  Guild  schools.  For 
the  same  reason  it  was  also  necessary  to  transfer  fourth  grade 
pupils  from  the  Guild  to  the  Shattuck  and  the  East  schools,  thus 
still  further  increasing  the  numbers  in  the  two  latter  schools. 
These  belong  to  the  Guild  district  and  should  be  restored  when 
the  new  building  is  occupied. 

THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

The  new  building,  which  is  now  in  process  of  construction  on 
Chapel  street,  will  not  be  occupied  until  September.  This  will 
afford  ample  time  for  its  completion  and  its  equipment. 

In  this  building  it  will  be  advisable  to  have  the  first  five  grades 
at  the  start.  They  will  include  children  who  are  at  present  in 
the  Guild  school  but  who  live  comparatively  near  the  new  build¬ 
ing  and  would  find  it  more  convenient  to  attend  there. 

It  will  include,  also,  those  who  are  now  attending  the  West 
school,  and  those  who  are  to  be  promoted  from  the  third  grade 
in  the  Balch,  beside  any  overflow  from  that  school,  and  all  others 
who  live  near  Chapel  street. 

If  the  new  building  were  to  be  occupied  at  once,  there  are 
144  children  in  the  first  five  grades  of  the  Guild  school  who 
would  be  transferred  thereto ;  they  are  distributed  among  the 
grades  as  follows  :

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But  of  course  next  September  each  of  these  grades  would  be 
the  next  higher  and  the  present  fifth  grade  children  would  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  Guild  as  sixth  grade. 

With  the  children  who  would  come  from  the  West,  the  Balch, 
and  the  immediate  vicinity,  the  new  building  will  open  with 
about  250  pupils,  and  these  will  require  six  rooms. 

This  plan  involves  the  temporary  closing  of  the  West  school, 
as  was  recommended  in  the  last  report.  Since  the  grounds  for 
this  recommendation  are  there  stated,  I  will  quote  from  that  re¬ 
port.  It  was  made  “  because  the  new  building  can  easily  accom¬ 
modate  all  these  children  ;  because  it  will  provide  them  better 
privileges ;  because  the  distances  will  be  inconvenient  for  none, 
the  West  school  being  only  more  convenient  to  a  very  few;  be¬ 
cause  it  would  be  better  business,  more  economical,  to  have  all 
the  children  together  in  one  plant,  and  better  pedagogy  to  have 
them  under  one* system  of  supervision,  under  one  principal,  thus 
unifying  operations  in  two  important  directions.” 

The  West  school  would  therefore  be  available  when  the 
growth  of  the  town  would  require  its  re-occupation.  It  could 
then  be  renovated  in  several  respects  and  thus  made  more  hy¬ 
gienic  than  it  is  at  present. 

It  is  important  to  note  the  effect  of  opening  the  new  school 
upon  the  Guild.  The  number  of  children  in  the  latter  would  be 
reduced  to  such  an  extent  that,  with  the  other  modifications  in 
grading  logically  resulting  from  the  new  conditions,  only  ten 
rooms  instead  of  twelve  would  be  required.  Oire  room  would 
thus  be  available  in  case  the  ninth  grade  in  the  Everett  should 
occupy  three  rooms  instead  of  two,  which  is  possible. 

The  other  extra  room  in  the  Guild  would  enable  us  to  adopt  a 
plan  which  is  very  desirable  and  which  now  obtains  in  many 
places,  viz.  :  the  organization  of  a  special  school  for  children 
who,  for  various  reasons,  need  individual  attention. 

A  SPECIAL  SCHOOL. 

In  almost  every  school  there  are  usually  several  children  who 
need  special  attention  for  some  reason  or  other,  or  at  various  times. 
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Sickness  or  quarantine  may  have  prevented  attendance  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  child  finds  difficulty  in  the  regular  class  work 
to  catch  up.  • 

Some  children  are  naturally  deficient  in  one  branch  or  more, 
while  others  have  a  constitutional  inaptitude  for  all  study.  All 
these  classes  of  children  need  individual  attention,  such  as  they 
can  have  in  a  school  of  15  or  20  children  but  cannot  have  in  a 
class  of  40  or  more. 

It  should  be  considered  a  privilege  for  the  children  to  attend 
this  school  and  a  distinction  for  the  teacher  who  has  charge  of 
it.  The  teacher  needs  special  qualifications  for  such  a  school. 
She  should  be  one  who  has  a  natural  enthusiasm  and  love  for 
children,  who  is  tender  towards  their  weaknesses,  patient  with 
their  faults,  quick  to  discover  and  appreciate  progress,  and  able 
to  discern  in  the  crudity  of  results  the  least  merit  in  the  effort 
put  forth  to  accomplish  them.  All  teachers  should  have  these 
qualities,  but  such  a  school  would  be  a  certain  failure  without 
such  a  teacher. 


HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  High  School  is  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  work  and 
is  therefore  meeting,  not  only  the  expectations  of  the  public,  but 
also  the  demands  of  the  colleges,  whose  requirements  are  in¬ 
creasingly  exacting. 

Since  last  January,  a  year  ago,  the  school  has  been  on  the  ap¬ 
proved  list  of  those  whose  certificates  are  accepted  by  the  New 
England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board.  Instead  of  taking 
advantage  of  this  privilege,  however,  the  students  are  advised  to 
take  the  examinations  given  by  the  College  Entrance  Examina¬ 
tion  Board.  Success  in  passing  these  examinations  gives  the 
students  a  more  satisfactory  status  in  college.  If  they  accept  the 
certificate  privilege,  they  are  admitted  simply  on  probation ; 
whereas,  if  they  pass  successfully  the  examinations  referred  to, 
they  are  admitted  without  restriction. 

The  scholarship  qualification,  required  by  vote  of  the  com- 
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mittee,  for  admission  to  the  athletic  teams,  has  had  a  salutary 
effect.  It  has  adjusted  properly  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the 
relation  of  athletics  to  the  intellectual  work.  It  has  resulted  also 
in  the  loss  of  several  pupils  who  were  good  in  athletics,  but 
whose  standing  and  influence  in  the  school  were  not  otherwise  to 
its  advantage. 

More  stringent  requirements  for  promotion  to  higher  classes 
are  affecting  also  the  standards  of  the  school.  To  succeed  in  the 
High  School,  the  pupils  must  give  their  undivided  attention  to 
their  work.  That  is  as  it  should  be ;  high  school  students  should 
learn  that  success  here  is  determined  by  the  same  criterion  as  in 
the  business  of  the  world.  They  should  become  responsible 
persons. 

The  work  in  science  has  become  a  more  prominent  feature  in 
the  work  of  the  school.  Considerable  apparatus  has  been  pur¬ 
chased  during  the  last  year.  This  department  is  restricted  some¬ 
what  by  the  limited  accommodations  for  it,  as  the  Principal 
states  in  his  report,  but  we  hope  to  see  this  line  of  activity  con¬ 
stantly  develop. 

The  school  has  recently  been  quite  liberally  supplied  with 
books  of  reference,  which  were  greatly  needed. 

The  complete  renovation  of  the  sanitaries  referred  to  in  the 
reports  of  the  principal  and  the  school  committee  should  be  ef¬ 
fected  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  They  are  a  source  of  danger 
to  the  health  of  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  school  is  not  so  large  this  year  as  was  expected.  The 
number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  is  comparatively  small,  but  this  is 
a  decided  advantage  to  each  pupil.  However,  if  this  were  to  be 
a  permanent  condition,  we  might  conclude  that  we  could  not  af¬ 
ford  to  maintain  the  present  number  of  teachers,  though  the 
number  of  classes  and  courses  is  the  same  as  formerly.  As  next 
September  the  school  will  be  largely  increased  in  numbers,  it  was 
decided  not  to  adopt  the  questionable  economy  of  reducing  tem¬ 
porarily  the  teaching  force  at  the  expense  of  the  educational  in¬ 
terests  of  the  school. 
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Several  of  last  year’s  teachers  secured  more  lucrative  positions  ; 
they  had,  however,  well  earned  their  promotions  by  compa*"- 
atively  long  and  efficient  service  here.  We  could  not  expect  or 
desire  to  retain  them  at  their  disadvantage.  We  do  entertain  the 
hope,  however,  that  when  their  successors,  who  are  doing  good 
work,  have  served  the  school  so  long  and  so  efficiently,  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  town  will  justify  paying  them  salaries  which  will 
enable  them  to  remain  longer  with  us. 

We  bespeak  for  the  High  School,  in  its  present  prosperous 
condition,  the  cordial  support  and  co-operation  of  the  public. 

EVERETT  AND  GUILD  SCHOOL. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  the  change  in 
the  administration  of  the  Everett  and  the  Guild  schools,  voted 
last  year  by  the  School  Committee,  went  into  effect.  Instead  of 
a  lady  principal  in  each  of  these  schools,  a  man  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  as  principal  of  both  buildings. 

This  change  reflects  no  discredit  upon  the  former  principals. 
They  are  ladies  of  high  character  and  good  standing  as  teachers. 
The  results  have  justified  the  plan,  which  we  believe  has  the 
cordial  approval  of  the  community. 

The  principal  now  teaches  the  mathematics  of  the  ninth 
grade  and  has  besides  sufficient  time  to  devote  to  the  supervision 
of  both  buildings.  Thus  every  pupil  who  reaches  the  ninth 
grade  comes  under  the  instruction  and  influence  of  a  man,  a 
policy  which,  without  any  disparagement  to  the  lady  teachers, 
we  believe  is  desirable  and  in  accord  with  the  best  educational 
sentiment  of  the  country. 

By  this  arrangement  we  have  three  teachers  where  formerly 
there  were  four.  This  saving  financially  is  worth  considering 
along  with  the  other  merits  of  the  plan. 

DRAWING,  MUSIC,  AND  SEWING. 

I  call  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  supervisors  of  drawing, 
music,  and  sewing. 

The  work  in  all  these  departments  has  been  highly  satisfac- 
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tory.  The  drawing  department  has  developed  a  good  deal  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  two  years  under  the  efficient  management  and  in¬ 
struction  of  our  supervisor.  There  is  a  real  interest  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  for  the  work  on  the  part  of  both  children  and  teachers. 
The  progress  of  this  department  in  the  High  School  is  worthy 
of  special  notice. 

I  wish  also  to  say  a  word  of  commendation  for  the  music  in 
our  schools.  The  children  are  gaining  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
rudiments  of  music  and  are  acquiring  considerable  ability  to 
read  at  sight.  This  is  manifest  in  the  High  School,  where  the 
pupils  have  been  subjected  to  tests  which  reveal  their  power 
both  to  read  and  express  music.  This  reflects  credit  upon  the 
supervisor  and  the  teachers  who  have  co-operated  with  him. 

The  work  in  sewing  is  a  unique  feature  in  our  schools,  it  be¬ 
ing  the  most  distinctive  kind  of  manual  work  in  operation  there¬ 
in.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  the  girls  and  their  instructor 
engaged  in  making  the  various  garments  which  come  into  the 
course.  It  gives  a  domestic  appearance  to  the  schoolroom  which 
is  highly  attractive. 

Incidentally  I  might  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  some  of 
the  schools,  while  the  sewing  is  going  on  by  the  girls,  the  boys 
are  doing  raffia  and  wood  work  of  an  elementary  nature.  We 
hope  to  see  in  the  near  future  manual  training  in  more  system¬ 
atic  operation  in  our  schools. 

HEALTH  AND  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Since  the  beginning  of  my  service  here,  careful  attention  has 
been  given  to  provisions  for  the  health  of  the  children.  This 
has  of  course  been  only  an  incident  to  my  work,  yet  the  condi¬ 
tions  were  such  that  in  some  instances  agitation  and  decisive 
action  were  necessary. 

Among  the  steps  taken  to  secure  more  healthful  conditions 
have  been  a  thorough  system  for  the  exclusion  of  children  hav¬ 
ing  or  exposed  to  contagious  disease,  installing  additional  win¬ 
dows  and  careful  manipulation  of  curtains,  changing  seats  and 


desks  so  that  the  light  would  come  from  the  left,  clearing  and 
cleaning  fresh  air  rooms,  increasing  the  quantity  of  fresh  air 
admitted  to  the  school  rooms,  outdoor  recesses,  etc.  There  has 
also  been  more  thorough  medical  inspection  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  for  which  the  secretary  of  that  board  should  have  due 
credit  and  consideration. 

All  these  agencies  combined  have  had  their  effect  upon  the 
health  of  the  school  population  and  have  in  many  instances  pro¬ 
duced  salutary  reaction  upon  life  in  the  homes. 

It  is  exceedingly  interesting  and  significant  to  note  the  com¬ 
parative  number  of  notices  received  from  the  Board  of  Health 
relating  to  contagious  diseases.  It  is  probably  well  known  that 
this  board  notifies  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  every  case  of 
statutory  contagious  disease. 

The  number  of  such  notices  received  during  the  last  three 
years  from  the  opening  of  schools  in  September  to  February  i , 
half  of  each  school  year,  has  been  as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  scarlet  fever  has  been  greatly  reduced  and 
that  there  has  not  been  a  single  case  of  diphtheria.  The  one 
isolated  instance  of  measles  was  the  case  of  a  high  school  teach¬ 
er ;  no  child  has  had  it.  The  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one  of 
which  was  that  of  an  adult,  were  pupils  in  different  buildings 
and  the  causes  had  no  relation  to  their  school  life. 

The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  the  foregoing  is  obvious, 
and  it  is  legitimate.  It  can  justly  be  claimed  that  the  adoption 


*A  high  school  teacher. 
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of  hygienic  and  intelligent  measures  to  promote  health  and  to 
prevent  disease  will  produce  effective  results. 

Our  policy  has  been  in  harmony  with  and  is  justified  by  the 
laws  of  1906  relating  to  contagious  disease  and  the  appointment 
of  a  school  physician,  copies  of  which  are  in  the  Appendix  of 
this  report. 

These  laws  include  also  a  systematic  examination  once  a  year 
of  the  sight  and  hearing  of  all  school  children  by  the  teachers. 
This  will  be  a  great  boon  to  children.  Many  a  child  lias  stood 
at  a  great  disadvantage  in  his  classes  and  has  been  regarded  as 
dull  and  incapable  when,  as  no  one  knew,  the  only  cause  was 
defect  in  sight  or  hearing.  David  VV'^.  Wells,  M.  D.,  has  said: 
“The  child  has  no  criterion  of  vision  or  hearinsf  with  which  to 
compare  his  own  and  is  often  branded  as  mentally  deficient  be¬ 
cause  of  his  inability  to  see  and  hear  properly.”  Neither  has 
he  a  criterion  of  feeling,  and  he  may  suffer  severe  nervous 
strain,  all  unconscious  that  it  is  avoidable  and  abnormal.  See 
the  pictures  of  a  boy  before  and  after  treatment  for  astigmatism  ; 
note  the  evidence  of  strain  in  the  one  and  repose  in  the  other. 

The  plates  for  these  cuts  were  kindly  loaned  by  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Civic  League. 

With  the  extension  of  the  laws  of  quarantine,  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  school  physician,  and  the  annual  examination  of  chil¬ 
dren’s  sight  and  hearing,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  in  time 
marked  results  in  public  health  will  follow. 

teachers’  meetings. 

During  the  year  general  meetings  have  been  held  every  month 
and  grade  meetings  frequently. 

The  general  meetings  have  been  addressed  by  quite  a  number 
of  speakers  from  out  of  town.  Among  these  have  been  Mr. 
A.  J.  Jacoby,  superintendent  of  schools  in  Milton;  Mr.  F.  E. 
Parlin,  superintendent  in  Qiiincy ;  also  Mr.  W.  A.  Baldwin, 
principal  of  the  Normal  School  in  Ilyannis ;  Miss  Lotta  A. 
Clark,  teacher  in  the  Charlestown  High  School,  and  Miss  Alice 
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Nelson,  teacher  in  the  Pierce  School,  Brookline.  These  ad¬ 
dresses  have  all  been  inspirino;  and  much  enjoyed  by  the  teach¬ 
ers.  The  teachers  and  superintendent  of  Walpole  were  invited 
to  attend  one  of  the  meetings  and  all  but  one  responded. 

Along  with  the  grade  meetings  the  course  of  study  has  been 
discussed  and  outlined.  During  the  ensuing  year  it  is  hoped 
that  a  complete  course  may  be  outlined  and  printed.

Of  those  enrolled  this  year  58  are  boys  and  77  are  girls. 

Of  the  40  in  the  freshman  class  33  were  graduates  from  last 
year’s  ninth  grade.  Seven  are  classified  as  freshmen  who  were 
not  able  to  win  a  full  promotion  from  last  year’s  freshman  class; 
one  came  from  an  out-of-town  school. 

The  enrollment  of  the  sophomore  class  contains  nine  who  were 
not  able  to  win  a  full  promotion  from  last  year’s  sophomore 
class.  Several  of  these  may  be  able  to  make  up  their  work  so 
as  to  graduate  with  the  class  with  which  they  entered  the  school. 

In  the  building  itself  the  system  of  ventilation  with  the  dry 
closets  ought  to  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  committee. 
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During  school  hours,  when  the  full  ventilation  is  on,  no  ill  effects 
are  ever  evident;  but  at  other  times,  under  certain  conditions  of 
the  atmosphere,  the  odor  is  very  marked  through  certain  parts  of 
the  building. 

The  laboratory  during  the  past  two  years  has  proved  itself  in¬ 
capable  of  handling  the  classes  in  chemistry.  But  twelve  scholars 
can  be  accommodated  in  it  at  one  time.  This  makes  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  take  our  classes  in  two  divisions  when  otherwise  they 
might  be  taken  in  one  with  greater  economy.  The  same  thing 
is  true  of  the  recitation  rooms  in  the  west  end  of  the  building. 
The  chemical  laboratory  has  to  be  used  for  laboratory  work  in 
physics  also,  for  which  it  is  not  suited.  There  seems  no  way  to 
obviate  these  difficulties  with  the  present  building  without  too 
great  an  outlay  of  money. 

During  the  present  year  Medieval  and  Modern  History  was 
added  to  the  course  of  study,  being  made  an  elective  in  the  Soph¬ 
omore  class.  Chemistry  and  Physics  have  heretofore  been  taken 
on  alternate  years  in  the  two  upper  classes.  This  year  Chemis¬ 
try  was  taken  in  the  Junior  year  and  Physics  in  the  Senior. 

It  has  been  the  custom  not  to  begin  a  class  in  any  subject  un¬ 
less  the  class  numbered  at  least  five.  This  has  resulted  in  there 
being  no  beginner’s  class  in  Greek  during  the  last  two  years.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  school  cannot  afford  to  have  classes  of  less 
than  five,  unless  under  very  unusual  conditions.  It  is  unfor¬ 
tunate,  however,  to  have  a  subject  that  is  of  so  much  value  as 
Greek  is,  especially  as  a  college  preparatory  subject,  not  elected. 
It  is  hoped  that  more  may  realize  its  value  so  as  to  choose  it 
next  year. 

The  school  has  been  unfortunate  in  losing  so  many  of  the  as¬ 
sistant  teachers.  In  September,  1905,  only  two  out  of  the  six 
returned.  In  September,  1906,  three  out  of  six  returned  and 
one  of  these  has  since  left  for  another  position.  This  is  an  un¬ 
fortunate  condition  that  will  have  to  be  met  if  the  efficiency  of 
the  school  is  not  to  suffer. 

The  present  conditions  of  high  school  work  make  it  necessary 
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for  a  pupil  to  decide  what  class  of  work  he  is  to  pursue.  For  a 
pupil  who  does  not  elect  Latin  in  the  ninth  grade,  the  choice  of 
subjects  is  necessarily  more  limited  in  the  High  School.  Experi¬ 
ence  has  shown  that  scholars  at  the  end  of  their  second  year 
often  have  their  ambition  aroused  and  wish  to  continue  their 
education  in  some  higher  school.  Their  failure  to  realize  this 
before  proves  a  great  handicap  to  them  and  sometimes  one  that 
cannot  be  overcome.  Others  who  have  chosen  the  college  course 
find  that  it  is  by  no  means  the  one  for  which  they  are  fitted.  We 
shall  always  have  to  meet  this  difficulty,  but  it  should  be  our  aim 
to  make  it  possible  to  pass  from  one  course  to  another  with  as 
little  loss  of  time  as  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 


To  Mr.  W.  Hobbs,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  work  in  drawing  the  past  year  has  been  very  successful ; 
teachers  and  pupils  have  worked  hard  and  there  has  been  con¬ 
siderable  improvement  along  certain  lines.  The  gifts  which  the 
children  in  all  grades  made  and  took  home  at  Christmas  showed 
much  original  and  careftd  work. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  a  visit  from  the  State  Supervisor 
of  Drawing,  Mr.  Sargent,  who  expressed  his  approval  of  our 
work. 

Last  spring  a  class  was  formed  from  twelve  high  schools  in 
and  around  Boston,  each  school  sending  one  lady  student.  This 
class  met  for  six  weeks  on  Fridays  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
and  received  instruction  in  many  of  the  pictures  and  their  artists 
from  Miss  Alicia  Keyes,  of  Boston.  Through  Mr.. Sargent  we 
sent  one  of  our  students,  which  we  considered  a  great  favor. 

No  other  study  does  so  nmch  to  cultivate  one’s  sense  of  the 
beautiful  as  this,  with  the  brush  and  pencil.  Soon  the  good  in¬ 
fluence  of  these  lessons  will  show  itself  in  the  things  we 
admire. 

Ruskin  says  that  the  whole  aim  of  education  is  to  help  people 
not  only  to  do  the  right  things  but  also  to  enjoy  the  right  things. 
Everybody  sooner  or  later  comes  to  choose  the  objects  and  colors 
with  which  he  shall  be  surrounded  in  the  home  or  elsewhere. 
If  this  choice  can  be  wisely  made,  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  good  taste  and  in  obedience  to  principles  of  beauty,  the 
homes,  the  school  buildings,  the  towns  and  cities  of  our  country 
will  be  beautiful  places  in  which  to  live. 
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“  Let  us  remember  that  above  all  we  are  to  seek  in  the  objects 
with  which  we  surround  ourselves  exactly  the  same  qualities  we 
would  demand  in  our  most  cherished  friend — simplicity,  sin¬ 
cerity,  singleness  of  purpose,  truthfulness,  earnestness  and  the 
play  of  soul.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


Mr.  W.  C.  Hobbs,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  : — Music  as  taught  in  the  Norwood  public  schools  is 
not  limited  to  the  teaching  of  songs.  It  is  our  purpose  to  train 
the  pupils  in  such  an  effective  manner  that  upon  the  completion 
of  their  grammar  school  course,  they  will  have  a  good  under¬ 
standing  of  the  principles  of  this  subject.  A  knowledge  of  the 
principal  keys  in  music,  ability  to  read  ordinary  music  at  sight, 
to  sing  in  tune,  to  sing  successfully — songs  with  one,  two  and 
three,  and  in  some  classes,  four  voice  parts,  are  some  of  the 
problems  accoiuplished.  Great  care  is  exercised  to  avoid  the 
straining  of  voices. 

The  success  of  public  school  music  is  dependent  upon  the 
efficiency  of  the  grade  teacher.  The  supervisor  may  direct  and 
assist,  but  if  the  teacher  is  not  qualified,  the  music  in  that  class 
will  be  a  failure.  We  are  fortunate  in  Norwood  in  that  nearly 
all  our  teachers  are  able  to  teach  their  classes  in  music,  with 
only  two  or  three  exceptions,  and  in  those  cases  an  exchange  of 
work  has  been  arranged  with  some  other  teacher. 

There  are  several  cities  beside  Boston  in  our  state  that  require 
candidates  to  pass  an  examination  in  music  before  receiving  an 
appointment  to  teach.  The  High  School  are  studying  “  The 
Prophet  Psalmist,”  by  Farmer,  and  have  taken  up  the  work 
with  much  interest. 

I  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  thorough  efforts  and  the 
“good  will”  that  animates  our  teachers  in  maintaining  a  high 
standard  in  music.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  SEWING. 


To  Mr.  W.  C.  Hobbs,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

\V"ith  a  few  changes,  the  work  in  sewing  has  been  continued 
according  to  the  outline  given  in  my  last  statement,  and  the  re¬ 
sult  thus  far  has  been  most  satisfactory.  In  each  grade  much 
progress  has  been  made.  The  work  has  been  so  planned  as  to 
give  as  far  as  possible  in  the  time  allowed  each  class,  a  substan¬ 
tial  knowledge  of  the  art  of  sewing,  enabling  the  pupils  to  put 
the  knowledge  thus  obtained  to  a  practical  use  in  the  home. 
The  sewing  this  year  has  been  taken  in  one  grade  higher  than 
usual  (the  7th),  which  has  afforded  an  opportunity  for  more 
advanced  work.  In  a  number  of  instances  the  appitude  of  the 
girls  has  made  it  possible  to  introduce  the  making  of  simple 
dresses  to  be  worn  by  themselves,  which  is  most  gratifying. 
The  interest  of  the  girls  in  the  sewing  is  very  pleasing,  and  the 
hearty  co-operation  in  many  cases,  of  the  mothers,  expressing 
as  they  have  through  their  children  their  appreciation  of  this 
branch  of  the  school  work,  has  been  extremely  helpful.  I  find 
in  some  schools  the  instruction  is  carried  on  by  means  of  minia¬ 
ture  garments,  etc.,  but  I  prefer  the  more  practical  method  of 
making  all  articles  and  garments  that  shall  be  of  actual  use  to 
each  girl,  such  as  underclothes,  aprons  and  dresses. 

This  plan  has  worked  very  well,  and  I  have  found  that  it  has 
added  much  interest  to  the  work  in  mv  classes.

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ACTS  OF  1906,  CHAPTER  371. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  temporary  exclusion  from 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  PUPILS  WHO  HAVE  BEEN  EX¬ 
POSED  TO  INFECTIOUS.  OR  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE. 

Section  6.  A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presentation  of  a 
certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that  he  is  not 
a  fit  subject  for  vaccination.  A  child  who  is  a  member  of  a 
household  in  which  a  person  is  ill  with  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious  dis¬ 
ease,  or  of  a  household  exposed  to  such  contagion  from  another 
household  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  attend  any  public  school  during 
such  illness  until  the  teacher  of  the  school  has  been  furnished 
with  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town, 
or  from  the  attending  physician  of  such  person,  stating  that 
danger  of  conveying  such  disease  by  such  child  has  passed. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

CHAPTER  503,  ACTS  OF  1906. 


An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  school 

PHYSICIANS. 

Section  i.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town  in 
the  Commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school  physicians, 
shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its  city  or 
town,  and  shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties  as  prescribed  in  this  act :  provided ^ 
however^  that  in  cities  wherein  the  board  of  health  is  already 
maintaining  or  shall  hereafter  maintain  substantially  such  med¬ 
ical  inspection  as  this  act  requires,  the  board  of  health  shall 
appoint  and  assign  the  school  physician. 

Section  3.  Every  school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt 
examination  and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  such  further  examination  of  teachers, 
janitors  and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion  the  protection  of 
the  health  of  the  pupils  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be  referred 
to  a  school  physician  for  examination  and  diagnosis  every  child 
returning  to  school  without  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health 
after  absence  on  account  of  illness  or  from  unknown  cause;  and 
every  child  in  the  schools  under  its  jurisdiction  who  shows  signs 
of  being  in  ill  health  or  of  suffering  from  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at  once  excluded  from  school  by  the 
teacher ;  except  that  in  the  case  of  schools  in  remote  and  isolated 
situations  the  school  committee  may  make  such  other  arrange¬ 
ments  as  may  best  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
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Section  4.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  notice  of  the 
disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  is  found  to  be 
suffering  to  he  sent  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  Whenever  a 
child  shows  symptoms  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
chickenpox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  or  influenza,  tonsilitis, 
whooping  cough,  mumjDS,  scabies  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  sent 
home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper  conveyance 
can  be  found,  and  the  hoard  of  health  shall  at  once  be  notified. 

Section  5.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town 
shall  cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  separately  and 
carefully  tested  and  examined  at  least  once  in  every  school  year 
to  ascertain  whether  he  is  suffering  from  defective  sight  or  hear¬ 
ing  or  from  any  other  disability  or  defect  tending  to  prevent  his 
receiving  the  full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requiring  a 
modification  of  the  school  work  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
child  or  to  secure  the  best  educational  results.  The  tests  of  sight 
and  hearing  shall  be  made  by  teachers.  The  committee  shall 
cause  notice  of  any  defect  or  disability  requiring  treatment  to  be 
sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and  shall  require  a 
physical  record  of  each  child  to  be  kept  in  such  form  as  the  state 
board  of  education  shall  prescribe. 

Section  6.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  prescribe  the 
directions  for  tests  of  sight  and  hearing,  and  the  state  board  of 
education  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  state  board  of  health, 
prescribe  and  furnish  to  school  committees  suitable  rules  of  in¬ 
struction,  test-cards,  blanks,  record  books  and  other  useful  ap¬ 
pliances  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall 
provide  for  pupils  in  the  normal  schools  instruction  and  practice 
in  the  best  methods  of  testing  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children. 
The  state  board  of  education  may  expend  during  the  year  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  six  a  sum  not  greater  than  fifteen  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  and  annually  thereafter  a  sum  not  greater  than  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  material  required  by 
this  act. 
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Section  7.  The  expenses  which  a  city  or  town  may  incur 
by  virtue  of  the  authority  herein  vested  in  the  school  committee 
or  board  of  health,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  cities  by  the  city 
council  and  in  towns  by  a  town  meeting.  The  appropriation  shall 
precede  any  expenditure  or  any  indebtedness  which  may  be  in¬ 
curred  under  this  act,  and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  deemed 
a  sufficient  appropriation  in  the  municipality  where  it  is  made. 
Such  appropriation  need  not  specify  to  what  section  of  the  act  it 
shall  apply,  and  may  be  voted  as  a  total  appropriation  to  be 
applied  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six.

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to 
assemble  in  Village  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  A.  D.  1907,  at  six  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then 
and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely  : 

Article  I.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  namely  :  Three  Selectmen 
who  shall  be  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Surveyors 
of  Highways;  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Col¬ 
lector  of  Taxes,  three  Auditors,  three  Park  Commissioners,  six 
Constables,  one  Tree  Warden,  all  for  one  year;  one  member  of 
the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years  ;  one  Water  Commissioner 
for  three  years.;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  and  one  member  for  two  years  to  fill  vacancy,  and 
two  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years  ; 
and  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  question,  “Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
town?” 
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Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  the  Auditors  on 
Selectmen’s,  Treasurer’s,  Tax  Collector’s,  Water  Commission¬ 
ers’,  Sewer  Commissioners’  and  Cemetery  Commissioners’ 
accounts. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  List  of 
Jurors,  as  prepared  by  Selectmen,  and  posted  as  required  by 
law. 

Article  5.  To  hear  and  act  on  report  of  committees. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  unexpended  appropriations  of  the  past  year.

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  for  the  present  municipal 
year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor.  The  debts  in¬ 
curred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  are  hereby  made  payable 
from  said  taxes.

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  money  for  the  support  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  George  K.  Bird  Post,  No.  169, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  for  the  purpose  of  decorating 
soldiers’  graves  on  Memorial  Day.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  tract  of  land 
known  as  Prospect  Park,  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  borrow 
money  for  the  same,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  relocate  the  un¬ 
finished  sidewalk  on  Pleasant  street  between  Railroad  avenue

the  two  streets.
